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For  convenience  of  reference  this  publication 
has  been  divided  into  the  following  parts: 

A  compendium,  giving  a  synopsis  of  the  more 
important  laws. 

The  general  fi«h  and  game  laws,  enactments 
applying  to  all  persons  in  all  parts  of  the  State. 

Special  and  local  laws,  pertaining  to  parts  of 
the  State. 

The  Delaware  river,  enactments  pertaining 
to  fishing  and  duck  shooting  on  the  Delaware 
river  and  bay. 

Appendix,  laws  relative  to  trespass,  destroying 
woods,  and  the  payment  of  bounties  on  foxes. 
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There  are  different  seasons  in  tiie  Nortiiern 
and  Soutiiern  sections  for  quail,  partridge, 
grouse,  Englisii  or  ringnecic  piieasant^  squirrel, 
wild  turkey,  prairie  ciiicken  and  woodcock. 

NORTHERN    SECTION. 

Tiie  counties  in  the  Northern  Section  are: 
Passaic,  Sussex,  Morris,  Warren,  Essex,  IHun- 
terdon,  Somerset,  Hudson,  Union  and  Bergen. 

SOUTHERN    SECTION. 

The  counties  in  the  Southern  Section  are: 
Middlesex,  Monmouth,  Mercer,  Burlington, 
Ocean,  Atlantic,  Camden,  Gloucester,  Salem, 
Cumberland  and  Cape  May. 


RESIDENT  HUNTING  LICENSES. 

No  citizen  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  hunt  any 
of  the  game  birds,  wild  animals  or  fowls  protected 
by  law  without  first  procuring  a  license  so  to  do, 
and  then  only  during  the  respective  periods  and 
places  when  and  where  hunting  is  lawful.  The 
word  "citizen"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any 
person,  male  or  female,  who  has  resided  or  shall 
reside  bona-fide  in  this  State  for  a  period  of  one 
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year  immediately  preceding  the  application  for  a 
license.  The  law  provides  that  the  occupant  of 
any  farm  in  this  State  and  the  immediate  mem- 
bers of  the  family  of  said  occupant  residing  on 
said  farm  shall  have  the  right  without  said  license 
to  hunt  on  said  farm  when  hunting  thereon  is 
lawful.  The  words  "members  of  the  family  of 
said  occupant,"  however,  shall  not  be  taken  to 
include  any  employe  or  tenant  of  said  occupant. 
Said  license  shall  be  procured  from  any  county, 
city,  borough,  town,  township  or  village  clerk,  to 
be  furnished  to  said  respective  clerks  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  through 
the  county  clerk.  All  licenses  expire  December 
31st.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  prove  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  clerk  that  he  is  a  citizen  of 
this  State  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  The 
license  must  be  exhibited  by  the  licensee  on  de- 
mand of  any  person,  is  not  transferable,  and  gives 
no  right  to  trespass.  Penalty  for  violations,  $20. 
Cost  of  license,  $1 ;    clerk's  fee,  15  cents  extra. 


INFORMATION  CONCERNING  HUNTING 

LICENSES. 

Minors. — There  is  no  prohibition  against  grant- 
ing a  license  to  a  minor ;  nor  is  there  any  prohibi- 
tion against  his  hunting  in  a  lawful  manner. 

Aliens. — When  a  man  believed  to  be  an  alien 
applies  for  a  Resident  hunting  license,  he  should 
be  made  to  show  his  naturalization  papers,  or 
produce  other  proofs  to  show  that  he  is  entitled 
to    a    Resident    hunting    license ;     and    the    clerk 
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should  refuse  to  issue  a  Resident  license  if  he  is 
not  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  en- 
titled to  take  out  such  a  license.  He  must  have 
taken  out  his  full  'naturalization  papers  before  he 
is  entitled  to  a  Resident  hunting  license.  Resi- 
dence in  the  State  does  not  entitle  a  foreigner  to 
take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license,  any  more 
than  it  entitles  him  to  vote. 

Unnaturalized,  Foreign-Born  Residents. — Un- 
naturalized, foreign-born  residents  are  not  per- 
mitted to  hunt  without  a  license.  To  obtain  such 
license  the  applicant  should  fill  out  a  blank  appli- 
cation to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  of  the  State  on  the  applica- 
tion of  any  clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town  or 
township,  or  other  municipality.  The  cost  for 
said  license  is  $10,  together  with  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents  to  the  clerk.  On  receipt  of  an  application 
blank  properly  filled  out,  a  blank  license  will  be 
forwarded  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners to  the  clerk.  The  clerk  issuing  the 
license  shall  send  the  State's  fee  of  $10  to  Hon- 
orable Daniel  S.  Voorhees,  State  Treasurer,  Tren- 
ton. N.  J. 

Non-Residents. — Non-residents  are  not  permit- 
ted to  hunt  without  a  license.  The  fact  that  an 
applicant  owns  property  in  this  State,  or  that 
he  has  a  summer  residence  in  the  State,  does  not 
entitle  him  to  take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license, 
if  he  has  not  lived  in  the  State  one  year  pre- 
ceding the  application  for  a  license.  Only  county 
clerks  are  authorized  to  issue  licenses  to  non- 
residents.    Cost,  $10.50.     County  clerks  will  fur- 
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nish  the  application  blank  for  a  Non-Resident 
license.  One's  fixed  permanent  abode  determines 
his  residence. 

Lost  Hicen^s. — When  a  hunting  license  has 
been  lost  a  duplicate  or  certificate  cannot  be  issued. 
A  new  license  must  be  obtained  at  the  original 
cost. 

Spoiled  Licenses. — When  a  Resident  license  has 
accidentally  been  spoiled  at  the  time  of  making 
it  out,  in  order  to  obtain  credit  for  the  same  it 
must  be  attached  to  the  report  of  the  month  of 
issue,  and  forwarded  with  the  regular  returns 
through  the  county  clerk  to  the  State  Treasurer. 
No  explanation  can  be  accepted  if  unaccompanied 
by  the  damaged  license.  Licenses  represent  cash. 
For  each  license  issued  the  clerk  must  return  either 
the  license  itself  at  the  proper  time,  or  its  face 
value.  A  license  which  has  once  been  issued  to 
a  hunter  cannot  be  returned  as  a  spoiled  license, 
neither  can  a  spoiled  license  be  returned  at  a 
later  date  than  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
following  the  month  of  issuance. 


IT  18   ILLEGAL  AT  ALL  TIMES: 

To  capture,  kill,  injure  or  to  have  in  possession 
insectivorous  and  certain  other  birds  and  to  rob 
birds'  nests. 

To  hunt  geese,  ducks  or  any  water  wild  fowl, 
except  between  one  hour  before  sunrise  and  until 
sunset,  except  black  duck,  which  may  be  taken 
until  7  P.  M. ;  to  hunt  any  kind  of  water  wild 
fowl  from  boats  not  propelled  by  oars  or  paddles. 
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To  catch  or  keep  trout  less  than  six  inches  in 
length,  black  or  white  bass  less  than  nine  inches 
in  length,  or  pike-perch,  pickerel  and  pike  less 
than  twelve  inches  in  length. 

For  any  unnaturalized  foreigner  to  hunt,  with- 
out procuring  a  license.  Cost,  $10.50.  Said  li- 
cense may  be  obtained  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town,  township  or  any  municipality. 

To  take  trout,  bass,  pike,  picK^el  and  pike- 
perch  between  9  P.  M.  and  daylight. 

To  permit  dogs  to  run  rabbits  at  night  at  any 
time,  or  to  run  at  large  in  woods  or  fields  in- 
habited by  rabbits  or  game  birds  except  between 
the  first  of  October  and  the  first  of  February,  or 
at  any  time  in  woods  or  fields  inhabited  by  deer. 

To  remove  quail,  grouse,  woodcock,  squirrel, 
hare,  English  or  ring-neck  pheasants  from  the 
State.  Non-residents,  holding  license,  may  re- 
move in  any  one  day  fifteen  fowl  and  ten  rabbits, 
provided  same  are  exposed  to  open  view. 

To  kill  more  than  thirty  marsh  hens  or  mud 
hens  in  one  day. 

For  non-residents  to  hunt  without  license.  Cost, 
$10.50.  Said  license  may  be  obtained  from  county 
clerk.  Non-residents  may  remove  from  State  in 
any  one  day  fifteen  fowl  and  ten  rabbits,  provided 
same  are  exposed  to  open  view. 

To  take  or  to  attempt  to  take  any  game  except 
by  the  use  of  guns  held  at  arm's  length. 

To  use  ferrets  for  hunting  hare  or  rabbits. 

To  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  in  any  man- 
ner excepting  with  hook  and  line,  but  minnows 
for  bait  may  be  taken  with  a  seine  not  over  50 
feet  long  in   ponds  and  lakes  of  over  100  acres. 
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and  in  other  waters,  except  the  Delaware  river, 
with  a  seine  not  over  30  feet  in  length.  Eels  may 
be  taken  with  baskets  or  weirs  between  the 
fifteenth  of  September  and  the  last  of  October, 
except  in  Delaware  river,  and  with  wicker  baskets 
anchored  on  the  bottom  of  streams  and  ponds, 
except  in  Delaware  river. 

To  have  trapped  game  in   possession. 

To  hunt  on  Sunday  or  carry  firearms  in  the 
fields  or  woods  or  on  the  waters  on  Sunday  or  to 
hunt  for  squirrel,  quail,  partridge,  pheasant,  wood- 
cock or  rabbit  when  there  is  a  tracking  snow  on 
the  ground. 

To  pollute  streams.  To  use  medicated  bait  or 
explosives  of  any  kind  for  taking  fish.  To  draw 
off  water  to  take  fish.  To  permit  the  erection  or 
maintenance  of  unlawful  contrivances  for  taking 
game  and  fish ;  applies  to  owners  and  tenants  of 
lands.  To  use  carp  for  bait  or  in  any  other  way 
to  put  carp  in  fresh  water.  To  take  fish  through 
ice  in  fresh  waters.  To  hunt  reed  birds  after 
sunset  or  before  sunrise. 

To  use  set-lines  in  waters  inhabited  by  pickerel, 
pike,  pike-perch,  bass  or  trout,  or  to  use  any  con- 
trivance in  fishing  having  more  than  three  hooks 
or  one  burr  of  three  hooks  or  to  have  such  con- 
trivances in  possession. 


Fines  for  violation  of  the  above  laws  are  from 
$20  to  $200. 

Dogs  running  at  large  may  be  killed  under 
municipal  regulations.

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Farmers  and  'fruit  growers  have  the  right  to 
trap  rabbits  under  certain  restrictions. 

Dealers  have  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  the 
season  in  which  to  dispose  of  game. 

The  taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch,  catfish, 
sunfish,  suckers  and  eels  with  hook  and  line  only 
is  permitted  at  all  times  of  the  year,  provided 
that  not  more  than  three  hooks  are  used,  except- 
ing the  taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch  in  the 
Delaware  river. 

DELAWARE    RIVER    LAW    FOR    NEW    JER- 
SEY AND   PENNSYLVANIA. 

Food  Fish. — Gill  nets  and  parallel  nets  are  pro- 
hibited at  all  times  above  Trenton  Falls.  Seine 
nets  not  less  than  2i-inch  mesh  may  be  used  above 
and  below  Trenton  Falls  between  March  1st  and 
June  10th,  inclusive,  and  gill  nets  not  less  than 
5i-inch  mesh  below  Trenton  Falls  during  the  same 
period.  Sturgeon  may  be  taken  at  all  times  with 
13-inch  mesh.  Anchored  or  staked  nets  prohibited 
at  all  times.  Hauling  seines  prohibited  one-half 
mile  from  mouth  of  any  stream  emptying  into  river. 
Illegal  to  use  any  net  between  Saturday  noon  and 
6  A.  M.  Monday.  June  is  closed  season  for  eel 
pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  without  wings,  for  taking 
carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers.  Parallel  net  of  not 
less  than  3^-inch  mesh  for  carp  only  may  be  used 
from  September  1st  to  May  31st. 

Game    Fish. — See   chart    for  season.      Can    be 

taken  -with  hook  and  line  only.  Number  of  lines 

not   to  exceed   two,   and   under  immediate   super- 
vision. 
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Size. — Illegal  to  take  rock  fish  over  20  pounds 
or  under  10  inches ;  sturgeon  under  5  feet ;  black 
bass  under  9  inches;  pike,  pickerel  or  pike-perch 
under  12  inches;  calico  or  strawberry  bass, 
crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass  or  trout  under  6 
inches.

General  Fish  and  Game  Laws. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of 
birds,  game  and  fisli,  to  regulate  their  method 
of  capture  and  provide  open  and  close  sea- 
sons for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revi- 
sion of  1903). 

Approved  April  14,  1903. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  pursue,  with  intent 
to  kill  or  injure,  or  in  any  manner  to  attempt 
to  take  or  injure,  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful 
to  kill  or  destroy  or  injure,  any  anatidse,  com- 
monly known  as  swans,  geese,  brant  and  river 
and  sea  ducks;  rallidse,  commonly  known  as  rails,  ' 
gallinules,  coots  and  mudhens;  limicolse,  com- 
monly known  as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay 
snipe,  among  them  being  yellow  legs,  plovers, 
Willets,  sand  pipers,  dowitchers  or  robin  snipe, 
brown  backs,  curlews,  tum-stones  or  calico  backs, 
godwits  or  marlin,  tattlers  and  woodcock ;  gal- 
linse,  commonly  known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse, 
prairie  chickens,  pheasants,  partridges,  and  quails ; 
and  the  species  of  icteridse.  commonly  known  as 
reed  birds;  or  any  hare,  commonly  known  as 
rabbit ;  gray,  black  or  fox  squirrel ;  or  any  other 
game  bird  or  game  animal  whatsoever,  excepting 
in  the  manner  usually  known  as  hunting  with  a 
gun,  the  gun  being  such  as  may  be  held  at  arm's 
length  and  fired  from  the  shoulder  without  rests, 
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and  at  such  times  as  may  be  permitted  in  this  act, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  farmers  and  fruitgrowers  from  trap- 
ping rabbits  in  box  traps  during  the  entire  year; 
provided,  however,  that  such  trapping  shall  be 
done  on  property  owned  or  leased  for  the  rais- 
ing of  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  products  by  the 
person  so  trapping;  and  provided,  that  the  person 
so  trapping  shall  first  have  made  an  affidavit  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace  that  rabbits  have  in- 
jured fruit,  vegetables  or  other  products  on  his 
or  her  premises,  and  shall  have  immediately  sent 
the  same  to  the  president  of  the  fish  and  game 
commission,  who,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said 
affidavit,  shall  issue  to  said  person  a  permit  to 
so  trap;  and  provided^  furtheVy  that  no  person  or 
persons  shall  be  permitted  to  barter  or  sell  any 
rabbits  so  trapped. 

3.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  kill  or  catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  posses- 
sion, living  or  dead,  any  wild  bird,  other  thah 
a  game  bird ;  or  purchase,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
any  such  wild  bird  after  it  has  been  killed  or 
caught;  and  no  part  of  the  plumage,  skin  or  body 
of  any  bird  protected  by  this  section  shall  be 
sold  or  had  in  possession  for  sale;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  section,  the  following  shall  be  con- 
sidered game  birds ;  the  anatidse,  commonly  known 
as  swans,  geese  brant  and  river  and  sea  ducks; 
the  rallidse,  commonly  known  as  rails,  gallinules, 
coots  and  mudhens ;  the  limicolse,  commonly  known 
as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay  snipe,  among 
them  being  yellow  legs,  plovers,  willets,  sand  pipers. 
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dowitchers  or  robin  snipe,  brown  backs;  curlews, 
turn-stones  or  calico  backs,  godwits  or  marlin, 
tattlers  and  woodcock ;  the  gallinse,  commonly 
known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie  chickens, 
pheasants,  partridges  and  quails ;  and  the  species 
of  icteridse,  commonly  known  as  reed  birds;  the 
English  or  European  house  sparrow  (passer  do- 
mesticus),  blackbirds,  crows,  Cooper's  hawk,  gos- 
hawk, sharp-shinned  hawk,  duck  hawk  and  great- 
homed  owl  are,  however,  not  included  among  the 
birds  protected  by  this  section ;  any  person  vio- 
lating this  section  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  bird  or  part  of  bird  killed,  caught 
or  had  in  possession  contrary  to  the  provisions 
hereof. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  rob  the  nests  or  take 
or  destroy  the  eggs  of  any  wild  bird  whatsoever, 
except  the  nests  or  eggs  of  the  English  sparrow, 
under  a  penalty  of.  twenty  dollars  for  each  nest 
so  robbed  and  each  egg  so  removed  or  destroyed. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  cap- 
ture, kill,  injure  or  destroy  or  pursue,  with  such 
intent,  any  of  the  game  birds  or  other  animals 
enumerated  in  this  act  on  his  or  her  own  prop- 
erty or  on  the  property  of  any  other  person  or 
persons,  except  during  the  seasons  and  at  the 
times  and  in  the  manner  as  in  this  act  provided, 
and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
provided  by  this  act  for  the  violations  thereof. 

6.  (As  amended  April  6,  1908.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  hunting  or  gunning  after 
geese,  duck,  swans  or  brant  or  other  water  wild 
fowl,  to  place  the  boat,  sink-box  or  other  vessel 
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or  constmction  in  which  such  person  may  lie  in 
wait  to  kill  said  geese,  duck,  swans,  brant  or 
other  water  wild  fowl,  at  a  distance  of  more  than 
one  hundred  feet  from  ice,  marsh  or  meadow,  bar 
or  bank,  or  heaped  seaweed  not  covered  with 
water  J  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  with  intent  to  capture  or  kill  geese,  duck, 
swans,  brant  or  other  water  wild  fowl,  to  hunt 
after  or  pursue  the  same  in  any  manner  except 
between  one  hour  before  sunrise  and  until  sun- 
set, under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

7.  (As  amended  May  8,  1905.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  pursue  any  goose,  duck, 
swan,  brant  or  any  kind  of  water  wild  fowl  what- 
soever, or  to  shoot,  or  to  shoot  at,  or  kill  or  wound 
the  same  from  any  boat  or  vessel  propelled  by 
any  means  other  than  by  oars  or  paddles,  or 
from  any  boat,  vessel  or  other  structure  anchored 
or  staked  upon  the  waters  of  any  of  the  bays, 
sounds,  coves,  ponds,  rivers,  creeks  or  streams  of 
the  State  at  a  greater  distance  than  one  hundred 
feet  from  ice.  marsh  or  meadow,  bar  or  bank, 
or  heaped  seaweed  not  covered  with  water,  under 
a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

8.  (As  amended  March  31,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy  or  have  in 
possession,  any  black  duck  or  any  Mallard  duck,  ex- 
cepting only  between  the  first  day  of  Noveitibei 
and  the  first  day  of  March  following,  both  dates 
inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture,  kill,  injure, 
destroy,  or  have  in  possession  any  duck  or  swan 
other  than  black  duck,  Mallard  or  wood  duck,  ex- 
cepting only  between  the  first  day  of  November  and 
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the  fifteenth  day  of  March  following,  both  dates 
inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture,  kill,  injure, 
destroy  or  have  in  possession  any  goose,  brant  or 
shell  drake,  excepting  only  between  the  first  day 
of  November  and  the  tenth  day  of  April  following, 
in  each  year  both  dates  inclusive.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  duck, 
swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake  captured,  killed, 
injured,  destroyed  or  had  in  possession  in  violation 
of  this  act.  The  having  in  possession  of  any  such 
duck,  swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake^  whatsoever 
during  the  period  prohibited  in  this  section  shall 
in  every  court  and  place  be  deemed  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  same  is  unlawfully  in  possession. 

Note. — Additional  sections  regulating  shooting  of 
ducks,  &c.,  are  to  be  found  on  pages  32  and  33. 

9.  (As  amended  March  29,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  yellow  legs,  plovers,  willets,  sand 
pipers,  dowitchers  or  robin  snipe,  brown  backs, 
curlews,  turn-stones  or  calico  backs,  godwits  or 
marlin  and  tattlers,  or  any  other  birds  commonly 
known  as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay  snipe, 
excepting  only  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclusive, 
of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  bird  so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  had 
in  possession ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture, 
kill,  injure  or  have  in  possession  any  Wilson  or 
English  snipe  (sometimes  called  bog  snipe  or  jack 
snipe),  excepting  only  during  the  months  of  March, 
April,  September,  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
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for  each  Wilson  or  English  snipe  so  captured,  killed 
injured  or  had  in  possession. 

10.  (As  amended  April  10,  1907.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  or  have  in  pos- 
session, any  reed  bird,  excepting  only  from  the 
first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  or  to 
capture,  kill,  or  injure,  any  reed  bird  at  night, 
after  sunset  and  before  sunrise,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  reed  bird  so  captured, 
killed,  injured  or  had  in  possession. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  any  upland  plover  excepting 
during  the  months  of  August  and  September  of 
each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  upland  plover  so  captured,  killed,  injured  or 
had  in  possession. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  any  marsh  hen  (commonly 
known  as  mudhen)  or  rail  bird  excepting  only 
from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each 
year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
marsh  hen  or  rail  bird  so  captured,  killed,  injured 
or  had  in  possession ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  capture,  kill  or  have  in  possession 
in  any  one  day,  from  the  first  day  of  September  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclu- 
sive, more  than  thirty  marsh  hens,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  marsh  hen 
so  captured,  killed  ^  had  in  possession  in  excess 
of  thirty.

17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  i)er- 
sons  to  trap,  take,  capture  or  kill,  or  have  in  pos- 
session after  the  same  has  been  trapped,  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  beaver,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  beaver  so 
trapped,  taken,  captured  or  killed  or  had  in  pos- 
session. 

18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possession, 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the  game  birds  or 
game  animals  enumerated  in  this  act,  after  the 
same  has  been  caught  or  trapped  by  means  of 
any  snare,  snood,  net,  trap  or  device  of  any  de- 
scription whatsoever,  or  to  set  any  snare,  snood, 
net,  trap  or  device  for  catching  or  trapping  any 
such  game  bird  or  animal,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  such  bird  or  other  animal 
so  had  in  possession,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or 
for  any  trap  or  snare  so  set. 

19.  Whenever  by  this  act  the  possession  of  any 
kind  of  game  is  prohibited  after  a  certain  specified 
date  or  within  certain  specified  periods  of  time,  all 
sales  of  dealers  in  game  for  a  period  of  fifteen 
days  after  the  expiration  of  such  fixed  period  or 
specified  date  shall  prima  facie  be  deemed  lawful, 
and  the  penalties  herein  imposed  for  the  possession 
of  such  game  shall  not  apply  to  any  dealer  in  or 
the  purchaser  of  any  such  game  within  the  ex- 
tended period,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  that  such 
dealer  or  purchaser  had  knowledge  that  such  game 
had  been  unlawfully  killed,  captured  or  taken; 
nothing  in  this  section,  however,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  permit  the  possession,  sale  or  purchase  of 
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game  killed  or  taken  in  this  State  In  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  with  a  hound 
or  hounds,  or  with  firearms  or  weapons  of  any 
kind,  or  to  carry  a  gun  in  the  woods  or  fields  or 
on  the  waters  on  the  Sabbath  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

21.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  associations  or  individuals  from  bringing 
into  this  State  any  birds  or  other  animals  for  the 
purpose  of  propagation,  or  from  keeping  such  ani- 
mals until  a  seasonable  time  for  their  release. 

22.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  remove  or  to  attempt 
to  remove  from  this  State  any  quail,  ruffed  grouse, 
pinnated  grouse,  woodcock,  hare  (commonly 
known  as  rabbit),  squirrel,  English  pheasant  or 
ring-necked  pheasant ;  provided,  however,  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  common  carriers  carry- 
ing from  beyond  the  confines  of  this  State  in  un- 
broken packages  to  some  point  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  the  State,  such  quail,  ruffed  grouse,  pin- 
nated grouse,  woodcock,  hare,  squirrel  or  pheasant ; 
any  person  guilty  of  any  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
every  quail,  ruffed  grouse,  pinnated  grouse,  wood- 
cock, hare,  squirrel  or  pheasant  removed  or  sought 
to  be  removed ;  provided,  however,  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  English  or  ring-necked  pheasants 
killed  on  preserves  at  present  established. 

23.  (As  amended  April  9,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  or  attempt  to 
hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  any  partridge,  grouse,  pheas- 
ant, quail,  woodcock,  squirrel  or  hare    (commonly 
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known  as  rabbit),  while  there  is  snow  upon  the 
ground  in  such  condition  that  any  such  bird  or 
animal  may  be  tracked  therein,  or  by  tracking 
any  such  bird  or  animal  in  the  snow,  or  to  'have 
in  possession  any  such  bird  or  animal  above  men- 
tioned that  has  been  hunted,  killed,  destroyed  or 
taken  as  aforesaid,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  bird  or  animal  above  mentioned 
60  hunted,  killed,  destroyed  or  had  in  possession, 
to  be  recovered  as  are  other  fines  and  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  this  act. 

24.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee  or  custodian  of  any 
dog  to  permit  such  dog  to  run  at  large  in  woods 
or  field  inhabited  by  rabbits  or  game  birds,  except 
only  between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the 
first  day  of  February  following ;  provided^  how- 
ever, that  at  all  other  times  during  the  year,  such 
dog  or  dogs  may  be  allowed  to  run  when  the 
owner,  lessee  or  custodian  is  with  such  dog  or 
dogs;  but  at  no  time  shall  any  dog  be  allowed  to 
run  rabbits  at  night,  under  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  offense;  and  it  is  further  provided, 
that  this  act  shall  in  nowise  apply  to  fields  or 
woods  inhabited  by  deer. 

25.  (As  ahiended  April  11,  1908.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  from 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  by  means  of  any 
contrivance  whatsoever  excepting  in  the  manner 
commonly  known  as  angling  with  hand-line  or 
with  rod  and  line,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offense ;  provided,  however,  that 
this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  catching  of 
eels,  at  any  time,  by  means  of  wicker  eel  baskets 
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anchored  on  the  bottom  of  streams  and  ponds,  nor 
to  the  taking  of  eels  by  means  of  eel  weirs  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September  to  the  last  day  of 
October,  both  dates  inclusive,  nor  to  the  taking  of 
catfish  or  carp  with  a  spear  in  all  streams  and  in 
all  lakes  and  ponds  of  less  than  one  hundred 
acres,*  from  the  twentieth  day  of  February  to 
the  twentieth  day  of  April,  both  dates  inclusive,  of 
each  year,  nor  to  the  taking  of  eels  and  suckers 
with  a  spear  in  all  streams  and  in  all  lakes  and 
ponds  of  less  than  one  hundred  acres,  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  February  to  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year;  pro- 
vided, also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  take  minnow 
and  other  bait-fish  with  a  seine  not  over  fifty  feet 
in  length  in  all  ponds  and  lakes  which  have  an 
area  of  over  one  hundred  acres,  and  in  all  other 
waters  with  a  seine  not  over  thirty  feet  in  length; 
in  every  such  case,  however,  all  trout,  pickerel, 
bass,  pike  and  pike-perch  captured  therein  shall  be 
immediately  released  therefrom  uninjured  as  far 
as  practicable;    provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be

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lawful  to  take  fish  in  any  manner  under  the  direc- 
tion of  or  by  permission  given  by  the  board  of 
fish  and  game  commissioners  for  stocking  purposes. 

26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  the 
young  of  any  species  of  carp  or  tench  for  bait  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  to  tak^  to  any 
of  sucli  waters  the  young  of  any  species  of  carp 
or  tench  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  same  for 
bait  or  for  any  other  purpose,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  such  fish  so  used  for  bait 
or  taken  to  such  waters. 

27.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  catch  or  have  in  possession  any 
black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  calico  bass, 
crappie  or  pike-perch  excepting  only  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  November, 
both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed, 
taken  or  had  in  possession. 

28.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  kill,  catch  or  have  in  possession 
any  pike  or  pickerel  excepting  only  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  Novem- 
ber, both  dates  inclusive,  and  from  the  first  day 
of  January  to  the  first  day  of  February,  both 
dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed,  taken 
or  had  in  possession. 

29.  (As  amended  May  27,  1907.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  catch,  kill,  take  or  have  in  possession 
any  brook  trout,  except  only  from  the  first  day 
of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  both  dates 
inclusive,  in  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars   for   each  fish  so  caught,  killed,   taken  or 
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had  in  possession ;  provided^  nevertheless^  that 
whenever  any  person  or  persons  or  any  associa- 
tion owns  or  controls  any  stream  or  streams  or 
parts  of  stream  and  any  pond  or  ponds  in  this 
State,  and  also  actually  maintains  a  hatchery  in 
this  State  for  the  propagation  of  trout,  and  from 
said  hatchery  yearly  supplies  and  stocks  said 
stream  or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds  with  more 
trout  than  are  caught  therefrom,  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  such  person  or  persons  or  association,  and 
upon  being  satisfied  by  proper  proof  of  the  facts 
aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  person  or  persons  or 
association  owns  or  controls  a  stream  or  streams 
or  parts  of  stream  or  a  pond  or  ponds,  and  in 
good  faith  actually  maintains  a  hatchery  for  the 
propagation  of  fish,  and  does  from  said  hatchery 
yearly  supply  and  stock  said  stream  or  streams  or 
pond  or  ponds  with  more  trout  than  are  caught 
therefrom,  shall  issue  to  such  person  or  persons  or 
association  a  license,  duly  signed  by  the  secretary 
of  the  said  board, .  permitting  it,  for  such  period 
of  time  as  the  said  person  or  persons  or  associa- 
tion shall  own  and  control  said  stream  or  streams 
or  part  of  stream  or  pond  or  ponds,  and  shall 
maintain  a  hatchery  for  the  propagation  of  trout, 
and  from  said  hatchery  shall  supply  and  stock  said 
stream  or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds  with  more 
trout  than  are  taken  therefrom,  to  catch  or  take 
trout  from  said  stream  and  pond  from  the  first 
day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
both  inclusive,  in  each  year.  Nothing  herein  or 
in  this  proviso  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
permitting  the  sale  of  trout  for  other  than  propa- 
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gation  purposes  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  July 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of .  September,  both  dates  in- 
clusive, in  each  year. 

30.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  any  manner  to  take 
any  trout,  bass,  pike-perch,  pike  or  pickerel  be- 
tween nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  daylight  of 
the  morning  following,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken. 

31.  (As  amended  April  5.  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  kill,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  have  in 
possession  any  black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white 
bass  or  calico  bass  measuring  less  than  nine  inches 
in  length,  or  any  pike-perch  measuring  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  trout  measuring 
less  than  six  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike  or 
pickerel  measuring  less  than  twelve  inches  in 
length,  except  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  the 
waters  of  this  State  therewith,  and  then  only  at 
the  direction  of  the  board  of  fish  and  game  com- 
missioners, or  upon  license  first  obtained  from  such 
board,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
fish  so  killed,  sold,  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in  pos- 
session ;  provided,  however,  that  the  esox  fasciatus 
(commonly  known  as  Long  Island  pickerel,  varied 
and  grass  pike)  is  not  included  among  the  fish  pro- 
tected by  this  section. 

32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  in  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State  any  dynamite,  giant  or  elec- 
tric powder,  or  any  explosive  substances  what- 
ever, or  any  drug  or  poisoned  bait,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking,  killing  or  injuring  fish,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

33.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  allow  any  dye-stuff, 
coal-tar,  saw-dust,  tan-bark,  lime,  refuse  from  gas 
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houses,  or  other  deleterious  or  poisonous  substance 
or  substances  to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run 
into  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in  quantities 
destructive  of  life  or  disturbing  the  habits  of  the 
fish  inhabiting  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

34.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shut  off  or  draw 
off  the  waters  of  any  pond,  stream  or  lake  in  this 
State  for  the  purpose  of  taking,  capturing  or  kill- 
ing the  fish  therein,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offence. 

35.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  put,  place,  use  or 
maintain  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in- 
habited by  pickerel,  pike,  pike-perch,  black  bass, 
Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  calico  bass,  perch  or 
trout,  any  set-line  or  set-lines,  or  to  use  upon  a 
line  for  the  taking  of  fish  in  such  waters  any  con- 
trivance having  more  than  three  hooks,  or  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto, 
under  a  penalty  of  tweiity  dollars  for  each  offence. 

36.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use,  have 
in  possession,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any 
artificial  bait  with  more  than  three  hooks  or  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

37.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee 
or  tenant  of  any  property  to  permit  the  erection, 
construction  or  maintenance  on  his,  her- or  their 
property  of  any  of  the  contrivances  for  the  un- 
lawful taking  of  fish  and  game  prohibited  by  this 
act,  or  to  permit  the  setting  of  any  fyke  or  other 
net  or  the  drawing  of  any  net  whatsoever  upon  his, 
her  or  their  property,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
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duty  of  such  owner,  lessee  or  tenant  to  immedi- 
ately destroy  any  and  all  such  unlawful  contriv- 
ances found  or  placed  upon  his,  her  or  their  prem- 
ises ;  and  no  suit  for  damages  shall  lie  or  be  main- 
tained against  any  property  owner,  lessee  or  tenant 
for  any  such  destruction. 

38.  (As  amended  April  15,  1908.)  Whenever 
in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  the 
possession  of  fowl  or  game  is  prohibited,  refer- 
ence is  had  equally  to  such  fowl  or  game  coming 
from  without  the  State  as  to  that  taken  within 
the  State;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  con- 
tained in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory 
shall  apply  to  any  fowl  or  game  coming  within 
this  State  in  original  packages  from  any  foreign 
country  during  the  open  season,  but  such  fowl  or 
game  shall  not  be  kept  within  this  State  during 
the  close  season,  unless  within  ten  days  before 
such  close  season  shall  arrive,  the  owner  or  own- 
ers, agent  or  agents  of  such  owner  or  owners  of 
such  fowl  or  game  shall  give  notice  to  the  fish  and 
game  commission  of  this  State,  of  the  fact  that 
such  fowl  or  game  will  be  kept  in  possession  in 
this  State  during  the  close  season,  which  notice 
shall  designate  the  place  where  such  fowl  or  game 
is  to  be  kept,  whereupon  the  fish  and  game  com- 
mission, upon  such  owner  or  owners,  agent  or 
agents  giving  a  bond  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  condi- 
tioned that  such  fowl  or  game  brought  from  such 
foreign  shores  shall  not  be  sold  or  exposed  for 
sale  or  removed  from  this  State  during  the  close 
season,  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  keeping  of 
such  fowl  or  game  during  the  close  season.     Upon 
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such  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  agents  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  fowl  or  game 
may  be  kept  within  this  State  during  any  close 
season.  Upon  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  the  bond 
given  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  whole  penalty 
of  the  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  in  a  suit  to  be  instituted  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  State, 
by  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners. 

39.  The  term  "waters  of  this  State,"  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act.  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
all  the  fresh  waters  of  this  State;  promdedf  that 
all  ponds,  lakes  and  waters  created  by  or  under 
the  exclusive  control  of  individuals  or  associa- 
tions, stocked  and  maintained  at  the  sole  expense 
of  such  individuals  or  associations,  and  not  run- 
ways for  migratory  fish,  shall  be  considered  pri- 
vate waters,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  as  far  as  such  individuals  and 
the  members  of  such  associations  or  persons  re- 
ceiving permits  from  them  are  concerned. 

40.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  The  board  of 
fish  and  game  commissioners  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue,  in  its  discretion,  to  all  properly  accred- 
ited persons,  permits  to  take  carp  and  suckers 
from  the  ponds  or  lakes  of  this  State  by  means  of 
a  net,  the  mesh  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  and  one-half  inches;  provided,  however^  that 
in  every  case  all  game  and  food  fish  captured 
therein  shall  be  immediately  returned  therefrom 
uninjured  as  far  as  practicable;  such  permits  to 
be  issued  by  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners under  such  restrictions  as  to  the  method 
and  time  of  using  such  nets  as  may  be  deemed 
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proper  by  said  board  of  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners. 

41.  The  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
the  supplements  thereto  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof. 

42.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection 
of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regu- 
late their  method  of  capture,  and  provide  open 
and  close  seasons  for  such  capture  and  posses- 
sion," approved  March  twenty-second,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  one.  and  the  amendments 
and  supplements  thereto  severally  approved  April 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two,  and 
April  third*  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two, 
and  April  tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
two;  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  deer,"  ap- 
proved April  tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  two;  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  beavers," 
approved  April  tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  two;  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  marsh 
hens,  to  regulate  their  capture  or  killing  and 
provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such  killing," 
approved  April  ninth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  two,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed;  providedf  however^  that  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  any  public  museum  or  natural 
history  society  of  this  State  to  prevent  the  collec- 
tion of  specimens  for  said  museum  or  society. 
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43.  The  repeal  of  the  above  stated  acts  shall 
not  be  construed  to  revive  any  act  which  may 
have  been  repealed  by  any  of  the  acts  hereby 
repealed,  and  no  proceeding  now  pending  under 
any  of  the  acts  hereby  repealed  shall  abate  by 
reason  of  the  repeal  of  said  acts,  but  every  such 
proceeding  shall  proceed  as  if  this*  act  had  not 
been  passed. 

44.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Note. — The  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  for  the  protection  of  certain  kinds 
of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method  of

until  sunset;  or  to  capture,  kill,  injure  or  destroy 
any  black  duck  except  only  between  one  hour  be- 
fore sunrise  and  until  seven  p.  m.  ;  or  to  shoot  at, 
wound  or  kill  any  black  duck  while  usin^  cus- 
tomary flyways  across  the  beach  bordering  on  the 
Atlantic  ocean,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  duck,  swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake 
so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  destroyed  or  had  in 
possession. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  hunting 
or  gunning  for  geese,  brant  or  shell  drake  after  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March,  in  each  year,  and  until  the 
close  of  the  season  on  April  tenth,  in  each  year, 
to  put  or  carry  on  his  boat  any  decoy  other  than 
that  of  decoys  of  brant,  geese  or  shell  drake,  under 
a  penalty  or  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  destroy  or  have  in  possession  any  wood  duck  for 
five  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  wood 
duck  captured,  killed,  injured  or  destroyed  or  had 
in  possession.

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  take,  or  attempt  to  take,  any  fish  from  any 
of  the  waters  of  this  State,  by  any  line  with  hooks 
attached  thereto,  or  any  other  device,  net  or  tackle 
operated  through  an  opening  in  the  ice  in  said 
waters  or  drawn  beneath  such  ice ;  provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply  to  the  taking 
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of  eels  by  any  means  now  or  hereafter  sanctioned 
by  law. 

2.  Every  person  offending  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  ^shall 
suffer  a   penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatelv.

fawn ;  and  no  person  shall  kill,  injure,  destroy  or 
have  in  possession  more  than  one  deer,  be  the 
same  buck,  doe  or  fawn,  in  any  one  year,  under 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  deer 
so  killed  injured,  destroyed  or  had  in  possession.

offense. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  hereafter  for 
any  person  to  hunt  for,  stalk,  chase  with  dogs  or 
shoot  at  any  wild  deer  except  by  daylight  on  the 
days  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  law,  under 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  hereafter  for 
any  person  to  hunt  for  any  wild  deer  with  a  dog 
or  dogs,  under  a  penalty  of  $100  for  each  offense.

An  Act  for  the  protection  of  the  wild  or  pas- 
senger pigeon. 

Approved  April  0,  1910. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  living  or  dead,  or  attempt 
to  capture,  kill  or  injure  any  wild  or  passenger 
pigeon,  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  destroy, 
attempt  to  destroy  or  interfere  in  any  manner  with 
the  nest  or  eggs  of  any  wild  or  passenger  pigeon 
under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Act  to  regulate  fishing  by  steam  and  other 
vessels  with  shirred  or  purse  seines  In  the 
waters  of  the  State  of  New  Jer«ey,  and  to 
require  a  license  for  such  fishing. 

Approved  March  26,  1896. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to  take 
with  purse  or  shirred  nets  any  menhaden,  porgies, 
herring  or  other  fish  in  any  waters  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  State,  including  the  waters  of 
the  Atlantic  ocean  within  three  nautical  miles  of 
the  coast  line  of  said  state,  either  on  his  own  ac- 
count and  benefit  or  on  account  and  benefit  of  his 
employer,  unless  such  person  or  persons,  corpora- 
tion or  corporations,  shall  have  first  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  regulating  such  fishing 
with  purse  or  shirred  nets,  and  requiring  a  license 
therefor. 

2.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  corpora- 
tion or  corporations,  may  intend  to  take  menhaden 
with  such  purse  or  shirred  nets  in  the  waters 
above  specified,  such  person  or  persons,  corpora- 
tion or  corporations,  shall  make  an  application 
therefor  to  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners of  this  State. 

3.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  application  the 
board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners  shall,  upon 
the  paynient  to  the  said  board  of  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars' for  each  steam  vessel  of  not  more 
than  fifty  tons  net  tonnage,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  steam  vessel  of  over 
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fifty  tons  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  tons 
net  tonnage  and  two  hundred  dollars  for  each 
steam  vessel  of  over  one  hundred  tons  net  ton- 
nage, said  net  tonnage  to  be  determined  by  custom 
house  measurement,  and  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  sailing  vessel  with  tenders  to  be  so  employed 
in  the  taking:  of  menhaden  by  means  of  such 
shirred  or  purse  nets,  as  a  license  fee,  issue  to  such 
person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  a 
license,  duly  signed  by  the  secretary  of  said  board 
of  fish  and  game  commissioners,  which  said  license 
shall  be  valid  and  in  force  for  the  term  of  one  year 
from  the  date  thereof,  and  no  license  shall  be 
issued  for  a  space  of  time  less  than  one  year. 

4.  For  every  violation  of  the  first  section  of 
this  act  the  offending  person  or  persons,  cor- 
l)(>ration  or  corporations,  shall  pay  a  penalty  of 
two  Inindrod  dollars.

An  Act  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  carp. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 

1  TiirJt  it  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  in  this 
State  to  place  any  German  carp,  mirror  carp, 
leather  carp,  or  carp  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or 
the  seed  thereof,  in  any  of  the  public  or  private 
waters',  of  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  two  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of 
the  county  where  the  offense  shall  have  been  com- 
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initted,  or  where  the  conviction  shall  be  had.  for 
not  les.s  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  six 
months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  before 
whom  the  conviction  of  any  violation  of  this  statute 
may  be  had. 

2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  en- 
forced according  to  the  method  of  procedure  pro- 
vided' for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  for  the  pro- 
tection of  fish  and  game. 

3.  That  the  fish  and  game  protector  of  this 
State,  and  ail  duly  appointed  fish  and  game  war- 
dens of  this  Btate,  are  authorized  and  required 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  therefor  to  the  same  fee  as  they 
are  entitled  to  under  the  act  for  the  protection  of 
fish  and  game. 

4.  That  any  person  who  may  have  been  ag- 
grieved or  injured  by  means  of  any  violation  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  authorized  to 
institute  proceedings  for  the  punishment  of  the 
offender. 

5.  That  no  conviction  had  under  this  act  shall 
be  a  bar  to  any  proceedings  an  aggrieved  party 
may  -institute  for  the  recovery  of  damages  in  a 
civil   suit. 

6.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  ownei*s 
or  lessees  of  private  ponds  stocking  such  private 
ponds ;  provided,  that  such  private  ponds  are  so 
constructed  as  to  effectually  prevent  said  carp  or 
the  seed  thereof  from  escaping  into  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State,  or  into  private  waters  owned 
hy  other  individuals  or  corporations. 
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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  sturgeon. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person    or   persons    to    take,    capture    or    kill,    or 

— -have-4iU4iOssession  after  the  same  has  been  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  sturgeon  between  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember in  each  and  every  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  sturgeon  so 
taken,  captured,  killed  or  had  unlawfully  in  pos- 
session. 

2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  special,  local 
or  general,  inconsistent  herewith  or  repugnant 
hereto,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  ex- 
cepting that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  *An 
act  for  the  protection  of  mammoose  or  young 
sturgeon  in  the  Delaware  bay,  river  and  their 
tributaries,'  approved  March  twenty-fourth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety,"  which 
amendment  was  approved  April  first,  one  thou- 
sand  eight   hundred    and    ninety-one.

An  Act  concerning  fisheries. 

Passed  December  27,  1826. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  or 
persons  not  resident  citizens  of  this  State  to  draw 
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or  use  any  net  or  seine  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
or  taking  fish  in  any  of  the  bays,  flats,  rivers  or 
waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State;  and 
every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
•every  such  offence  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars;  pro- 
vided always  nevertheless^  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the  right  or  priv- 
ilege of  any  owner  or  owners,  tenant  or  tenants, 
not  resident  in  this  State  from  fishing  upon  or 
opposite  to  his,  her  or  their  shore  in  this  State, 
or  to  prevent  any  resident,  owner  or  tenant  from 
employing  what  hands  he  may  think  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  his  or  their  fisheries ; 
provided^  also,  that  nothing  in  thi?  act  contained 
shall  relate  to  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  fisheries 
on  the  waters  of  the  river  Delaware. 


An  Act  for  the  pratection  of  Malaclemmys 
Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond-backed 
terrapin;  to  regulate  their  method  of  capture, 
and  providing  open  and  dose  seasons  for 
such  capture  and  possession. 

Approved  March  30,  1906. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  catch,  expose 
for  sale  or  have  in  possession,  or  attempt  to  take 
or  catch  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  between  the  first 
day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  year.  Any  person  guilty  of  any  violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty 
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dollars  for  every  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  so  taken, 
caught,  exposed  for  sale,  had  in  possession,  or 
sought  to  be  taken  or  captured ;  and  the  having 
in  possession  of  any  Malaclemmys  PalustriSj  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed'  terrapin,  during  the 
period  prohibited  in  this  section  shall,  in  every 
court  and  place,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  same  is  unlawfully  in  possession. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catch  or 
take,  or  attempt  to  catch  or  take,  any  Mala- 
clemmys Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond- 
backed  terrapin,  from  any  of  the  waters  of  the 
State,  by  means  of  any  trap,  fyke,  net,  seine,  weir, 
or  net  of  any  description,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catch, 
take  or  have  in  possession  any  Malaclemmys 
Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond-backed  ter- 
rapin, measuring  less  than  four  inches  length- 
wise along  the  under  shell,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  Malaclemmys  Palus- 
tris, commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin, 
so    captured,    taken    or   had    in    possession. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  destroy  the 
eggs  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  this  State, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
egg  so  taken  or  destroyed. 

5.  In  all  proceedings  against  offenders  under 
this  act  it  shall  be  competent  for  them  to  show 
that  the  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called 
diamond-backed  terrapin",  came  into  possession  in 
another    State,   or   beyond   the    United    States,    at 
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some  place  where  the  law  did  not  prohibit  such 
possession,,  and  such  evidence  shall  be  a  valid  de- 
fense to  the  action. 

6.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  fish  and 
game  protector  and  all  constables,  police  officers, 
fish  and  game  wardens  and  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  of  this  State  are  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  any  per- 
son or  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  upon  making  such  arrest, 
to  take  him  or  them  forthwith  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  of 
the  county  where  the  arrest  is  made,  and  to  pro- 
ceed against  him  or  them  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  this  State 
entitled  **An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for  the  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  supplements  thereto  and 
acts    amendatory    thereof. 

7.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  the  fish 
and  game  protestor,  and  the  fish  and  game  war- 
dens of  this  State  shall  have  the  power  without 
w^arrant  to  search  and  examine  any  boat,  vessel, 
conveyance,  vehicle,  fish  box,  fish  basket,  barrel, 
box  or  basket,  game  bag  or  game  coat  or  other 
receptacle  for  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  when  they  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  have  been  violated ;  and  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector,  and  fish 
and  game  wardens  shall  at  any  time  seize  and  take 
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possession  of  any  and  all  Malaclemmys  Palustri^ 
commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  which 
have  been  caught,  taken  or  killed  at  any  time  in  a 
manner  or  for  a  purpose,  or  had  in  possession  or 
under  control,  have  been  shipped  or  are  about  to 
be  shipped,  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  Justices  of  t6e  peace,  district  courts  and 
police  magistrates,  upon  receiving  proof  of  prob- 
able causes  for  believing  in  the  concealment  of 
any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called  dia- 
mond-backed terrapin,  caught,  taken,  had  in  pos- 
session or  under  control,  contrary  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  issue  a  search  warrant 
and  cause  a  search  to  be  made  in  any  place,  and 
to  that  end  may,  after  demand  and  refusal,  cause 
any  building,  enclosure  or  car  to  be  entered,  and 
any  apartment,  chest,  box,  barrel,  crate,  basket  or 
package  to  be  broken  open  and  the  contents 
thereof  examined  by  said  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners, fish  and  game  protector  or  fish  and  game 
wardens.  All  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  seized  by  the  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protec- 
tor or  any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  shall  be 
liberated  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in- 
habited by  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  by  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector  or 
any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  as  directed  by 
the  justices  of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police 
magistrate  before  whom  the  offender  is  tried. 

8.  No  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner,  fish  and 
game  protector  or  fish  and  game  warden  shall  be 
liable  for  damages  on  account  of  any  arrest,  seiz- 
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ure,  or  liberation  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris, 
commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protectian  of  biirds  and  their 

nests  and  eggs. 

Approved  March  20,  1901. 

1.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  kill  or  catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession 
living  or  dead,  any  wild  bird,  other  than  a  game 
bird,  nor  shall  purchase,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
any  such  wild  bird  after  it  has  been  killed  or 
caught;  no  part  of  the  plumage,  skin  or  body  of 
any  bird  protected  by  this  section  shall  be  sold  or 
had  in  possession  for  sale ;  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  the  following  only  shall  be  considered  game 
birds :  The  anatidse,  commonly  known  as  swans, 
geese,  brant,  and  river  and  sea  ducks ;  the  rallidse, 
commonly  known  as  rails,  coots,  mudhens  and 
gallinules ;  the  limicolse,  commonly  known  as  shore 
birds,  plovers,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcock,  sand- 
pipers, tattlers  and  curlews ;  the  gallinse,  commonly 
known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie  chickens, 
pheasants,  partridges,  quails  and  doves,  and  the 
species  of  icteridae,  commonly  known  as  reed  birds. 

2.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  take  or  needlessly  destroy  the  nest  or  eggs 
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or  any  wild  bird,  nor  shall  have  such  nest  or  eggs 
in  his  or  her  possession ;  provided,  however^  thai: 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  public  museum,  natural  history  society  or 
educational  institution. 

3.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offence  and  an  additional  tine  of  five  dollars  for" 
each  bird  living  or  dead,  or  part  of  bird  or  nest 
and  eggs  possessed  in  violation  of  this  act,  or  .to 
imprisonment  for  ten  days  or  both,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

4.  Sections  one,  two,  and  three  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  holding  a  certificate  giv- 
ing the  right  to  take  birds  and  their  nests  and  eggs 
for  scientific  purposes  as  provided  for  in  section 
five  of  this  act. 

5.  Certificates  may  be  granted  by  the  New  Jer- 
sey board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners  to  any 
properly  accredited  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  or  upwards,  permitting  the  holder  thereof 
to  collect  birds,  their  nests  or  eggs,  for  strictly 
scientific  purposes  only  ;  in  order  to  obtain  such 
certificate,  the  applicant  for  the  same  must  pre- 
sent to  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners 
written  testimonials  from  two  well-known .  scien- 
tific men,  certifying  to  the  good  character  and  fit- 
ness of  said  applicant  to  be  entrusted  with  such 
privilege ;  must  pay  to  said  board  of  fish  and 
game  commissioners  one  dollar  to  defray  the 
necessary  expenses  attending  the  granting  of  such 
certiticates,  and  must  file  with  said  board  of  fish 
and  game  commissioners  a  properly  executed  bond 
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in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dolhirs,  signed  by  two 
responsible  citizens  of  the  State  as  sureties ;  this 
bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State,  and  the  cer- 
tificate l)ecome  ^oid.  upon  proof  that  the  holder 
of  such  certificate  has  killed  any  bird  or  taken  the 
nest  or  eqgs  of  any  bird  for  other  than  the  pur- 
poses named  in  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act. 
sind  shall  be  further  subject  for  each  offence  to  the 
penalties  provided  therefor  in  section  three  of  this 
act. 

6.  The  certificates  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
be  in  force  for  one  year  only,  from  the  date  of 
their  issue,  and  shall  not  be  transferable. 

7.  The  English  and  European  house  sparrow 
(passer  domesticus).  blackbirds,  crows  and  hawks, 
other  than  the  fishhawk,  are  not  included  among 
the   birds   protected    by   this   act. 

8.  Ail  acts  and  parts  of  act^  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  striped  bass. 

Approved   April   3,   1902. 

The  above  entitled  act  was  repealed  by  the 
eighth  and  eleventh  sections  of  a  supplement  to  an 
act  entitled  **An  act  for  the  protection  of  certain 
kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their 
method  of  capture,  and  provide  open  and  close 
.«<easons  for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revision 
of  1903),'*    approved   April    fourteenth,    one   thou-

sand   nine  hundred   and   three,   which  supplement 
was  approved  March  17,  1904. 

8.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  ex- 
pose for  sale  any  rock  fish  measuring  less  than 
ten  inches  in  length,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  fish  so  sold  or  exposed  foi^  sale. 

11.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and.  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
the  supplements  thereto  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof.    . 


An  Act  for  the  iirotection  of  food  fish  in  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

Approved  April  3,   1902. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  corporations,  to  catch  by  the 
use  of  pound  nets,  or  in  any  other  manner,  in  the 
tide  waters  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  or  those 
under  its  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
verting or  manufacturing,  or  attempting  to  con- 
vert or  manufacture,  or  by  disposing  of  the  same 
in  any  manner  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing 
or  converting  into  oil  or  fertilizing  material  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  by  any  kind  of  chemical  or 
manufacturing  process,  any  of  the  following  food 
fish :  shad,  blue  fish,  weakfish,  striped  bass,  sea 
bass,  porgy,  sea  trout,  salmon  or  king  fish;  pro- 
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vided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  be  held  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations,  from  taking  men- 
haden to  be  converted  into  oil  or  fertilizing  ma- 
terial, when  duly  licensed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
State. 

2,  (As  amended  by  act  approved  April  14, 
1903.)  Any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  cor- 
porations, violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  arrest 
and  conviction,  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  the 
first  offence,  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  sec- 
ond offence  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
in  the  county  wherein  such  offence  may  have  been 
committed  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  sixty 
days;  said  fines  shall  be  paid  and  distributed  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  now  in  effect,  and  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  in  anywise  interfer- 
ing with  the  taking  of  menhaden  or  mossbunkers 
for  bait  or  for  the  manufacture  of  oil  or  fertilizing 
material. 


An  Act  to  license  non-residents  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game 
and  fowl. 

Approved  April  13,  1908. 

1.  No  non-residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jer- 
sey shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursue  or  kill,  in 
any  manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first 
having  procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then 
only  during  such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by 
the    laws   of   this    State,    to   so    hunt,    pursue    or 
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kill.  Such  license  shall  be  procured  from  the 
clerk  of  any  county  in  this  State,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  to  wit :  The  applicant  shall  fill 
out  a  blank  application  to  be  furnished  by  the 
fish  and  game  commission  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  through  a  clerk  of  any  county  in  this 
State,  stating  name,  age,  occupation  and  place 
of  residence  of  applicant ;  said  application  shall 
be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant  be- 
fore said  county  clerk,  who  is  hereby  authorized 
to  administer  such  oath.  If  any  county  clerk 
in  this  State  fails  to  administer  th^  oath  as  herein 
provided,  or  antedates  any  license,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  provided.  And 
said  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  as  a  license  fee,  together 
with  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  as  the  fee  of  the  clerk 
for  administering  the  oath  to  the  applicant  and 
issuing  said  license,  and  the  license  shall  bear  the 
signature  of  the  said  clerk. 

2.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  each  month  by  the  county 
clerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners  of  the 
State,  by  whom  they  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
treasurer,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for  the  use 
of  said  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners. 

3.  Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and  fowl, 
and  no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued 
shall  be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue,  or  kill  game  and 
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fowl  in  this  State  without  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  and  killing,  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  in  his  or  her  name  and  upon  his  or 
her  person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same  for  inspec- 
tion, and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance. 

4.  Any  person  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  may,  in  any  one  day,  remove  from 
the  State  birds  to  a  number  not  exceeding  fifteen, 
and  rabbits  to"  a  number  not  exceeding  ten ;  pro- 
videdj  however t  that  no  removal  shall  be  made 
except  the  birds  or  rabbits  be  exposed  to  open 
view. 

5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  *of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
the  acts  supplementary  thereto  and  amendatory 
thereof.

An  Act  to  license  citizens  of  this  State  to  hunt 
and   pursue  wild  animals  and  fowl. 

Approved  April  21,   1009. 

1.  No  citizen  of  this  State  shall  at  any  time 
hunt,  pursue  or  kill  with  a  gun,  or  any  firearm, 
any    of    the    game    birds,    wild    animals    or    fowl 
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which  are  protected  during  any  part  of  the  year, 
or  shall  use  any  gun  or  firearm  for  hunting,  ex- 
cept as  herein  provided*  without  first  having 
procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only  during 
the  respective  periods  of  the  year  when  it  shall 
be  lawful,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the 
word  citizen  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any 
person,  male  or  female»  who  has  resided,  or  shall 
reside  bona  fide  in  this  State  for  the  period  of 
one  year  immediately  preceding  the  application 
for  license;  provided,  however,  that  the  occupant 
of  any  farm  in  this  State,  and  the  immediate 
members  of  the  family  of  said  occupant,  residing 
on  said  farm,  shall  have  the  right,  without  such 
license,  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  on  said  farm  any 
wild  animal  or  fowl  protected  by  law  in  the 
manner  provided 'by  law  at  any  time  when  it  is 
lawful  by  law  to  kill  any  of  the  wild  animals 
or  fowls  protected  by  law;  provided,  however, 
that  the  words  "members  of  the  family  of  said 
occupant,*'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not  be  taken 
to  include  any  employe  or  tenant  of  said  occu- 
pant. Said  license  shall  be  procured  from  any 
county,  city,  borough,  town,  township  or  village 
clerk,  and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  through  the  clerk 
of  each  county,  city,  borough,  town,  township 
and  village,  which  license  shall  state  name,  age, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant, 
and  such  other  facts  or  description  as  may  be 
required  by  the  commissioners,  and  every  appli- 
cant for  a  license  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  clerk  issuing  said  license  that  he  is  a  citizen 
of  this   State,   and   the  applicant   for  said   license 
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shall  pay  to  the  clerk  issuing  said  license  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  as  a  license  fee.  together  with  the 
sum  of  fifteen  cents  as  a  fee  for  issuing  siich 
license,  which  said  license  shall  bear  the  signature 
of  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  and  the  seal  of  the  county,  city, 
borough,  town,  township  or  village  in  which  the 
same  is  issued,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  said 
clerk.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall 
be  remitted  by  the  city,  borough,  town,  township 
or  village  clerks  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  and  said 
fees,  together  with  those  received  by  the  ceunty 
clerk  for  issuing  licensses  from  his  oflSce,  shall  be 
remitted  to  the  State  Treasurer,  at  the  State 
Capitol,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
less  five  per  centum  of  such  fe^s  to  be  deducted 
by  the  county  clerk  for  his  services  under  this 
act.  with  a  schedule  setting  forth  the  name  and 
residence  of  each  licensee  and  the  amount  paid, 
and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  "Resident  I^icense  Fund."  to  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  other  receipts  of  the 
board,  and  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer on  vouchers  certified  to  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners.  Any  clerk  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  turn  over  any  moneys 
collected  for  licenses  as  herein  provided  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  all  records  of  said 
licenses  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 
Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  licensee 
in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to  whom 
issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  wild  animals  or 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  and  place  when 
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and  where  it  shall  be  lawful,  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  such  game 
birds,  wild  animals  or  fowl,  and  no  person  to 
whom  a  license  has  been  issued  shall  be  entitled 
to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  game  birds,  wild  animals 
or  fowl  in  this  State  unless  at  the  time  of.  such 
hunting,  pursuing  or  killing  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  on  his  or  her  person,  and  shall  ex- 
hibit the  same  for  inspection  to  any  warden,  or 
other  officer  or  other  person  requesting  to  see  the 
same,  and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance.  Any  citizen  who  shall  at  aby  time  alter 
or  change  in  any  manner,  or  loan  or  transfer  to 
another  any  license  issued  as  aforesaid  or  shall 
give  false  information  or  make  a  misrepresenta- 
tion to  the  clerk  filling  out  the  blanks  in  said 
license  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, and  if  any  holder  of  a  license  shall  be  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  game  laws 
said  license  shall  be  revoked  and  ao  new  license 
shall  be  issued  during  the  year  for  which  said 
license  was  granted.  All  moneys  recovered  in  any 
proceeding  for  a  penalty  under  this  act  shall  be 
remitted  by  the  magistrate  before  whom  the  same 
is  recovered  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, one-half  of  which,  after  deducting  all 
disbursements  and  expenses  in  relation  to  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  the  person  filing  the  complaint  in 
such  action  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, unless  such  person  is  a  regular  game 
warden.  The  form  of  the  license  shall  be  deter- 
mined and  the  license  blank  prepared  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  uame  Commissioners,  and  fur- 
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nished  through  the  county  clerks  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  State  to  the  city,  borough,  town, 
township  and  village  clerks.  On  or  before  the 
thirtieth  day  of  January  in  each  year  the  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village  clerks  shall 
detach  the  stubs  of  licenses  issued  and  forward  the 
same,  together  with  a  report  of  the  number  issued 
and  the  amount  of  license  money  received,  to  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  see  that  proper  returns  are  made*  to  him  by  all 
the  city,  borough,  town,  township  and  village 
clerks  in  his  county,  and  to  return  to  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  all  such  stubs 
and  reports,  with  a  final  report  recapitulating  and 
tabulating  the  total  number  of  licenses  issued  in 
his  county  in  the  calendar  year.  The  county  clerk 
shall  be  allowed  the  actual  cost  of  postage  and 
expressage  incurred  in  distributing  licenses  to  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village  clerks,  to  be 
paid  him  by  the  Board  of  Pish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners on  ferified  bills  rendered  by  said  clerk. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  foi*  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  Uws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  game  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto 
and  amendatory  thereof. 
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An  Act  to  license  unnaturalized,  foreign-born 
'resident  hunters  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  of  Its  provisions. 

Approved  April   2,   1908. 

1.  No  unnaturalized,  forelgn-bom  resident  of 
this  State  shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursue  or  kill, 
in  any  manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first 
having  procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only 
during  such  times  ae  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the  laws 
of  this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or  kill.  Said 
license  shall  be  procured  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town  or  township  or  other  munici- 
pality in  this  State,  in  the  following  manner,  to 
wit :  The  applicant  shall  fill  out  a  blank  applica- 
tion to  be  furnished  by  the  fish  and  game  commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  through  the 
clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other 
municipality  in  this  State,  stating  name,  age, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant. 
Said  application  shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
by  the  applicant  before  said  county,  city,  town, 
township  or  other  municipal  clerk  in  this  State. 
If  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  munici- 
pal clerk  in  this  State  fails  to  administer  the 
oath  as  herein  provided,  or  antedates  any  license, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. And  said  applicant,  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
of  the  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  munici- 
pality, as  the  case  may  be,  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars as  a  license  fee,  together  with  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  as  the  fee  of  the  clerk  for  administering 
the  oath  to  the  applicant  and  issuing  said  license. 
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Said  license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  a  member 
of  the  fish  and  game  commission  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  and  the  seal  of  the  county,  city,  town, 
township  or  other  municipality  in  which  the  same 
is  issued,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  said  clerk.- 

2.  The  license  fee  .above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  by  the  clerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  State 
treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
"State  Game  Protection  Fund,"  and  shall  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  State  treasurer  on  vouchers  certified 
to  by  the  fish  and  game  commission  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey. 

3.  Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  ink  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and  fowl,  and 
no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued  shall 
be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  game  and  fowl" 
in  this  State  without  at  the  time  of  such  hunting, 
pursuing  and  killing  he  or  she  shall  have  such 
license  in  his  or  her  name  and  upon  his  or  her 
person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same  for  inspection, 
and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  next  succeeding  its  issuance ; 
provided,  that  the  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or 
lessees  of  farm  land,  if  residing  on  said  farm  land, 
shall  have  the  right  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game 
and  fowl  on  the  farm  land  of  which  he  or  they 
are  the  bona  fide  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees, 
during  the  season  when  it  is  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue, 
and  kill  game  and  fowl  without  procuring  such 
unnaturalized,  foreign-bom  resident  license. 
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4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner ,  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth- 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts 
supplementary   thereto  and  amendatory   thereof.

An  Act  for  th«  better  protectian  of  the  fish- 
eries in  Maurice  river,  and  in  the  Oronken, 
Dividing  and  Antuxent  creel<s,  Cumberland 
county. 

Approved  March  7,  1871. 

1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  not  residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
to  take,  or  cause  to  be  talien,  fish  of  any  kind  or 
description  from  the  waters  of  the  Maurice  river, 
or  from  the  waters  of  Oronken  creeki  Dividing 
creek,  or  Antuxent  creek,  in  said  county,  or  from 
their  shores,  flats  or  tributaries,  by  means  of  nets, 
seines,,  hooks,  or  any  other  tackle  whatsoever ;  and 
any  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 


An    Act   for   the    preservation    of   fish    in   the 

county  of  Atlantic. 

Approved  April  5,  1878. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  either  by  day  or  night,  to  put, 
place  or  haul  any  gill-net,  drift-net,  or  other  net 
or  seine  of  any  kind   whatsoever,   for  the  taking 
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or  catching  of  fish  or  eels  in  any  of  the  waters 
of  this  state  within  the  county  of  Atlantic,  and 
northwardly  from  the  northerly  side  of  (xreat  Egg 
Harbor  inlet,  and  southwardly  from  the  southerly 
side  of  Little  Egg  Harbor  inlet,  between  the  first 
day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  any 
year. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  offend 
against  either  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this 
act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  of  the  county 
for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  and  costs  for  each  and  every  offence. 


An    Act    to    regulate    fishing    with    seines    in- 

Barnegat  bay. 

Approved  February  17,  1842. 

1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter 
fish  within  the  waters  of  Barnegat  bay,  or  any 
of  the  rivers,  coves,  or  other  tributary  waters 
thereof,  north  of  Barnegat  inlet,  with  any  seine  or 
seines,  net  or  nets,  the  whole  length  of  which, 
either  singly  or  attached  together,  shall  exceed 
one  hundred  and  forty  fathoms,  and  the  ropes 
whereof  attached  to  each  wing  shall  not  exceed 
in  length  three  hundred  fathoms ;  and  that  no 
person  or  persons  shall  set  any  seine  or  seines, 
net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  in  the  aforesaid  waters, 
the  whole  length  of  which,  either  singly  or  at- 
tached together,  shall  exceed  twenty  fathoms;  and 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  so  do,  whether  any 
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fish  be  taken  or  not,  the  captain  of  such  seine  or 
seines,  net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  so  hauled,  fished 
with  or  set,  in  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  fifty  dollars 
each. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
aforesaid  section,  or  refusing  to  have  his  or  their 
seine  ropes,  nets  and  fykes  measured  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  wishing  to  measure  the  same,  shall 
forfeit  his  boat,  flat,  scow  or  other  vessel  used  or 
employed  in  the  commission  of  such  offence,  with 
all  the  fish,  seines,  ropes,  nets,  fykes,  tackle  and 
furniture  belonging  to  the  same. 

(Section  3  repealed  by  procedure  act  of  1897.) 
4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  on  board  of 
or  belonging  to  any  such  boat,  flat,  scow,  or  any 
other  vessel  as  aforesaid,  or  belonging  to  any 
such  seine,  net  or  fyke,  shall  refuse  and  not  suffer 
to  enter  or  resist  after  entering  or  before  entering 
the  same,  any  of  the  aforesaid  officers  or  any  other 
person  or  persons,  seizing  the  same,  or  otherwise 
resist  them,  or  any  of  them,  in  the  lawful  seizure 
of  the  same,  then  every  person  so  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 


Supplements. 

1.  (As  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  22, 
1900.)  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  set,  haul 
or  use  within  the  tidewaters  of  Barnegat  bay,  or

fishing  a  net  or  nets  of  less  than  three-inch  mesh.

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  haul  or  use  any  seine  or  moving  net, 
fyke  or  gill-net,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish 
from  the  waters  of  said  Barnegat  bay  during  the 
months  of  July,  August,  September  and  October 
of  any  year ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  use  any  seine 
or  other  net  for  fishing  in  the  waters  of  said  bay 
composed  in  any  of  its  part  of  meshes  of  less  size 
than  three  inches ;  provided,  that  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  to  haul  seines  in  the  several  tributary 
rivers,  creeks,  streams  and  coves  of  said  bay,  and 
in  that  portion  of  the  bay  proper  which  is  within 
the  present  limits  of  the  township  of  Brick  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  herring  therefrom,  during

Approved  April  4,  1873. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  to  erect,  build,  set  up,  repair  or  main- 
tain, or  to  aid,  or  assist,  or  abet  in  erecting,  set- 
ting, repairing  or  maintaining  any  weir,  rack,  fish- 
ing dam,  or  pond,  or  to  fix  or  fasten  to  a  weir  any 
seine    or    nets    of    any    kind,    for    making    wings 
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thereof  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  or  for 
any  other  purpose,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Cum- 
berland county,  or  in  any  part  of  Delaware  bay 
contiguous  thereto,  and  any  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offence  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 


An  act  for  the  better  regulation  of  fishing  in 
the  l-lackensack  river,  in  the  county  of 
Bergen. 

Passed  December  3,  1807. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  be  allowed 
to  affix,  fasten  or  set  any  net  or  nets,  or  other  de- 
vice or  devices,  in  said  river,  that  may  tend  to  ob- 
struct or  hinder  the  fish  from  going  up  or  down 
the  same,  which  shall  extend  to  more  than  one- 
fourth  part  of  the  width  of  said  river  at  any  one 
place,  leaving  the  river  free  and  clear  of  any  such 
obstruction ;  provided,  always,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  extend  to  prevent  any  person 
or  persons  from  drawing  or  sweeping  with  seines 
or  nets  as  heretofore. 

2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  what- 
soever who  shall  fix,  fasten  or  set  any  net  or  nets, 
device  or  devices  (or  cause  the  same  to  be  done), 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section 
of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  every  such  offence. 
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An  Act  concerning  the  capture  of  carp  by 
means  of  nets  or  seines  in  the  Hackensack 
river  and  its  tributaries  or  branches  within 
the  counties  of   Bergen   and   Hudson. 

Approved  April  7,  1903. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  who  are  resident  citizens  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  to  take  carp  in  the  Hackensack  river 
and  its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the  counties 
of  Bergen  and  Hudson  by  means  of  nets  or  seines 
with  meshes  not  less  than  four  inches  in  size. 


An  Act  for  the  better  regulating  of  the  fishing 
in  Newark  bay  and  in  the  Passaic  and  Hack- 
ensack rivers. 

Passed  December  7,  1825. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  person  or  persons  shall,  at  any  time  between 
the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  June, 
set,  affix,  or  fasten  any  net  or  nets,  device  or  de- 
vices, in  any  part  of  Newark  bay,  except  on  the 
easterly  shore  thereof,  extending  from  the  said 
shore  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  way  across, 
or  which  shall  extend  into  the  main  channel  run- 
ning from  the  Hackensack  river  through  the  said 
bay,  or  in  anywise  to  obstruct  the  navigation 
thereof. 

2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall,  within  that 
time  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  set. 
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affix  or  fasten  any  net  or  nets,  device,  or  devices

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take  any  striped  bass,  white 
or  yellow  perch  from  the  Hackensack  river  and 
its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the  counties  of 
Bergen  and  Hudson,  by  any  means,  methods  or 
devices,  save  only  with  hook  and  line,  commonly 
called  angling,  or  with  scroll  spoon,  commonly 
called  trolling. 
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2.  That  any  person  who  shall  offend  against 
the  provisions  contained  in  this  act  shall,  upon- 
conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
either  in  the  county  in  which  said  offence  is  com- 
mitted or  in  which  the  offender  resides  or  may 
be  found,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
common  jail  of  the  county  where  the  conviction 
is  had  for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars  and  costs,  for  each  and  every 
offence.

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  by  day  or  by  night, 
to  set,  put  or  place  any  gill,  drift,  fyke  or  other 
net  or  nets  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Newark  bay 
and  Passaic  river  and  tributaries  thereto,  and  the 
Kill  von  Kull,  so  far  as  the  same  are  in  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  after  the  twentieth 
day  of  June  and  before  the  first  day  of  September 
of  each  and  every  year,  or  to  keep  said  gill,  drift,

main so  set,  put  or  placed. 
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2.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  at  any  time,  by  day  or  night, 
to  fish  or  haul  any  seine  or  net  in  any  of  the 
waters  aforesaid,  after  th«  twentieth  day  of  June 
and  before  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  and 
every  year,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  time  said  seine  or  net  shall  be  fished  ^or 
hauled.

1.  That  after  the  date  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be 
lawful,  except  between  the  first  day  of  April  and 
the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  any  year,  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  erect,  set  or  keep  setting,  any 
fish-dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  whereby 
shad  may  be  taken,  or  their  passage  impeded,  any- 
where in  Manasquan  river,  between  the  mouth  of 
Marsh's  brook  and  the  inlet  of  said  river. 

2.  That  .it  shall  not  be  lawful  at  any  time  for 
any  persons  or  persons,  to  erect,  set  or  keep  set- 
ting, within  said  limits  of  said  river,  any  fish-dam, 
basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  for  taking  shad 
or  impeding  their  passage,  either  wing  of  which 
shall  exceed  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  or  any  part 
of   whiclj   shall   occi  py    water   less    than    two   feet 
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deep ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  the  whole  of  the 
same  to  occupy  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  chan- 
nel of  said  river  at  the  place  whereat  it  is  erected 
or  set. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  between  sundown 
of  any  Saturday  and  sunrise  of  the  next  Monday, 
to  set  or  haul  any  seine,  or  set,  or  keep  setting 
any  such  fish-dara.  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  de- 
vice, within  said  limits  of  said  river. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  and  costs  for  each  and  every 
oflpence.

Approved  March  15,  1859. 

1.  That  from  and,  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
whomsoever  to  draw,  set.  or  in  any  other  manner 
use  any  seine  or  net.  or  anything  in  the  nature  of 
a  seine  or  net.  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  or 
otherwise,  in  Manasquan  river,  in  the  counties  of 
Monmouth  and  Ocean,  and  in  Wreck  pond,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  the  meshes  whereof  are  less 
than  one  inch  square. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  and  costs  of  suit  for  each  and  every  offence. 
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Supplement. 

Approvecl  March  29,  1861. 

1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement  be  extended  to  all  the  waters, 
rivers,  creeks,  shoals  or  bays  of  the  counties  of 
Ocean  and  Burlington,  lying  along  or  emptying 
into  the  Atlantic  ocean.

Approved  April  17,  1846. 

1.  That  every  person  who  shall  aflix,  fasten  or 
set  any  net  or  nets,  or  use  any  device  or  devices 
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whatsoever,  that  may  tend  to  obstruct  or  hinder 
shad  from  going  up  or  down  the  Rancocas  creek, 
in  the  county  of  Burlington,  shall,  for  each  and

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  not  citizens  or  residents  of  this  State, 
to  fish  by  night  in  either  of  the  said  branches  of 
Shrewsbury  river,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth, 
with  fires  or  lights  placed  in  or  about  any  boat, 
batteau,  canoe  or  other  vessel,  or  to  make  use  of 
any  gigs  or  spear,  in  catching  fish  by  the  aid  of 
fires  or  lights  placed  in  or  about  any  boat,  batteau. 
canoe  or  other  vessel. 

2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  who 
may  or  shall  offend  against  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars

vided always,  that  such  prosecution- shall  be  com- 
menced within  one  year  after  the  said  offence  shall

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  with 
any  net  in  the  Mullica  river.,  or  any  of  its  tribu- 
taries, between  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  and 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year:  providid, 
however,  that  drifting  gill  nets  may  be  used  in 
said  riv.er  and  tributaries  during  the  months  of 
May  and  June,  of  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  shad  and  weakfish  only ;  provided  further, 
that   herring   may   be  taken   with   any   net  during 
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the  months  of  April  and  May  in  each  year  above 
Greenbank  bridge,  on  said  Mullica  river,  and  the. 
Wading  river  bridge,  on  Wading  river,  and  Bass 
river  bridge,  on  Bass  river,  said  two  last  named 
rivers  being  tributaries  of  the  Mullica  river  afore- 
said. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  a 
hauling  seine  on  flats  in  said  Mullica  river  or 
any  of  its  tributaries. 

3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and 
this   act   shall   take   effect   immediately. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  l^uliica  river. 

Passed  December  2,   1823.    . 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  erect, 
fasten  or  fix  any  fish-weir,  hoop  nets,  seine,  or 
other  device  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish, 
across  any  part  of  Mullica*s  river,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent a  free  passage  of  fish  between  the  mouth  of 
said  river  and  a  station  known  by  the  name  of 
Mapp*s  creek ;  and  if  any  person  shall  offend 
against  this  act  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  and  pay, 
for  every  such  offence,  ten  dollars. 
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An  Act  to  repeal  part  af  the  act  regulating  the 
fisheries  in  the  Mullica  river,  passed  Decem- 
ber second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-three. 

Approved  March  20,  1857. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  erect, 
fasten  or  fix  a  fish-weir,  hoop-net  or  other  device 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  in  the  Mullica 
river;  provided  said  weir,  hoop-net  or  other  device 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  shall  not  be 
erected  within  one-eighth  of  a  mile  of  any  fishery 
on  said  river  for  which'  the  owner  pays  tax,  or  to 
occupy  more  than  fifty  feet  in  said  river  in  any 
one  place. 

Supplement. 

Passed  April  3,  1867.    ' 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  any  drag- 
net or  nets,  either  singly  or  together,  of  a  greater 
length  than  seventy  fathoms,  or  of  a  less  size 
mesh  than  three  inches  anywhere  in  the  Mullica 
river. 

2.  (As  amended  May  11,  1905.)  It  shall  be  law- 
ful to  use  set-nets  of  any  kind,  with  meshes  not 
less  than  three  inches  in  size  and  not  exceeding 
in  length  or  breadth  forty  feet ;  provided,  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  to  use.  any  such  set-net  within  four 
hundred  feet  of  any  other  set-net,  nor  within  one- 
eighth  of  a  mile  of  any  fishery  on  said  river  on 
which  the  owner  pays  tax,  nor  to  obstruct  the 
free  navigation  of  said  river. 
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li.  (Repealed  ))y  act  approved  March  17,  1S70.) 
4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  use  any 
net  or  device  for  the  purpose  of  catchins:  fish  any- 
where on  said  river  on  Sunday,  he  or  they  ko 
offending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  the  sum 
hereinafter  stipulated. 

(The  rest  of  this  act  imposes  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  violations,  the  procedure  being 
supplied  by  the  general  procedure  act  approved 
March  29.  1897.) 


An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  fish  in  the 
waters  of  the  Raritan  and  Sandy  Hook  bays 
and  their  tributaries. 

Approved  March  8,   1872. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
^)ersons,    or    any    corporation    or    association,    to 

erect  or  cause  to  be  erected  any  floating  factory, 
for  the  purpose  of  pressing  or  obtaining  oil  from 
fish,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Raritan  bay  or  Sandy 
Hook  bay,  or  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  bays, 
or  either  of  them. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  or  any  corporation  or  association,  to  place 
on  board  any  vessel,  of  any  description  whatever, 
any  machinery,  with  intent  to  use  such  machinery 
for  pressing  or  obtaining  oil  from  fish  in  the 
waters  of  Raritan  bay  or  Sandy  Hook  bay,  or  of 
any  of  the  tributaries  of  the  said  bays,  or  either  of 
them. 
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3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  corporation  or  association,  to  permit  to 
flow  into  the  waters  of  the  above-named  bays, 
or  of  their  tributaries,  from  any  floating  factory, 
or  from  any  factory  located  upon  the  shores  of 
either  of  said  bays,  or  either  of  their  tributaries, 
any  soap,  pumice,  debris,  residuum  or  refuse  mat- 
ter of  any  description  arising  from  the  pressing 
or  manufacturins?  oils  from  fisli. 

4.  That  all  vessels  and  floating  erections  of 
every  description  found  upon  the  waters  of  the 
Raritan  bay  or  of  the  Sandy  Hook  bay,  or  of  any 
of  the  tributaries  of  either  of  said  bays,  with  ma- 
chipery  and  materials  for  the  purpose  of  manufac- 
turing oil  from  fish,  in  either  of  said  bays  or  their 
tributaries,  shall,  with  all  the  machinery,  stock 
and  fixtures,  be  forfeited  to  the  State  of  New 
Jersey. 

5.  That  all  persons  employed  or  in  any  way  en- 
gaged in  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars.,  or  imprison- 
ment at  hard  labor  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
both,   in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

6.  That  of  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in- 
curred under  this  act  the  informer  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  one  moiety  of  said  fines  and  for- 
feitures, and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State. 

7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Act  for  the  preseirvation  of  crabs  in  the 
waters  of  the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury 
rivers  and  their  tributaries. 

Approved  February  6,  1875. 

1.  That  it  6hall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  catch  or  take  from  the  waters  of 
the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury  rivers,  or  their 
tributaries,  any  of  the  species  of  shell-fish  com- 
monly called  "crabs"  between  the  first  day  of 
November  and  the  first  day  of  May,  yearly  and 
every  year. 

2.  That  every  person  or  persons  offending  agaibst 
the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act, 
and  being  convicted  of  the  same  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  this  State,  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offence,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  justice  before  whom  convic- 
tion is  had ;  one-half  to  the  plaintiff  and  one-half 
to  the  county  collector  for  the  benefit  of  the  county, 
and  ou  non-payment  of  said  fine  shall  be  committed 
to  the  county  jail  of  the  county  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  or  until  fine  and  costs  are 
paid. 


The  Delaware  River. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "A.n  act  for  the 
protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game 
and  fisli,  to  regulate  tlieir  method  of  capture 
and  provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such 
capture  and  possession  (Revision  of  1903)/' 
approved  April  fourteenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three. 

Filed  March  29,  1910. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
shoot  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind 
of  water  fowl  whatsoever,  on  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay  between  the  first  day  of  September  and 
the  first  day  of  Mieirch  in  each  year,  both  dates  in- 
clusive. Any  person  who  shall  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  destroy  on  the  Delaware  river  or  bay  any  goose, 
duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of  water  fowl  what- 
soever, at  any  time  other  than  between  the  dates 
mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant, 
or  any  kind  of  water  fowl  whatsoever,  so  as  afore- 
said captured,  killed,  injured  or  destroyed. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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An  Act  to  encourage  the  propagation  of  fish 
and  to  regulate  the  catching,  taking  and  de- 
struction of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls,  within  the  Jurisdiction,  re- 
spectively, of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
providing  penalties  for  violation  of  its  pro- 
visions, and  to  repeal  acts  inconsistent  there- 
with.

Whereas,  By  virtue  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  May,  a.  d.  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  seven,  entitled  "A  Joint  Resolution 
providing  for  the  creation  of  a  commission  to 
co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  States  of 
New  Jersey  and  New  York  in  regard  to  the 
propagation,  protection  and  catching  of  sturgeon, 
shad.,  bass,  perch  and  other  fish  in  the  Delaware 
river;  the  adoption  of  concurrent  laws  relevant 
thereto  by  such  States,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  authorities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  in  re- 
gard to  fish  and  fishing  in  the  Susquehanna  river, 
and  the  adoption  of  concurrent  laws  relevant 
thereto  by  such  States;  and  to  inquire  in  rela-

WiiEBEAS,  By  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the 
I^egislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  approved 
March  twenty-fifth,  A.  D.  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eight,  entitled  "A  Joint  Resolution  for 
the  creation  of  a  commission  to  co-operate  with 
the  authorities  of  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York  in  regard  to  the  propagation,  protec- 
tion and  catching  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river, 
and  to  inquire  into  any  causes  of  pollution  of 
the  waters  of  said  river,  and  to  recommend  legis- 
lation in  regard  to  such  propagation,  protection 
and  catching  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river,  and 
to  obviate  the  pollution  thereof,'*  the  following 
were  appointed  to  represent  the  State  of  New

D.  Thompson ;  by  the  Governor,  John  Franklin 
Fort.  Dr.  Henry  van  Dyke,  and,  by  the  terms  of 
the  resolution.  President  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission,  B.  C.  Kuser ;  President  of  the 
Senate,  Thomas  J.  Hillery,  and  Frank  B.  Jess, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ;   and 

Whereas,  The  commissions  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  have  been  duly  organized  as  provided  and 
required  by  law ;    and 
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WnEBEAS,  The  Commissioners  of  the  said  Ck)mmon- 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  said  State  of 
New  Jersey  in  joint  meeting  held  for  that  pur- 
pose have  agreed  upon  uniform  laws  to  pro- 
vide an  act  providing  unifordi  laws  to  encour- 
age the  propagation  of  fish,  and  to  regulate  the 
catching,  taking  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls  within  the 
concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
providing  penalties  for  violation  of  its  provisions ; 
therefore 
Be  it  ENACTED  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Aissem- 

hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  affect  and 
apply  only  to  the  propagation,  catching,  taking 
and  protection  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the  waters 
of  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  lying 
between  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall 
have  and  enjoy  a  common  right  of  fishery  through- 
out, in  and  over  the  waters  of  said  river  between 
low  water  mark  on  each  side  of  said  river  between 
said  States  below  Trenton  Falls  except  so  far 
as  either  State  may  have  heretofore  granted  valid 
and  subsisting  private  right  of  fishery. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit :  Black 
bass  or  small  mouth  bass ;  large  mouth  bass, 
otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass ;  straw- 
berry or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye;    white  bass;    crappie; 
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pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or  Sus- 
quehanna salmon ;  pike ;  pickerel ;  white  perch ; 
yellow  perch ;  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  follow- 
ing shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit:  all 
species  of  minnows,  killifishes  and  stone  catfish. 
All  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  whatsoever 
shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  with  any  device  or  by  any  means 
or  method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and 
lines  or  hand  lines,  conmionly  called  dipsey  or 
throw  lines',  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks, 
or  with  trolling  lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached*  The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or 
the  number  of  trolling  lines  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  violating 
any  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  except 
with  the  following  devices.,  to  wit:  Rods  and 
lines  and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than  three 
hooks  attached ;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than 
one  hundred  feet  in  length ;  a  dip  net  not  more 
than  five  feet  square ;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening 
of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a 
single  handle  and  with  a  diameter  of  not  more 
than  two  feet.     Any  person  who  uses  any  other 
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device,  method  or  means  for  catching  bait  fish, 
other  than  those  specified  in  this  section  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Fails  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  fol- 
lowing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot,  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings, 
a  parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low 
water,  and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand  lines,  other- 
wise known  as  dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each  having 
not  more  than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who 
shall  use  or  employ  any  method  or  device  for 
catching  food  fish  other  than  those  named  in  this 
section,  or  shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named 
in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regulations  or  re- 
strictions hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  sturgeon 
from  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls 
with  any  device  excepting  a  seine  or  a  gill  net,  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen 
inches  stretched  measure  while  being  fished,  or 
to  catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take 
any  other  food  fish  from  said  waters  with  a  seine 
the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  two  and 
one-half  inches  stretched  measure  while  being 
fished,  or  any  gill  net  of  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches 
stretched  measure  while  being  fished.  It  shall 
also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take 
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or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  food  fish  except 
sturgeon  by  means  of  a  seine  or  gill  net,  between 
the  tenth  day  of  June  in  each  and  every  year, 
and  the  first  day  of  March  next  ensuing.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a 
forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  tish  of  any 
kind  from  the  Delaware  river,  below  Trenton 
Falls,  with  a  net  of  any  character  which  is  an- 
chored or  staked,  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net 
so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner; 
nor  shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  ex- 
cepting a  drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot,  or  a  fyke 
net,  each  without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the 
capture  of  carp  only,  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  and  taking  fish  in  said  waters  within 
one  half  mile  above  or  below  the  mouth  of  any 
river,  creek  or  stream  emptying  into  said  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls.  Any  person 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the  for- 
feiture of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  fish  of  any 
kind  or  description  from  the  Delaware  river,  be- 
low Trenton  Falls,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use 
a  net  of  any  character  in  the  waters  aforesaid 
from  Saturday  at  twelve  o'clock  noon  until  Mon- 
day   at   six   A.    M.,    next    ensuing,    in    en  oh    week. 
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Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a 
forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances 
used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines,  and  trolling  lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclu- 
sive, in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and 
fyke  nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls,  from  June  first  to  July 
first,  in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each 
without  wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first, 
both  dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only. 
All  other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in 
said  nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immedi- 
ately to  the  waters  from  which  taken,  provided 
that  the  entrance  of  said  eel  pot  or  fyke  net  shall 
not  be  more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the 
outside  diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  a  for- 
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feitare    of   all    nets,    boats,  and    other   appliances 
used. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net, 
otherwise  a  net  set  approximately  parallel  with 
the  shore,  in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton 
Falls,  and  at  low  water  mark,  between  the  first 
day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  in 
each  year,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  such  par- 
allel net  from  the  fi^t  day  of  September  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  May,  inclusive,  next  ensuing  in 
each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  carp  only, 
provided  that  the  meshes,  of  said  net  be  not  less 
than  three  and  one-half  inches  stretched  measure 
when  being  fished,  and  provided  further,  that  no 
such  net  shall  be  set  in  such  manner  as  to  im- 
pede navigation.  All  other  fish  than  carp  must 
be  returned  unharmed  to  the  water  beyond  low 
water  mark.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, together  with  the  forfeiture  of  all  nets  and 
other  appliances  used. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  from  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  rock  fish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds 
or  measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any 
black  bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  Oswego,  or  yellow  bass, 
less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or 
pickerel,  or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as 
wall-eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
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twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  straw- 
berry bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  other- 
wise known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye,  or  trout  or 
charr,  less  than  six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish 
of  a  less  length  than  those  described,  or  any 
striped  bass,  commonly  called  rock  fish,  weighing 
more  than  twenty  pounds,  which  may  be  caught 
must  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water.  Pro- 
vided that  nothing  in  this  .section  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery  authorities  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any  size 
from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year,  or 
in  any  manner  for  propagating  purposes  and  for 
stocking  other  waters  in  their  respective  States 
through  their  authorized  representatives.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so 
caught  and  had  in  possession. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls  to  willfully  and  without 
reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage 
or  destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine 
or  nets  of  any  description  being  lawfully  used, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drift  a 
gill  net  over  the  waters  of  a  shore  fishery  while 
the  hauling  seine  is  being  used.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put  or 
place  in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls 
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any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  whatsoever, 
or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  purpose 
of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the  fish, 
or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal  oil, 
saw  dust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus  (otherwise 
known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the 
compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses,  oil 
tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive 
or  poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  character 
to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wash 
or  be  emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid, 
unless  it  is  shown  that  every  practicable  means 
has  been  used  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  waters  in 
question  by  the  escape  of  deleterious  substances. 
In  case  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances 
known  to  be  injurious  to  fishes  or  to  fish  food,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  substances 
have  actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular 
fish.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

16.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  any  fresh  dead 
game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful 
period  for  catching  the  same  and  the  space  of  six 
days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  fish. 

17.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  over  all  offences  and  violations  of  this 
act,  committed  or  attempted  to  be  committed,  by 
any    person   or   persons   fishing   in    the   Delaware 
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river  below  Trenton  Falls,  within  the  jurisdiction 
respectively  of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  pro- 
cedure in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  punishing 
violations  of  this  act,  as  well  as  for  the  confiscation 
of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances,  shall  be  the 
same  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  in  an  act  of 
'  the  Legislature  of  this  State  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  a  uniform  procedure  for.  the  enforcement 
of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for 
the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations  thereof," 
approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

18.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by  threat, 
menace  or  force.,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to  deter 
or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person  author- 
ized to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the  fish  laws 
in  either  State,  from  enforcing  or  carrying  into 
efifect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  resist 
arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets  illegally  used 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars. 

19.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed : 
"An  act  to   regulate  the  fisheries  in  the   river 

Delaware  and  for  other  purpose,"  passed  Novem- 
ber twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight.

20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but 
no  section,  proviso  or  part  of  this  act  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  valid  and  operative  until  a  similar  act 
has  been  enacted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  provided^  that  when  the  said*  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  has  enacted  a  similar  act 
the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  size  of 
the  meshes  of  nets  shall  not  become  operative  until 
June  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
nine. 


An    Act   to    regulate   fisheries   on    islands  and 
bars  in  the  river  Delaware. 

Passed  February  16,  1819. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
the  right  of  fishery  on  all  islands  and  bars  in  the 
river  Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
State,  shall  be  bounded  by  lines  drawn  from  the 
extreme  upper  and  lower  points  of  said  islands  and 
bars,  at  right  angles  with  their  general  course  or 
bearing,  which  shall  and  may  be  determined  by  a 
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base  line  drawn  through  the  extreme  points  of 
said  islands  and  bars  at  low-water  mark ;  and 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  east  or  lay  out,  or 
suffer  to  drift  or  swing,  any  seine  or  net  beyond 
the  right-angle  range  of  either  extreme  point  at 
low  water  mark  of  any  island  or  bar  in  the  river 
Delaware,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  as 
aforesaid,  or  beyond  the  right  angle  range  of  his 
or  their  front  on  said  island  or  bar,  without  the 
permission  or  consent  of  him  or  them  owning 
beyond  said  limits,  except  by  unavoidable  accident ; 
any  person  or  persons  so  offending,  and  being 
thereof  legally  convicted  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  and  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  any  court 
having  competent  jurisdiction  thereof,  with  costs 
of  suit,  to  be  recovered  by  the  person  against 
whose  fishery  or  right  of  fishery  such  trespass 
shall  have  been  committed ;  providedj  alwaySf  that 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  owner  or  occupier  of  any  fishery, 
on  any  island  or  bar  in  the  river  Delaware,  cast- 
ing or  laying  out  any  seine  or  net.  or  suffering  the 
same  to  drift  or  swing  in  landing  or  drawing  in, 
beyond  said  limits,  in  all  cases  where  no  other 
fishery  is  or  may  be  immediately  adjoining  thereto. 
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Supplement. 

Approved  .April  17,  1884. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  person  shall  by  boat,  anchor,  dredge  or  other- 
wise, interfere  with,  break,  damage,  or  destroy  any 
drift-net  or  gilling-seine  lawfully  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  shad  in  the  Delaware  bay,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  State,  above  a  direct  line 
from  Arnold's  Point  to  Ship  John  light,  between 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of 
May  in  any  year,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence,  with  costs  of  suit,  and 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  damage  done  to  each 
seine  or  net,  all  to  be  recovered  by  action  of 
trespass  or  debt  by  the  party  or  parties  aggrieved ; 
providedf  that  if  any  such  person  shall  prove  any 
such  interference,  breaking,  damage  or  destruction 
has  been  done  accidentally,  upon  waters  or  grounds 
where  such  person  had  prior  right  of  occupancy, 
then  no  such  penalty  shall  be  imposed. 
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A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game 
and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method  of  capture, 
and  provide  open  and  close  seasons  for 
such  capture  and  possession  (Revision  of 
1903)/'  approved  April  fourteenth,  one  thou- 
sand  nine  hundred  and  three. 

NOTB. — The  following  act  does  not  apply  to  the 
Delaware  river  between  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania, 
which  river  between  said  states  comes  under  the  uni- 
form concurrent  laws  for  New  Jersey  and  Pennsyl- 
vania to  be  found  elsewhere.

together  with  costs  of  suit,  for  each  offence. 

2.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  for  her- 
ring in  the  Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river  and 
their  tributaries,  with  a  seine,  or  drift  gill  net, 
at  all  times,  except  as  herein  p'rovided ;  providedj 
that   the   meshes   of   any   said   net   shall    not    be 
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smaller  than  two  and  one-half  inches ;  and  pro- 
videdy  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  to  at- 
tempt to  take  herring,  with  a  net  of  any  character, 
between  sunset  Saturday  night  and  twelve  o'clock 
midnight  Sunday  in  each  week,  and  between  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  June  and  the  tenth  day  of  Au- 
gust, in  each  year ;  any  person  or  persons  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together 
with  costs  of  suit,  for  each  offence.

attempt  to  take  carp,  with  a  net  of  any  character, 
between  sunset  Saturday  night  and  twelve  o'clock 
Sunday  night  in  each  week,  and  between  the  tenth 
day  of  May  and  the  tenth  day  of  August,  in  each 
year;  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  for 
each  offence.

5.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  for  rock- 
fish  in  the  Delawarer  bay,  Delaware  river  and  their 
tributaries,  with  stake,  seine  or  gill  net,  at  all 
times,  except  as  herein  provided ;  provided,  that 
the  meshes  of  any  said  net  shall  not  be  smaller 
than  two  and  three-quarter  inches ;  and  provided, 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  to  attempt  to 
take  rockfish,  with  a  net  of  any  character,  between 
sunset  Saturday  night  and  twelve  o'clock  mid-

6.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  for  suckers 
in  the  Delaware  river  and  tributaries  with^  a  stake, 
gill  or  cast  net,  at  all  times,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided; provided,  that  the  meshes  of  any  said  net 
shall  not  be  smaller  than  two  and  one-half  inches ; 
and  provided,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or 
to  attempt  to  take  suckers,  with  a  net  of  any  char- 
acter, between  sunset  Saturday  night  and  Sunday 
night,  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  in  each  week,  and 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  and  the  first  day 
of  September,  in  each  year;  any  person  or  persons 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  for- 
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feit  and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with 
costs  of  suit,  for  each  offence. 

7.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  to  put,  place  and 
keep,  in  the  Delaware  river,  Delaware  bay  and 
their  tributaries,  at  all  times,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided, for  the  purpose  of  catching  catfish  and  eels 
only,  and  no  other  fish,  any  eel  pot  or  pots,  basket 
or  baskets,  of  whatever  material  the  same  may  be 
constructed,  without  any  wing  or  wings ;  the  en- 
trance to  said  pot  or  pots,*  basket  or  baskets,  shall 
not  be  more  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  the 
outside  diameter  thereof  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
inches ;  said  pot  or  pots,  basket  or  baskets,  when 
so  set,  shall  be  placed  directly  on  the  bottom  of 
the  streams  or  bodies  of  water,  and  shall  not  be 
set  or  placed  nearer  than  fifty  feet  from  each 
other;  providedy  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  take 
or  attempt  to  take  catfish  in  said  pot  or  pots, 
basket  or  baskets,  during  the  months  of  May,  June 
and  July,  in  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

8.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  ex- 
pose for  sale  any  rockfish  measuring  less  than  ten 
inches  in  length,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  fish  so  sold  or  exposed  for  sale. 

9.  All  fish,  of  whatever  kind  or  character,  pro- 
tected by  the  laws  of  this  State  or  herein  pro- 
tected, if  caught  in  any  of  the  nets,  pots  or 
baskets  herein  mentioned,  shall  be  returned  to  the 
water*  when  the  nets  are  taken  up,  unharmed,  as 
far  as  practicable. 

10.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  for  which  there  is  not  a 
penalty    specifically    provided    herein,    shall,    upon 
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conviction,    pay    the    sum    of    twenty    dollars,    to- 
gether with  the  costs  of  suit,  for  each  offence. 

11.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
the  supplements  thereto  -  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof. 

12.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  whether  local, 
special  or  general,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  regulate  fishing  for  sturgeon  in  tlie 
Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river,  and  their 
tributaries. 

Approved  April  13,  1908. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
sturgeon  in  the  Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river 
and  their  tributaries  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  State,  with  a  gill-net  or  drift-net,  the  meshes 
whereof  shall  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  in 
length,  stretched  measure. 

2.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
sturgeon  in  the  Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river 
and  their  tributaries  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  State,  from  sunset  on  Saturday  until  twelve 
o'clock  on  Sunday  night  of  each  and  every  week. 
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3.  If  any  person  or  persons,  or  corporation,  fish 
for  sturgeon  in  the  Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river 
or  their  tributaries  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
State,  with  a  gill-net  or  drift-net  between  sunset 
on  Saturday  and  twelve  o'clock  Sunday  night  of 
each  and  every  week,  or  at  any  time  with  a  net, 
the  mesh  whereof  shall  be  less  than  thirteen 
inches  in  length,  stretched  measure,  such  person 
or  persons,  or  corporation,  violating  these  pro- 
visions, shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  for  each 
and  every  offence. 

4.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons,  or  corporation,  to  take  from  the 
waters  of  the  Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river  and 
their  tributaries  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
State,  or  to  kill  or  have  in  possession,  or  offer  for 
sale,  any  sturgeon  which  is  less  than  five  feet  in 
length,  under  a  penalty  or.  fine  of  ten  dollars  and 
costs  for  each  and  every  sturgeon  under  five  feet 
in  length  so  taken,  had  in  possession,  killed,  sold 
or  offered  for  sale. 

5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  en-

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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  shad  fishermen  in 
the  Delaware  bay,  eastward  of  the  ships' 
channel. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
vessel  engaged  in  dredging  oysters  to  anchor  or 
leave  their  buoys  on  the  flats  between  Arnold's 
point  buoy  and  Stony  point  in  the  Delaware  bay, 
between  sunset  and  sunrise  of  each  day  previous 
to  the  twenty-fifth  of  May  in  any  year. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  throw  any  dredge  or  other  appliances 
from  the  deck  of  any  boat  or  vessel  into  any  gill- 
net  ;  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  fish  warden, 
or  the  sheriff  of  any  county  in  which  this  act  is 
violated,  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  guilty  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and 
any  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  upon  con- 
viction before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  six 
months. 
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An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  concerning 
trespassing  on  private  lands/''  approved  April 
eighteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three,  known  as  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  page  three  hundred  and  forty- 
nine,  pamphlet  laws  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three. 

Approved  April   13,"  1908. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons  to  trespass  upon  the  occupied  lands  of  any 
other  person  or  persons  within  this  State  for  the 
purpose  of  hunting  with  gun,  or  fishing,  killing 
or  catching  any  of  the  game  or  fish  enumerated  in 
the  statutes  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or 
person  or  persons  in  possession  of  such  lands  being 
first  had  and  obtained ;  and  every  person  violating 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  days, 
or  both ;  such  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  before  which  said  conviction  is 
had. 
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An  Act  to  prevent  wilful  trespasses  upon  lands.

Approved  February  17,   1857. 

That  if  anj'  person  or  persons  shall  unlawfully 
enter  upon  any  lands  not  his  own,  after  having: 
^en  forbidden  to  do  so  by  the  owner  or  le^al 
possessor  of  such  lands,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  offence  to  the  owner  of  said  lands,  or  his 
or  Jiei*  tenant  in  possession,  the  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs,  in 
an  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  this  State. 


An  Act  to  prevent  trespassing  with  guns. 

Approved  March   14,  1895. 

1.  That  any  person  trespassing  on  any  lands, 
carrying:  a  gun,  after  public  notice  on  the  part  of 
the  owner,  occupant  lessee  or  licensee  thereof  for- 
bidding such  trespassing,  such  notice  being  posted 
conspicuously  adjacent  to  the  highway  binding  on 
said  lands  or  adjacent  to  any  usual  entrance  way 
to  said  lands,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass 
at  the  suit  of  such  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or 
licensee,  and  in  an  action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which 
action  ^hall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  actions 
of.  trespass  or  tort  are  usually  conducted)  the 
damages  awarded  for  any  such  trespass  shall  not 
be  less  than  ten  dollars. 

2.  That  any  person  trespassing  on  any  lands, 
carrying  a  gun,  after  being  forbidden  so  to  trespass 
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by  the  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof, 
shall  be  deemed  guiltj^  of  trespass  at  the  suit  of 
such  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee,  and  in  an 
action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which  action  shall  be 
conducted  in  all  respects  as  actions  of  trespass  or 
tort  are  usually  conducted)  the  damages  awarded 
for  any  such  trespass  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
dollars. 

3.  That  any  person  or  persons  found  trespassing, 
as  provided  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  dis- 
orderly, and,  in  addition  to  the  remedies  therein 
provided  for.  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner^or 
ownets  of  the  said  lands,  or  the  occupant  or  occu- 
I>ants.  lessee  or  lessees  or  licensees  thereof,  or  anj' 
constable  or  constables,  to  apprehend  without  war- 
rant or  process,  any  such  disorderly  person  or 
Iiersons  and  to  take  him  or  them  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  apprehended  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  justice,  in  a 
summarj'  manner,  to  hear  and  determine  the  guilt 
or  innocence  of  such  person  or  persons,  and.  upon 
conviction,  to  impose  upon  the  offender  or  offenders, 
and  each  of  them  so  convicted,  a  fine  of  five  dollars, 
besides  the  cost  of  prosecution  ;  and  if  any  person 
or  persons  so  convicted  shall  fail  to  pay  such  fine 
and  costs,  the  said  justice  shall  commit  such 
offender  or  offenders  to  the  common  jail  of  the 
county  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  days. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wilfully 
or  maliciously  remove,  deface  or  alter  any  notice 
p^^ted  as  contemplated  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  with  the   intent   to  destroy   such   notice,   shall 
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be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both. 


An    Act    to    prevent    the    burning    of    woods, 
marshes  and  meadows. 

Passed  November  24,  1794. 
Supplement  approved  March  24,  1875. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  hnxfi  or 
smoke  out,  or  attempt  to  bum  or  smoke  out,  any 
squirrel  or  squirrels,  or  any  animal  or  species  of 
game  whatsoever,  in  any  woods,  or  forests,  marshes 
or  meadows,  or  other  lands  in  this  State,  belonging 
to  any  other  person  or  corporation,  or  if  fire  orig- 
inates from  any  such  burning  or  smoking  as  afore- 
said, by  any  person  whatsoever,  by  means  of  which 
any  other  person  or  corporation  shall  be  damnified 
in  his  or  her  houses,  buildings,  fences,  woods  or 
other  property  whatsoever,  whether  the  same  be 
inclosed  or  not,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending 
in  any  of  the  premises  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor 
not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof 
(one-half  of  said  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  person  or 
persons  entering  the  complaint),  and  also  sh^l 
yield  and  pay  double  damage  to  the  party  injured 
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thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  on  the  case,  with 
costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  destruction  of  foxet 
and  the  payment  of  premiums  therefor. 

Approved  April  8,  1902. 

1.  For  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  protec- 
tion of  game  within  this  State,  there  are  hereby 
established  the  following  provisions  for  the  de- 
struction of  foxes  and  the  payment  of  premiums 
therefor  by  the  respective  counties  in  which  the 
same  are  slain. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  having 
killed  any  fox  within  this  State,  who  is  desirous 
of  •availing  himself  of  the  premiums  therein  pro- 
vided, to  produce  such  slain  animal  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  in  which  the 
same  was  killed,  and  make  affidavit  of  the  time 
and  place  of  killing  the  same ;  providedj  that  the 
pelt,  if  entire  from  the  tip  of  the  nose  of  any  such 
animal,  nyiy  be  produced  in  lieu  of  such  animal, 
when  so  preferred ;  and  upon  the  production  of 
any  such  animal,  or  pelt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  officer,  in  the  presence  of  said  person  killing 
such  animal,  and  one  qualified  voter  of  said  county, 
to  cut  off  the  ears  of  such  animal,  and.  in  the 
presence  of  said  persons,  burn  the  same. 

3.  (As  amended  June  22,  1906.)  Upon  the 
destruction  of  said  ears,  said  officer  shall  give  to 
the  person  producing  such  animal  or  pelt,  a  certifi- 
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cate  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
directed  to  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the 
county  in  which  such  animal  was  slain,  which 
certificate  shall  contain  the  following  facts :  The 
kind  of  animal  and  when,  where  and  by  whom 
killed,  and  the  date,  by  whom  and  in  the  presence 
of  what  qualified  voter  the  ears  of  such  animal 
were  destroyed ;  and  the  residences  of  the  person 
killing  siaid  animal  and  of  said  voter,  and,  upon 
production  and  surrender  of  such  certificate,  the 
said  board  shall  pay  out  of  the  county  funds  to 
to  the  person  killing  said  animal  the  sum  of  three 
dollars ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said 
ofiicer  taking  the  aflldavit  provided  for  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act  to  file  the  same  forthwith, 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
county  collector  of  the  county ;  and  upon  tiling 
the  same  the  said  officer  shall  receive  from  the 
funds  of  the  county  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  in  full 
for  all  his  services  under  this  act ;  provided,  how- 
i'ver,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  county 
of  this  State  where  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders 
of  said  county,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  mem- 
bers, shall  pass  a  resolution  that  this  act  is  not 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of  \he  county 
they  represent. 

4.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  and  fraudulently 
collect  any  premium  or  premiums  provided  in  this 
act,  or  shall  aid.  abet  or  assist  in  any  official 
capacity,  or  otherwise  in' the  same  he,  she  or  they 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  line 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  undergo  an 
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imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  the  proper 
county  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  or  either, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  iv  • 
mediately.

SEASON   FOR  GAME. 

The  season  in  the  entire  State  for  quail,  rab- 
bit, squirrel,  English  ring-neci<  pheasan^  Hun- 
garian partridge,  prairie  chicicen,  wild  turkey 
and  partridge  Is  from  November  1st  to  De- 
cember 15th,  both  dotes  inclusive. 

The  open  season  for  woodcocic  is  October  15th 
to  December  1s^  in  the  counties  of  Passaic, 
Sussex,  Morris,  Warren,  Essex,  Hunterdon, 
Somerset,  Hudson,  Union  and  Bergen;  and 
from  November  15th  to  December  3l8t  in  the 
counties  of  Middlesex,  Monmouth,  Mercer, 
Burlington,  Ocean,  Atlantic,  Camden,  Glouces- 
ter, Salem,  Cumberland  and  Cape  May,  both 
dates   inclusive.

SHARE    OF    FINES. 

To  WardenB,  Deputy  Wardens  and  Magistrates: 

In  all  cases  a  copy  of  a  complaint  must  be  for- 
warded to  the  office  of  the  commission. 

Only  in  cases  under  the  Resident  License  act  of 
April  21st,  1909,  is  the  complainant  allowed  oue- 
half  of  the  penalty ;  the  entire  penalty  must  be 
sent  to  the  commission,  which  will  then  pay  the 
complainant  his  share,  on  presentation  of  proper 
bill,  with  affidavit  as  to  correctness  and  also  con-

taining   a   certification   by   committing   magistrate 
that  the  complainant  is  entitled  to  same. 

In  all  other  fisli  and  game  cases  a  commissioned 
deputy  warden  is  allowed  $5  of  each  penalty  col- 
lected, the  amount  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  com- 
mitting magistrate,  and  the  balance  of  the  penalty 
sent  to  the  office  of  the  commission. 


RESIDENT  HUNTING  LICENSES. 

No  citizen  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  hunt  any 
of  the  game  birds,  wild  animals  or  fowls  protected 
by  law  without  first  procuring  a  license  so  to  do, 
and  then  only  during  the  respective  periods  and 
places  when  and  where  hunting  is  lawful.  The 
word  "citizen**  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any 
person,  male  or  female,  who  has  resided  or  shall 
reside  bona-fide  in  this  State  for  a  period  of  one 
year  immediately  preceding  the  application  for  a 
license.  The  law  provides  that  the  occupant  of 
any  fann  in  this  State  and  the  immediate  mem- 
bers of  the  family  of  said  occupant  residing  on 
said  farm  shall  have  the  right  without  said  license 
to  hunt  on  said  farm  when  hunting  thereon  is 
lawful.  The  words  "members  of  the  family  of 
said  occupant,"  however,  shall  not  be  taken ^  to 
include  any  employe  or  tenant  of  said  occupant. 
Said  license  shall  be  procured  from  any  county, 
city,  borough,  town,  township  or  village  clerk,  to 
be  furnished  to  said  respective  clerks  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  through 
the  county  clerk.  All  licenses  expire  December 
31st.     Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  prove  to 
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the  satisfaction  of  the  clerk  that  he  is  a  citizen  of 
this  State  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  The 
license  mast  be  exhibited  by  the '  licensee  on  de- 
mand of  any  person,  is  not  transferable,  and  gives 
no  right  to  trespass.  Penalty  for  violations,  $20. 
Cost  of  license,  $1 ;   clerk's  fee,  15  cents  extra. 


INFORMATION  CONCERNING  HUNTING 

LICENSES. 

Minors. — There  is  no  prohibition  against  grant- 
ing a  license  to  a  minor ;  nor  is  there  any  prohibi- 
tion against  his  hunting  in  a  lawful  manner. 

Aliens. — When  a  man  believed  to  be  an  alien 
applies  for  a  Resident  hunting  license,  be  should 
be  made  to  show  his  naturalization  papers,  or 
produce  other  proofs  to  show  that  he  is  entitled 
to  a  Resident  hunting  license ;  and  the  clerk 
should  refuse  to  issue  a  Resident  license  if  he  is 
not  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  en- 
titled to  take  out  such  a  license.  He  must  have 
taken  out'  his  full  naturalization  papers  before  he 
is  entitled  to  a  Resident  hunting  license.  Resi- 
dence in  the  State  does  not  entitle  a  foreigner  to 
take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license,  any  more 
than  it  entitles  him  to  vote. 

Unnaturalized,  Foreign-Born  Residents. — Un- 
naturalized, foreign-born  residents  are  not  per- 
mitted to  hunt  without  a  license.  To  obtain  such 
license  the  applicant  should  fill  out  a  blank  appli- 
cation to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  of  the  State  on  the  applica- 
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tion  of  any  clerk  of  any  county,  City,  town  or 
township,  or  other  municipality.  The  cost  for 
said  license  is  $10,  together  with  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents  to  the  clerk.  On  receipt  of  an  application 
blank  properly  filled  out,  a  blank  license  will  be 
forwarded  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners to  the  clerk.  The  clerk  issuing  the 
license  shall  send  the  State's  fee  of  $10  to  Hon- 
orable Daniel  S.  Voorhees, 'State  Treaaorer,  Tren- 
ton, N.  J. 

Non-Residents. — Non-residents  are  not  permit- 
ted to  hunt  without  a  license.  The  fact  that  an 
applicant  owns  property  in  this  State,  or  that 
he  has  a  summer  residence  in  the  State,  does  not 
entitle  him  to  take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license, 
if  he  has  not  lived  in  the  State  one  year  pre- 
ceding the  application  for  a  license.  Only  county 
clerks  are  authorized  to  issue  licenses  to  non- 
residents. Cost,  $10.50.  Ck>unty  clerks  will  fur- 
nish the  application  blank  for  a  Non-ResMent 
license.  One's  fixed  permanent  abode  determines 
his  residence. 

Lost  Licenses. — When  a  hunting  license  has 
been  lost  a  duplicate  or  certificate  cannot  be  issued. 
A  new  license  must  be  obtained  at  the  original 
cost. 

Spoiled  Licenses. — When  a  Resident  license  has 
accidentally  been  spoiled  at  the  time  of  making 
it  out,  in  order  to  obtain  credit  for  the  same  it 
must  be  attached  to  the  report  of  the  month  of 
issue,  and  forwarded  with  the  regular  returns 
through  the  county  clerk  to  the  State  Treasurer. 
No  explanation  can  be  accepted  if  unaccompanied 
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by  the  damaged  license.  Licenses  represent  cash. 
For  each  license  issued  the  clerfc  must  return  either 
the  license  itself  at  the  proper  time,  or  its  face 
value.  A  license  which  has  once  been  issued  to 
a  hunter  cannot  be  returned  as  a  spoiled  license, 
neither  can  a  spoiled  license  be  returned  at  a 
later  date  than  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
following  the  month  of  issuance. 

IT  18  ILLEGAL  AT  ALL  TIMES: 

To  use  a  silencer  on  any  gun  or  firearm  for 
hunting  game. 

To  capture,  kill',  injure  or  to  have  in  possession 
insectivorous  and  certain  other  birds  and  to  rob 
birds'  nests. 

For  any  unnaturalized  foreigner  to  hunt,  with- 
out procuring  a  license.  Cost,  $10.50.  Said  li- 
cense may  be  obtained  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town,  township  or  any  municipality. 

For  non-residents  to  hunt  without  license.  Cost, 
$10.50.  Said  licence  may  be  obtained  from  county 
clerk.  Non-residents  may  remove  from  State  in 
any  one  day  fifteen  fowl  and  ten  rabbits,  provided 
same  are  exposed  to  open  view. 

To  hunt  geese,  ducks  or  any  water  wild  fowl, 
except  between  one  hour  before  sunrise  and  until 
sunset,  except  black  duck,  which  may  be  taken 
until  7  P.  M. ;  to  hunt  any  kind  of  water  wild 
fowl  from  boats  not  propelled  by  oars  or  paddles. 

To  catch  or  keep  trout  less  than  f^x  inches  in 
length,  black  or  white  bass  less  than  nine  inches 
in  length.,  or  pike-perch,  pickerel  and  pike  lesa 
than  twelve  incibi  in  length. 
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To  tal^e  trout,  bass,  pike,  pickerel  and  pike- 
perch  between  9  P.  m.  and  daylight. 

To  permit  doga  to  run  rabbits  at  night  at  any 
time,  or  to  run  at  large  except  between  the  first 
of  October  and  the  first  of  February. 

To  remove  quail,  grouse,  woodcock,  squirrel, 
hare,  English  or  ring-necked  pheasants  from  the 
State.  Non-residents,  holding  license,  may  re- 
move in  any  one  day  fifteen  fowl  and  ten  rabbits, 
provided  same  are  exposed  to  open  view. 

To  take  or  have  in  possession  in  any  one  day 
more  than  ten  quail,  three  English  or  ring-necked 
pheasants,  three  Hungarian  partridges,  ten  wood- 
cock, three  •  ruffed  grouse,  thirty  ducks,  fifteen 
geese,  fifteen  brant,  thirty  marsh  hens  or  mud 
hens;  hotels,  restaurants  and  dealers  at  place  of 
business  excepted. 

To  take  in  any  one  day  more  than  twenty-five 
trmiL 

To  take  or  to  attempt  to  take  any  game  except 
by  the  use  of  guns  held  at  arm's  length. 

To  use  ferrets  for  hunting  hare  or  rabbits. 

To  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  in  any  man- 
ner excepting  with  hook  and  line,  but  minnows 
for  bait  may  be  taken  with  a  seine  not  over  50 
feet  long  in  ponds  and  lakes  of  over  100  acres, 
and  in  other  waters,  except  the  Delaware  river, 
with  a  seine  not  over  30  feet  in  length.  Eels  may 
be  taken  with  baskets  or  weirs  between  the 
fifteenth  of  September  and  the  last  day  of  October, 
except  in  Delaware  river,  and  with  wicker  baskets 
anchored  on  the  bottom  of  streams  and  ponds, 
except  in  Delaware  river. 

To  have  trapped  game  in  posAfssion.

To  hunt  on  Sunday  or  carry  firearms  in  the 
fields  or  woods  ot  on  the  waters  on  Sunday  or  to 
hunt  for  squirrel,  quail,  partridge,  pheasant,  wood- 
cock or  rabbit  when  ther^  is  a  tracking  snow  on 
the  ground. 

To  pollute  streams.  To  use  medicated  bait  or 
explosives  of  any  kind  for  taking  fish.  To  draw 
off  water  to  take  fish.  To  permit  the  erection  or 
maintenance  of  unlawful  contrivances  for  taking 
game  and  fish;  applies  to  owners  and  tenants  of 
lands.  To  use  carp  for  bait  or  in  any  other  way 
to  put  carp  in  fresh"  water.  To  take  fish  through 
ice  in  fresh  waters.  To  hunt  reed  birds  after 
sunset  or  before  sunrise. 

To  use  set-lines  in  waters  inhabited  by  pickerel, 
pike,  pike-perch,  bass  or  trout,  or  to  use  any  con- 
trivance in  fishing  having  more  than  three  hooks 
or  one  burr  of  three  books  or  to  have  such  con- 
trivances in  possession. 


The  open  season  includes  both  dates  mentioned. 

Fines  for  violation  of  the  above  laws  are  from 
$20  to  $200. 

Dogs  running  at  large  may  be  killed  under 
municipal  regulations. 

Farmera  and  fruit  growers  have  the  right  to 
trap  rabbits  under  certain  restrictions. 

Dealers  have  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  the 
season  in  which  to  dispose  of  game. 

The  taking  pf  yellow  and  white  perch,  catfish, 
sunfish.  suckers  and  eels  with  hook  and  line  only 
is  permitted  at  all  times  of  the  year,  provided 
that  not  more  than  three  hooks  are  used,  except- 
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ing  the  taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch  in  the 
Delaware  river. 

Delaware  River  Game  Fish.— ^See  chart  for 
season.  Can  be  taken  with  hook  and  line  •  only. 
Number  of  lines  not  to  exceed  two,  and  under  im- 
mediate supervision. 

Size. — Illegal  to  take  rock  fish  over  20  jwunds 
or  under  10  inches;  sturgeon  under  5  feet;  black 
bass  under  9  inches;  pikc»  pickerel  or  pike-perch 
under  12  inches;  calico  or  strawberry  bass, 
crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass  or  trojit  under  6 
inchest

General  Fish  and  Game  Laws. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  certain  icinds  of 
birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method 
Of  capture  and  provide  open  and  close  sea- 
sons for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revi- 
sion of  1903). 

Approved  April  14,  1903. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  pursue,  with  intent 
to  l^ill  or  injure,  or  in  any  manner  to  attempt 
to  take  or  injure,  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful 
to  Itiil  or  destroy  or  Injure,  any  anatidse,  com- 
monly known  as  swans,  geese,  brant  and  river 
and  sea  ducks;  rallidse,  commonly  known  as  rails, 
gallinules,  coots  and  mudbens;  limicolse,  com- 
monly known  as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay 
snipe,  among  them  being  yellow  legs,  plovers, 
Willets,  sand  pipers.,  dowitcbers  or  robin  snipe, 
brown  backs,  curiews,  tum^stones  or  calico  backs, 
godwits  or  marlin,  tattlers  and  woodcock ;  gal- 
linse,  commonly  known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse, 
prairie  chickens,  pheasants,  partridges,  and  quails ; 
and  the  species  of  icteridse,  commonly  known  as 
reed  birds;  or  any  bare,  commonly  known  as 
rabbit ;  gray,  black  or  fox  squirrel ;  or  any  other 
game  bird  or  game  animal  whatsoever,  excepting 
in  the  manner  usually  known  as  hunting  with  a 
gun,  the  gun  being  such  as  may  be  held  at  arm's 
length  and  fired  from  the  shoulder  without  rests. 
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aiid  at  each  times  as  may  be  permitted  in  this  act, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  farmers  and  fruitgrowers  from  trap- 
ping rabbits  in  box  traps  during  the  entire  ye^ar; 
provided,  however,  that  such  trapping  shall  be 
done  on  property  owned  or  leased  for  the  rais- 
ing of  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  products  by  the 
person  so  trapping;  and  providedj  that  the  person 
so  trapping  shall  first  have  made  an  aflSdavit  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace  that  rab1)its  have  in- 
jured fruit,  vegetables  or  other  products  on  his 
or  her  premises,  and  shall  have  immediately  sent 
the  same  to  the  president  of  the  fish  ^  and  game 
commission,  who,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  said 
affidavit,  shall  issue  to  said  person  a  permit  to 
so  trap;  and  provided^  further^  that  no  person  or 
persons  shall  be  permitted  to  barter  or  sell  any 
rabbits  so  trapped. 

3.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  No  person 
shall,  within  the  limits  Of  this  Btate,  kiU  or  catch, 
or  have  in  his  or  her  pos.sQSsion  living  or  dead,  any 
wild  bird  other  than  a  game  bird,  or  purchase, 
offer  Or  expose  for  sale  any  such  wild  bird  after 
it  has  been  killed  or  eaught,  and  no  part  of  plu- 
mage, skin  or  body  of  any  bird  protected  by  this 
section  shall  be  sold  or  had  in  possession  for  sale. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  plumage  includes  any 
part  of  the  feathers,  head,  wings  or  tail  of  any 
bird,  and  wherever  the  wotd  occurs  in  this  act  ref- 
erence is  had  equally  to  plumage  of  birds  coming 
from  without  the  State  as  to  that  obtained  within 
the  State,  but  it  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply 
to  the  feathers  of  birds  of  paradise,  ostriches,  do^ 
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mestic  fowl  or  domestic  pigeons.  The  fact  that 
any  birds  or  game>  belong  to  a  different  species 
from  that  native  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall 
constitute  no  defence  to  the  possession  thereof; 
provided,  such  birds  or  game  belong  to  the  same 
family  as  that  protected  by  this  act.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  act  the  following  shall  be  considered 
game  birds:  The  anatidse,  commonly  known  as 
swans,  geese,  brant  and  river  and  sea  ducks;  the 
rallidsp,  commonly  known  as  rails,  gallinules,  coots 
and  madhens;  the  limicolie,  commonly  known  as 
shore  birds,  plovers,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcock, 
sandpipers,  tattlers  and  curlews ;  the  gallinte,  com- 
monly known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie 
chickens,  pheasants,  partridges  and  quails,  and  the 
species  of  icteridse,  commonly  known  as  reed  birds ; 
the  English  or  European  house  sparrow  (passer 
domesticus),  blackbirds,  crows,  goshawk,  Cooper's 
hawk,  sharp-shinned  hawk,  duck  hawk,  and  great 
homed  owl  are,  however,  not  included  among  the 
birds  protected  by  this  section;  any  person  vio- 
lating this  section  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  bird  or  part  of  bird  killed,  caught 
or  had  in  possession  contrary  to  the  provisions 
hereof. 

(Section  3,  as  above,  shall  take  effect  August 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven.) 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  rob  the  nests  or  take 
or  destroy  the  eggs  of  any  wild  bird  whatsoever, 
except  the  nests  or  eggs  of  the  Ehiglish  sparrow, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  nest 
so  robbed  and  each  egg  so  removed  or  destroyed. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  cap- 
ture, kill,  injare  or  destroy  or  pursue,  with  such 
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intent,  any  of  the  game  birds  or  other  animals 
enumerated  in  this  act  on  his  or  her  own  prop- 
erty or  on  the  property  of  any  other  person  or 
persons,  except  during  the  seasons  and'  at  the 
times  and  in  the  manner  as  in  this  act  provided, 
and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
provided  by  this  -act  for  the  violations  thereof.    . 

6.  (As  amended  April  6,  1908.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  hunting  or  gunning  after 
geese,  duck,  swans  or  brant  or  other  water  wild 
fowl,  to  place  the  boat,  sink-box  or  other  vessel 
or  construction  in  which  such  person  may  lie  in 
wait  to  kill  said  geese,  duck,  swans,  brant  or 
other  water  wild  fowl,  at  a  distance  of  more  than 
one  hundred  feet  from  ice,  marsh  or  meadow,  bar 
or  bank,  or  heaped  seaweed  not  covered  with 
water;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  with  intent  to  capture  or  kill  geese,  duck, 
swans,  brant  or  other  water  wild  fowl,  to  hunt 
after  or  pursue  the  same  in  any  manner  except 
between  one  hour  before  sunrise  and  until  sun- 
set, under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

7.  (As  amended  May  8,  1905.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  pursue  any  goose,  duck, 
swan,  brant  or  any  kind  of  water  wild  fowl  what- 
soever, or  to  shoot,  or  to  shoot  at,  or  kill  or  wound 
the  same  from  any  boat  or  vessel  propelled  by 
any  means  other  than  by  oars  or  paddles,  or 
from  any  boat,  vessel  or  other  structure  anchored 
or  staked  upon  the  waters  of  any  of  the  bays, 
sounds,  coves,  ponds,  rivers,  creeks  or  streams  of 
the  State  at  a  greater  distance  than  one  hundred 
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feet  from  ice.  marsh  or  meadow,  bar  or  bank, 
or  heaped  seaweed  not  covered  with  water,  under 
a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

8.  (As  amended  March  31,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy  or  have  in 
possession,  any  black  duck  or  any  Mallard  duck,  ex- 
cepting only  between  the  first  day  of  Novembei 
and  the  first  day  of  March  following,  both  dates 
inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture,  kill,  injure, 
destroy,  or  have  in  possession  any  duck  or  swan 
other  than  black  duck,  Mallard  or  wood  duck,  ex- 
cepting only  between  the  first  day  of  November  and 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  following,  both  dates 
inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture,  kill,  injure, 
destroy  or  have  in  possession  any  goose,  brant  or 
shell  drake,  excepting  only  between  the  first  da^ 
of  November  and  the  tenth  day  of  April  following, 
in  each  year  both  dates  inclusive.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  duck, 
swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake  captured,  killed, 
injured,  destroyed  or  had  in  possession  in  violation 
of  this  act.  The  having  in  possession  of  any  such 
duck,  swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake  whatsoever 
during  the  period  prohibited  in  this  section  shall 
in  every  court  and  place  be  deemed  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  same  is  unlawfully  in  possession. 

NOTB. — Additional  sections  regulating  shooting  of 
ducks,  &c.,  are  to  be  found  on  pages  35  and  36. 

9.  (As  amended  March  29,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  j'ellow  legs,  plovers,  willets,  sand 
pipers,  dowitchers  or  robin  snipe,  brown  backs, 
curlews,   turn-stones  or  calico  backs,   godwits   or 
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marlin  and  tattlers,  ot  any  other  birds  commonly 
known  as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay  snipe, 
excepting  only  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclusive, 
of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  bird  so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  had 
in  possession ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  captur^, 
kill,  injure  or  have  in  possession  any  Wilson  or 
English  snipe  (sometimes  called  bog  snipe  or  jack 
snipe),  excepting  only  during  the  months  of  March, 
April,  September,  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  Wilson  or  English  snipe  so  captured,  killed 
injured  or  had  in  possession. 

10.  (As  amended  April  10,  1907.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  or  have  in  pos- 
session, any  reed  bird,  excepting  only  from  the 
first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  or  to 
capture,  kill,  or  injure,  any  reed  bird  at  night, 
after  sunset  and  before  sunrise,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  reed  bird  so  captured, 
killed,  injured  or  had  in  possession. 

11.  (As  amended  April  27,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy,  or  have  in  pos- 
session, any  upland  plover,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  thereafter  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy, 
or  have  in  possession,  any  upland  plover  excepting 
only  during  the  months  of  August  and  September, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  any  marsh  hen    (commonly 
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known  as  mudhen)  or  rail  bird  excepting  only 
from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  both  dates  .inclusive,  of  each 
year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
marsh  hen  or  rail  bird  so  captured,  killed,  injured 
or  had  in  possession ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  capture,  kill  or  have  in  possession 
in  any  one  day,  from  the  first  day  of  September  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclu- 
sive., more  than  thirty  marsh  hens,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  marsh  hen 
80  captured,  killed  or  had  in  possession  in  excess 
of  thirty.

17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  trap,  take,  capture  or  kill,  or  have  in  pos- 
session after  the  same  has  been  trapped,  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  beaver,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  beaver  so 
trapped,  taken,  captured  or  killed  or  had  in  pos- 
session. 

18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possession, 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the  game  birds  or 
game  animals  enumerated  in  this  act,  after  the 
same  has  been  caught  or  trapped  by  means  of 
any  siiare,  snood,  net.  trap  or  device  of  any  de- 
scription whatsoever,  or  to  set  any  snare,  snood, 
net,  trap  or  device  for  catching  or  trapping  any 
such  game  bird  or  animal,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  such  bird  or  other  animal 
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SO  had  in  possession,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or 
for  any  trap  or  snare  so  set. 

19.  Whenever  by  this  act  the  possession  of  any 
kind  of  game  is  prohibited  after  a  certain  specified 
date  or  within  certain  specified  periods  of  time,  all 
sales  of  dealers  in  game  for  a  period  of  fifteen 
days  after  the  expiration  of  such  fixed  period  or 
specified  date  shall  prima  fade  be  deemed  lawful, 
and  the  penalties  herein  imposed  for  the  possession 
of  such  game  shall  not  apply  to  any  dealer  in  or 
the  purchaser  of  any  such  game  within  the  ex- 
tended period,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  that  such 
dealer  or  purchaser  had  knowledge  that  such  game 
had  been  unlawfully  killed,  captured  or  taken; 
nothing  in  this  section,  however,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  permit  the  possession,  sale  or  purchase  of 
game  killed  or  taken  in  this  State  in  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  with  a  hound 
or  hounds,  or  with  firearms  or  weapons  of  any 
kind,  or  to  carry  a  gun  in  the  woods  or  fields  or 
on  the  waters  on  the  Sabbath  day,  commonly  called 
Sunday,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

21.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  associations  or  individuals  from  bringing 
into  this  State  any  birds  or  other  animals  for  the 
purpose  of  propagation,  or  from  keeping  such  ani- 
mals until  a  seasonable  time  for  their  release. 

22.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  remove  or  to  attempt 
to  remove  from  this  State  any  quail,  ruffed  grouse, 
pinnated  grouse,  woodcock,  hare  (commonly 
known  as  rabbit),  squirrel,  English  pheasant  or 
ring-necked  pheasant;  providedt  however,  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  common  carriers  carry- 
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ing  from  beyond  the  confines  of  this  State  in  un- 
broken packages  to  some  point  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  the  State,  such  quail,  ruffed  grouse,  pin- 
nated grouse,  woodcock,  hare,  squirrel  or  pheasant ; 
any  person  guilty  of  any  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
every  quail,  ruffed  grouse,  pinnated  grouse,  wood- 
cock, hare,  squirrel  or  pheasant  removed  or  sought 
to  be  removed ;  provided,  however,  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  English  or  ring-necked  pheasants 
killed  on  preserves  at  present  established. 

23.  (As  amended  April  9,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  or  attempt  to 
hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  any  partridge,  grouse,  pheas- 
ant, quail,  woodcock,  squirrel  or  hare  (commonly 
known  as  rabbit),  while  there  is  snow  upon  the 
ground  in  such  condition  that  any  such  bird  or 
animal  may  be  tracked  therein,  or  by  tracking 
any  such  bird  or  animal  in  the  snoW,  or  to  have 
in  possession  any  such  bird  or  animal  above  men- 
tioned that  has  been  hunted,  killed,  destroyed  or 
taken  as  aforesaid,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  bird  or  animal  above  mentioned 
so  hunted,  killed,  destroyed  or  had  in  possession, 
to  be  recovered  as  are  other  fines  and  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  this  act. 

24.  (As  amended  May  1,  1911.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  owner,  lessee  or  custodian  of  any 
dog  to  permit  such  dog  to  run  at  large  in  woods 
or  fields,  except  only  between  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber and  the  first  day  of  February  following;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  at  all  other  times  during  the 
year  such  dog  or  dogs  may  be  allowed  to  run  when 
under  the  control  of  the  owner,  lessee  or  custodian, 
but  at  no  'time  shall  any  dog  be  allowed  to  run 
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rabbiti  at  night.  Every  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

25.  (As  amended  April  11,  1908.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  from 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  by  means  of  any 
contrivance  whatsoever  excepting  in  the  manner 
commonly  known  as  angling  with  hand-line  -or 
with  rod  and  line,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offense;  providedt  however,  that 
this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  catching  of 
eels,  at  any  time,  by  means  of  wicker  eel  baskets 
anchored  on  the  bottom  of  streams  and  ponds,  nor 
to  the  taking  of  eels  by  means  of  eel  weirs  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September  to  the  jast  dajf  of 
Occober,  both  dates  inclusive,  nor  to  the  taking  of 
catfish  or  carp  with  a  spear  in  all  streams  and  in 
all  lakes  and  ponds  of  less  than  one  hundred 
acres.*  from  the  twentieth  day  of  February  to 
the  twentieth  day  of  April,  both  dates  inclusive,  of 
each  year,  nor  to  the  taking  of  eels  and  suckers 
with  a  spear  in  all  streams  and  in  all  lakes  and 


*  The  lakes  in  New  Jersey  exceeding  over  a  hun- 
dred  acres  each  in  area,  and  in  which  accordingly 
DO  spearing  Is  permitted,  are  the  following :  Mays

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ponds  of  less  than  one  hundred  acres,  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  February  to  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year;  pro- 
videdt  aUOy  that  it  shall  l>e  lawful  to  take  minnow 
and  other  bait-fish  with  a  ^eine  not  oyer  fifty  feet 
in  length  in  all  ponds  and  lakes  which  have  an 
area  of  over  one  hundred  acres,  and  in  all  other 
waters  with  a  seine  not  over  thirty  feet  in  length ; 
in  every  such  case,  however,  all  trout,  pickerel, 
bass,  pike  and  pike-perch  captured  therein  shall  be 
immediately  released  therefrom  uninjured  as  far 
as  practicable;  provided^  further j  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  take  fish  in  any  manner  under  the  direc- 
tion of  or  by  permission  given  by  the  board  of 
fish  and  game  commissioners  for  stocking  purposes. 

26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  the 
young  of  any  species  of  carp  or  tench  for  bait  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  to  take  to  any 
of  such  waters  the  young  of  any  species  of  carp 
or  tench  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  same  for 
bait  or  for  any  other  purpose,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  such  fish  so  used  for  bait 
or  taken  to  such  waters. 

27.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  catch  or  have  in  possession  any 
black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  calico  bass, 
crappie  or  pike-perch  excepting  only  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  November, 
both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed, 
taken  or  had'ip  possession. 

28.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  kill,  catch  or  have  in  possession 
any    pike    or    pickerel    excepting    only    from    the 
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twentieth  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  Novem- 
ber, both  dates  inclusive,  and  from  the  first  day 
of  January  to  the  first  day  of  February,  both 
dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed,  taken 
or  had  in  possession. 

29.  (As  amended  May  27,  1907.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  catch,  kill,  take  or  have  in  possession 
any  brook  trout,  except  only  from  the  first  day 
of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  both  dates 
inclusive,  in  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed,  taken  or 
had  in  possession ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that 
whenever  any  person  or  persons  or  any  associa- 
tion owns  or  controls  any  stream  or  streams  or 
parts  of  stream  and  any  pond  or  ponds  in  this 
State,  and  also  actually  maintains  a  hatchery  in 
this  State  for  the  propagation  of  trout,  and  from 
said  hatchery  yearly  supplies  and  stocks  said 
stream  or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds  with  more 
trout  than  are  caught  therefrom,  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  such  person  or  persons  or  association,  and 
upon  being  satisfied  by  proper  proof  of  the  facts 
aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  person  or  persons  or 
association  owns  or  controls  a  stream  or  streams 
or  parts  of  stream  or  a  pond  or  ponds,  and  in 
good  faith  actually  maintains  a  hatchery  for  the 
propagation  of  fish,  and  does  from  said  hatchery 
yearly  supply  and  stock  said  stream  or  streams  or 
pond  or  ponds  with  more  trout  than  are  caught 
therefrom,  shall  issue  to  such  person  or  persons  or 
association  a  license,  duly  signed  by  the  secretary 
of  the  said  board,  permitting  it,  for  such  period 
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of  time  as  the  said  person  or  persons  or  associa- 
tion shall  own  and  control  said  stream  or  streams 
or  part  of  stream  or  pond  or  ponds,  and  shall 
maintain  a  hatchery- for  the  propagation  of  tront, 
and  from  said  hatchery  shall  supply  and  stock  said 
stream  or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds  with  more 
trout  than  are  taken  therefrom,  to  catch  or  take 
trout  from  said  stream  and  pond  from  the  first 
day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  September, 
both  inclusive,  in  each  year.  Nothing  herein  or 
in  this  proviso  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
permitting  the  sale  of  trout  for  other  than  propa- 
gation purposes  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  July 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  both  dates  in- 
clusive, in  each  year. 

30.  It  shall  be  unlawful -in  any  manner  to  take 
any  trout,  bass,  pike-perch,  pike  or  pickerel  be- 
tween nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  daylight  of 
the  morning  following,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken. 

31.  (As  amended  April  5.  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  kill,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  have  in 
possession  any  black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white 
bass  or  calico  bass  measuring  less  than  nine  inches 
in  length,  or  any  pike-perch  measuring  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  trout  measuring 
less  than  six  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike  or 
pickerel  measuring  less  than  twelve  inches  in 
length,  except  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  the 
waters  of  this  State  therewith,  and  then  only  at 
the  direction  of  the  board  of  fish  and  game  com- 
missioners, or  upon  license  first  obtained  from  such 
board,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
fish  so  killed,  sold,  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in  pos- 
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session ;  provided^  however,  that  the  esoz  fasciatos 
(commonly  known  as  Long  Island  pickerel,  varied 
and  grass  pike)  is  not  included  among  the  fish  pro- 
tected by  this  section. 

32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  in  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State  any  dynamite,  giant  or  elec- 
tric powder,  or  any  explosive  substances  what- 
ever, or  any  drug  or  poisoned  bait,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking,  killing  or  injuring  fish,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

33.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  allow  any  dye-stuff, 
coal-tar,  aaw-dust,  tan-bark,  lime,  refuse  from  gas 
houses,  or  other  deleterious  or  poisonous  substance 
or  substances  to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to^run 
into  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in  quantities 
destructive  of  life  or  disturbing  the  habits  of  the 
fish  inhabiting  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

34.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shut  off  or  draw 
off  the  waters  of  any  pond,  stream  or  lake  in  this 
State  for  the  purpose  of  taking,  capturing  or  kill- 
ing the  fish  therein,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offence. 

35.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  put,  place,  use  or 
maintain  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in- 
habited by  pickerel,  pike,  pike-perch,  black  bass, 
Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  calico  bass,  perch  or 
trout,  any  set-line  or  set-lines,  or  to  use  upon  a 
line  for  the  taking  of  fish  in  such  waters  any  con- 
trivance having  more  than  three  hooks,  or  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto* 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

36.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use,  have 
m   possession,   or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any 
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artificial  bait  with  more  than  three  hooks  or  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto, 
ander  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

37.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee 
or  tenant  of  any  property  to  permit  the  erection, 
construction  or  maintenance  on  his,  her  or  their 
property  of  any  of  the  contrivances  for  the  un- 
lawful taking  of  fish  and  game  prohibited  by  this 
act,  or  to  permit  the  setting  of  any  fyke  or  other 
net  or  the  drawing  of  any  net  whatsoever  upon  his, 
her  or  their  property,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  such  owner,  lessee  or  tenant  to  immedi- 
ately destroy  any  and  all  such  unlawful  contriv- 
ances found  or  placed  upon  his,  her  or  their  prem- 
ises ;  and  no  suit  for  damages  shall  lie  or  be  main- 
tained against  any  property  owner,  lessee  or  tenant 
for  any  such  destruction. 

38.  (As  amended  April  15,  1908.)  Whenever 
in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  the 
possession  of  fowl  or  game  is  prohibited,  refer-^ 
ence  is  had  equally  to  such  fowl  or  game  coming 
from  without  the  State  a«  to  that  taken  within 
the  State;  provided^  however^  that  nothing  conr 
tained  in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory 
shall  apply  to  any  fowl  or  game  coming  within 
this  State  ^n  original  packages  from  any  foreign 
country  during  the  open  season,  but  such  fowl  or 
game  shall  not  be  kept  within  this  State  during 
the  close  season,  unless  within  ten  days  before 
such  close  season  shall  arrive,  the  owner  or  own- 
ers, agent  or  agents  of  such  owner  or  owners  of 
such  fowl  or  game  shall  give  notice  to  the  fish  and 
game  commission  of  this  State,  of  the  fact  that 
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sach  fowl  or  game  will  be  kept  in  possession  in 
this  State  during  the  close  season,  which  notice 
shall  designate  the  place  where  such  fowl  or  game 
is  to  be  kept,  whereupon  the  fish  and  game  com- 
mission, upon  such  owner  or  owners,  agent  or 
agents  'giving  a  b'ond  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  condi- 
tioned that  such  fowl  or  game  brought  from  such 
foreign  shores  shall  not  be  sold  or  exposed  for 
sale  or  removed  from  this  State  during  the  close 
season,  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  keeping  of 
such  fowl  or  game  during  the  close  season.  Upon 
such  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  agents  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  fowl  or  game 
may  be  kept  within  this  State  during  any  dose 
season.  Upon  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  the  bond 
given  pursuant  to  this  section,  the  whole  penalty 
of  the  bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  in  a  suit  to  be  instituted  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  State, 
by  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners. 

39.  The  term  "waters  of  this  State,"  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act.  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
all  the  fresh  waters  of  this  State;  proffided,  that 
all  ponds,  lakes  and  waters  created  by  or  under 
the  exclusive  control  of  individuals  or  associa- 
tions, stocked  and  maintained  at  the  sole  expense 
of  such  individuals  or  associations,  and  not  run- 
ways for  migratory  fish,  shall  be  considered  pri- 
vate waters,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  as  far  as  such  individuals  and 
the  members  of  such  associations  or  persons  re- 
ceiving permits  from  them  are  concerned. 

40.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  The  board  of 
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fish  and  game  commissioners  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issae,  in  its  discretion,  to  all  properly  accred- 
ited persons,  permits  to  take  carp  and  suckers 
from  the  ponds  or  lakes  of  this  State  by  means  of 
a  net,  the  mesh  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  and  one-half  inches;  provided^  however^  that 
in  every  case  all  game  and  food  fish  captured 
therein  shall  be  immediately  returned  therefrom 
uninjured  as  far  as  practicable;  such  permits  to 
be  issued  by  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners under  such  restrictions  as  to  the  method 
and  time  of  using  such  nets  as  mny  be  deemed 
proper  by  said  board  of  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners. 

41.  The  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
the  supplements  thereto  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof. 

42.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection 
of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regu- 
late their  method  of  capture,  and  provide  open 
and  close  seasons  for  such  capture  and  posses- 
sion," approved  March  twenty-second,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  one,  and  the  amendments 
and  supplements  thereto  severally  approved  April 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two,  and 
April  third,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two, 
and  April  tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
two;    "An   act  for   the   protection   of  deer,"   ap- 
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proved  April  tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  two;  *'An  act  for  the  protection  of  beavers," 
approved  April  tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  two;  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  marsh 
hens,  to  regulate  their  capture  or  killing  and 
provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such  killing," 
approved  April  ninth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  take  from 
the  salt  waters  of  this  ^ate,  by  means  of  boats, 
pots  or  otherwise,  or  to  Ibave  in  their  possession, 
or  to  buy  or  sell,  or  to  offer  to  buy  or  sell,  any  lob- 
ster the,  length  of  which  from  the  tip  of  the  horn 
to  the  end  of  the  tail  shall  measure  less  than  eight 
inches,  or  any  spawning  lobster,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  lobster  so  taken,  offered 
for  sale  or  had  in  possession,  said  penalty  to  be 
paid  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
for  the  use  of  the  commission. 
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2.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations 
thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven.

An  Act  for  the  protection  of  striped  bass. 

Approved  May  1,  1911. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act  for  any  person  to  take,  catch  or 
kill  any  striped  bass,  commonly  called  rockfish, 
from  or  in  any  of  the  salt  or  fresh  waters  of  this 
State,  by  means  of  a  net,  except  from  November 
first  to  March  thirty-first,  both  dates  inclusive,  in 
each  year;  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  catch, 
kill  or  have  in  possession,  at  any  time,  any'  strixicd 
bass  measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 


An  Act  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  carp. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 

1  Th»t  it  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  in  this 
State  to  place  any  German  carp,  mirror  carp, 
leather  carp,  or  carp  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or 
the  seed  thereof,  in  any  of  the  public  or  private 
watero  of  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less 
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than  two  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of 
the  county  where  the  offense  shall  have  been  com- 
mitted, or  where  the  conviction  shall  be  had.  for 
not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  six 
months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  before' 
whom  the  conviction  of  any  violation  of  this  statute 
may  be  had. 

2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  en- 
forced according  to  the  method  of  procedure  pro- 
vided for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  for  the  pro- 
tection of  fish  and  game. 

3.  That  the  fish  and  game  protector  of  this 
State,  and  all  duly  appointed  fish  and  game  war- 
dens of  this  State,  are  authorized  and  required 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  therefor  to  the  same  fee  as  they 
are  entitled  to  under  the 'act  for  the  protection  of 
fish  and  game. 

4.  That  any  person  who  may  have  been  ag- 
grieved or  injured  by  means  of  any  violation  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  authorized  to 
institute  proceedings  for  the  punishment  of  the 
offender. 

5.  That  no  conviction  had  under  this  act  shall 
be  a  bar  to  any  proceedings  an  aggrieved  party 
may  institute  for  the  recovery  of  damages  in  a 
civil   suit. 

6.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  owners 
or  lessees  of  private  ponds  stocking  such  private 
ponds ;  provided,  that  such  private  ponds  are  so 
constructed  as  to  effectually  prevent  said  carp  or 
the  seed  thereof  from  escaping  into  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State,  or  into  private  waters  owned 
by  other  individuals  or  corporations. 
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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  sturgeon. 

Approyed  March  22,  1896. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take,  capture  or  kill,  or 
have  in  possession  after  the  same  has  been  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  sturgeon  between  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember in  each  and  every  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  sturgeon  so 
taken,  captured,  killed  or  had  unlawfully  in  pos- 
session. 

2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  special,  local 
or  general,  inconsistent  herewith  or  repugnant 
hereto,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  ex- 
cepting that  nothing  in ,  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  for  the  protection  of  mammoose  or  young 
sturgeon  in  the  Delaware  bay,  river  and  their 
tributaries,'  approved  March  twenty-fourth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety,''  which 
amendment  was  approved  April  first,  one  thou- 
sand  eight   hundred   and   ninety-one. 

(See  special  act  pertaining  to  Delaware  river.) 


An  Act  concerning  fisheries. 

Passed  December  27,  1826. 
1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  not  resident  citizens  of  this  State  to  draw 
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or  use  any  net  or  seine  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
or  taking  fish  in  any  of  the  bays,  flats,  rivers  or 
waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State;  and 
every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars;  pro- 
vided always  neverthelesSf  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the  right  or  priv- 
ilege of  any  owner  or  owners,  tenant  or  tenants, 
not  resident  in  this  State  from  fishing  upon  or 
opposite  to  his,  her  or  J:heir  shore  in  this  State, 
or  to  prevent  any  resident,  owner  or  tenant  from 
employing  what  hands  he  may  think  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  his  or  their  fisheries; 
provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  relate  to  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  fisheries 
on  the  waters  of  the  river  Delaware. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  Malaclemmys 
Palustris,  commonly  call'ed  diamond-backed 
terrapin;  to  regulate  their  method  of  capture, 
and  providing  open  and  close  seasons  for 
such  capture  and  possession. 

Approved  March  80,  1906. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  catch,  expose 
for  sale  or  have  in  possession,  or  attempt  to  take 
or  catch  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  between  tbe  first 
day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  year.  Any  person  guilty  of  any  violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty

dollars  for  every  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  so  taken, 
caught,  exposed  for  sale,  had  in  possession,  or 
sought  to  be  taken  or  captured;  and  the  having 
in  possession  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  during  the 
period  prohibited  in  this  section  shall,  in  every 
court  and  place,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  same  is  unlawfully  in  possession. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  ^t  any  time  to  catch  or 
take,  or  attempt  to  catch  or  take,  any  Mala- 
clemmys Palustris,  commonly  called  dikmond- 
backed  terrapin,  from  any  of  the  waters  of  the 
State,  by  means  of  any  trap,  fyke,  net,  seine,  weir, 
or  net  of  any  description,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catch, 
take  or  have  in  possession  any  Malaclemmys 
Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond-backed  ter- 
rapin, measuring  less  than  four  inches  length- 
wise along  the  under  shell,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  Malaclemmys  Palus- 
tris, commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin, 
so   captured,    taken    or   had    in    possession. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  destroy  the 
eggs  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  this  State, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
egg  so  taken  or  destroyed. 

5.  In  all  proceedings  against  offenders  under 
this  act  it  shall  be  competent  for  them  to  show 
that  the  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called 
diamond-backed  terrapin,  came  into  possession  in 
another   State,  or  beyond  the  United   States,   at 
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Bome  place  where  the  law  did  not  prohibit  such 
pofisession,  and  such  evidence  shall  be  a  valid  de- 
fense to  the  action. 

6.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  fish  and 
game  protector  and  all  constables,  police  officers, 
fish  and  game  wardens  and  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  of  this  State  are  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  any  per- ' 
son  or  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  upon  making  such  arrest, 
to  take  him  or  them  forthwith  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  of 
the  county  where  the  arrest  is  made,  and  to  pro- 
ceed against  him  or  them  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  this  State 
entitled  **An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for  the  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  supplements  thereto  and 
acts    amendatory    thereof. 

7.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  the  fish 
and  game  protector,  and  the  fish  and  game  war- 
dens of  this  State  shall  have  the  power  without 
v^arrant  to  search  and  examine  any  boat,  vessel, 
conveyance,  vehicle,  fish  box,  fish  basket,  barrel, 
box  or  basket,  game  bag  or  game  coat  or.  other 
receptacle  for  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  when  they  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  have .  been  violated ;  and  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector,  and  fish 
and  game  wardens  shall  at  any  time  seize  and  take 
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possession  of  any  and  all  Malaclemmys  Palustris, 
commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  which 
have  been  caught,  taken  or  killed  at  any  time  in  a 
manner  or  for  a  purpose,  or  had  in  possession  or 
under  control,  have  been  shipped  or  are  about  to 
be  shipped,  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  Justices  of  the  peace,  district  courts  and 
police  magistrates,  upon  receiving  proof  of  prob- 
able causes  for  believing  in  the  concealment  of 
any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called  dia- 
mond-backed terrapin,  caught,  taken,  had  in  pos- 
session or  under  control,  contrary  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  issue  a  search  warrant 
and  cause  a  search  to  be  made  in  any  place,  and 
to  that  end  may,  after  demand  and  refusal,  cause 
any  building,  enclosure  or  car  to  be  entered,  and 
any  apartment,  chest,  box,  barrel,  crate,  basket  or 
package  to  be  broken  open  and  the  contents 
thereof  examined  by  said  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners, fish  and  game  protector  or  fish  and  game 
wardens.  All  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  seized  by  the  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protec- 
tor or  any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  shall  be 
liberated  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in- 
habited by  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  by  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector  or 
any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  as  directed  by 
the  justices  of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police 
magistrate  before  whom  the  offender  is  tried. 

8.  No  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner,  fish  and 
game  protector  or  fish  and  game  warden  shaU  be 
liable  for  damages  on  account  of  any  arrest,  seisE- 
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urtt,  or  liberation  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustrii, 
commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

9.  AH  acts  and  parts  of  ac4s  inconsistent  with' 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  biircls  and  their 

nests  and  eggs. 

Approved  March  20,  1901. 

1.  No  person  «hall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  kill  or  catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession 
living  or  dead,  any  wild  bird,  other  than  a  game 
bird,  nor  shall  purchase,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
any  such  wild  bird  after  it  has  been  killed  or 
caught;  no  part  of  the  plumage,  skin  or  body  of 
any  bird  protected  by  this  section  shall  be  sold  or 
had  in  possession  for  sale;  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  the  following  only  shall  be  considered  game 
birds:  The  anatidse,  commonly  known  as  swans, 
geese,  brant,  and  river  and  sea  ducks ;  the  rallidse, 
commonly  known  as  rails,  coots,  mudhens  and 
gallinules ;  the  limicolse,  commonly  known  as  shore 
birds,  plovers,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcock,  sand- 
pipers, tattlers  and  curlews ;  the  gallinse,  commonly 
known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie  chickens, 
pheasants,  partridges,  quails  and  doves,  and  the 
species  of  icteridse,  commonly  known  as  reed  birds. 

2.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  take  or  needlessly  destroy  the  nest  or  eggs 
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or  any  wild  bird,  nor  shall  have  such  nest  or  egga 
in  his  or  her  possession ;  provided,  however,  that 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
'any  public  museivn,  natural  history  society  or 
educational  institution. 

3.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offence,  and  an  additional  fine  of  five  dollars  for 
each  bird  living  or  dead,  or  part  of  bird  or  nest 
and  eggs  possessed  in  violation  of  this  act,  or  to 
imprisonment  for  ten  days  or  both,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

4.  Sections  one,  two,  and  three  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  holding  a  certificate  giv- 
ing the  right  to  take  birds  and  their  nests  and  eggs 
for  scientific  purposes  as  provided  for  in  section 
five  of  this  act. 

5.  Certificates  may  be  granted  by  the  New  Jer- 
sey board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners  to  any 
properly  accredited  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  or  upwards,  permitting  the  holder  thereof 
to  collect  birds,  their  nests  or  eggs,  for  strictly 
scientific  purposes  only ;  in  order  to  obtain  such 
certificate,  the  applicant  for  the  same  must  pre- 
sent to  the  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners 
written  testimonials  from  two  well-known  scien- 
tific men,  certifying  to  the  good  character  and  fit- 
ness of  said  applicant  to  be  entrusted  with  such 
privilege ;  must  pay  to  said  board  of  fish  and 
game  commissioners  one  dollar  to  defray  the 
necessary  expenses  attending  th6  granting  of  such 
certificates,  and  must  file  with  said  board  of  fish 
and  game  commissioners  a  properly  executed  bond 
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in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  signed  by  two 
responsible  citizens  of  the  State  as  sureties;  this 
bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State,  and  the  cer- 
tificate become  void,  upon  proof  that  the  holder 
of  such  certificate  has  killed  any  bird,  or  taken  the 
nest  or  eggs  of  any  bird  for  other  than  the  pur- 
poses named  in  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act, 
atid  shall  be  further  subject  for  each  offence  to  the 
penalties  provided  therefor  in  section  three  of  this 
act. 

6.  The  certificates  authorized  by  this  act  shalli' 
be  in  force  for  one  year  only,   from  the  date  of 
their  issue,  and  shall  not  be  transferable. 

7.  The  English  and  European  house  sparrow 
(passer  domesticus).  blackbirds,  crows  and  hawks, 
other  than  the  fishhawk,  are  not  included  among 
the  birds   protected  by   this   act. 

8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  food  fish  in  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

Approved  April  3,   1902. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  corporations,  to  catch  by  the 
use  of  pound  nets,  or  in  any  other  manner,  in  the 
tide  waters  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  or  those 
under  its  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
verting or  manufacturing,  or  attempting  to  con- 
vert or  manufacture,  or  by  disposing  of  the  same 
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in  any  manner  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturinf 
or  converting  into  oil  or  fertilizing  material  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  by  any  kind  of  chemical  or 
manufacturing  process,  any  of  the  following  food 
fish:  shad,  blue  fish,  weakfish,  striped  bass,  sea 
bass,  porgy,  sea  trout,  salmon  or  king  fish;  pro' 
vided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  be  held  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations,  from  taking  men- 
haden to  be  converted  into  oil  or  fertilizing  ma- 
terial, when  duly  licensed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
State. 

2.  (As  amended  by  act  approved  April  14, 
1903.)  Any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  cor- 
porations, violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  arrest 
and  conviction,  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  the 
first  offence,  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  sec- 
ond offence  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
in  the  county  wherein  such  offence  may  have  been 
committed  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  sixty 
days;  said  fines  shall  be  paid  and  distributed  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  now  in  effect,  and  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  in  anywise  interfer- 
ing with  the  taking  of  menhaden  or  mossbunkers 
for  bait  or  for  the  manufacture  of  oil  or  fertilizing 
material. 


An  Act  to  license  non-residents  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game 
and  fowl. 

Approved  April  13,  1908. 

1.  No  non-residents  of  the   State  of  New  Jer- 
sey  shall   at   any   time   hunt,   pursue   or  kill,   in 
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any  manner,  any  game  or  'fowl  without  first 
having  procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then 
only  during  such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by 
the  laws  of  this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or 
kill.  Such  license  shall  be  procured  from  the 
clerk  of  any  county  in  this  State,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner,  to  wit:  The  applicant  shall  fill 
out  a  blank  application  to  be  furnished  by  the 
fish  and  game  commission  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  through  a  clerk  of  any  county  in  this 
State,  stating  name,  age,  occupation  and  place 
of  residence  of  applicant;  said  application  shall 
be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant  be- 
fore said  county  clerk,  who  is  hereby  authorissed 
to  administer  such  oath.  If  any  county  clerk 
in  this  State  fails  to  administer  the  oath  as  herein 
provided,  or  antedates .  any  license,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  provided.  And 
said  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  as  a  license  fee,  together 
with  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  as  the  fee  of  the  clerk 
for  administering  the  oath  to  the  applicant  and 
issuing  said  license,  and  the  license  shall  bear  the 
signature  of  the  said  clerk. 

2.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  each  month  by  the  county 
clerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners  of  the 
State,  by  whom  they  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
treasurer,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for  the  use 
of  said  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners. 

3.  Every  ^cense  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
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fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and  fowl, 
and  no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued 
shall  be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue,  or  kill  game  and 
fowl  in  this  State  without  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  and  killing,  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  in  his  or  her  name  and  upon  his  or 
her  person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same  for  inspec- 
tion, and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance. 

4.  Any  person  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  may,  in  any  one  day,  remove  from 
the  State  birds  to  a  number  not  exceeding  fifteen, 
and  rabbits  to  a  number  not  exceeding  ten;  pra- 
videdj  however,  that  no  removal  shall  be  made 
except  the  birds  or  rabbits  be  exposed  to  open 
view. 

5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
the  acts  supplementary  thereto  and  amendatory 
thereof.

An  Act  to  license  citizens  of  this  State  to  liunt 
and   pursue  wild  animals  and  fowl. 

Approved  April  21,  1900. 

1.  No  citizen  of  this  State  shall  at  any  time 
hunt,  pursue  or  kill  with  a  gun,  or  any  firearm, 
any    of    the    game    birds,    wild    animals    or    fowl 
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which  are  protected  during  any  part  of  the  year, 
or  shall  use  any  gun  or  firearm  for  hunting,  ex- 
cept as  herein  provided,  without  first  hayinir 
procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only  during: 
the  respective  periods  of  the  year  when  it  shall 
be  lawful,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the 
word  citizen  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any 
person,  male  or  female,  who  has  resided,  or  shall 
reside  bona  fide  in  this  State  for  the  period  of 
one  year  immediately  preceding  the  application 
for  license;  provided^  however,  that  the  occupant 
of  any  farm  in  this  State,  and  the  immediate 
members  of  the  family  of  said  occupant,  residing 
on  said  farm,  shall  have  the  right,  without  such 
license,  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  on  said  farm  any 
wild  animal  or  fowl  protected  by  law  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  at  any  time  when  it  is 
lawful  by  law  to  kill  any  of  the  wild  animals 
or  fowls  protected  by  law ;  provided^  however^ 
that  the  words  "members  of  the  family  of  said 
occupant,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not  be  taken 
to  include  any  employe  or  tenant  of  said  occu- 
pant. Said  license  shall  be  procured  from  any 
county,  city,  borough,  town,  township  or  village 
clerk,  and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  through  the  clerk 
of  each  county,  city,  borough,  town,  township 
and  village,  which  license  shall  state  name,  age, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant, 
and  such  other  facts  or  description  as  may  be ' 
required  by  the  commissioners,  and  every  appli- 
cant for  a  license  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  clerk  issuing  said  license  that  he  is  a  citizen 
of  this  State,  and  the  applicant   for  said   license 
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shall  pay  to  the  clerk  issuing  said  license  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  as  a  license  fee,  together  with  the 
sum  of  fifteen  cents  as  a  fee  for  issuing  such 
license,  which  said  license  shall  bear  the  signature 
of  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Pish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  and  the  seal  of  the  county,  city, 
borough,  town,  township  or  village  in  which  the 
same  is  issued,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  said 
clerk.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall 
be  remitted  by  the  city,  borough,  town,  township 
or  village  clerks  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  and  said 
fees,  together  with  those  received  by  the  county 
clerk  for  issuing  licenses  from  his  office,  shall  be 
remitted  to  the  State  Treasurer,  at  the  State 
Capitol,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
less  five  per  centum  of  such  fees  to  be  deducted 
by  the  county  clerk  for  his  services  under  this 
act,  with  a  schedule  setting  forth  the  name  and 
residence  of  each  licensee  and  the  amount  paid, 
and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  "Resident  License  Fund,"  to  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  other  receipts  of  the 
board,  and  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer on  vouchers  certified  to  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners.  Any  clerk  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  turn  over  any  moneys 
collected  for  licenses  as  herein  provided  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  all  records  of  said 
licenses  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 
Bvery  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  licensee 
in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to  whom 
issued  to  hunt, .  pursue  and  kill  wild  animals  or 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  and  place  when 
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and  where  it  shall  be  lawful,  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  such  game 
birds,  wild  animals  or  fowl,  and  no  person  to 
whom  a  license  has  been  issued  shall  be  entitled 
to  hunt,  pursue  or '  kill  game  birds,  wild  animals 
or  fowl  in  this  State  unless  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  or  killing  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  on  his  or  her  person,  and  shall  ex- 
hibit the  same  for  inspection  to  any  warden,  or 
other  officer  or  other  person  requesting  to  see  the 
same,  and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance.  Any  citizen  who  shall  at  any  time  alter 
or  change  in  any  manner,  or  loan  or  transfer  to 
another  any  license  issued  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
give  false  information  or  make  a  misrepresenta- 
tion to  the  clerk  filling  out  the  blanks  in  said 
license  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, and  if  any  holder  of  a  license  shall  be  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  game  laws 
said  license  shall  be  revoked  and  no  new  license 
shall  be  issued  during  the  year  for  which  said 
license  was  granted.  All  moneys  recovered  in  any 
proceeding  for  a  penalty  under  this  act  shall  be 
remitted  by  the  magistrate  before  whom  the  same 
is  recovered  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, one-half  of  which,  after  deducting  all 
disbursements  and  expenses  in  relation  to  the  same, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  person  filing  the  complaint  in 
such  action  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, unless  such  person  is  a  regular  game 
warden.  The  form  of  the  license  shall  be  deter- 
mined and  the  license  blank  prepared  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  and  fur-

nished  through  the  county  clerks  of  the  seyeral 
counties  of  the  State  to  the  city,  borough,  town, 
township  and  village  clerks.  On  or  before  the 
thiilieth  day  of  January  in  each  year  the  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village  clerks  shall 
detach  the  stubs  of  licenses  issued  and  forward  the 
same,  together  with  a  report  of  the  number  issued 
and  the  amount  of  license  money  received,  to  the 
county  clerk  of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  see  that  proper  returns  are  made  to  him  by  all 
the  city,  borough,  town,  township  and  village 
clerks  in  his  county,  and  to  return  to  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  all  such  stubs 
and  reports,  with  a  final  report  recapitulating  and 
tabulating  the  total  number  of  licenses  issued  in 
his  county  in  the  calendar  year.  The  county  clerk 
shall  be  allowed  the  actual  cost  of  postage  and 
expressage  incurred  in  distributing  licenses  to  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village  clerks,  to  be 
paid  him  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners on  verified  bills  rendered  by  said  clerk. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re-

ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto 
and  amendatory  thereof. 
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An  Act  to  license  unnaturalized,  foreign-born 
Tesldent  liunters  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  of  its  provisions. 

Approved  April   2,   190& 

1.  No  unnaturalized,  foreign-born  resident  of 
this  State  shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursu4  or  kill, 
in  any  manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first 
having  procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only 
during  such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the  laws 
of  this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or  kill.  Said 
license  shall  be  procured  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town  or  township  or  other  ^  munici- 
pality in  this  State,  in  the  following  manner,  to 
wit:  The  applicant  shall  fill  out  a  blank  applica- 
tion to  be  furnished  by  the  fish  and  game  conmiis- 
sion  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  through  the 
clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other 
municipality  in  this  State,  stating  name,  age, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant. 
Said  application  shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
by  the  applicant  before  said  county,  city,  town, 
township  or  other  municipal  clerk  in  this  State. 
If  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  munici- 
pal clerk  in  this  State  fails  to  administer  the 
oath  as  herein  provided,  or  antedates  any  license, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. And  said  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
of  the  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  munici- 
pality, as  the  case  may  be,  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars as  a  license  fee,  together  with  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  as  the  fee  of  the  clerk  for  administering 
the  oath  to  the  applicant  and  issuing  said  license. 
Said  license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  a  member 
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of  the  fiSh  and  game  commission  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  and  the  seal  of  the  county,  city,  town, 
township  or  other  municipality  in  which  the  same 
is  issued,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  said  clerk. 

2.  The  license  fee  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  by  the  clerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  State 
treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  .shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  jl  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
"State  Game  Protection  Fund,"  and  shall  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  State  treasurer  on  vouchers  certified 
to  by  the  fish  and  game  commission  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey. 

3.  Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and  fowl,  and 
no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued  shall 
be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  game  and  fowl 
in  this  State  without  at  the  time  of  such  hunting, 
pursuing  and  killing,  he  or  she  shall  have  such 
license  in  his  or  her  name  and  upon  his  or  her 
person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same  for  inspection, 
and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  next  succeeding  its  issuance ; 
provided^  that  the  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or 
lessees  of  farm  land,  if  residing  on  said  farm  land, 
shall  have  the  right  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game 
and  fowl  on  the  farm  land  of  which  he  or  they 
are  the  bona  fide  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees, 
during  the  season  when  it  is  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue, 
and  kill  game  and  fowl,  without  procuring  such 
unnaturalized,  foreign-born  resident  license. 

4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts 
supplementary  thereto  and  amendatory  thereof. 


Local  and  Special  Laws. 


An    Act   for   th«    preservation    of   fish    In   the 

county  of  Atlantic. 

Approved  April  5,  1878. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  either  by  day  or  night,  to  pat, 
place  or  haul  any  gill-net,  drift-net,  or  other  net 
or  seine  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  the  taking 
or  catching  of  fish  or  eels  in  any  of  the  waters 
of  this  state  within  the  county  of  Atlantic,  and 
northwardly  from  the  northerly  side  of  Great  Egg 
Harbor  inlet,  and  southwardly  from  the  southerly 
side  of  Little  Egg  Harbor  inlet,  between  the  first 
day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  any 
year. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  offend 
against  either  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this 
act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  of  the  county 
for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  and  costs  for  each  and  every  offence. 

(Section  3  superseded  by  the  procedure  act,  ap- 
proved March  29,  1897.) 

4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  in  so  far  as  the;y 
are   inconsistent  herewith,   be  and   the  same  are 
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hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately ;  provided^  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  fishing  with  seines 
in  Great  Bay,  Rainbow  Bay,  or  Great  Egg  Harbor. 


An    Act    to    regulate    fishing    with    seines    in 

Barnegat  bay. 

ApproTed  February  17,  1842. 

1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter 
fish  within  the  waters  of  Qamegat  bay,  or  any 
of  the  rivers,  coves,  or  other  tributary  waters 
thereof,  north  of  Barnegat  inlet,  with  any  seine  or 
seines,  net  or  nets,  the  whole  length  of  which, 
either  singly  or  attached  together,  shall  exceed 
one  hundred  and  forty  fathoms,  and  the  ropes 
whereof  attached  to  each  wing  shall  not  exceed 
in  length  three  hundred  fathoms;  and  that  no 
person  or  persons  shall  set  any  seine  or  seines, 
net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  in  the  aforesaid  waters, 
the  whole  length  of  which,  either  singly  or  at- 
tached together,  shall  exceed  twenty  fathoms ;  and 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  so  do,  whether  any 
fish  be  taken  or  not,  the  captain  of  such  seine  or 
seines,  net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  so  hauled,  fished 
with  or  set,  in  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  shall, 
for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  fifty  dollars 
each. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
aforesaid  section,  or  refusing  to  have  his  or  their 
seine  ropes,  nets  and  fykes  measured  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  wishing  to  measure  the  same,  shall 
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forfeit  his  boat,  flat,  scow  or  other  vessel  used  or 
employed  in  the  commission  of  'such  offence,  with 
all  the  fish,  seines,  ropes,  nets,  fykes,  tackle  and 
furniture  belonging  to  the  same. 

(Section  3  repealed  by  procedure  act  of  1S97.) 
4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  on  board  of 
or  belonging  to  any  such  boat,  flat,  scow,  or  any 
other  vessel  as  aforesaid,  or  belonging  to  any 
such  seine,  net  or  fyke,  shall  refuse  and  not  suffer 
to  enter  or  resist  after  entering  or  before  entering 
the  same,  any  of  the  aforesaid  officers  or  any  other 
person  or  persons,  seizing  the  same,  or  otherwise 
resist  them,. or  any  of  them,  in  the  lawful  seizure 
of  the  same,  then  every  person  so  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 


Supplements. 

.  1.  (As  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  22, 
1900.)  From,  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  set,  haul 
or  use  within  the  tidewaters  of  Barnegat  bay,  or 
any  of  the  rivers,  coves  or  other  tributary  watera 
thereof,  any  net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  pound  or 
pounds,  weir  or  weirs,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
fish  therefrom  during  the  months  of  July,  August, 
September  and  October  of  each  year;  provided. 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
setting  or  using  of  fykes  or  gill-nets  during  the 
months  of  November,  December,  January,  Febru- 
ary, March,  April,  May  and  June  of  each  year 
hereafter,  which  said  fykes  or  gill-nets  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  fathoms  in  length;  provided  further, 
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that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  set  or  uf^e  within  the  tidewaters  of  Bar- 
negat  bay,  or  any  of  the  rivers,  coves  or  other 
tributary  waters  as  aforesaid,  any  pound  or 
pounds,  weir  or  weirs,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
fish  therefrom;  smd  provided  further^  that  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  use  for 
fishing  a  net  or  nets  of  less  than  three-inch  mesh. 

2.  (As  amended  by  act  approved  April  14, 
1903.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  haul  or  use  any  seine  or  moving  net, 
fyke  or  gill-net,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish 
from  the  waters  of  said  Barnegat  bay  during  the 
months  of  July,  August,  September  and  October 
of  any  year ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  use  any  seine 
or  other  net  for  fishing  in  the  waters  of  said  bay 
composed  in  any  of  its  part  of  meshes  of  less  size 
than  three  inches;  provided^  that  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  to  haul  seines  in  the  several  tributary 
rivers,  creeks,  streams  and  coves  of  said  bay,  and 
in  that  portion  of  the  bay  proper  which  is  within 
the  present  limits  of  the  township  of  Brick  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  herring  therefrom,  during 
the  months  of  March,  April,  May  and  Jane,  yearly 
and  every  year,  the  smallest  meshes  of  which  said 
nets  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  in  size ;  and 
provided  further,  that  all  pike  or  pi<^erel,  white 
perch  and  other  fish  found  in  such  nets  shall  at 
once  be  returned  to  the  water  without  injury. 

2.  (As  approved  April  21,  1876.)  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  set 
or  use  any  gill-net  or  gill-nets,  or  other  stationary 
device  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  from  the 
aforesaid  waters  between  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
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ber  and  the  first  day  of  June,  yearly  and  every 
year  daring  the  remainder  of  the  year  between 
the  hours  of  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  six 
o'clock  in  the  evening  of  each  day. 

(Section  3  repealed  by  act  approved  April  19, 
1898.) 

4.  (As  approved  April  21,  1876.)  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  he  or  they  shall,  for  each  and 
every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  one  hundred  dol- 
lars,  with  costs  of  suit. 


An  Act  prescribing  penalties  for  violations  of 
an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  fishing 
with  seines  in  Barnegat  Bay,"  approved  Feb- 
ruary seventeenth!,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  forty-two,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

Approved  April  27,  1911. 

1.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  fishing 
with  seines  in  Barnegat  Bay,"  approved  February 
seventeenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  or  any  act  amendatory  thereof  or  supple- 
mentary thereto,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence.  The  word 
"person**  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  and  include  a  corporation. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Act  to  prevent  fishing  with  seines,  baskets, 
nets  and  fykes  In  Bound  crsek,  Maple  Island, 
Parsons'/  Woodruff  and  Wheeler's  creeks,  in 
the  counties  of  Union  and  Essex,  for  the 
preservation  of  fish.

1.  That , hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  by  day  or  by  night, 
to  set,  put,  place  or  haul  any  seine,  basket,  fyke  or 
net  (always  excepting  such  nets  as  are  now  used 
and  known  as  shrimp  or  crab  nets)  within  the 
waters  of  Oyster  creek,  Bound  creek,  Woodruff 
creek,  Maple  Island  creek,  Parsons*  creek  or 
Wheeler^s  creek,  on  the  salt  meadows  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Union  and  Essex,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 


An  Act  to  (regulate  fishing  with  seines  in  the 
county  of  Cape   May. 

Approved  March  29,  1871. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  set,  draw  or  use 
any  seine,  gill-net,  pound,  or  any  description  of 
net  over  twenty -five  fathoms  in  length,  or  place 
two  seines  together,  making  in  the  aggregate  more 
than  twenty-five  fathoms  in  length,  in  the  county 
of  Cape  May,  or  any  waters  of  the  same,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  or  catching  the  fish 
known  as  moss-bunkers,  in  the  waters  of  Dela- 
ware bay,  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  Au- 
gust and  September  of  each  year,  such  person  or

persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with  costs  of  suit, 
for  each  and  every  offence;  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  fishing  of  long 
seines*  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  for  manure, 
in  the  Delaware  bay,  or  for  taking  fish  for  general 
use  on  the  Delaware  bay  shore,  in  the  Lower 
township. 

2.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to,  or  in  any  way  affect,  any  former 
act  in  force  in  the  Lower  township,  in  said  county, 
nor  shall  this  act  apply  to  seines  or  nets  used  in 
the  Delaware  bay  exclusively  for  taking  fish  for 
manures. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  fishing  with  seines  In 
Dennis  township,  county  of  Cape   May. 

Approved  March  17,  1870. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  use,  set,  haul  or  fish  any  seine 
or  net  of  any  deBcription,  of  more  than  twenty-five 
fathoms  in  length,  in  the  waters  of  Dennis  town" 
ship,  in  the  county  of  Cape  May^  under  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  length  of  nets  and  seines 
to  be  used   in   Lower  township,  Cape   May 
county,  and  In  Cape  Island  sound. 

Approved  March  22,  1860. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  to  set  or  draw  any  net  or

1.  That  from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June  to 
the  fifth  day  of  September,  in  each  and  every 
y^r,  the  taking  of  fish  in  the  creeks  and  sounds 
in  the  Lower  township,  in  the  county  of  Cape 
May,  by  seines  of  any  description,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  prohibited  south  and  east  of  a  line 
beginning  at  a  place  called  Poignard  Point,  in  the 
northerly  part  of  Jarvis  sound,  running  westward 
of  the  head  of  Middle  Thoroughfare  to  a  point  in 
Mil!   creek   called   the   Deep   Hole. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars.

act  he  shall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars.

Passed  December  8,  1807. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  be  allowed 
to  affix,  fasten  or  set  any  net  or  nets,  or  other  de- 
vice or  devices,  in  said  river,  that  may  tend  to  ob- 
struct or  hinder  the  fish  from  going  up  or  down 
the  same,  which  shall  extend  to  more  than  one- 
fourth  part  of  the  width  of  said  river  at  any  one 
place,  leaving  the  river  free  and  clear  of  any  such 
obstruction ;  provided^  altoqySf  that  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  extend  to.  prevent  any  person 
or  persons  from  drawing  or  sweeping  with  seines 
or  nets  as  heretofore.

'New  Jersey  to  talse  carp  in  the  ^acltensack  river 
and  its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the  counties 
of  Bergen  and  Hudson  by  means  of  nets  or  seines 
with  meshes  not  less  than  four  inches  in  sise. 


An  Act  for  the  better  reguiating  of  the  fishing 
in  Newark  bay  and  in  the  Passaic  and  Hack- 
ensack rivers. 

Passed  December  7,  1826. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  person  or  persons  shall,  at  any  time  between 
the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  June, 
set,  aflSx,  or  fasten  any  net  or  netsj  device  or  de- 
vices, in  any  part  of  Newark  bay,  except  on  the

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take  any  striped  bass,  white 
or  yellow  perch  from  the  Hackensack  river  and 
its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the  counties  of 
Bergen  and  Hudson,  by  any  means,  methods  or 
devices,  save  only  with  hook  and  line,  commonly 
called  angling,  or  with  scroll  spoon,  commonly 
called  trolling. 
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2.  That  any  person  who  shall  offend  against 
the  provisions  contained  in  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
either  in  the  county  in  which  said  offence  is  com- 
mitted or  in  which  the  offender  resides  or  may 
be  found,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
common  jail  of  the  county  where  the  conviction 
is  had  for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars  and  costs,  for  each  and  every 
offence.

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  by  day  or  by  night, 
to  set,  put  or  place  any  gill,  drift,  fyke  or  other 
net  or  nets  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Newark  bay 
and  Passaic  river  and  tributaries  thereto,  and  the 
Kill  von  Kull,  so  far  as  the  same  are  in  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  after  the  twentieth 
day  of  June  and  before  the  first  day  of  September 
of  each  and  every  year,  or  to  keep  said  gill,  drift,

Approved  March  12,  1858. 

1.  That  after  the  date  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be 
lawful,  except  between  the  first  day  of  April  and 
the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  any  year,  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  erect,  set  or  keep  setting,  any 
fish-dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  whereby 
shad  may  be  taken,  or  their  passage  impeded,  any- 
where in  Manasquan  river,  between  the  mouth  of 
Marsh's  brook  and  the  inlet  of  said  river. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  at  any  time  for 
any  persons  or  persons,  to  erect,  set  or  keep  set- 
ting, within  said  limits  of  said  river,  any  fish-dam, 
basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  for  taking  shad 
or  impeding  their  passage,  either  wing  of  which 
shall  exceed  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  or  any  part 
of  which  shall  occupy  water  less  than   two  feet 
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deep;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  the  whole  of  the 
same  to  occupy  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  chan- 
nel of  said  river  at  the  place  whereat  it  is  erected 
or  set. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  between  sundown 
of  any  Saturday  and  sunrise  of  the  next  Monday, 
to  set  or  haul  any  seine,  or  set,  or  keep  setting 
any  such  fish-dam.  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  de- 
vice, within  said  limits  of  said  river. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  and  costs  for  each  and  every 
offence. 


An  Act  to  regulate  flsfvlng  in  Manasquan  river, 
in  the  counties  of  Monmouth  and  Ocean,  ^d 
also  Wreck  pond,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth. 

Approved  March  15,  1850. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
whomsoever  to  draw,  set,  or  in  any  other  manner 
use  any  seine  or  net,  or  anything  in  the  nature  of 
a  seine  or  net,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  or 
otherwise,  in  Manasquan  river,  in  the  counties  of 
Monmouth  and  Ocean,  and  in  Wreck  pond,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  the  meshes  whereof  are  less 
than  one  inch  square. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  and  costs  of  suit  for  each  and  every  offence.

Supplement. 

Approred  March  29,  1861. 

1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement  be  extended  to  all  the  waters, 
rivers,  creeks,  shoals  or  bays  of  the  counties  of 
Ocean  and  Burlington,  lying  along  or  emptying 
into  the  Atlantic  ocean. 


An    Act    relative    to   fishing    in   the    Rancocas 
creek,  in  the  county  of  Burlington. 

Approved  April  17,  1846. 

i.  That  every  person  who  shall  affix,  fasten  or 
set  any  net  or  nets,  or  use  any  device  or  devices 
whatsoever,  that  may  tend  to  obstruct  or  hinder 
shad  from  going  up  or  down  the  Rancocas  creek, 
in  the  county  of  Burlington,  shall,  for  each  and 
every  offence,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars;  provided  always,  that  such  prosecution 
shall  be  commenced  within  six  months  after  the 
said  offence  shall  have  been  committed;  and  pro- 
vided also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
extend  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons  from 
drawing  or  sweeping  with  seines  or  nets,  or  fishing 
with  hoop-nets,  in  said  creek  as  heretofore. 
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An  Act  further  relative  to  fishing  in  the  Ran- 
cocas  creek,  in  the  county  of  Burlington. 

Approved  March  80,  1911. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and 
take,  fish  of  any  kind  or  description  from  the  Ran- 
cocas  creek,  or  any  of  its  branches  or  tributaries, 
in  the  county  of  Burlington,  with  a  stake  net, 
parallel  net,  or  a  net  of  any  character  or  descrip- 
tion, excepting  an  eel  pot  or  a  fyke  net,  which  is 
anchored  or  staked  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise. 

2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  offend 
against  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  *and 
pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
such  offence.

An  Act  to  regulate  and  protect  the  fisheries  In 
the  north  and  south  branches  of  the  Shrews- 
bury r^ver,  In  the  county  of  Monmouth. 

Passed  March  6,  1887. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for .  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  not  citizens  or  residents  of  this  State, 
to  fish  by  night  in  either  of  the  said  branches  of 
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Shrewsbury  river,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth, 
with  fires  or  lights  placed  in  or  about  any  boat, 
batteau,  canoe  or  other  vessel,  or  to  make  use  of 
any  gigs  or  spear,  in  catching  fish  by  the  aid  of 
fires  or  lights  placed  in  or  about  any  boat,  batteau, 
canoe  or  other  vessel. 

2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  who 
may  or  shall  offend  against  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence :  provided,  that  nothing: 
in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  or  taken 
to  prevent  any  person  or  persons  from  fishing  with 
hook  and  line  or  with  a  seine  at  any  time  of  the 
year. 


An  Act  to  regulate  fisliing  in  the  North  branch 
of  the  Shrewsbury  river,  in  the  county  of 
Monmouth. 

Approved  April  15,  1911. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  pei> 
sons  to  use  a  hauling  seine  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  North  branch  of 
the  Shrewsbury  river,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth, 
above  the  New  Jersey  Southern  Railroad  bridge, 
at  Red  Bank,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Act  relative  to  fishing  in  the  North  and 
South  Shrewsbury  rivers,  and  in  the  waters 
of  Sandy  Hoolc  and  Raritan  bay. 

Approved  April  17,  1882. 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  with  fyke-nets 
in  the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury  rivers,  except 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  and  the  first  day 
of  August  in  any  year,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  fish  with  seine  and  fyl^e-nets  in  the  waters  of 
Sandy  Hook  and  Raritan  bay  throughout  the  year.

4.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  set  or  haul  any 
net  of  any  kind  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of 
the  Seabright  drawbridge  and  the  Highlands  of 
Navesink  drawbridge. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  Raritan  and 

South  rivers. 

Passed  February  8»  1844. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
set  any  net,  seine  or  other  device  across  either  the 
Raritan  or  South  rivers,  nor  any  hoop-net,  gilling 
net,  weir  or  fyke  further  into  the  same  than  the 
edge   of   the  channel   thereof,   on   the '  same   side 
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where  such  net,  weir  or  fyke  is  set  or  constructed. 

2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  offend 
against  this  act.  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  any  sum  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

(The  rest  of  Section  2  and  the  whole  of  Sec- 
tion 3  repealed  by  the  general  procedure  act  ap- 
proved March  29,  1897.) 

4.  That  if  any  person  shall  make  use  of  any 
shad  seine  or  shad  net,  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
fish  in  the  river  Raritan,  or  South  river,  after  the 
tenth  day  of  June  in  each  and  every  year,  everj 
such  person  or  persons  so  offending,  and  being 
convicted  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars; and  for  every  second  offence  so  committed 
against  this  section  he  may  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  justice  before  whom  the 
same  may  have  been  heard  and  determined.

1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  set  or  haul 
any  seine,  net,  fyke  basket  or  box  for  catching 
fish  within  the  waters  or  limits  of  the  Raritan 
and  Millstone  rivers,  or  any  of  the  streams,  brooks 
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or  tributaries  leading  thereto,  above  the  canal  dam 
across  said  Raritan  river,  except  only  between  the 
first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  March  of 
each  and  every  year,  under  the  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

(The  rest  of  Section  1  and  the  whole  of  Section 
2  repealed  by  the  general  procedure  act  approved 
March  29,  1897.) 

4.  That  this  act  is  not  intended  to  apply  to,  and 
does  not  apply  to,  fishing  for  shad  in  said  rivers 
and  their  tributaries  during  the  time  mentioned 
in  this  act ;  provided^  said  fishing  for  shad  shall  be 
with  nets  of  four-inch  mesh  or  over,  so  as  not  to 
destroy  the  small  fish  during  the  season  of  breeding. 


An  Act  for  the  better  protection  of  fish  In.  the 
Raritan  river  and  its  tributaries. 

Approved  March  17,  1876. 

(As  amended  by  supplement  approved  May  12, 
1896.) 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  cast,  lay  out  or  drift, 
either  from  a  boat  or  from  the  shores,  any  seine 
or  gill-net,  or  other  net,  with  a  smaller  mesh  than 
one-inch  bar,  in  that  portion  of  the  Raritan  river, 
or  any  of  the  branches  or  tributaries  thereof, 
above  the  railroad  bridge  at  New  Brunswick, 
l^nown  as  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  bridge,  be- 
tween the  "first  day  of  January  and  the  tenth  day 
of  October  in  each  and  every  year;  and  any  per- 
son oi;  persons  who  shall  so  cast,  lay  out  or  drift 
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any  such  seine  or  net,  of  whatever  size  of  mesh, 
in  any  portion  of  said  river  or  any  of  its  branches 
or  tributaries,  between  the  tenth  day  of  June  and 
the  first  day  of  September  in  each  and  every  year, 
then  every  such  person  or  persons  so  offending 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  three  months,  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  at  any  time  cast,  lay 
out  or  drift  any  seine,  gill-'Uet,  or  other  net  what- 
soever, either  from  a  boat  or  from  the  shores,  in 
the  waters  of  the  Raritan  river,  or  shall  set  any 
trap  of  any  kind  for  the  purpose  of  capturing 
fish,  or  shall  spear  any  fish  within  nine  hundred 
feet,  either  above  or  below  the  dam  across  said 
river  between  the  village  of  Bound  Brook  and  the 
city  of  New  Brunswick,  then  every  such  person 
or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 


An  Act  to  regulate  flahing  In  Shark  river,  In 
the  county  of  Monmouth. 

Approved  Mareh  17,  1854. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  person  shall  fish  in  Shark  river,  in  the  county 
of  Monmouth,  with  any  net  or  seine  the  meshes 
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of  which  are  less  than  Que  inch  square,  and  if  any 
person  shall  offend  against  this  act  he  shall,  for 
every  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars. 


An  Act  regulating  fi«hlng  In  the  Mlillica  river 

and   its  tributaries. 

Approved  April  8,  1910. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  with 
any  net  in  the  Mullica  river,  or  any  of  its  tribu- 
taries, between  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  and 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year;  provided^ 
however,  that  drifting  gill  nets  may  be  used  in 
said  river  and  tributaries  during  the  months  of 
May  and  June,  of  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  shad  and  weakfiah  only;  provided  further, 
that  herring  may  be  taken  with  any  net  during 
the  months  of  April  and  May  in  each  year  above 
Greenbank  bridge,  on  said  Mullica  river,  and  the 
Wading  river  bridge,  on  Wading  river,  and  Bass 
river  bridge,  on  Bass  river,  said  two  last  named 
rivers  being  tributaries  of  the  Mullica  river  afore- 
said. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  a 
hauling  seine  on  flats  in  said  Mullica  river  or 
any  of  its  tributaries. 

3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  offence. 

4.  AH  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and 
this   act   shall   take   effect   immediately. 
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An  Act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  l^luliica  river. 

Passed  December  2,  1823. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  erect, 
fasten  'or  fix  any  fish-weir,  hoop  nets,  seine,  or 
other  device  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish, 
across  any  part  of  MuUica's  river,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent a  free  passage  of  fish  between  the  mouth  of 
said  river  and  a  station  known  by  the  name  of 
Mapp*s  creek ;  and  if  any  person  shall  offend 
against  this  act  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  and  pay, 
for  every  such  offence,  ten  dollars. 


An  Act  to  repeal  part  of  the  act  regulating  the 
fisheries  in  the  l^ullica  river,  passed  Decem- 
ber second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-three. 

Approved  March  20,  1857. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  erect, 
fasten  or  fix  a  fish-weir,  hoop-net  or  other  device 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  in  the  Mullica 
river;  provided  said  weir,  hoop-net  or  other  device 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  shall  not  be 
erected  within  one-eighth  of  a  mile  of  any  fishery 
on  said  river  for  which  the  owner  pays  tax,  or  to 
occupy  more  than  fifty  feet  in  said  river  in  any 
one  place. 
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Supplement. 

Passed  April  8,  1867. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  any  drag- 
net or  nets,  either  singly  or  together,  of  a  greater 
length  than  seventy  fathoms,  or  of  a  less  size 
mesh  than  three  inches  anywhere  in  the  Mullica 
river. 

2.  (As  amended  May  11,  1905.)  It  shall  be  law- 
ful to  use  set-nets  of  any  kind,  with  meshes  not 
less  than  three  inches  in  size  and  not-  exceeding 
in  length  or  breadth  forty  feet;  provided^  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  to  use  any  such  set-net  within  fodr 
hundred  feet  of  any  other  set-net,  nor  within  one- 
eighth  of  a  mile  of  any  fishery  on  said  river  on 
which  the  owner  pays  tax,  nor  to  obstruct  the 
free  navigation  of  said  river. 

3.  (Repealed  by  act  approved  March  17,  1870.) 

4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  use  any 
net  or  device  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  any- 
where on  said  river  on  Sunday,  he  or  they  so 
offending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  the  sum 
liereinafter  stipulated. 

(The  rest  of  this  act  imposes  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  violations,  the  procedure  being 
supplied  by  the  general  procedure  act  approved 
March  29.  1897.) 
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An  Act  for  th«  preservation  of  fish  in  tlie 
waters  of  the  Raritan  and  Sandy  l-look  bays 
and  their  tributaries. 

Approved  March  8,  1872. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  or  any  corporation  or  association,  to 
erect  or  cause  to  be  erected  any  floating  factory, 
for  the  purpose  of  pressing  or  obtaining  oil  from 
fish,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Raritan  bay  or  Sandy 
Hook  bay,  or  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  bays, 
or  either  of  them. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  or  any  corporation  or  association,  to  place 
on  board  any  vessel,  of  any  description  whatever, 
any  machinery,  with  intent  to  use  such  machinery 
for  pressing  or  obtaining  oil  from  fish  in  the 
waters  of  Raritan  bay  or  Sandy  Hook  bay,  or  of 
any  of  the  tributaries  of  the  said  bays,  or  either  of 
them. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  corporation  or  association,  to  permit  to 
flow  into  the  waters  of  the  above-named  bays, 
or  of  their  tributaries,  from  any  floating  factory, 
or  from  any  factory  located  upon  the  shores  of 
either  of  said  bays,  or  either  of  their  tributaries, 
any  soap,  pumice,  debris,  residuum  or  refuse  mat- 
ter of  any  description  arising  from  the  pressing 
or  manufacturing  oils  from  fish. 

4.  That  all  vessels  and  floating  erections  of 
every  description  found  upon  the  waters  of  the 
Raritan  bay  or  of  the  Sandy  Hook  bay,  or  of  any 
of  the  tributaries  of  either  of  said  bays,  with  ma- 
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chinery  and  materials  for  the  purpose  of  manafac- 
turing  oil  from  fish,  in  either  of  said  bays  or  their 
tributaries,  shall,  with  all  the  machinery,  stock 
and  fixtures,  be  forfeited  to  the  State  of  New 
Jersey. 

5.  That  all  persons  employed  or  in  any  way  en- 
gaged in  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment at  hard  labor  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

6.  That  of  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  in- 
curred under  this  act  the  informer  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  one  moiety  of  said  fines  and  for- 
feitures, and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State. 

7.  That  this  act  shall  t^ke  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  crabs  in  th« 
waters  of  the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury 
rivers  and  their  tributaries. 

Approved  February  6,  1875. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  catch  or  take  from  the  waters  of 
the  North  arid  South  Shrewsbury  rivers,  or  their 
tributaries,  any  of  the  species  of  shell-fish  com- 
monly called  "crabs"  between  the  first  day  of 
November  and  the  first  day  of  May,  yearly  and 
every  year. 
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2.  That  every  person  or  persons  offending  against 
the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  of  this  act, 
and  being  convicted  of  the  same  before  ai^y  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  this  State,  shall,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  for  each  and  every  offence,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  justice  before  whom  convic- 
Uon  is  had;  one-half  to  the  plaintiff  and  one-half 
to  the  county  collector  for  the  benefit  of  the  county, 
and  on  non-payment  of  said  fine  shall  be  committed 
to  the  county  jail  of  the  county  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  or  until  fine  and  costs  are 
paid. 


The  Delaware  River,  Bay,  Etc. 


An  Act  regulating  fishing  In  tiie  waters  of  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  all 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within 
said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows. 

Approved  April  27,  1911. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit : 
Black  bass  or  small-mouth  bass;  large-mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass ; 
strawberry  or  calico  bass ;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red-eye  or  goggle-eye ;  white  bass,  crap- 
pie,  pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or 
Susquehanna  salmon ;  pike,  pickerel,  white  perch, 
yellow  perch,  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  following 
shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit :  All  species 
of  minnows,  killi-fishes  and  stone  catfish.  All 
other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  whatsoever  shall 
be  designated '  as  food  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows  with  any  device  or  by  any  means  or 
method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and  lines 
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or  hand-lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or  throw- 
lines,  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or 
with  trolling-lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait, 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or 
the  number  of  trolling-lines,  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  vio- 
lating any  of  the  provisions  uf  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty    dollars. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  except  with 
the  following  devices,  to  wit:  Rods  and  lines  and 
hand-lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks  at- 
tached ;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more  than  five 
feet  square ;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches 
in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a  single  handle 
and  with  a  diameter  of  not  more  than  two  feet. 
Any  person  who  uses  any  other  device,  method  or 
means  for  catching  bait  fish,  other  than  those 
specified  in  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to^  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows  with  any

device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  fol- 
lowing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit :  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  a 
-parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low  water, 
and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand-lines,  otherwise  known 
as  dipsey  or  throw-lines,  each  having  not  more 
than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who  shall  use  or 
employ  any^  method  or  device  for  catching  food 
fish  other  than  those  named  in  this  section,  or 
shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named  in  this  sec- 
tion contrary  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  sturgeon 
from  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between 
the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any 
of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within 
said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows  with 
any  device  excepting  a  seine  or  a  gill  net,  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen 
inches,  stretched  measure,  while  being  fished,  or  to 
catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  any 
other  food  fish  from  said  waters  with  a  seine,  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  inches,  stretched  measure,  while  being  fished, 
or  any  gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less 
than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  stretched  meas- 
ure, while  being  fished;  provided^  that  gill  nets 
with  a  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches  may 
be  used  from  March  first  to  June  tenth  in  each 
year  for  the  purpose  of  taking  herring  only.  It 
shall   also   be   unlawful   for  any   person   to   catch 
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and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  any  food 
fish,  except  sturgeon  and  striped  bass  or  rock  fish,^ 
by  means  of  a  seine  or  gill  net  between  the  tenth 
day  of  June  in  each  and  every  year  and  the  first 
day  of  March  next  ensuing.  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture 
of  all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of 
any  kind  from  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying 
between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware 
t  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay 
within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows, 
with  a  pound  net,  or  net  of  any  character,  which 
is  anchored  or  staked  or.  fastened  down  in  any 
manner,  permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any 
net  so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, nor  shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character, 
excepting  a  drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot,  or  a  fyke 
net,  each  without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the 
capture  of  carp  only,  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  and  taking  fish  in  said  waters  within 
one-half  mile  above  or  below  the  mouth  of  any 
river,  creek  or  stream  emptying  into  said  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls ;  providC'd,  that 
gill  nets  with  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches, 
and  not  exceeding  twenty-five  fathoms  in  length, 
may  be  staked  within  one-half  mile  of  the  shore 
in  the  Delaware  bay  below  Ben  Davis'  point.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section   shall,   on  conviction   thereof,   he   sub- 
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ject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the 
forfeiture  of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
or  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  nnd  take,  fish  of  any 
kind  or  description  from  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows,  by  means  of  a  net  or  to  use  a  net  of 
any  character  in  the  waters  oforesaid  from  Sab- 
nrday  at  two  P.  M.  Iintil  Sunday  at  twelve  o'clock 
midnight  next  ensuing  in  each  week.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of 
all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with  rods 
and  lines  and  hand-lines,  and  troll! ng-lines  as  de- 
scribed in  section  foilr  of  this  act,  at  any  time  of 
the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  be- 
tween the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware 
and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay 
within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows, 
but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  and  take  game 
fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  to 
the  first  day  of  December,  inclusive,  in  each  year. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  taken. 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke 
nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey 
and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said 
river  and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide 
ebbs  and  flows,   from  June  first  to  July  first  in 
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each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  shall  be  law- 
ful to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  without 
wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only.  All 
other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in  said 
nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immediately  to 
the  waters  from  which  taken ;  provided,  that  the 
entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and  fyke  net  shall  not  be 
more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the  outside 
diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  aJl 
nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net, 
otherwise  a  net  set  approximately  parallel  with 
the  shore  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying 
between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware 
and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay 
within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows 
and  at  low-water  mark,  between  the  first  day  of 
June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in  each 
year,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  such  parallel 
net  from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  May,  inclusive,  next  ensuing  in  each 
year  for  the  purpose  of  taking  carp  only;  pro- 
videdf  that  the  meshes  6f  said  net  be  not  less  than 
three  and  one-half  inches,  stretched  measure,  when 
being  fished ;  provided,  that  seines  not  smaller 
than  two  and  one-half  inch  mosh  may  be  used  from 
September  first  to  May  thirty-first  of  each  year 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  striped  bass  or  rock  fish, 
carp  and  suckers  only ;   and  provided  further^  that 


no  such  net  shall  be  set  in  such  manner  as  to  im- 
pede navigation.  All  other  fish  than  striped  bass 
or  rock  fish,  carp  and  suckers  must  be  returned 
unharmed  to  the  water  beyond  low-water  mark. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  for- 
feiture of  all  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  from  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the  States 
of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
taries of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limits 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows  in  any  manner 
whatsoever,  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
rockfish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds  or 
measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any  black 
bass,  or  any  small-mouth  bass,  large-mouth  bass, 
otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass,  less 
than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or  pick- 
erel, or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as  wall- 
eyed pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  straw- 
berry bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  other- 
wise known  as  red-eye  or  goggle-eye,  or  trout  or 
charr,  less  than  six  Inches  in  length.  Any  fish  of 
a  less  length  than  those  described,  or  any  striped 
bass,  commonly  called  rockfish,  weighing  more  than 
twenty  pounds,  which  may  be  caught,  must  be  re- 
turned immediately  to  the  water;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  fishery  authorities  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any  size  from  said  waters, 
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or  at  any  time  of  the  year,  or  in  any  manner,  for 
propagating  purposes  and  stocking  other  waters  in 
the  State  through  its  authorized  representatives. 
Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  fish  so  caught  and  had  in  possession. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise,  in  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jeraey 
and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said 
river  and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide 
ebbs  and  flows,  to  willfully  and  without  reasonable 
cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage  or  destroy 
any  drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine  or  nets  of 
any  description  being  lawfully  used,  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drift  a  gill  net  over 
the  waters  of  a  shore  fishery  while  the  hauling 
seine  is  being  used.  Any  person  violating  any.  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put  or 
place  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between 
the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any 
of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  any  ex- 
plosive or  poisonous  substances  whatsoever,  or  any 
drug,  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  purpose  of  catch- 
ing, taking,  killing  or  injuring  the  fish,  or  to  alloiK 
any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal  oil,  sawdust, 
tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus  (otherwise  known  as 
fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the  com- 
pounds thereof,  refuse  from  gas-houses,  oil  tanks 
or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive  or  poi-

sonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  character  to  bte 
turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wash,  or  be 
emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless 
it  is  shown  that  every  practicable  means  has  been 
used  to  prevent  the  pollution,  of  waters  in  question 
by  the  escape  of  deleterious  substances.  In  the 
ease  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances 
known  to  be  injurious  to  fishes,  or  to  fish  food,  it 
shall  not  be  neicessary  to  prove  that  such  sub- 
stances have  actually  caused  the  death  of  any 
particular  fish.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or  ofifer 
for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  any  fresh  dead 
game  fish,  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful 
period  for  catching  the  same,  and  the  space  of  six 
days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 

15.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to 
deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person 
authorized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the 
fish  laws  of  this  State,  from  enforcing  or  carrying 
into  effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall 
resist  arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets  illegally 
used,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

16.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed: 

"A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  for  the 
protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish, 
to   regulate  their  method  of  capture  and  provide 
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open  and  close  seasons  for  such  capture -and  pos- 
session (Revision  of  1903),'  approved  April  four- 
teenth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three/' 
approved  March  seventeenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  four. 

"An  act  for  the  better  protection  of  the  fish- 
eries in  Maurice  river,  and  in  the  Oronoken,  Di- 
viding and  Antuzent  creeks,  Cumberland  county," 
approved  March  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventyK)ne.

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17.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisiooi 
of  this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as 
provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  viola- 
tions thereof,'*  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and 
this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  encourage  the  propagation  of  fish 
and  to  regulate  the  catching,  taking  and  de- 
struction of  fish  In  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls,  within  the  Jurisdiction,  re- 
spectively, of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
providing  penalties  for  violation  of  its  pro- 
visions, and  to  repeal  acts  inconsistent  there- 
with. 

Approved  April  21,  1909. 

Whereas,  By  virtue  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
•  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  May,  a.  d.  one  thoussfbd  nine 
hundred  and  seven,  entitled  "A  Joint  Resolution 
providing  for^  the  creation  of  a  commission  to 
co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the  States  of 
New  Jersey  and  New  York  in  regai-d  to  the 
propagation,  protection  and  catching  of  sturgeon, 
shad,  bass,  perch  and  other  fish  in  the  Delaware 
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river;  the  adoption  of  concurrent  laws  relevant 
thereto  by  such  States,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  authorities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  in  re- 
gard to  fish  and  fishing  in  the  Susquehanna  river, 
and  the  adoption  of  concurrent  laws  relevant

Meehan,  and  Frank  B.  McClain,  Speaker  of  the 
House ;  and 
Whereas,  By  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  approved 
March  twenty-fifth,  a.  d.  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and. eight,  entitled  "A  Joint  Resolution  for 
the  creation  of  a  commission  to  co-operate  with 
the  authorities  of  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York  in  regard  to  the  propagation,  protec- 
tion and  catching  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river, 
and  to  inquire  into  any  causes  of  pollution  of

Port,  Dr.  Henry  van  Dyke,  and,  by  the  terms  of 
the  resolution,  President  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Comnfission,  B.  C.  Kuser;  President  of  the 
Senate,  Thomas  J.  Hillery,  and  Frank  B.  Jess, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly  ;   and 

Whereas,  The  commissions  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  have  been  duly  organized  as  provided  and 
required  by  law  ;    and 

Whereas,  The  commissioners  of  the  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  in  joint  meeting  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, have  agreed  upon  uniform  laws  to  provide 
an  act  providing  uniform  laws  to  encourage  the 
propagation  of  fish  and  to  regulate  the  catching, 
taking  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the  Delaware 
river  above  Trenton  Falls  within  the  concurrent 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  providing 
penalties  for  violation  of  its  provisions ;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  affect  and 
apply  only  to  the  propagation,  catching,  taking 
and  protection  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the  waters 
of  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  lying 
between  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 
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2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall 
have  and  enjoy  a  common  right  of  fishery  through- 
out, in  and  over  the  waters  of  said  river  between 
low-water  mark  on  each  side  of  said  river  between 
said  States  above  Trenton  Falls,  except  so  far  as 
either  State  may  have  heretofore  granted  valid  and 
subsisting  private  right  of  fishery. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit :  Black 
bass  or  small  mouth  bass ;  large  mouth  bass,  other- 
wise called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass;  strawberry  or 
calico  bass:  rock  bass,  otherwise  known  as  red 
eye  or  goggle  eye;  white  bass;  crappie;  pike- 
perch,  otherwise  called "  wall-eyed  pike  or  Susque- 
hanna salmon  ;  pike ;  pickerel ;  white  perch  ;  yel- 
low perch ;  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  follow- 
ing shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit :  All 
species  of  minnows,  killifishes  and  stone  catfish. 
All  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  whatsoever 
shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls  with  any  device  or  by  any  means  or 
method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and  lines 
or  hand  lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or  throw 
lines,  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or 
with  trolling  lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines  or 
the  number  of  trolling  lines  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
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the  peison  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  violating 
any  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls,  except 
with  the  following  devices,  to  wit :  Rods  and  lines 
and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks 
attached ;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more  than  five 
feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches 
in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a  single  handle  and 
with  a  diameter  of  net  not  more  than  two  feet. 
Any  person  who  uses  any  other  device,  method  or 
means  for  catching  bait  fish  other  than  those  speci- 
fied in  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

-6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  with  any 
device,  method  or  means  excepting  by  the  following 
devices  and  under  regulations  and  restrictions  here- 
inafter described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  an  eel  pot  or 
fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  and  rods  and  linei* 
or  hand  lines,  otherwise  known  as  dipsey  or  throw 
lines,  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks.  Any 
person  who  shall  use  or 'employ  any  method  or 
device  for  catching  food  fish  other  than  those 
named  in  this  section,  or  shall  use  or  employ  any 
device  named  in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regu- 
lations or  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  sturgeon 
from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  with 
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any  device  excepting  a  seine,  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch  and  take  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  other  food  fish  from 
said  waters  with  a  seine  the  meshes  of  which  shall 
be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished.  It  shall  also  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or  attempt  to 
catch  and  take  any  food  fish,  except  sturgeo'n.  by 
means  of  a  seine  between  the  tenth  day  of  June 
in  each  and  every  year  and  the  first  day  of  March 
next  ensuing.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats 
and  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  fish  of 
any  kind  from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls  with  a  net  of  any  character  which  is  an- 
chored or  staked  or  fastened  down .  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net 
so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner,  nor 
shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  excepting 
an  eel  pot  or  a  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  catching  and  taking  fish 
in  said  waters  within  one-half  mile  above  or  be- 
low the  mouth  of  any  river,  creek  or  stream 
emptying  into  said  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  to- 
gether with  the  forfeiture  of  boats,  nets  and  other 
appliances  used. 
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9.  (As  amended  May  1,  1911.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or  at- 
tempt to  catek  and  take,  fish  of  any  kind  or  de- 
scription from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls,  by  means  of  a  net^  or  to  use  a  net  of  any 
character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  between  Satur- 
day at  two  p.  M.  and  twelve  o'clock  midnight 
Sunday  night  in  each  week.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets, 
boats  and  other  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines  and  trolling  lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclu- 
sive, in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every,  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke 
nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware  river 
above  Trenton  Falls  from  June  first  to  July  first 
in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  with- 
out wings,  from  July  first 'to  May  thirty-first,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only.  All 
other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in  said 
nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immediately  to- 
the  waters  from  which  taken ;  provided,  that  the 
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entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and  fyke  net  shall  not 
be  more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the  out- 
side diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches.

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  from  the 
Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  rock  fish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds 
or  measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or 
any  sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any 
black  bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass, 
less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or 
pickerel,  or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as 
wall-eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  straw- 
berry bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  other- 
wise known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye,  or  trout 
or  charr.  less  than  six  inches  iu  length.  Any 
fish  of  a  less  length  than  those  described,  or  any 
striped  bass  commonly  called  rock  fish  weighing 
more  than  twenty  pounds  which  may  be  caught 
must  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water.  Pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  the  fishery  authorities  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any  size  from 
said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year,  or  in  any 
manner  for  propagating  purposes  and  for  stock- 
ing other  waters  in  their  respective  States  through 
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their  authorised  representatiyes.  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  caught  and 
had  in  possession. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise  in  the  Delaware  river 
above  Trenton  Falls  to  willfully  and  without  rea- 
sonable cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage  or 
destroy  any  hauling  seine  or  net  of  any  descrip- 
tion being  lawfully  used.  «Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  con- 
viction thereof  be  subject  to  ^  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put 
or  place  in  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  what- 
soever, any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  pur- 
pose of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the 
fish,  or  to  allow  any  dj'e  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar, 
coal  oil,  sawdust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus 
(otherwise  known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol, 
or  any  of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse  from 
gas  houses,,  oil  tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  dele- 
terious, destructive  or  poisonous  substances  of 
any  kind  or  character  to  be  turned  into  or  allowed 
to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be  emptied  into  any  of  the 
waters  aforesaid,  unless  it  is  shown  that  every 
practicable  means  has  been  used  to  prevent  the 
pollution  of  waters  in  question  by  the  escape  of 
deleterious  substances.  In  the  case  of  the  poUu- 
tion  of  waters  by  substances  known  to  be  in- 
jurious to  fishes  or  to  fish  food  it  shall  not  be 
necessary    to    prove    that    such    substances    have 
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actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular  fish. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  any  fresh 
dead  game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the 
lawful  period  for  catching  the  same  and  the  space 
of  six  days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 

16.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  I^ew  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  over  all  offences  and  violations  of 
this  act,  committed  or  attempted  to  be  committed 
by  any  person  or  persons  fishing  in  the  Delaware 
river  above  Trenton  Falls,  within  the  jurisdiction 
respectively  of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  pro- 
cedure in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  punishing 
violations  of  this  act,  as  well  as  for  the  confisca- 
tion of  boats,  net  and  other  appliances  shall  be 
the  same  in  all  respects  as  provided  fpr  in  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  a  unifonji  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations 
thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

17.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to 
deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  penen 
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aathorized  to  'make  arrests  for  yiolatioiL  of  the 
fish  laws  in  either  State  from  enforcing  or  carry- 
ing into  effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who 
shall  resist  arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets 
illegally  used  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

18.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed:

19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but  no 
section,  proviso  or  part  of  this  act  shall  be  con- 
sidered ns  valid  and  operative  until  a  similar  act 
has  been  enacted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania;  provided^  that  when  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  has  enacted  a  similar  act 
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the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  size  of 
the  meshes  of  nets  shall  not  become  operative 
until  June  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nine. 


An  Act  to  encourage  the  propagation  of  fith 
and  to  regulate  tlie  catcliingy  talcing  and  de- 
struction  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  within  the  Jurisdiction,  re- 
spectively, of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
.vania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
providing  penalties  for  violation  of  its  provi- 
sions, and  to  repeat  acts  inconsistent  there- 
with. 

Approved  April  21,  1909. 

Whebeas.  B}'  virtue  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  May.  a.  d.  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  seven,  entitled  "A  joint  resolution  pro- 
viding for  the  creation  of  a  commission  to  co- 
operate with  the  authorities  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  and  New  York  in  regard  to  the 
propagation,  protection  and  catching  of  sturgeon, 
shad,  bass,  perch  and  other  fish  in  the  Delaware 
river;  the  adoption  of  concurrent  laws  relevant 
thereto  by  such  States ;  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  authorities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  in  re- 
gard to  fish  and  fishing  in  the  Susquehanna 
river,  and  the  adoption  of  concurrent  laws  rele- 
vant thereto  by  such  States ;  and  to  inquire  in 
relation  to  the  pollution  of  the  waters  of  said 
rivers,  and  recommend  legislation  regulating  and 
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controlling  the  same ;  and  making  an  appropria- 
tion for  those  purposes,"  the  following  were  ap- 
pointed Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  Ck>m- 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania :  Prom  the  Senate, 
Frederick  A.  Godcharles.

Stuart,  Henry  F.  Walton,  and  by  the  terms  of 
the  joint  resolution,  the  Commissioner  of  Fish- 
eries, W.  E.  Meehan,  and  Frank  B.  McClain, 
Speaker  of  the  House.  And 
Whereas,  By  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  approved 
March  twenty-fifth,  a.  d.  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eight,  entitled  "A  joint  resolution  for 
the  creation  of  a  commission  to  co-operate  with 
the  authorities  of  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York  in  regard  to  the  propagation,  protec- 
tion and  catching  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river, 
and  to  inquire  into  any  causes  of  pollution  of 
the  waters  of  said  river,  and  to  recommend  legis- 
lation in  regard  to  such  propagation,  protection 
and  catching  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  river,  and 
to  obviate  the  pollution  thereof,"  the  following 
were  appointed  to  represent  the  State  of  New 
Jersey :  from  the  Senate,  Edmund  W.  Wakelee 
and  Joseph  S.  Frelinghuysen ;  from  the  Assem- 
bly, Austen  Colgate.  Oliver  C.  Holcombe,  Henry 
D.  Thompson ;  by  the  Governor,  John  Franklin 
Fort.  Dr.  Henry  Van  Dyke,  and  by  the  terms 
of  the  resolution,  President  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission,  B.  C.  Kuser;   President  of  the  Sen- 
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ate,    Thomas   J.    Hillery,    and    Frank    B.    Jess, 
^Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly.     And 

Whereas,  The  Commissions  of  the  said  CJommon- 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  have  been  duly  organized  as  provided  and 
required  by  law  ;    and 

Whebeas,  The  Commissioners  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  said  State  of 
New  Jersey  in  joint  meeting  held  for  that  pur- 
pose have  agreed  upon  uniform  laws  to  pro- 
vide an  act  providing  uniform  laws  to  encour- 
age the  propagation  of  ^sh,  and  to  regulate  the 
catching,  taking  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls  within  the 
concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
providing  penalties  for  violation  of  its  provisions ; 
therefore 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 

hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  affect  and 
apply  only  to  the  propagation,  catching,  taking 
and  protection  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the  waters 
of  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  lying 
between  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall 
have  and  enjoy  a  common  right  of  fishery  through- 
out, in  and  over  the  waters  of  said  river  between 
low  water  mark  on  each  side  of  said  river  between 
said  States  below  Trenton  Falls  except  so  far 
as  either  State  may  have  heretofore  granted  valid 
and  subsisting  private  right  of  fishery. 
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3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  .shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit :  Black 
bass  or  small  mouth  bass ;  large  mouth  bass, 
otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass ;  straw- 
berry or  calico  bass ;  rock  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye ;  white  bass ;  crappie ; 
pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or  Sus- 
quehanna salmon  ;  pike ;  pickerel ;  white  perch ; 
yellow  perch ;  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  follow- 
ing shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit :  all 
species  of  minnows,  killifishes  and  stone  catfish. 
All  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  whatsoever 
shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  with  any  device  or  by  any  means 
or  method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and 
lines  or  hand  lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or 
throw  lines,  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks, 
or  with  trolling  lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or 
the  number  of  trolling  lines  not  to  exceed  two  of 
oue  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  violating 
any  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait. fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  except 
with  the  following  devices,  to  wit :  Rods  and 
lines  and  baud  lines  with  not  more  than  thi'ee 
hooks  attached ;    a   minnow   seine  not  more   than 
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one  hundred  feet  in  length ;  a  dip  net  not  more 
than  five  feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening 
of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  in  di&meter;  a  scoop  net  with  a 
single  handle  and  with  a  diameter  of  not  more 
than  two  feet.  Any  person  who  uses  any  other 
device,  method  or  means  for  catching  bait  fish, 
other  than  those  specified  in  this  section  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  fol- 
lowing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot,  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings, 
a  parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low 
water,  and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand  lines,  other- 
wise known  as  dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each  having 
not  more  than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who 
shall  use  or  employ  any  method  or  device  for 
catching  food  fish  other  than  those  named  in  this 
section,  or  shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named 
in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regulations  or  re- 
strictions hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or  attempt 
to  catch  and  take  sturgeon  from  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls  with  any  device  ex- 
cepting a  seine  or  a  gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch  and  take 
o£  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  other  food  fish 
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from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished,  or  any  gill  net  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  five  and  one- 
quarter  inches  stretched  measure  while  being 
fished ;  provided^  that  gill  nets  with  a  mesh  not 
smaller  than  three  inches  may  be  used  from  March 
first  to  June  tenth  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  herring  only.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch 
and  take,  any  food  fish,  except  sturgeon,  by  means 
of  a  Reine  or  gill  net  between  the  tenth  day  of 
June  in  each  and  every  year  and  the  first  day  of 
March  next  ensuing.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets, 
boats  and  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  fish  of  any 
kind  from  the  Delaware  river,  below  Trenton 
Falls,  with  a  net  of  any  character  which  is  an- 
chored or  staked,  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net 
so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner; 
nor  shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  ex- 
cepting a  drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot,  or  a  fyke 
net,  each  without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the 
capture  of  carp  only,  be  used  for  the '  purpose  of 
catching  and  taking  fish  in  said  waters  within 
one  half  mile  above  or  below  the  mouth  of  any 
river,  creek  or  stream  emptying  into  said  Dela^ 
ware  river  below  Trenton  Fails.  Any  person 
who   shall   violate  any   of  the   provisions  of   this 
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section  shall  on  conyiction  thereof  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the  for- 
feiture of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

9.  (As  amended  March  21,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or  at- 
tempt to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any  kind  or  de- 
scription from  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton 
Falls,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use  a  net  of  any 
character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  between  Satur- 
day at  2  P.  M.  and  twelve  o'clock  midnight  Sunday 
night  in  each  week.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and 
other  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines,  and  trolling  lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclu- 
sive, in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and 
fyke  nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls,  from  June  first  to  July 
first,  in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each 
without  wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first, 
both  dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  catching  carp,   catfish,   eels   and   suckers   only. 
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All  other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in 
said  nets  most  be  returned  unharmed  immedi- 
ately to  the  waters  from  which  taken,  provided 
that  the  entrance  of  said  eel  pot  or  fyke  net  shall 
not  be  more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the 
outside  diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  a  for- 
feiture of  all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances 
used. 

12.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net,  otherwise  a  net 
set  approximately  parallel  with  the  shore  in  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Palls,  and  at  low- 
water  mark,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and 
the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in  each  year, 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  such  parallel 
net  from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  May,  inclusive,  next  ensuing,  in  each 
year,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  carp  only ;  pro- 
vided, that  the  meshes  of  said  net  be  not  less  than 
three  and  one-half  inches  stretched  measure  when 
being  fished ;  provided,  that  seines  not  smaller 
than  two  and  one-half  inch  mesh  may  be  used  from 
September  first  to  May  thirty-first  of  each  year 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  carp  and  suckers  only ; 
and  provided  further,  that  no  such  net  shall  be  set 
in  such  manner  as  to  impede  navigation.  All  other 
fish  than  carp  and  suckers  must  be  returned  un- 
harmed to  the  water  beyond  low-water  mark.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion  shall   on   conviction   thereof  be  subject   to  a 
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fine  of  on€  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  for- 
feiture of  all  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  from  the 
Delaware  riyer  below  Trenton  Falls,  in  any  man* 
ner  whatsoever  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  rock  fish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds 
or  measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any 
black  bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass, 
less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or 
pickerel,  or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as 
wall-eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  straw- 
berry bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  other- 
wise known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye,  or  trout  or 
charr,  less  than  six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish 
of  a  less  length  than  those  described,  or  any 
striped  bass,  commonly  called  rock  fish,  weighing 
more  than  twenty  pounds,  which  may  be  caught 
must  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water.  Pro- 
vided that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery  authorities  of 
the  Ck>mmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any  size 
from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year,  or 
in  any  manner  for  propagating  purposes  and  for 
stocking  other  waters  in  their  respective  States 
through  their  authorized  representatives.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of^  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so 
caught  and  had  in  possession. 
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14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls  to  willfully  and  without 
reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage 
or  destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine 
or  nets  of  any  description  being  lawfully  used, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drift  -a 
gill  net  over  the  waters  of  a  shore  fishery  while 
the  hauling  seine  is  being  used.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put  or 
place  in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls 
any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  whatsoever, 
or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bi^it  for  the  purpose 
of  .catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the  fish, 
or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal  oil, 
saw  dust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicua  (otherwise 
known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the 
compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses,  oil 
tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive 
or  poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  character 
to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wash 
or  be  emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid, 
unless  it  is  shown  that  every  practicable  means 
has  been  used  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  waters  in 
question  by  the  escape  of  deleterious  substances. 
In  case  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances 
known  to  be  injurious  to  fishes  or  to  fish  food,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  substances 
have  actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular 
fish.     Any  person  violating  any  of  the  proyisions 
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of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub* 
ject  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

16.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  any  fresh  dead 
game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful 
period  for  catching  the  same  and  the  space  of  six 
days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  fish. 

17.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  over  all  offences  and  violations  of  this 
act,  co^nitted  or  attempted  to  be  committed,  by 
any  pereon  or  persons  fishing  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls,  within  the  jurisdiction 
respectively  of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  pro- 
cedure in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  punishing 
violations  of  this  act,  as  well  as  for  the  confiscation 
of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances,  shall  be  the 
same  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  in  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  entitled  ''An  act  to 
provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforcement 
of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for 
the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations  thereof," 
approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 

18.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to  deter 
or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person  author- 
ized to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the  fish  laws 
in  either  State,   from  enforcing  or  carrying  into 
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effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  resist 
arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets  illegally  used 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars. 

19.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed: 

''An  act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river 
Delaware  and  for  other  purpose,"  passed  Novem- 
ber twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight.

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A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game 
and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method  of  capture 
and  provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such 
capture  and  possession  (Revision  of  1903)," 
approved  April-fourteenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three. 

Filed  March  29,  1910. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
shoot  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind 
of  water  fowl  whatsoever,  on  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay  between  the  first  day  of  September  and 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  both  dates  in- 
clusive. Any  person  who  shall  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  destroy  on  the  Delaware  river  or  bay  any  goose, 
duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of  water  fowl  what- 
soever, at  any  time  other  than  between  the  dates 
mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant, 
or  any  kind  of  water  fowl  whatsoever,  so  as^  afore- 
said captured,  killed,  injured  or  destroyed. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  shad  fishermen  in 
the  Delaware  bay,  eastward  of  the  ships' 
channel. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
vessel  engaged  in  dredging  oysters  to  anchor  or 
leave   their  buoys  on   the   flats   between   Arnold's 
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point  buoy  ^nd  Stony  point  in  the  Delaware  bay, 
between  sunset  and  sufirise  of  each,  day  previous 
to  the  twenty-fifth  of  May  in  any  year. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  throw  any  dredge  or  other  appliances 
from  the  deck  of  any  boat  or  vessel  into  any  gill- 
net  ;  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  fish  warden, 
or  the  sheriff  of  any  county  in  which  this  act  is 
violated,  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  guilty  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and 
any  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  upon  con- 
viction before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  six 
months. 
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An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
anrtend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  concerning 
trespassing  on  private  lands/"  approved  April 
eigtiteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three,  known  as  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  page  three  hundred  and  forty- 
nine,  pamphlet  laws  of  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three. 

Approved  April    13,   1908. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  trespass  upon  the  occupied  lands  of  any 
other  person  or  persons  within  this  State  for  the 
purpose  of  hunting  with  gun,  or  fishing,  killing, 
or  catching  any  of  the  game  or  fish  enumerated  in 
the  statutes  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or 
person  or  persons  in  possession  of  such  lands  being 
first  had  and  obtained ;  and  every  person  violating 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  days, 
or  both ;  such  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  before  which  said  conviction  is 
had. 
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An  Act  to  prevent  wilful  trespasses  upon^  lands. 

Approved  February  17,  1857. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  unlawfully 
enter  upon  Uny  lands  not  his  own,  after  having 
been  forbidden  to  do  so  by  the  owner  or  legal 
possessor  of  such  lands,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  offence  to  the  owner  of  said  lands,  or  his 
or  her  tenant  in  possession,  the  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs,  in 
an  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
in  this  State. 


An  Act  to  prevent  trespassing  with  guns. 

Approved  March  14,  1895. 

1.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  Any  person 
trespassing  on  any  lands,  except  fresh-meadow  land 
over  which  the  tide  has  ebbed  and  flowed  continu- 
ously for  twenty  years  or  more,  carrying  a  gun, 
after  public  notice  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  occu- 
pant, lessee  or  licensee  thereof  forbidding  such 
trespassing,  such  notice  being  posted  conspicuously 
adjacent  to  the  highway  binding  on  said  lands,  or 
adjacent  to  any  usual  entrance  way  to  said  lands, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass  at  the  suit  of 
such  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee,  and  in  an 
action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which  action  shall  be 
conducted  in  all  respects  as  actions  of  trespass  or 
tort  are  usually  conducted)  the  damages  awarded 
for  any  such  trespass  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
dollars. 
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2.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  Any  person 
trespassing  on  any  lands,  except  fresh-meadow  land 
over  which  the  tide  has  ebbed  and  flowed  continu- 
ously for  twenty  years  or  more,  carrying  a  gun, 
after  being  forbidden  so  to  trespass  by  the  owner, 
occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  trespass,  at  the  suit  of  such  owner,  occu- 
pant, lessee  or  licensee,  and  in  an  action  of  tres- 
pass or  tort  (which  action  shall  be  conducted  in 
all  respects  as  actions  of  trespass  or  tort  are  usu- 
ally conducted)  the  damages  awarded  for  any  such 
trespass  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  dollars. 

3.  That  any  person  or  persons  found  trespassing, 
as  provided  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  dis- 
orderly, and,  in  addition  to  the  remedies  therein 
provided  for,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  said  lands,  or  the  occupant  or  occu- 
pants, lessee  or  lessees  or  licensees  thereof,  or  any 
constable  or  constables,  to  apprehend  without  war- 
rant or  process,  any  such  disorderly  person  or 
persons,  and  to  take  him  or  them  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  apprehended ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  justice,  in  a 
summary  manner,  to  hear  and  determine  the  guilt 
or  innocence  of  such  person  or  persons,  and,  upon 
conviction,  to  impose  upon  the  offender  or  offenders, 
and  each  of  them  so  convicted,  a  fine  of  five  dollars, 
besides  the  cost  of  prosecution ;  and  if  any  person 
or  persons  so  convicted  shall  fail  to  pay  such  fine  ^ 
and  costs,  the  said  justice  shall  commit  such 
offender  or  offenders  tft  the  common  jail  of  the 
county  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  days. 
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4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wilfully 
or  maliciously  remove,  deface  or  alter  any  notice 
posted  as  contemplated  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  with  the  intent  to  destroy  such  notice,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both. 


An    Act    to    prevent    the    burning    of    woods, 
marshes  and   meadows. 

Passed  November  24,  1794. 
Supplement  approved  March  24,  1876. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  burn  or 
smoke  out,  or  attempt  to  burn  or  smoke  out,  any 
squirrel  or  squirrels,  or  any  animal  or  species  of 
game  whatsoever,  in  any  woods,  or  forests,  marshes 
or  meadows,  or  other  lands  in  this  State,  belonging 
to  any  other  person  or  corporation,  or  if  fire  orig- 
inates from  any  such  burning  or  smoking  as  afore- 
said, by  any  person  whatsoever,  by  means  of  which 
any  other  person  or  corporation  shall  be  damnified 
in  his  or  her  houses,  buildings,  fences,  woods  or 
other  pro'perty  whatsoever,  whether  the  same  be 
inclosed  or  not.  such  person  or  persons  so  offending 
in  any  of  the  premises  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor 
not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  both,  at  the  dis- 
cretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof 
(one-half  of  said  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  person  6t 
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persons  entering  the  complaint),  and  also  shall 
yield  and  pay  double  damage  to  the  party  injured 
thereby,  to  be  recovered  by  action  on  the  case,  with 
costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  destruction  of  foxes 
and  the  payment  of  premiums  therefor. 

Approved  April  3,  1902. 

1.  For  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  protec- 
tion of  game  within  this  State,  there  are  hereby 
established  the  following  provisions  for  the  de- 
struction of  foxes  and  the  payment  of  premiums 
therefor  by  the  respective  counties  in  which  the 
same  are  slain. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  having 
killed  any  fox  within  this  State,  who  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  premiums  therein  pro- 
vided, to  produce  such  slain  animal  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  in  which  the 
same  was  killed,  and  make  affidavit  of  the  time 
and  place  of  killing  the  same ;  provided^  that  the 
pelt,  if  entire  from  the  tip  of  the  nose  of  any  such 
animal,  may  be  produced  in  lieu  of  such  animal, 
when  so  preferred ;  and  upon  the  production  of 
any  such  animal,  or  pelt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  officer,  in  the  presence  of  said  person  killing 
such  animal,  and  one  qualified  voter  of  said  county, 
to  cut  off  the  ears  of  such  animal,  and,  in  the 
presence  of  said  persons,  burn  the  same. 

3.  (As  amended  June  22,  1906.)  Upon  the 
destruction  of  said  ears,  said  officer  shall  give  to 
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the  person  producing  such  animal  or  pelt,  a  certifi- 
cate of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
directed  to  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the 
county  in  which  such  animal  was  slain,  which 
certificate  shall  contain  the  following  facts :  The 
kind  of  animal  and  when,  where  and  by  whom 
killed,  and  the  date,  by  whom  and  in  the  presence 
of  what  qualified  voter  the  ears  of  such  animal 
were  destroyed;  and  the  residences  of  the  person 
killing  said  animal  and  of  said  voter,  and,  upon 
production  and  surrender  of  such  certificate,  the 
said  board  shall  pay  out  of  the  county  funds  to 
to  the  person  killing  said  animal  the  sum  of  three 
dollars ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said 
officer  taking  the  affidavit  provided  for  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act  to  file  the  same  forthwith, 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
county  collector  of  the  county;  and  upon  filing 
the  same  the  said  officer  shall  receive  from  the 
funds  of  the  county  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  in  full 
for  all  his  services  under  this  act ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  county 
of  this  State  where  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders 
of  said  county,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  mem- 
bers, shall  pass  a  resolution  that  this  act  is  not 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of  the  county 
they  represent. 

4.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  and  fraudulently 
collect  any  premium  or  premiums  provided  in  this 
act,  or  shall  aid,  abet  or  assist  in  any  official 
capacity,  or  otherwise  in  the  same,  he,  she  or  they 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  undergo  an 
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imprisonment  in  ttie  county  jail  of  the  proper 
county  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  or  either, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

5.  AH  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

COMMISSIONERS,   WARDENS,   ETC. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  further 
supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  Act  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  fishing  interests  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey/"  approved  March 
17,  1870,  which  supplement  was  approved 
May  15,  1894. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 
That  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  be 

amended  so  as  to  rtod  as  follows: 

1.  Section  one  superseded  by  act  of  September 
25,  1907. 

2.  That  the  duties  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
the  protection  and  propagation  of  fish,  birds  and 
game  animals  and  the  enforcement  of  the  law  re- 
lating thereto,  and  for  the  propagation  and  dis- 
tribution of  food  fish,  and  to  keep  up  the  supply 
thereof  in  the  various  waters  of  the  state;  said 
board  shall  have  the  conduct  and  control  of  such 
hatching  stations  as  are  now  owned  and  operated 
by  the  State,  and  such  as  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished,  and  shall  have  power  to  investigate  any 
and  all  complaints  made  to  the  said  board,  and 
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shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  and  power  to  in- 
spect any  dam,  weir,  fish-basket,  net  or  other  illegal 
apparatus  for  taking  fish,  and  forthwith  to  remove 
the  same,  and  shall  have,  power,  on  view  or  infor- 
mation, to  enforce  the  laws  for  the  protection  and 
propagation  of  fish,  birds  and  game  animals  within 
this  State,  by  arrest  and  prosecution  of  the 
offender  or  offenders,  without  warrant  or  com- 
plaint, and  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  legis- 
lature annually,  at  the  meeting  thereof  for  the 
year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  pre- 
ceding, of  all  their  official  operations,  with  such 
suggestions  and  recommendations  as  they  shall 
deem  useful. 

3.  (As  amended  May  2,  1911.)  The  said  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  may  appoint 
twenty-six  competent  men,  who  shall  be  known  as 
fish  and  game  wardens,  whose  powers  and  duties 
are  hereinafter  defined,  and  the  said  board  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  designate  one  of  said  wardens 
as  the  fish  and  game  protector,  who  shall  hold 
such  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  board, 
and  who  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board, 
have  the  direction,  supervision  and  control  of  the 
other  fish  and  game  wardens ;  and  said  board  shall 
designate  one  of  the  said  wardens  to  be  assistant 
fish  and  game  protector ;  the  fish  and  game  protector 
shall  give  bond  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  with 
sureties  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  each  of  the  said  wardens  shall  give  bond  ^o  said 
State,  with  sureties  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties,  such  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  com- 
miaErloners,    and    upon   default   an    action    thereon 
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shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  State;  the 
compensation  of  the  fish  and  game  protector  shall 
be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month,  pay- 
able monthly^  and  he  shall  be  allowed  his  expenses 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties;  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  assistant  fish  and  game  protector  shall 
be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
monthly,  and  his  expenses  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties.  The  compensation  of  said  wardens', 
other  than  the  protector  and  assistant  protector, 
shall  be  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
monthly,  and  an  allowance  to  each  for  expenses 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
each  of  the  said  wardens,  when  appointed,  shall 
give  his  entire  time  to  the  duties  prescribed  for 
wardens,  and  they  shall  not  be  engaged  in  any 
other  business  or  occupation ;  the  payment  of 
traveling  and  incidental  expenses  for  said  fish  and 
game  wardens  shall  be  made  upon  the  statement 
of  said  fish  and  game  protector,  duly  sworn  to  by 
him  that  the  charges  for  which  payment  is  asked 
have  been  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties,  and  that  the  bill  is  true  and  correct ;  such 
bill  80  certified  to  by  the  said  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector shall  be  approved  by  the  said  board  before 
payment;  the  compensation  and  expenses  incurred 
under  this  act  may  be  paid  by  the  said  State 
Treasurer  on  warrants  of  the  Comptroller  on  bills 
praperly  approved  by  said  board  out  of  the  resident 
license  fund  and  other  receipts  of  said  board,  re- 
ceived through  said  board  or  otherwise. 

4.  That  the  fish  and  game  wardens  shall  enforce 
all  the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  protection  of  fish, 
birds  and  game  animals,  and  shall  have  full  power 
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to  execute  all  processes  issued  for  the  violation  of 
such  laws  and  to  serve  subpoenas  issued  for  the 
examination,  investigation  or  trial  of  all  offences 
against  said  laws ;  each  fish  and  game  warden 
shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  his  ofScial  acts  and 
shall  at  the  close  of  each  month  make  a  summary 
of  such  record  with  such  statements  in  detail  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  information  of  the  said 
board,  and  report  the  same  to  the  said  board;  the 
fish  and  game  protector  shall  report  to  the  said 
board  any  negligence  or  dereliction  of  duty  or  in- 
competency on  the  part  of  any  of  the  said  wardens, 
with  the  facts  relating  thereto,  and  he  shall  report 
monthly  to  said  board  the  operation  of  his  depart- 
ment during  the  preceding  month,  and  make  such 
further  report  as  may  be  required  by  the  said 
board ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fish  and  game 
warden  to  seize,  remove  and  forthwith  destroy  any 
net,  pound  or  other  device  for  taking  fish  found 
in  or  upon  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  upon 
the  shores  or  islands  of  such  waters  where  fishing 
with  nets  is  prohibited  or  illegal,  and  all  such  nets, 
pounds  or  other  devices  are  declared  to  be  a  public 
nuisance,  and  may  be  abated  and  summarily  de- 
stroyed by  any  fish  or  game  warden,  and  no  action 
for  damages  shall  lie  or  be  maintained  against  any 
fish  and  game  warden  for  such  seizure  or  destruc- 
tion. 

5.  That  the  said  board  of  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners and  the  fish  and  game  wardens  and  the 
fish  and  game  protector  may,  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  call  in  the  aid  of  any  constable,  sheriff 
or  other  ];>eace  officer  of  this  state  when  deemed 
necessary ;    and  any  such  officer  neglecting  or  re- 
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fusing  to  aid  when  thus  required  shall  forfeit 
twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of 
debt ;  they  shall  also  have  the  power  of  summary 
arrest  in  cases  of  flagrant  violation  of  the  fishing 
or  the  game  laws  of  this  State. 

6.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  and  in  conflict  with  this  act  be  and  th« 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 


A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  fishing  interests 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey/'  approved  March 
17,  1870. 

Approved  September  25,  1907. 

1.  The  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  com- 
posed of  four  competent  persons,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one 
for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years,  and  shall 
serve  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly 
appointed  and  qualified  and  the  governor  shall  an- 
nually thereafter  appoint  one  person  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  said  board,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have 
been  appointed  and  qualified.  Vacancies  occurring 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  in 
the  same  manner,  and  for  the  unexpired  term  of 
the  commissioner  whose  office  shall  become  vacant. 
No  commissioner  shall  hold  more  than  one  office 
in  the  said  board  at  one  and  the  same  time. 
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2.  The  office  and  terms  of  office  ot  the  commis- 
sioners heretofore  appointed  and  now  in  office  un- 
der the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  further  supple- 
ment, and  of  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  sup- 
plementary thereto,  are  hereby  terminated  and 
made  void  and  shall  cease  at  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 


An  Act  for  the  establishment  of  farms  for  the 
propagation  of  game  and  fish. 

Approved  May  1,  1911. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  suitable  lands 
and  erect  buildings  thereon  within  this  State  for 
the  purpose  of  propagating  game  and  fish;  the 
said  lands  and  buildings  s^all  be  in  charge  of  com- 
petent persons  who  shall  engage  such  additional 
help  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  actually  neces- 
sary, and  such  additional  help  shall  be  engaged 
only  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners.  The  salary  of  the  head  game- 
keeper and  the  superintendent  of  the  hatchery 
shall  not  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars  per  year, 
payable  monthly,  and  the  total  amount  of  salaries 
of  the  head  gamekeeper,  the  superintendent  of 
hatcheries  and  all  additional  help  employed  at  the 
game  farms  and  fish  hatcheries  shall  not  exceed  in 
any  one  year  the  total  amount  of  six  thousand 
dollars.  The  cost  of  the  hatchery  or  hatcheries  and 
the  game  farm  or  farms  complete  shall  not  exceed 
forty  thousand  dollars;    all  expenses  incurred  in

carrying  out  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  on  warrants  of  the  Comptroller  on  bills 
properly  approved  by  said  board  out  of  the  receipts 
of  said  board,  received  through  said  board. 
2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  de- 
puty fish  and  game  wardens. 

Approved  Marcb  30,  1896. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  deputy  fish 
and  game  wardens  as  such  board  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  laws  regu- 
lating the  taking  of  fish,  game  and  birds. 

2.  Such  deputy  fish  and  game  wardens  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  by 
the  laws  of  this  State  on  fish  and  game  wardens  of 
the  State,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  fees  and 
emoluments  of  such  office  of  fish  and  game  wardens 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  provided  by 
law  for  such  fish  and  game  wardens;  provided^ 
however,  that  such  deputy  fish  and  game  wardens 
shall  receive  no  salary  or  other  compensation  from 
the  State. 
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A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  ail  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof/'  approved  March  twenty- 
ninthy  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven. 

Approved  April  6,  1911. 

1.  In  all  cases  'v^here  the  complainant  shall  be 
a  deputy  fish  and  game  warden  of  this  State  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  pro- 
tection pf  game  and  fowl,  the  deputy  fish  and 
game  warden,  if  the  prosecution  be  successful  and 
the  penalty  paid,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
said  penalty  the  sum  of  five  dollars  in  each  and 
every  case;  said  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  justice  of 
the  peace  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  State,  or  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be ;  the  justice  of 
the  peace  shall  in  each  case  forward  to  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  a  copy  of  the 
complaint,  stating  thereon  if  the  defendant  was 
convicted,  acquitted  or  the  case  appealed ;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
apply  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  license  citizens  of  this  State  to  pursue  wild 
animals  and  fowl,"  approved  April  twenty-first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
me<Jiately. 
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A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  fishing  interests 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey/''  approved  Inarch 
17,  1870. 

Approved  May  4,  1897. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  at 
its  first  meeting  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
fix  the  annual  allowance  for  expenses  of  the  fish 
and  game  protector  and  the  fish  and  game  wardens, 
and  may  at  any  meeting  thereafter,  for  good  cause 
appearing  to  them,  altei>  such  allowance ;  pro- 
vided,  however^  that  such  allowance  for  expenses 
shall  not  in  any  year  exceed  the  total  amount  ap- 
propriated by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose. 

2.  All  moneys  appropriated  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  fish  and  game  protector,  the  fish  and 
game  wardens  and  the  general  and  incidental  ex- 
penses of  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State, 
on  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller,  to  the  treasurer 
of  such  Board  of  such  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners, in  equal  monthly  installments  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month. 

3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 
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An  Act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  associar 
tions  and  societiejB  for  the  more  efficient  pro- 
tection of  game  and  game  fish. 

Approved  March  13,  1879. 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  ten  or  more  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  above  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  to  form  an  association  and  society  for 
the  better  protection  of  game  and  game  fish,  and 
for  that  purpose  they  shall  make  and  sign  articles 
of  association,  which  shall  set  forth  the  names  of 
the  persons  forming  said  association  and  society 
with  their  places  of  residence,  the  names  of  not 
less  than  five  and  not  more  than  ten  directors, 
who  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  said  association 
and  society  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  elected  in  their  stead  and  place,  and 
the  name  adopted  by  said  association  and  society 
as  its  corporate  name,  which  articles  of  associa- 
tion shall  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  who  shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  they  are 
filed,  and  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose ;  and  upon  filing  said  articles 
of  association  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office, 
said  persons  who  shall  have  signed  said  articles  of 
association,  and  all  being  citizens  of  this  State 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  there- 
upon become  members  of  said  association  and  shall 
be  a  corporation  by  the  corporate  name  mentioned 
in  said  articles  of  association  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, and  as  such  corporation  shall  have  the  power 
to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,   to  sue  and  be 
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sued,  and  generally  to  have  the  priyileges  and  im- 
munities incident  to  bodies  politic,  and  be  subject 
to  the  liabilities  and  restrictions  imposed  thereon. 

2.  That  the  object  of  said  association  and  so- 
ciety shall  be  the  better  protection  of  game  and 
game  fish,  and  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  laws  of 
this  State  for  the  protection  of  the  same. 

3.  That  in  order  to  carry  out  the  objects  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  associations  and 
societies  to  have  the  power  to  make  and  adopt  a 
constitution  and  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the 
admission  and  fee  of  members,  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  its  property  and  funds,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  alter  and  repeal  such  constitution,  by-laws  and 
regulations,  by  a  majority  of  its  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting,  upon  notice  being  given 
at  any  regular  preceding  meeting  for  the  assess- 
ments of  its  members,  fine  on  officers  and  members 
for  failure  and  neglect  of  any  compliance  of  the 
constitution,  by-laws  and  regulations  thereof;  and 
said  fees,  assessments  and  fine  shall  be  collected 
in  the  name  of  the  association  and  society,  by  its 
corporate  name  against  the  delinquents,  as  debts 
of  like  amount  may  now  or  hereafter  be  collected 
by  law.* 


*  This  act  has  been  repealed,  but  the  repealer  does 
not  operate  as  to  asgociatlons  in  existence  and  duly 
"Incorporated  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  re- 
pealing act."  New  associations  cannot  be  formed 
under  the  above  act. 
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PROCEDURE  FOR  ENFORCING  THE  LAWS. 

• 

An  Act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  far  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for  violations  thereof. 

Approved  March  29,  1897. 

1.  All  laws  general  and  special  for  the  protection 
of  fish,  game  and  birds,  or  in  any  manner  prohibit- 
ing or  regulating  the  taking  or  possession  of  the 
same,  shall  hereafter  be  enforced  and  all  penalties 
for  violation  thereof  shall  hereafter  be  recovered 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

2.  (As  amended  March  31,  1905.)  justices  of 
the  peace,  district  courts  and  police  magistrates 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  punish  any  per- 
son or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  ac- 
cused of  violating  any  of  the  laws  specified  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  and  every  penalty  prescribed  for  such  vio- 
lation may  be  enforced  and  recovered  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magis- 
trate, either  in  the  county  where  the  offence  is 
committed  or  where  the  offender  is  first  appre- 
hended or  where  he  may  reside,  and  nothing  con- 
tained in  any  law  heretofore  passed  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  justices  of  the  peace  residing 
within  the  limits  of  any  city  where  a  district 
court  is  or  may  be  established  from  exercising 
jurisdiction  under  this  act. 

3.  Such  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or 
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police  magistrate  upon  receiving  complaint  in 
writing,  duly  verified,  of  the  violation  of  any  law 
specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  of  any 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  issue  a  warrant,  directed  to  any  con- 
stable, police  officer,  fish  and  game  warden,  fish 
and  game  protector,  or  deputy  fish  and  game 
warden  of  this  State,  commanding  him  to  cause 
the  person  or  persons  so  complained  of  to  be 
arrested  and  brought  before  such  justice,  district 
court  or  police  magistrate,  and  shall  thereupon,  in 
a  summary  way,  hear  and  determine  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  such  person  or  persons,  and,  upon 
conviction,  shall  impose  upon  the  person  or  per- 
sons so  convicted  the  penalty  or  penalties  pre- 
scribed, together  with  the  cost  of  prosecution,  for 
such  offence,  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
fail  to  pay  the  penalty  or  penalties  so  imposed, 
together  with  the  costs  of  prosecution,  the  said 
justice,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  shall 
commit  him  or  them  to  the  common  jail  of  the 
county  where  such  conviction  is  had,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  ninety  days,  or  until  said  penalty 
and  costs  are  paid. 

4.  Such  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or 
police  magistrate,  upon  receiving  complaint  in 
writing,  duly  verified,  of  the  violation  of  any  law 
specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  by  any  corporation  or  cor- 
porations, is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
issue  a  summons  directed  to  any  constable,  police 
ofllcer,  fish  and  game  warden,  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector, or  deputy  fish  and  game  warden  of  this 
State,   requiring  such  corporation  or  corporations 
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to  be  and  appear  before  such  justice  of  the  peace, 
district  court  or  police  magistrate  on  the  day 
therein  named,  to  answer  the  said  complaint, 
which  said  summons  shall  be  served  on  the  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary,  superintendent  or 
manager  of  such  corporation  at  least  five  days  be- 
fore the  time  of  appearance  mentioned  therein,  and 
thereafter  all  proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as  in 
cases  against  individuals;  except  where  a  different 
procedure  is  provided  by'  this  act. 

5.  For  the  violation  of  any  law  specified  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  done  within  the  view  of  any  constable, 
police  officer,  fish  and  game  warden,  fish  and  game 
protector,  deputy  fish  and  game  warden,  or  any 
officer  or  member  of  any  incorporated  game  pro- 
tective society,  such  officer  is  hereby  authoriseed, 
without  warrant,  to  arrest  the  offender  or  offenders 
and  to  carry  him  or  them  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  of  the 
county  wherein  such  arrest  is  made,  and  the  jus- 
tice, district  court  or  police  magistrate  before 
whom  such  offender  or  offenders  shall  be  taken  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine in  a  summary  way  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
such  person  or  persons,  after  receiving  from  the 
said  officer  a  complaint  in  writing,  duly  verified, 
setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  offence  for  which 
the  said  person  or  persons  was  or  were  arrested. 

6.  In  any  action  commenced  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  the  prevailing  party  shall  re- 
cover costs  against  the  other;  and  the  same  fees 
and  costs  shall  be  allowed  therein  as  in  trials  be- 
fore justices  of  the  peace  holding  coort  for  the 
trial  of  small  causes. 
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7.  Any  hearing  to  be  held  pursuant  to  this  act 
may,  for  good  cause  shown,  be  adjourned  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  the  return 
of  any  warrant  or  the  time  of  appearance  men- 
tioned in  any  summons,  or  from  the  date  of  any 
arrest  without  warrant,  as  the  case  may  be,  but 
in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice, 
district  court  or  police  magistrate  to  detain  the 
defendant  or  defendants  in  safe  custody  unless  he 
or  they  shall  enter  into  bond  to  the  person  making 
the  complaint  with  at  least  one  surety  in  double 
the  amount  of  the  penalty  to  be  recovered,  condi- 
tioned for  his  or  their  appearance  on  the  day  to 
which  the  hearing  shall  be  adjourned,  and  thence 
from  day  to  day  until  the  ease  is  disposed  of,  and 
then  to  abide  by  the  judgment  of  the  justice,  dis- 
trict court  op^  police  magistrate,  provided  no  ap- 
peal therefrom  be  taken,  and  such  bond,  if  for- 
feited, may  be  prosecuted  by  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  given  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

(Section  8  repealed  by  act  approved  April  27, 
1911.) 

9.  Any  party  to  any  proceeding  instituted  under 
this  act  may  appeal  from  the  judgment  or  sentence 
of  the  justice,  district  court  or  police  magistrate, 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in 
which  the  said  proceedings  take  place;  providedt 
that  the  party  appealing  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  the  date  of  the  said  judgment,  serve  a  written 
notice  of  appeal  upon  the  opposite  party,  pay  the 
costs  of  such  proceedings,  and  deliver  to  the  jus- 
tice, district  court  or  police  magistrate  a  bond  to 
the  opposite  party  in  double  the  amount  of  the 
judgment  appealed  from,  with  at  least  one  suffi- 
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cient  surety,  conditioned  to  prosecute  the  said  ap- 
peal and  to  stand  to  and  abide  by  such  further 
order  or  judgment  as  may  hereafter  be  made 
against  said  party. 

10.  (As  amended  March  31,  1905.)  Whenever 
an  appeal  shall  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  justice  of  peace,  district  court  or 
police  magistrate  to  send  all  papers,  together  with 
a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case,  to  the 
next  term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
said  county,  which  court  shall  hear  and  determine 
such  appeal  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  said 
case  was  heard  and  determined  by  such  justice  of 
the  'peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate. 

11.  The  duly  appointed  fish  and  game  protector, 
fish  and  game  wardens,  and  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  of  this  State  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  the  services 
of  process  in  cases  instituted  under  this  act  as 
constables  have  and  are  entitled  to  receive  in  the 
courts  for  the  trial  of  small  causes. 

12.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  giving  evi- 
dence in  any  action  or  proceedings  taken  or  had 
under  this  act,  on  the  ground  that  such  evidence 
might  tend  to  convict  such  witness,  or  render  him 
liable  to  prosecution  under  this  act,  but  such  evi- 
dence shall  not  be  received  against  such  witness 
in  any  such  prosecution. 

13.  If  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  shall  be  found  making  use-  of  any 
boat  or  boats,  vessel  or  vessels,  or  any  seine,  gill, 
drift,  anchor  or  sink-nets,  fixed  nets,  trap,  jjot, 
pound,  set-line,  fyke,  weir,  or  other  apparatus  for 
the  unlawful  taking  of  fish  in  any  waters  within 
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the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  in  yiolation  of  any 
of  the  laws  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
he,  she  or  they  shall,  in  addition  to  the  i)enalties 
prescribed,  forfeit  the  boat  or  boats,  vessel  or  ves- 
sels, seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets,  gill  or  gills,  drift 
or  drifts,  draw-net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  trap  or 
traps,  pot  or  pots,  pound  or  pounds,  weir  or  weirs, 
set-line  or  lines,  or  other  apparatus  so  unlawfully 
used ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  constables, 
sheriffs,  fish  and  game  wardens,  and  the  fish  and 
game  protector,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
other  person  or  persons,  to  seize  and  secure  any  of 
the  aforesaid  api>aratus,  and  immediately  there- 
after give  notice  to  some  justice  of  the  peace,  dis- 
trict court  or  police  magistrate  of  the  county 
wherein  said  seizure  shall  be  made;  and  said  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magis- 
trate is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  shall  be  appointed,  to  hear  and 
determine  in  a  summary  way  whether  the  same 
was  unlawfully  used,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
the  same  was  unlawfully  used,  to  make  an  order 
directing  the  confiscation  and  forfeiture  of  the 
same  to  the  use  of  the  game  and  fish  commissioners 
of  this  State,  who  may  dispose  thereof  at  their 
discretion. 

14.  Any  judgment  obtained  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  against  a  corporation  may  be  docketed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  in 
and  for  the  county  in  which  such  judgment  shall 
be  obtained,  and  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  for 
the  collection  of  the  same  as  if  the  said  judgment 
had  been  rendered  in  the  said  court. 

15.  Proceedings    under   this    act   may   be    insti-

as  prosecutor,  and  no  proceedings  shall  be  insti- 
tuted by  any  person  not  a  duly  commissioned  fish 
and  game  warden,  or  a  deputy  fish  and  game 
warden,  or  a  police  officer,  or  a  constable,  or  a 
member  of  any  incorporated  fish  and  game  pro- 
tective association,  or  the  fish  and  game  protector 
of  this  State. 

17.  In  all  cases  where  a  person  shall  be  con- 
victed a  second  time,  double  the  penalty  prescribed 
shall  be  imposed  upon  such  second  conviction,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  person  making 
the  complaint  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  who  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  accused 
has  been  previously  convicted,  to  lay  such  infor- 
mation before  the  justice  of  the  peace,  district 
court  or  police  magistrate,  and  produce  such  proof 
of  the  same  as  shall  be  admissible.*

cause  any  building,  enclosure  or  car  to  be  entered, 
and  any  apartment,  chest,  box,  locker,  crate, 
basket  or  package  to  be  broken  open  and  the  con- 
tents thereof  examined  by  said  fish  and  game  com- 
missioner, fish  and  game  protector  or  fish  and  game 
wardens;  all  birds,  animals  or  fish,  or  nets,  or 
fishing  appliance  or  apparatus,  seized  by  the  fish 
and  game  commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector 
or  any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police 
magistrate  before  whom  the  offence  is  tried;  and 
such  fish  and  game  commissioners,  fish  and  game 
protector  or  fish  and  game  wardens  shall  not  be 
liable  for  damages  on  account  of  any  such  search 
or  the  destruction  of  any  nets  or  fishing  apparatus 
of  any  kind  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

2.  In  prosecutions  instituted  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  no  further  pleadings 
than  the  filing  of  the  complaint  and  the  issuing  of 
the  warrant  shall  be  necessary  on  the  part  of  the 
prosecutor,  nor  shall  any  such  proceedings  be  in- 
validated on  account  of  lack  of  endorsement  of 
the  complaint  or  the  warrant  or  for  insufficiency  in 
the  recital  of  the  offence  charged ;  provided^  how- 
ever, that  said  complaint  shall  specify  the  section 
and  the  title  of  the  act  charged  to  have  been  vio- 
lated, the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  alleged 
offence  and  the  location  where  it  is  charged  the 
offence  was  committed. 


Instructions  to  Wardens  and 

Deputies. 


In  charging  a  person  with  having  violated  any 
section  of  the  fish  and  game  law,  be  careful  to 
charge  that  the  violation  was  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  section  (giving  it)  of  the  act  entitled 
(here  reciting  the  title  of  the  general  act  and  the 
date  of  the  approval  thereof).  If,  however,  such 
section  has  been  amended,  after  reciting  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  the  original  act,  add  as  follows : 
"as   said   section    was   amended   by   act   approved 

nineteen  hundred  and  .'* 

In  a  great  many  of  the  section  of  the  fish  and 
game  law  there  are  exceptions.  An  exception 
must  be  negatived.  By  this  is  meant  that  where 
there  is  an  exception  in  favor  of  some  person  or 
thing,  you  simply  charge  the  violation  and  charge 
that  the  person  is  not  within  the  exception.  For 
instance,  as  an  illustration  of  negativing  an  ex- 
ception and  reciting  the  facts  of  the  amendment  of 
a  section,  the  following  is  given,  with  respect  to 
section  ten  of  the  General  Fish  and  Game  act. 

Albert  Jones,  at  the  township  of  , 

in  the  county  of  ,  on  the 

day  of  ,  nineteen  hundred  and 

,  did  kill  a  reed  bird,  said  day 
NOT  Iteing  a  day  from  the  first  day  of  September 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decembery  hoth  dates  in- 
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elusive,  of  the  year  aforesaidy  contrary  to  and  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  ten  of  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Neio  Jersey, 
entitled  "An  aot  for  the  protection  of  certain  kinds 
of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method 
of  capture  and  to  provide  open  and  close  seasons 
for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revision  of 
1903),"  approved  April  14th,  1903,  as  said  section 
was  amended  by  act  approved  April  10th,  1907 
(P.  L.  1907,  p.  66). 

As  the  rule  of  law  requires  an  exception  of  this 
kind  to  be  negatived,  the  complaint  must  recite  the 
exception. 

It  has  often  been  mooted  as  to  whether  the  com- 
plaint and  summons  must  be  endorsed  as  in  ordi- 
nary actions  by  common  informers.  The  proceed- 
ings under  the  Fish  and  Game  act  are  summary 
and  are  not  before  a  court,  the  justice  of  the  peace 
sitting  merely  as  a  magistrate,  and  it  has  been 
held  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the  endorsement 
on  the  complaint  and  summons  is  not  necessary; 
nor  is  the  justice  required  to  keep  a  docket,  or  a 
record  of  the  evidence,  because  the  form  of  con- 
viction has  been  prescribed  by  the  Legislature.  It 
is  suggested,  however,  that  it  would  be  well  for  the 
justice  to  keep  a  record  of  what  transpires  before 
him  in  order  that  if  at  any  time  the  justice  should 
be  required  to  certify  what  transpired,  he  will  be 
^i!^abled  to  examiae  his  record.

The  complaint  having  been  read  to  the  defendant 
he  declared  himself  not  guilty  and  demanded  a  trial. 

At  the  request  of  the  defendant  I  adjourned  the 
trial  to  October  12th,  19  ,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  defendant  entered  into  bond  in  the  sum  of  forty 
dollars  with  James  Kelley,  a  surety  for  his  appearance 
before  me  on  the  day  and  the  hour  Qxed  for  trial. 

October  12th,  19  ,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.  This  being 
the  day  of  appearance  mentioned  in  defendant's  bond, 
and  the  day  set  for  the  trial  of  this  cause,  the  de- 
fendant appeared ;    the  prosecutor  also  appeared. 

Trial  proceeded.  On  the  part  of  the  prosecutor 
Julian  Devere  was  sworn  as  a  witness  and  testified 
that  on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  19  ,  he  saw  the 
defendant  at  the  railroad  station  at  Midvale,  in 
Pompton  township,  in  Passaic  county ;  that  defendant 
had  a  shotgun  with  him.  Witness  asked  defendant 
what  he  had  been  doing.  Defendant  replied  that  he 
had  been  hunting  and  killed  one  quail.  Defendant 
produced  the  quail  and  showed  it  to  witness  and  said 
that  he  had  shot  it  that  day  near  the  station. 

For  the  defendant  the  said  Albert  Jones  was  sworn 
as  a  witness.  He  testified  that  he  had  killed  one 
quail,  as  was  alleged,  but  that  when  he  did  so  he  was 
ignorant  that  it  was  against  the  law. 

The  evidence  being  closed,  I  gave  judgment  for  the 
prosecutor    and    against    the    defendant,    finding    the 
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defendant  guilty  of  the  offence  cbarged  in  tbe  com- 
plaint. 

I  thereupon  imposed  upon  the  defendant  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars,  and  three  dollars  and  forty  cents, 
the  costs  of  prosecution. 

The  defendant  haying  failed  to  pay  said  penalty 
and  the  costs,  I  did  order  that  he  be  committed  to 
the  county  jail  for  a  period  of  ten  days. 

I  issued  a  commitment  and  gave  it  to  Richard 
Roe,  a  constable.

Abstract  of  Decisions. 


Following  will  be  found  some  decisions  rendered 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and 
some  of  the  higher  State  courts  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  enforcement  of  fish  and  game  laws. 
The  number  of  decisions  might  have  been  multi- 
plied, but  the  principle  in  all  is  practically  the 
same,  that  each  State  has  almost  unlimited  power 
to  enact  laws  for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game. 
In  rendering  the  opinions  in  the  cases  cited  below 
the  courts  almost  invariably  referred  to  previous 
decisions  or  to  authorities,  and  these  may  be  read- 
ily ascertained  by  reference  to  the  full  decisions. 


Ownership  of  Fish  and  Game. 

In  Gentile  v.  State,  29  Ind,  415,  the  court,  citing 
2  Black  Comm.  392,  said:  "As  far  as  any  right 
of  property  in  fish  can  exist  it  is  in  the  public,  or 
is  common  to  all.  No  individual  property  in  them 
exists  until  they  are  taken  or  reduced  to  actual 
possession." 

"The  States  own  the  tidewaters  themselves  and 
the  fish  in  them,  so  far  as  they  are  capable  of  own- 
ership while  running.  For  this  purpose  the  State 
represents  its  people,  and  the  ownership  is  that  of 
the  people  in  their  united  sovereignty." — McCready 
t.  Virginia,  U,  8,  394.

'The  ownership  of  fish  is  in  the  State  for  the 
benefit  of  its  people  in  common,  and  the  Legisla- 
ture has  the  right  to  permit  individaals  to  catch 
them  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may 
impose,  and  to  restrict  the  property  acquired  in 
them  when  caught  to  such  extent  as  it  deems 
proper.  It  may  prohibit  catching  them  entirely, 
or  for  a  specified  season,  or  it  may  permit  them  to 
be  caught  for  the  use  of  the  person  who  makes 
the  catch  and  withhold  the  right  to  sell  them  or 
ship  them  for  sale." — State  v.  Organ,  56  Ark.  267. 

''No  one  has  a  property  in  the  animals  and 
fowls  denominated  *game'  until  they  are  reduced 
to  possession." — Magner  v.  People,  97  III.  320, 
citing  2  Kenfs  Com.  (Sth  ed.),  416  et  seq.,  and 
Cooley  on  Torts  435. 

"The  person  killing  game  under  this  statute  has 
but  a  qualified  property  in  the  birds  after  they  are 
killed.  He  may  consume  them.  If  a  trespasser 
should  take  them  from  him,  he  might  maintain  an 
appropriate  action  to  regain  the  possession.  But 
the  law  which  authorized  him  to  kill  the  quail  has 
withheld  the  right  to  sell  or  the  right  to  ship  for 
the  purpose  of  sale,  and  when  such  person  under- 
takes to  ship  for  sale  he  is  undertaking  to  assert 
a  right  not  conferred  by  law." — American  Express 
Co.  V.  People,  133  III.  649. 

A  Massachusetts  law  provides  that  fish  artifi- 
cially propagated  or  maintained  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  person  propagating  or  maintaining 
them,  and  a  person  legally  engaged  in  their  culture 
and  maintenance  may  take  them  in  his  own  waters 
at  pleasure,  and  may  have  them  in  possession  for 
purposes  properly  connected  with  said  culture  and 
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maintenance,  and  may  at  all  times  sell  them  for 
these  .purposes,  but  shall  not  sell  them  for  food 
at  seasons  when  their  capture  is  prohibited  by 
taw.^  This  law  was  sustained  as  constitutional  in 
Commonwealth  v.  Qilherty  35  N,  E.  Rep.  454. 


Posseasion  of  Game. 

In  October,  1889,  Edgar  M.  Greer  was  prose- 
cuted in  iNew  London,  Connecticut,  for  unlawfully 
receiving  and  having  in  his  possession  certain  game 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  transportation 
thereof  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  such  game 
having  been  killed  in  the  State  of  Connecticut 
during  the  season  in  which  the  law  permitted  the 
killing  thereof.  The  defendant  was  convicted,  and 
this  conviction  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  of  Connecticut  (67  Conn.  144). 
The  case  was  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  at  the  October  term,  1895,  and 
at  the  March  term,  1896,  the  conviction  was  sus- 
tained. The  decision  in  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  was  written  by  Justice  White,  and  is 
an  elaborate  exposition  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  fish  and  game  legislation. 

In  the  case  of  Phelps  v.  Racey^  60  ^.  Y.  10,  the 
New  York  Court  of  Appeals  sustained  a  conviction 
for  having  game  in  possession  in  close  season, 
overruling  the  defence  that  the  game  had  been 
brought  to  New  York  from  another  State,  or  that 
it  had  been  killed  within  the  open  season,  and  also 
deciding  that  such  a  statute  is  not  in  violation  of 
the  inter-state  commerce  law. 
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The  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  (jO- 
lumbia,  in  the  case  of  Javins  et  al.  v.  United 
States,  sustained  the  conviction  of  the  defendants 
for  unlawful  possession  of  quail  in  an  opinion  filed 
November  1st,  1897,  although  the  defendants 
showed  that  the  game  had  come  into  their  posses- 
sion in  the  regular  course  of  trade  from  Illinois 
or  Missouri. 

The  latest  decision,  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going principle,  was  rendered  by  the  Ck>urt  of 
Errors  of  Maryland  in  June,  1891). 

Other  cases  in  which  convictions  were  sustained 
for  possession  of  game  lawfully  taken  in  some 
other  States  are:  Commonwealth  v.  Hally  128 
Mass.  410;  Commonwealth  v.  Wilkinson,  139  Pa, 
298;  People  v.  O'Neih  71  Mich,  325;  Davis  v, 
McNair  {Ont,),  21  Central  L.  J,  480;  Guyer  v. 
Queen,  23  Q,  B.  D.  100;  Whitehead  v.  Smithers, 
2  0.  P.  D,  563 ;  Roth  v.  State,  7  Ohio  C.  C.  62 ; 
State  v.  Randolph,  1  Mo.  App,  15. 


Right  to   Destroy  Nets. 

In  the  case  of  Liawton  et  al.  v,  Steele,  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  held  to  be  con- 
stitutional the  law  of  New  York  providing  for  the 
summary  destruction  of  nets  and  providing  that 
no  damages  should  be  recovered  for  such  destruc- 
tion.    Opinion  rendered  March  5th,  1894. 

A  similar  opinion  was  rendered  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Michigan  in  1897. 

See  also  case  of  Schneider  v.  Flfield,  referred  to 
under  heading  "Fish  in  Tide  Waters."

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Obstruction  by  Dams. 

The  Supreme  Ooart  of  Iowa  in  1899  held  to  be 
constitutional  a  law  which  required  owners  of 
dams  to  place  fishways  in  such  dams. 


Restricting  tlie   Right  to   Fisii  and    Hunt. 

The  right  of  a  State  to  prohibit  the  taking  of 
fish  on  the  part  of  all  persons,  Including  persons 
fishing  in  their  own  waters,  was  uphel(l  in  the  case 
of  the  State  of  Vermont  i?.  Theriault,  in  a  decision 
rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont, 
opinion  filed  July  20,  1898. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey  and 
reported  in  III.  Vroom: 

1.  The  soil  under  the  waters  of  fresh  water 
lakes,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  original  grant 
of  the  province  of  New  Jersey,  is  in  the  proprie- 
tors, and  not  in  the  State,  and  may  be  acquired  by 
an  individual  owner  by  grant  from  the  council  of 
proprietors. 

2.  The  exclusive  right  of  fishery  is  prima  fade 
in  the  owner  of  the  soil,  but  may  be  acquired  sep- 
arate from  the  ownership  of  the  soil,  by  grant  or 
prescription. 

3.  A  light  of  fishery  in  private  waters  cannot 
be  claimed  by  custom,  but  must  be  prescribed  for 
in  a  que  estate,  and  a  right  claimed  by  prescrip- 
tion is  not  established  by  proof  of  customary  right. 

4.  In  analogy  with   the  statute   of  limitations. 
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which  does  not  apply  to  incorporeal  hereditaments, 
an  adverse  user  of  an  incorporeal  hereditament  for 
the  period  of  twenty  years  affords  a  presumption 
of  a  grant  which  has  been  lost. 

5.  An  user,  to  be  adverse,  must  be  under  a~  claim 
of  right  against  the  true  owner,  with  such  circum- 
stances of  notoriety  as  to  afford  an  indication  to 
the  owners  that  a  right  is  claimed  against  him. 

6.  When  the  owner  of  a  fishery  does  not  himself 
work  it  for  profit,  but  suffers  the  public  to  fish  in 
it  without  objection,  an  user  by  an  individual, 
which  is  not  distinguished  from  that  of  the  public, 
will  be  considered  permissive,  and  not  adverse,  un- 
less there  is  evidence  that  it  was  under  a  claim  of 
right  in  himself,  and  that  the  owner,  knowing  of 
such  claim,  acquiesced  in  it. 

7.  That  the  defendant,  or  those  under  whom  he 
claims,  erected  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public  who  might  visit  the  lake — the  owner- 
ship of  which  is  in  another — for  the  purpose  of 
fishing,  is  not  evidence  of  a  prescriptive  right  in 
the  defendant  to  fish  therein. 

This  was  followed  by  the  following  syllabus  of 
opinion  to  be  found  in  IV.  Vroom: 

1.  The  right  to  fish  and  take  fish  is  not  an  ease- 
ment. It  is  a  right  of  profits  in  lands,  and  cannot 
be  claimed  under  the  designation  of  easement. 

2.  The  only  mode  of  acquiring  a  right  of  taking 
a  profit  on  another*s  soil  is  by  grant  or  prescrip- 
tion, and  it  must  be  so  pleaded. 

3.  The  right  claimed  in  this  plea  cannot  exist 
in  the  soil  of  a  private  proprietor  either  by  custom 
or  prescription. 
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4.  A  right  of  fishing  in  private  waters  cannot 
be  acquired  by  the  public  by  dedication. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  to  be 
found  in  XIX.  Vroom: 

1.  The  act  for  the  protection  of  game  and  fish, 
approved  April  4,  1878,  in  providing  for  greater 
restrictions  and  severer  penalties  upon  non-resi- 
dents of  the  State  than  upon  residents  for  hunting 
game  is  not  contrary  to  those  clauses  of  the  14th 
amendment  of  the  National  Constitution,  which 
declare  that  no  State  shall  deprive  any  person  of 
life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of 
law,  or  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdicition 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

2.  The  act  does  not  violate  Article  IV,  Sec.  7, 
Par.  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  New  Jersey. 

3.  The  term  "law"  in  the  paragraph  cited  means 
an  enactment  of  the  Legislature. 

4.  The  statute  of  April  4,  1878,  above  mentioned, 
is  valid  in  its  application  to  the  act  of  a  non-resi- 
dent of  the  State  killing  game  on  the  property  of 
persons  who  have  formed  an  association,  under 
the  laws  of  the  State,  for  the  protection  of  game 
on  their  own  property. 


Dogs  Running  at  Large. 

The  New  York  statute  prohibiting  the  running 
at  large  of  dogs  in  a  deer  country  was  sustained 
as  constitutional  by  the  New  York  Court  of  Ap- 
peals in  1899  in  the  case  of  Ives  v.  New  York. 
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Rfght  of  Trial  by  Jury. 

"There  is  not  a  State  in  the  Union  which  has 
not  a  constitutional  provision  entitling  persons 
charged  with  crime  to  a  trial  by  jury,  and  yet 
from  time  immemorial  the  practice  has  been  to 
try  persons  charged  with  petty  offences  before  a 
police  magistrate,  who  not  only  passes  upon  the 
question  of  guilt,  but  metes  out  the  proper  punish- 
ment. This  has  never  been  treated  as  an  in- 
fraction of  the  constitution,  though  technically  a 
person  may  in  this  way  be  deprived  of  his  liberty 
without  the  intervention  of  a  jury."  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  March  5,  1894;  Lawton  et  aL  v. 
Steele,  citing  Callan  v.  Wilson,  127  U.  S.  540. 

Judge  Reed,  of  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court, 
in  refusing  an  application  to  set  aside  a  judgment 
because  the  justice  below  had  refused  a  jury  in 
summary  proceedings  instituted  under  the  oleomar- 
garine act,  said:  "There  is  no  constitutional  right 
to  a  trial  by  jury  in  this  kind  of  summary  proceed- 
ings to  enforce  police  regulations.  Such  proceed- 
ings before  magistrates  were  a  part  of  the  law  of 
England,  and  it  is  only  trial  by  jury  as  it  exists  at 
common  law  that  is  guaranteed  by  the  constitu- 
tion. Johnson  v.  Barclay,  1  Harr.  1,  6."  10  N.  J. 
L.  J.  175. 

Procedure. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  New  Jersey  Court  of  Errors  and 
Appeals  March  6th,  1890: 
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"The  proceedings  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
under  the  Game  and  Fish  act  of  March  22d,  1895 
(2  Gen,  StaU^  p.  1580),  are  not  'summary';  in 
such  sense  that  the  record  of  convictions  must  set 
forth  the  evidence  on  which  the  conviction  rested. 

2.  If  the  verdict  of  the  jury  or  the  finding  of 
the  judge  does  not  determine  the  issue  of  fact  pre- 
sented for  trial,  a  final  judgment  rendered  upon 
such  a  verdict  or  finding  is  erroneous. 

3.  A  certificate  of  the  trial  judge  showing  what 
conclusion  of  fact  he  intended  to  announce  on  the 
trial  of  an  issue  without  jury  will  not  rectify  the 
record  of  a  judgment  which  appears  to  be  erro- 
neous for  want  of  a  determination  of  the  issue/' 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court,  and  re- 
ported in  XXIX.  Vroom: 

1.  A  statute  gave  jurisdiction  to  justices  of  the 
peace  to  entertain  actions  for  penalties  "upon 
receiving  proof  of  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  one  or 
more  persons  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act."  Heldy  that  "proof"  in  this 
context  means  testimony  that  conforms  to  the 
fundamental  rules  of  evidence. 

2.  That  an  affidavit  made  upon  information  and 
belief  is  not  such  proof. 


Fish  in  Tidewaters. 

The  right  of  each  State  to  control  and  regulate 
the  taking  of  fish  in  the  ocean  within  three  nauti- 
cal miles  of  the  shore  was  affirmed  by  the  United 
States   Supreme   Court   in   Manchester  v.    Maasa- 
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chusettSj  139  U.  8.  JR.,  p.  240,  in  which /case  the 
court  held  that  the  control  of  the  water  indicated 
as  far  as  fishing  is  concerned  is  vested  in  each 
individual  State  and  not  in  the  United  States. 
In  August,  1895,  a  suit  was  instituted  by  Fish 
and  Game  Warden  Schneider  in  the  county  of 
Atlantic  against  John  C.  Fifield  and  others, 
charging  them  with  having  violated  the  law  pro- 
hibiting the  taking  of  menhaden  within  three  miles 
of  the  New  Jersey  coast,  a  law  which  has  since 
been  repealed,  its  place  being  taken  by  a  law  pro- 
viding for  the  licensing  of  vessels  for  taking  men- 
haden. The  case  was  carried  on  certiorari  to  the 
New  Jersey  Supreme  Court,  and,  in  addition  to 
the  above,  counsel  for  accused  raised  the  point 
that  the  provision  in  the  law  providing  for  a 
seizure  of  the  vessel  and  appurtenance  previous  to 
any  other  proceeding  was  unconstitutional,  as  it 
deprived  a  person  of  his  property  without  due 
process  of  law.  The  Supreme  Court  sustained  the 
conviction,  but  no  opinion  was  ever  written.  On 
the  second  point  raised,  see  Haney  v.  Compton^  7 
Yroom  507,  and  Day  v.  Compton^  8  Vroom  514.

To  Wardens,  Deputy  Wardens  and  Magistrates: 

In  all  cases  a  copy  of  a  complaint  must  be  for- 
i;irarded  to  the  office  of  the  Commission. 

In  cases  under  the  Resident  License  act  of 
April  21st,  1909,  the  complainant  is  allowed  one- 
half  of  the  penalty;  the  entire  penalty  must  be 
sent  to  the  commission,  which  will  then  pay  the 
complainant  his  share,  on  presentation  of  proper 
bill,  with  affidavit  as  to  correctness  and  also  con- 
taining a  certification  by  committing  magistrate 
that  the  complainant  is  entitled  to  same. 

Any  person  furnishing  evidence  to  secure  a 
conviction  for  hunting  or  killing  deer  illegally 
(Act  of  March  27,  1912) ;  also  for  killing  any  bird 
or  animal,  the  killing  of  which  is  prohibited 
from  October  fifteenth  to  November  first  (Sec  2 
Act  of  April  1,  1912),  is  entitled  to  one-half  of 
the  penalty  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  magis- 
trate and  'the  balance  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mission. 

Note:  Make  all  checks  payable  to  the  order  of 
Wm.  A.  Logue,  Treasurer,  and  send  them  to  the 
office  of  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners, 
State  House,  Trenton,  N.  J. 

In  all  other  fish  and  game  cases  a  commission* 
ed  deputy  warden  is  allowed  $5  of  each  penalty 
collected,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the 
committing  magistrate,  and  the  balance  of  the 
penalty  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Commission.

RESIDENT  HUNTING   LICENSES. 

No  citizen  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  hunt  any 
of  the  game  birds,  wild  animals  or  fowls  without 
first  procuring  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only 
when  and  where  hunting  is  lawfuL  The  word 
"citizen"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  person, 
male  or  female,  who  has  resided  or  shall  reside 
bona-fide  in  this  State  for  a  period  of  one  year 
immediately  preceding  the  application  for  a  li- 
cense. The  law  provides  that  the  occupant  of 
any  farm  in  this  State  and  the  immediate  mem- 
bers of  the  family  of  said  occupant  residing  on 
said  farm  shall  have  the  right  without  said  li- 
cense to  hunt  on  said  farm  when  hunting  thereon 
is  lawful.  The  words  '^members  of  the  family  of 
said  occupant/'  however,  shall  not  be  taken  to 
include  any  employe  or  tenant  of  said  occupant. 
Said  license  shall  be  procured  from  any  county, 
city,  borough,  town,  township  or  village  derk, 
to  be  furnished  to  said  respective  clerks  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  through 
the  county  clerk.  All  licenses  expire  December 
31st.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  shall  prove  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  clerk  that  he  is  a  citizen 
of  this  State  within  the  meaning  of  the  act. 
The  license  must  be  exhibited  by  the  licensee  on 
demand  of  any  person;  is  not  transferrable  and 
gives  no  right  to  trespass.  Penalty  for  viola- 
tions, $20.  Cost  of  license,  $1;  clerk's  fee,  15 
cents  extra. 

INFORMATION    CONCERNING    HUNTING 

LICENSES. 

Minors. — There  is  no  prohibition  against  grant- 
ing a  license  to  a  minor;  nor  is  there  any  prohi- 
tion  against  his  hunting  in  a  lawful  manner. 
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Aliens. — ^When  a  man  believed  to  be  an  alien 
applies  for  a  Hesident  hunting  licenBe,  he  should 
be    made  to  show  his  naturalization  papers,  or 
produce  other  proofs  to  show  that  he  is  entitled 
to    a    Resident    hunting    license;    and    the    clerk 
should  refuse  to  issue  a  Resident  license  if  he  is 
not  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  en- 
titled  to  take  out  such  a  license.    He  must  have 
taken  out  his  full  naturalization  papers  before  he 
is  entitled  to  a  Resident  hunting  license.     Resi- 
dence in  the  State  does  not  entitle  a  foreigner  to 
take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license,  any  more 
than  it  entitles  him  to  vote. 

Unnaturalized,  Foreign-Born  Residents. — ^Un- 
naturalized;  foreign-born  residents  are  not  per- 
mitted to  hunt  without  a  license.  To  obtain  such 
license  the  applicant  should  fill  out  a  blank  appli- 
cation to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  of  the  State  on  the  applica- 
tion of  any  clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town  or 
township,  or  other  municipality.  The  cost  for 
said  license  is  $10,  together  with  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents  to  the  clerk.  On  receipt  -of  an  application 
blank  properly  filled  out,  a  blank  license  will  be 
forwarded  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners to  the  clerk.  The  clerk  issuing  the 
license  shall  send  the  State's  fee  of  $10  to  Hon- 
orable Daniel  S.  Voorhees,  State  Treasurer,  Tren- 
ton, N.  J. 

Non-Residents. — ^Non-residents  are  not  permit- 
ted to  hunt  without  a  license.  The  fact  that  an 
applicant  owns  property  in  this  State,  or  that 
he  has  a  summer  residence  in  the  State,  does  not 
entitle  him  to  take  out  a  Resident  hunting  li- 
cense, if  he  has  not  lived  in  the  State  one  year 
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preceding  the  application  for  a  license.  Only 
county  clerks  are  authorized  to  issue  licenses  to 
non-residents.  Ck>st,  $10.50.  Ck>unty  clerks  will 
furnish  the  application  blank  for  a  Kon-Resident 
license.  One's  fixed  permanent  abode  determines 
his  residence. 

Lost  Licenses. — ^When  a  hunting  license  has 
been  lost  a  duplicate  or  certificate  cannot  be  is- 
sued. A  new  license  must  be  obtained  at  the 
original  cost. 

Spoiled  Licenses.— When  a  Resident  license  has 
accidentally  been  spoiled  at  the  time  of  making 
it  out,  in  order  t  obtain  credit  for  the  same  it 
must  be  attached  to  the  report  of  the  month  of 
issue,  and  forwarded  with  the  regular  returns 
through  the  county  clerk  to  the  State  Treasurer. 
No  explanation  can  be  accepted  if  unaccompanied 
by  the  damaged  license.  Licenses  represent  cash. 
For  each  license  issued  the  derk  must  return 
either  the  license  itself  at  the  proper  time,  or  its 
face  value.  A  license  which  has  once  been  issued 
to  a  hunter  cannot  be  returned  as  a  spoiled  li- 
cense, neither  can  a  spoiled  license  he  returned  at 
a  later  date  than  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
following  the  month  of  issuance. 


IT  IS  ILLEGAL  AT  ALL  TIMES: 

To  use  in  hunting  fowl  or  animals  of  any 
kind,  any  shotgun  or  rifle  holding  more  than  two 
cartridges  at  one  time,  or  that  may  be  fired  more 
than  twice  without  reloading. 

To  use  a  silencer  on  any  gun  or  firearm  for 
hunting  game. 
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To  capture,  kill,  injure  or  to  have  in  posies- 
sion  insectivorous  and  certain  other  birds  and  to 
rob  birds'  nests. 

For  non-residents  to  hunt  without  license. 
Cost  $10.50.  Said  license  may  be  obtained  from 
county  clerk.  Non-residents  may  remove  from 
State  in  any  one  day  reed  birds  and  rail  birds 
to  a  number  not  exceeding  60  of  each  species; 
other  birds  to  a  number  not  exceeding  15,  and 
rabbits  to  a  number  not  exceeding  10,  provided 
same  are  exposed  to  open  view. 

For  any  unnaturalized  foreigner  to  hunt,  with- 
out procuring  a  license.  Cost,  $10.50.  Said  U- 
cense  may  be  obtained  from  the  derk  of  any 
county,  city,  town,  township  or  any  municipality. 

To  hunt  geese,  ducks,  or  any  water  wild  fowl, 
except  between  one  hour  before  sunrise  and  until 
one  hour  after  sunset;  to  hunt  any  kind  of  water 
wild  fowl  from  boats  not  propelled  by  oars  or 
paddles. 

To  catch  or  keep  trout  less  than  6  inches  in 
length,  black  or  white  bass  less  than  9  inches  in 
lengthy  or  pike-perch,  pickerel  and  pike  less  than 
12  inches  in  length. 

To  take  trout,  bass,  pike,  pickerel  and  pike- 
perch  between  9  P.  M.  and  daylight. 

To  permit  dogs  to  run  rabbits  at  night  at  any 
time,  or  to  run  at  large  except  between  the  first 
of  October  and  the  first  of  February. 

To  remove  from  the  State  quail,  ruffed  grouse 
(commonly  known  as  partridge),  pinnated  grouse, 
woodcock,  hare,  rabbit,  squirrel,  English  or  ring- 
neck  pheasant,  Hungarian  partridge,  or  any  dude, 
goose,  brant,  or  other  water  ^ild  fowl. 

To  take  or  have  in  possession  in  any  one  day 
more  than  25  trout,  10  quail,  3  English  or  ring-

neck  pheasants,  3  Hungarian  partridges,  10  wood- 
eock,  3  ruffed  grouse,  20  ducks,  10  geese,  10 
brant,  10  rabbits,  30  marsh  hens  or  mud  hens; 
hotels,  restaurants  and  dealers  at  place  of  busi- 
ness excepted. 

To  take  or  to  attempt  to  take  any  game  ex- 
cept by  the  use  of  guns  held  at  arm's  length. 

To  use  ferrets  for  hunting  hare  or  rabbit. 

To  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  in  any 
manner  excepting  with  hook  and  line,  but  min- 
nows for  bait  may  be  taken  with  a  seine  not 
over  50  feet  long  in  ponds  and  lakes  of  over  100 
acres,  and  in  other  waters,  with  a  seine  not  over 
30  feet  in  length.  Eels  may  be  taken  with  weirs 
between  the  fifteenth  of  August  and  the  last  of 
November  and  at  all  times  with  wicker  baskets 
anchored  on  the  bottom  of  streams  and  ponds. 
For  Delaware  River  and  other  tide  waters  see 
special  laws. 

To  have  trapped  game  in  possession. 

To  hunt  on  Sunday  or  carry  firearms  in  the 
fields  or  woods  or  on  the  waters  on  Sunday  or 
to  hunt  for  any  squirrel,  quail,  partridge,  phea- 
sant, woodcock  or  rabbits  when  there  is  a  track- 
ing snow  on  the  groimd. 

To  shoot  into  any  squirrel's  nest. 

To  pollute  streams.  To  use  medicated  bait  or 
explosives  of  any  kind  for  taking  fish.  To  draw 
off  water  to  take  fish.  To  permit  the  erection  or 
maintenance  of  unlawful  contrivances  for  tak- 
ing game  and  fish;  applies  to  owners  and  tenants 
of  lands.  To  use  carp  for  bait  or  in  any  other 
way  to  put  carp  in  fresh  water.  To  take  fish 
through  ice  in  fresh  waters.  To  hunt  reed  birds 
after  sunset  or  before  sunrise. 

To  use  set  lines  in  waters  inhabited  by  pick- 
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erel,  pike,  pike-perch,  bass  or  trout,  or  to  use 
any  contrivance  in  fishing  having  more  than  three 
hooks  or  more  than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  or 
to  have  such  contrivances  in  possession. 


The  penalties  are  from  $20  to  $500  for  each  vio- 
lation. In  case  of  non-payment  of  fines  and 
costs  the  convicted  are  subject  to  imprisonment. 

The  open  season  includes  both  dates  men- 
tioned. 

Dogs  running  at  large  may  be  killed  under 
municipal  regulations. 

Farmers  and  fruit  growers  have  the  right  to 
trap  rabbits  under  certain  restrictions. 

Dealers  have  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of 
the  season  in  which  to  dispose  of  game. 

The  taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch,  catfish, 
sunfish,  suckers  and  eels  with  hook  and  line  only 
is  permitted  at  all  times  of  the  year,  provided 
that  not  more  than  three  hooks  are  used,  except- 
ing the  taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch  in  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  and  also  their  tribu- 
taries where  tide  ebbs  and  flows. 

Game  Fish  in  Delaware  River  and  Bay,  and  also 
Their  Tributaries  Where  Tide  Ebbs  and  Flows. 

Game  Fish. — See  chart  for  season.  Can  be 
taken  with  hook  and  line  only.  Number  of  lines 
not  to  exceed  two,  and  under  immediate  super- 
vision. 

Size. — Illegal  to  take  rock  fish  over  20  pounds 
or  under  10  inches;  sturgeon  under  5  feet;  black 
bass  under  9  inches;  pike,  pickerel  or  pike-perch 
under  12  inches;  calico  or  strawberry  bass,  orap- 
pie,  white  bass,  rock  bass  or  trout  under  6  inches. 


General  Fish  and  Game  Laws 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of 
\ttids,  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method 
of  capture  and  provide  open  and  close  sea- 
sons for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revi- 
sion of  1903). 

Approved  April  14,  1903. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  pursue,  with  intent 
to  kill  or  injure,  or  in  any  manner  to  attempt 
to  take  or  injure,  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful 
to  kill  or  destroy  or  injure  any  anatidse,  com- 
monly known  as  swans,  geese,  brant  and  river 
and  sea  ducks;  rallidae,  commonly  known  as 
rails,  gallinules,  coots  and  mudhens;  limicolse, 
commonly  known  as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or 
bay  snipe,  among  them  being  yellow  legs,  plov- 
ers, Willets,  sand  pipers,  dowitchers  or  robin 
snipe,  brown  backs,  curlews,  turn-stones  or  cal- 
ico backs,  godwits  or  marlin,  tattlers  and  wood- 
cock; gallinse,  commonly  known  as  wild  turkeys, 
grouse,  prairie  chickens,  pheasants,  partridges 
and  quails;  and  the  species  of  icteridee,  common- 
ly known  as  reed  birds;  or  any  hare,  commonly 
known  as  rabbit;  gray,  black  or  fox  squirrel; 
or  any  other  game  bird  or  game  animal  what- 
soever,  excepting  in  the  manner  usually  known 
as  hunting  with  a  gun,  the  gun  being  such  as 
may  be  held  at  arm's  length  and  fired  from  the 
shoulder  without  rests  and  at  such  times  as  may 
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be  permitted   in   this   act,   under  a   penalty    of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  (As  amended  February  28,  1912).  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
farmers  and  fruit  growers  from  trapping  rabbits 
in  box  traps  during  the  entire  year;  provided, 
however,  that  such  trapping  shall  be  done  on 
the  property  owned  or  leased  for  the  raising  of 
fruit,  vegetables  or  other  produce  by  the  per- 
son so  trapping;  and  provided,  that  the  person 
so  trapping  shall  first  have  made  an  affidavit 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  that  rabbits  have 
injured  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  produce  on 
his  or  her  premises,  and  shall  have  immediately 
sent  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  fish  and 
game  commission,  who,  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
said  afildavit,  shall,  in  his  discretion,  issue  to 
said  person  a  permit  to  so  trap,  and  the  person 
so  trapping  shall  keep  the  rabbits  alive,  and 
notify  the  fish  and  game  warden  of  the  county, 
who  shall  liberate  said  rabbits  in  such  parts  of 
the  State  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Qame  Commissioners;  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  barter  or  sell  any  rabbits  so  trapped. 

3.  (As  amended  April  15,  1011.)  No  person 
shall,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  kill  or 
catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession  living  or 
dead,  any  wild  bird  other  than  a  game  bird,  or 
purchase,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  such  wild 
bird  after  it  has  been  killed  or  caught,  and  no 
part  of  plumage,  skin  or  body  of  any  bird  pro- 
tected by  this  section  shall  be  sold  or  had  in 
possession  for  sale.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act, 
pluma^  includes  any  part  of  the  feathers,  head, 
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wings  or  tail  of  any  bird,  and  wherever  the  word 
occurs  in  this  act  reference  is  had  equally  to 
plumage  of  birds  coming  from  without  the  State 
as  to  that  obtained  within  the  State,  but  it 
shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  feathers 
of  birds  of  paradise,  ostriches,  domestic  fowl  or 
domestic  pigeons.  The  fact  that  any  birds  or  game 
belong  to  a  different  species  from  that  native  to 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  constitute  no  de- 
fence to  the  possession  thereof;  provided,  such 
birds  or  game  belong  to  the  same  family  as  that 
protected  by  this  act.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
act  the  following  shall  be  considered  game 
birds:  The  anatidse,  commonly  known  as  swans, 
geese,  brant  and  river  and  sea  ducks;  the  ral- 
lidse,  commonly  known  as  rails,  gallinules,  coots 
and  mudhens;  the  limicolse,  commonly  known  as 
shore  birds,  plovers,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcodc, 
sandpipers,  tattlers  and  curlews;  the  gallinsB, 
commonly  known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie 
chickens,  pheasants,  partridges  and  quails,  and 
the  species  of  icteridee,  commonly  known  as 
reed  birds;  the  English  or  European  house  spar- 
row (passer  domesticus),  blackbirds,  crows,  gos- 
hawk, CJooper's  hawk,  sharp-shinned  hawk,  dude 
hawk,  and  great  homed  owl  are,  however,  not  in- 
cluded among  the  birds  protected  by  this  sec- 
tion; any  person  violating  this  section  is  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  bird 
or  part  of  bird  killed,  caught  or  had  in  possession 
contrary  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(Section  3,  as  above,  shall  take  effect  August 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven.) 

4  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  rob  the  nests  or  take 
or  destroy  the  eggs  of  any  wild  bird  whatsoever, 
except  the  nests  or  eggs  of  the  English  sparrow, 
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under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  nest 
so  robbed  and  each  egg  so  removed  or  destroyed. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  cap- 
ture, kill,  injure  or  destroy  or  pursue,  with  such 
intent,  any  of  the  game  birds  or  other  animals 
enumerated  in  this  act  on  his  or  her  own  prop- 
erty or  on  the  property  of  any  other  person  or 
persons,  except  during  the  seasons  and  at  the 
times  and  in  the  manner  as  in  this  act  provided, 
and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
provided  by  this  act  for  the  violations  thereof. 

6.  (As  amended  April  1,  1912.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  hunting  or  gunning  after 
geese,  duck,  swans  or  brant  or  other  water  wild 
fowl,  to  place  the  boat,  sink-box  or  other  vessel 
or  construction  in  which  such  person  may  lie  in 
wait  to  kill  said  geese,  duck,  swans,  brant  or 
other  water  wild  fowl,  at  a  distance  of  more 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  ice,  marsh  or  mea- 
dow, bar  or  bank,  or  heaped  seaweed  not  eoT- 
ered  with  water;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  or  persons,  with  intent  to  capture 
or  kill  geese,  duck,  swans,  brant  or  other  water 
wild  fowl,  to  hunt  after  or  pursue  the  same  in 
any  manner  except  between  one  hour  before 
sunrise  and  until  one  hour  after  sunset,  under 
a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for.  each  offense. 

7.  (As  amended  May  8,  1905.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  purstie  any  goose,  duck, 
swan,  brant  or  any  kind  of  water  wild  fowl 
whatsoever,  or  to  shoot,  or  to  shoot  at,  or  kill  or 
wound  the  same  from  any  boat  or  vessel  pro- 
pelled by  any  means  other  than  by  oars  or  pad- 
dles, or  from  any  boat,  vessel  or  other  strueture 
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anchored  or  staked  upon  the  waters  of  any  of 
the  bays,  sounds,  coves,  ponds,  rivers,  creeks 
or  streams  of  the  State  at  a  greater  distance 
than  one  hundred  feet  from  ice,  marsh  or  mea- 
dow, bar  or  bank,  or  heaped  seaweed  not  covered 
with  water,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

8.  (As  amended  March  31,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy  or  have 
in  possession  any  black  duck  or  any  Mallard 
duck,  excepting  only  between  the  first  day  of 
November  and  tne  first  day  of  March  following, 
both  dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture, 
kill,  injure,  destroy,  or  have  in  possession  any 
duck  or  swan  other  than  black  duck.  Mallard 
or  wood  duck,  excepting  only  between  the  first 
day  of  November  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  March 
following,  both  dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  or 
to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake,  except- 
ing only  between  the  first  day  of  November  and 
the  tenth  day  of  April  following,  in  each  year 
both  dates  inclusive.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  duck,  swan, 
^oose,  brant  or  shell  drake  captured,  killed,  in- 
jured, destroyed  or  had  in  possession  in  violation 
of  .this  act.  The  having  in  possession  of  any 
such  duck,  swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake 
whatsoever  during  the  period  prohibited  in  this 
section  shall  in  every  court  and  place  be  deemed 
prima  facie  evidence  that  the  same  is  unlaw- 
fully in  possession. 

Note. — ^Additional  section  regulating  shooting 
of  ducks,  &c.,  are  to  be  found  on  pages  38 
and  39. 
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9.  (As  amended  March  29,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  yellow  legs,  plovers,  willets,  sand 
pipers,  dowitchers  or  robin  snipe,  brown  backs 
curlews,  turn-stones  or  calico  backs,  godwits  or 
marlin  and  tattlers,  or  any  other  birds  commonly 
known  as  shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay  snipe, 
excepting  only  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclusive, 
of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  bird  so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  had 
in  possession;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  cap- 
ture, kill,  injure  r  have  in  possession  any  Wilson 
or  English  snipe  (sometimes  called  bog  snipe 
or  jack  snipe),  excepting  only  during  the  months 
of  March,  April,  September,  October,  November 
and  December  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  Wilson  or  English  snipe 
so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  had  in  possession. 

10.  (As  amended  April  10,  1907).  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  reed  bird,  excepting  only  from  the 
first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  or 
to  capture,  kill,  or  injure,  any  reed  bird  at  night, 
after  sunset  and  before  sunrise,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  reed  bird  so  captured, 
killed,  injured  or  had  in  possession. 

11.  (As  amended  April  27,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy,  or  have  in 
possession,  any  upland  plover,  under  the  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  thereafter 
it  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  de- 
stroy, or  have  in  possession,  any  upland  plover 
excepting  only  during  the  months  of  August  and 
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September,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  any  marsh  hen  (commonly 
known  as  mudhen)  or  rail  bird  excepting  only 
from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclusive,  of 
each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  marsh  hen  or  rail  bird  so  captured,  killed, 
injured  or  had  in  possession;  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  capture,  kill  or 
have  in  possession  in  any  one  day,  from  the  first 
day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember, both  dates  inclusive,  more  than  thirty 
marsh  hens,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  and  every  marsh  hen  so  captured,  killed, 
or  had  in  possession  in  excess  of  thirty. 

Sections  13,  14  and  15  repealed  by  act  ap- 
proved April  13,  1908. 

Section  16.  Repealed 

17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  trap,  take,  capture  or  kill,  or  have  in  pos- 
session after  the  same  has  been  trapped,  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  beaver,  under  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
beaver  so  trapped,  taken,  captured  or  killed  or 
had  in  possession. 

18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possession, 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the  game  birds  or 
game  animals  enumerated  in  this  act,  after  the 
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same  has  been  caught  or  trapped  by  means  of 
any  snare,  snood,  net,  trap  or  deyice  of  any  de- 
scription whatsoever,  or  to  set  any  snare,  snood, 
net,  trap  or  device  for  catching  or  trapping  any 
such  game  bird  or  animal,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  such  bird  or  other  animal 
so  had  in  possession,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or 
for  any  trap  or  snare  so  set. 

19.  Whenever  by  this  act  the  possession  of  any 
kind  of  game  is  prohibited  after  a  certain  speci- 
fied date  or  within  certain  specified  periods  of 
time,  all  sales  of  dealers  in  game  for  a  period 
of  fifteen  days  after  the  expiration  of  such  fixed 
period  or  specified  date  shall  prima  facie  be 
deemed  lawful,  and  the  penalties  herein  imposed 
for  the  possession  of  such  game  shall  not  apply 

'to  any  dealer  in  or  the  purchaser  of  any 
such  game  within  the  extended  period,  unless  it 
shall  be  shown  that  such  dealer  or  purchaser 
had  knowledge  that  such  game  had  been  unlaw- 
fully killed,  captured  or  taken;  nothing  in  this 
section,  however,  shall  be  construed  to  permit 
the  possession,  sale  or  purchase  of  game  killed 
or  taken  in  this  State  in  violat'on  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  with  a  hound 
or  hounds,  or  with  firearms  or  weapons  of  any 
kind,  or  to  carry  a  gun  in  the  woods  or  fields  or 
on  the  waters  on  the  Sabbath  day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  offense. 

21.  Repealed. 

22.  (As  amended  April  1,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  remove  or  attempt  to  remove  from 
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this  State  any  quail,  ruffed  grouse  (commonly 
known  as  partridge),  pinnated  grouse,  woodcock, 
hare,  rabbit,  squirrel,  English  or  ring-neck  phea- 
sants, Hungarian  partridge,  or  any  duck,  goose, 
brant  or  other  water  wild  fowl;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  com- 
mon carriers  carrying  from  beyond  the  confines 
of  this  State  in  unbroken  packages  to  some  point 
beyond  the  confines  of  the  State  such  quail, 
ruffed  grouse  (commonly  called  partridge),  pin- 
nated grouse,  woodcock,  hare,  rabbit,  squirrel, 
English  or  ring-necked  pheasant,  Hungarian  par- 
tridge, or  duck,  goose,  brant  or  water  wild  fowl. 
Any  person  guilty  of  any  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
every  quail,  ruffed  grouse  (commonly  known  as 
partridge),  pinnated  grouse,  woodcock,  hare,  rab- 
bit, squirrel,  English  or  ring-neck  pheasant,  Hun- 
garian partridge,  or  duck,  goose,  brant  or  water 
wild  fowl  removed  or  sought  to  be  removed;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  English  or  ring-neck  pheasants.  Mallard  and 
black  ducks  raised  on  game  preserves,  the  own- 
ers or  lessees  of  which  are  duly  licensed  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Grame  Commissioners. 

23.  (As  amended  April  9,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  or  attempt  to 
hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  any  partridge,  grouse, 
pheasant,  quail,  woodcock,  squirrel  or  hare  (com- 
monly known  as  rabbit),  while  there  is  snow 
upon  the  ground  in  such  condition  that  any  such 
bird  or  animal  may  be  tracked  therein,  or  by 
tracking  any  such  bird  or  animal  in  the  si\ow,  or 
to  have  in  possession  any  such  bird  or  animal 
above   mentioned  that  has  been  hunted,  killed, 
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destroyed  or  taken  as  aforesaid,  undfir  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  bird  or  animal  above 
mentioned  so  hunted,  killed,  destroyed  or  had 
in  possession,  to  be  recovered  as  are  other  fines 
and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  this  act. 

24.  (As  amended  May  1,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee  or  custodian  of 
any  dog  to  permit  such  dog  to  run  at  large  in 
woods  or  helds,  except  only  between  the  first  day 
of  October  and  the  first  day  of  February  follow- 
ing; provided,  however,  that  at  all  other  times 
during  the  year  such  dog  or  dogs  may  be  allowed 
to  run  when  under  the  control  of  the  owner, 
lessee  or  custodian,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  dog 
be  allowed  to  run  rabbits  at  night.  Every  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

25.  (As  amended  March  8,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish 
from  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  by  means 
of  any  contrivance  whatsoever  excepting  in  the 
manner  commonly  known  as  angling  with  hand- 
line  or  with  rod  and  line,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offense;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the 
catching  of  eels,  at  any  time,  by  means  of  wicker 
eel  baskets  anchored  on  the  bottom  of  streams 
and  ponds,  nor  to  the  taking  of  eels  by  means  of 
eel  weirs  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  to 
the  last  day  of  November,  both  dates  indusive^ 
nor  to  the  taking  of  catfish  or  carp  with  a  spear 
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in  all  streams  and  in  all  lakes*  and  ponds  of 
less  than  one  hundred  acres,  from  the  twentieth 
day  of  February  to  the  twentieth  day  of  April, 
both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  nor  to  the 
taking  of  eels  and  suckers  with  a  spear  in  all 
streams  and  in  all  lakes  and  ponds  of  less  than 
one  hundred  acres,  from  the  twentieth  day  of 
February  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  both  dates 
inclusive,  of  each  year;  provided,  also,  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  take  minnow  and  other  bait- 
fish  with  a  seine  not  over  fifty  feet  in  length  in 
ail  ponds  and  lakes  which  have  an  area  of  over 
one  hundred  acres,  and  in  all  other  waters  with 
a  seine  not  over  thirty  feet  in  length;  in  every 
such  case,  however,  all  trout,  pickerel,  bass,  pil^ 
and  pike-perch  captured  therein  shall  be  imme- 
diately released  therefrom  uninjured  as  far  as 
practicable;  provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  take  fish  in  any  manner  under  the 
direction  of  or  by  permission  given  by  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Ck)mmissioner8  for  stocking 
purposes.

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26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  the 
young  of  any  species  of  carp  or  tench  for  bait  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  to  take  to 
any  of  such  waters  the  young  of  any  species  of 
carp  or  tench  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  same 
for  bait  or  for  any  other  purpose,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  fish  ao 
used  for  bait  or  taken  to  such  waters. 

27.  (As  amended  March  13,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  catch  or  have  in  possession 
any  black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  OBJioo 
bass,  or  crappie,  excepting  only  from  the  thirtieth 
day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  November,  both 
dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  catch  or  have  in  possession  any 
pike  perch  excepting  only  from  the  twentieth 
day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  November,  both 
dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed, 
taken  or  had  in  possession. 

28.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take,  kill,  catch  or  have  in  poasea- 
sion  any  pike  or  pickerel  excepting  only  from 
the  twentieth  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  No- 
vember, both  dates  inclusive,  and  from  the  first 
day  of  January  to  the  first  day  of  February, 
both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught, 
killed,  taken  or  had  in  possession. 

29.  (As  amended  May  27,  1907.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  catch,  kill,  take  or  have  in  pOBsea- 
sion  any  brook  trout,  except  only  from  the  first 
day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars   for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed. 
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taken  or  had  in  possession;  proTided,  neyerthe- 
less,  that  whenever  any  person  or  persons  or  any 
association  owns  or  controls  any  stream  or 
streams  or  parts  of  stream  and  any  pond  or 
ponds  in  this  State,  and  also  actually  maintains 
a  hatchery  in  this  State  for  the  progagation  of 
trout,  and  from  said  hatchery  yearly  supplies  and 
stocks  said  stream  or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds 
with  more  trout  than  are  caught  therefrom,  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Grame  Commissioners,  upon  the 
application  of  such  person  or  persons  or  asso- 
ciation, and  upon  being  satisfied  by  proper  proof 
of  the  facts  aforesaid,  and  that  the  said  person 
or  persons  or  association  owns  or  controls  a 
stream  or  streams  or  parts  of  stream  or  a  pond 
or  ponds,  and  in  good  faith  actually  maintains 
a  hatchery  for  the  propagation  of  fish,  and  does 
from  said  hatchery  yearly  supply  and  stock  said 
stream  or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds  with  more 
trout  than  are  caught  therefrom,  shall  issue  to 
such  person  or  persons  or  association  a  license, 
duly  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  said  board, 
permitting  it,  for  such  period  of  time  as  the 
said  person  or  persons  or  association  shall  own 
and  control  said  stream  or  streams  or  part  of 
stream  or  pond  or  ponds,  and  shall  maintain  a 
hatchery  for  the  propagation  of  trout,  and  from 
said  hatchery  shall  supply  and  stock  said  stream 
or  streams  or  pond  or  ponds  with  more  trout 
than  are  taken  therefrom,  to  catch  or  take  trout 
from  said  stream  and  pond  from  the  first  day  of 
April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  both  in- 
clusive, in  each  year.  Nothing  herein  or  in  this 
proviso  contained  shall  be  construed  as  permitting 
the  sale  of  trout  for  other  than  propagation  pur- 
poses between  the  fifteenth  day  of  Jtdy  and  the 
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fifteenth  day  of  September,  both  dfttes  incliuiTe, 
in  each  year. 

30.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  any  manner  to  take 
any  trout,  bass,  pike-perch,  pike  or  pickerel  be- 
tween  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  daylight  of 
the  morning  following,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken. 

31.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  kill,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  have  in 
possession  any  black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white 
bass  or  calico  bass  measuring  less  than  nine 
inches  in  length,  or  any  pike-perch  measuring 
less  than  twelve  inches  in  lengUi,  or  any  trout 
measuring  less  than  six  inches  in  length,  or  any 
pike  or  pickerel  measuring  less  than  tw^ve 
inches  in  length,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
stocking  the  waters  of  this  State  therewith,  and 
then  only  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners,  or  upon  license  first 
obtained  from  such  board,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  killed,  sold,  ex* 
posed  for  sale  or  had  in  possession;  provided, 
however,  that  the  esox  fasciatus  (commonly 
known  as  Long  Island  pickerel,  varied  and  grass 
pike)  is  not  included  among  the  fish  protected  by 
this  section. 

32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  in  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State  any  dynamite,  giant  or  elee- 
trie  powder,  or  any  explosive  substances  what- 
ever, or  any  drug  or  poisoned  bait,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking,  killing  or  injuring  fish,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

33.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  allow  any  dye-stuff, 
coal-tar,  sawdust,  tan-bark,  lime,  refuse  from 
gas  houses  or  other  deleterious  or  poisonous  sob- 
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stance  or  substances  to  be  turned  into  or  allowed 
to  run  into  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in 
quantities  destructive  of  life  or  disturbing  the 
habits  of  the  iish  inhabiting  the  same,  under  a 
penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

34.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shut  off  or  draw 
off  the  waters  of  any  pond,  stream  or  lake  in  this 
State  tot  the  purpose  of  taking,  capturing  or  kill- 
ing the  fish  therein,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offence. 

35.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  put,  place,  use  or 
maintain  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in- 
habited by  pickerel,  pike,  pike-perch,  black  bass, 
Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  calico  bass,  perch  or 
trout,  any  set  line  or  set  lines,  or  to  use  upon  a 
line  for  the  taking  of  fish  in  such  waters  any  con- 
trivance having  more  than  three  hooks,  or  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence. 

36.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use, 
have  in  possession,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale, 
any  artificial  bait  with  more  than  three  hooks  or 
more  than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached 
thereto,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

37.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee 
or  tenant  of  any  property  to  permit  the  erection, 
construction  or  maintenance  on  his,  her  or  their 
property  of  any  of  the  contrivances  for  the  un- 
lawful taking  of  fish  and  game  prohibited  by  this 
act,  or  to  permit  the  setting  of  any  fyke  or 
other  net,  or  the  drawing  of  any  net  whatsoever 
upon  his,  her  or  their  property,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence;  and  it  is  here- 
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by  made  the  duty  of  such  owner,  lessee  or  tenant 
to  immediately  destroy  any  and  all  such  unlaw- 
ful contrivances  found  or  placed  upon  his,  her 
or  their  premises;  and  no  suit  for  damages  shall 
lie  or  be  maintained  against  any  property  owner, 
lessee  or  tenant  for  any  such  destruction. 

38.  (As  amended  April  15,  1908.)  Whenever 
in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  the 
possession  of  fowl  or  game  is  prohibited,  refer 
ence  is  had  equally  to  such  fowl  or  game  coming 
from  without  the  State  as  to  that  taken  within 
the  State;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  con- 
tained in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory 
shall  apply  to  any  fowl  or  game  coming  within 
this  State  in  original  packages  from  any  foreign 
country  during  the  open  season,  but  such  fowl  or 
game  shall  not  be  kept  within  this  State  during 
the  close  season,  unless  within  ten  days  before 
such  close  season  shall  arrive,  the  owner  or 
owners  agent  or  agents  of  such  owner  or  owners  of 
such  fowl  or  game  shall  give  notice  to  the  Fish 
and  Game  Commission  of  this  State,  of  the  fact 
that  such  fowl  or  game  will  be  kept  in  posses- 
sion in  this  State  during  the  close  season,  which 
notice  shall  designate  the  place  where  such  fowl 
or  game  is  to  be  kept,  whereupon  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commission,  upon  such  owner  or  owners, 
agent  or  agents  giving  a  bond  to  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  that  such  fowl  or  game 
brought  from  such  foreign  shores  shall  not  be 
sold  or  exposed  for  sale  or  removed  from  this 
State  during  the  close  season,  shall  issue  a  per- 
mit for  the  keeping  of  such  fowl  or  game  during 
the  close  season.  Upon  such  owner  or  owners, 
agent  or  agents  complying     with  the  provisions 
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of  this  act,  such  fowl  or  game  may  be  kept 
within  this  State  during  any  close  season.  Upon 
a  breach  of  the  condition  of  the  bond  giyen  pur- 
suant to  this  section,  the  whole  penalty  of  the 
bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State  of  New  Jer- 
sey, in  a  suit  to  be  instituted  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  State, 
by  tiie  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Gonunissioners. 

39.  The  term  "waters  of  this  State,"  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
all  the  fresh  waters  of  this  State;  provided,  that 
all  ponds,  lakes  and  waters  created  by  or  under 
the  exclusive  control  of  individuals  or  associa- 
tions, stocked  or  maintained  at  the  sole  expense 
of  such  individuals  or  associations,  and  not  run- 
ways for  migratory  fish,  shall  be  considered  pri- 
vate waters,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  as  far  as  such  individuals  and 
the  members  of  such  associations  or  persons  re- 
ceiving permits  from  them  are  concerned. 

40.  (As  amended  April  5,  1904.)  The  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue,  in  its  discretion,  to  all  properly  ac- 
credited persons,  permits  to  take  carp  and  suck- 
ers from  the  ponds  or  lakes  of  this  State  by 
means  of  a  net,  the  mesh  of  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  two  and  one-half  inches;  provided, 
however,  that  in  every  case  all  game  and  food  fish 
captured  therein  shall  be  immediately  returned 
therefrom  uninjured  as  far  as  practicable;  such 
permits  to  be  Issued  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  under  such  restrictions  as 
to  the  method  and  time  of  using  such  nets  as 
may  be  deemed  proper  by  said  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners. 
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41.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penal- 
ties for  violations  thereof/'  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  supplements  thereto  and 
acts  amendatory  therof. 

42.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection 
of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regu- 
late their  method  of  capture  and  provide  open  and 
close  seasons  for  such  capture  and  possession," 
approved  March  twenty-second,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  one,  and  the  amendments 
and  supplements  thereto  severally  approved, 
April  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
two,  and  April  third,  one  thousand  nine  hund- 
red and  two,  and  April  tenth,  one  thous- 
and nine  hundred  and  two;  "An  act  for  the 
protection  of  deer,"  approved  April  tenth, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two;  "An  act  for 
the  protection  of  beavers,"  approved  April  tenth, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two;  "An  act  for 
the  protection  of  marsh  hens,  to  regulate  their 
capture  or  killing  and  provide  open  and  dose 
seasons  for  such  killing,"  approved  April  ninth, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two,  and  all  other 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  public 
museum  or  natural  history  society  of  this  State 
to  prevent  the  collection  of  specimens  for  said 
museum  or  society. 

43.  The  repeal  of  the  above  stated  acts  shall

reason  of  the  repeal  of  said  abts,  but  every  such 
proceeding  shall  proceed  as  if  this  act  had  not 
been  passed.

merated in  this  section  or  to  any  dealer  in  game 
or  fowl  having  any  of  the  fowl  enumerated  in 
this  section  at  his  br  her  place  of  business  during 
the  open  season  provided  by  law.

1.  Any  person  desiring  to  engage  in  the  busi- 
ness of  raising  and  selling  domesticated  English 
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ring-necked,  Mongolian  and  other  pheasants,  mal- 
lard and  black  ducks  and  deer,  or  any  of  them 
in  a  wholly  enclosed  preserve  of  which  he  is 
the  owner  or  lessee,  may  make  application  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners for  a  license  so  to  do.  The  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners,  when  it  shall  appear 
that  such  application  is  made  in  good  faith,  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
issue  to  such  applicant  a  breeder's  license  per- 
mitting such  applicant  to  breed  and  raise  do- 
mesticated English  ring-necked,  Mongolian  and 
other  pheasants,  mallard  and  black  ducks  and 
deer  or  any  of  them  in  confinement  in  such  whol- 
ly enclosed  preserve  the  location  of  which  shall 
be  stated  in  such  license,  and  to  sell  the  same  and 
ship  from  the  State  alive  at  any  time  for  breed- 
ing or  stocking  purposes,  and  to  kill  the  same 
and  sell  the  carcasses  for  food  as  hereinafter 
prescribed,  provided,  however,  that  no  licensee 
shall  ship  any  of  the  said  birds  or  deer  from  this 
State  alive  until  after  he  or  she  has  first  offered 
said  birds  or  deer  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners  of  this  State  at  a  reasonable 
price,  which  price  shall  not  exceed  the  price  at 
which  such  licensee  shall  offer  for  sale  such 
birds  or  deer  in  any  place  outside  this  State. 
No  deer  shall  be  shipped  alive  out  of  this  State 
before  such  licensee  shall  have  paid  to  said 
Board  an  additional  fee  of  five  dollars  for  each 
deer  shipped  alive  out  of  this  State.  Any  per- 
son to  whom  such  a  license  shall  have  been  is- 
sued as  aforesaid  may  kill  by  shooting  or  in  any 
other  manner  any  such  birds  or  deer,  bred  or 
raised  in  such  preserve  at  any  time  between  the 
first  day  of  October  and  the  tenth  day  of  January, 
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both  inclusive,  and  sell  the  same  for  food,  provid- 
ed that  snch  birds  or  deer  have  not  been  previous- 
ly release*!  from  confinement  in  snch  preserve,  but 
no  such  birds  or  deer  shall  be  sold  for  food  unless 
killed  in  the  presence  of  a  fish  and  ^me  \rarden, 
nor  nnless  each  bird  or  deer  shall  have  been 
tag;;ed  at  the  time  of  such  ki11in<;  by  such  fish 
and  ^ame  warden,  with  a  suitable  tnfi  or  seal 
which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
riame  Commissioners.  Phpasants.  mallard  and 
black  ducks  and  deer  so  killed  and  tagged  msy 
be  possessed,  sold  or  ofl'ered  for  sale  only  be- 
tween October  first  and  ^farch  first  of  the  fol- 
lowing yenr»  both  inclusive.  Every  fish  and 
game  warden  in  whose  presence  any  such  birds 
shall  have  been  killed  shall  within  five  days 
thereafter  make  and  file  with  the  Board  of  F  sh 
and  Game  Commissioners  a  written  report  there- 
of, which  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  name 
of  the  person  by  whom  such  birds  or  deer  were 
bred  or  raised  and  killed,  the  number  and  kind 
of  birds  or  deer  so  killed,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  or  persons  to  whom  such  birds  or  deer 
were  sold,  or  to  whom  they  were  transported. 
Common  carriers  shall  receive  and  transport 
pheasants,  mallard  and  black  ducks,  and  deer 
tagged  as  aforesaid,  but  to  every  package  con- 
taining any  such  birds  or  deer  shall  be  affixed  a 
tag  or  label  upon  which  shall  be  plainly  printed 
or  written  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sucli 
license  was  issued  and  by  whom  such  birds  or 
deer  were  killed,  the  name  or  nam<«  of  the 
person  or  persons  to  whom  such  birds  or  deer 
are  to  be  transported,  the  name  of  the  fish  and 
game  warden  in  whose  presence  such  birds  or 
deer  were  killed,  the  number  of  each  kind  eon- 
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tained  therein,  and  that  the  same  were  killed 
and  tagged  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section;  provided,  that  the  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners  shall  issue  permits 
without  cost  to  persons  desiring  to  keep  game 
birds  and  animals  in  captivity  during  the  winter 
months  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  and  feeding 
the  same,  such  game  to  be  released  within  this 
State  not  later  than  April  first  in  each  year. 

2.  No  person  other  than  a  breeder  licensed  un- 
der section  one  of  this  act  shall  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  pheasants,  mallard  and  black  ducks  or 
deer  killed  and  tagged  as  aforesaid  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  so  to  do  from  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commiss'oners,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners  may  prescribe,  and  any  such  per- 
mit may  be  revoked  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners.  Every  such 
permit  shall  expire  on  March  fifteenth  of  each 
year. 

3.  The  said  tags  or  seals  shall  remain  aflized 
as  aforesaid  until  the  carcasses  of  such  b'rds  or 
deer  shall  have  been  entirely  consumed,  and  the 
sale  of  any  portion  of  a  bird  or  deer  which  shall 
not  at  the  time  have  affixed  thereto  the  tag  or 
seal  aforesaid  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this 
act,  provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  keeper  of  a 
hotel,  restaurant  or  boarding  house,  a  retail 
dealer  in  meat  or  a  club  may  sell  a  portion  of  a 
bird  or  deer  so  tagged  to  a  guest,  customer  or 
member  for  consumption. 

4.  On  or  before  the  fifteentb  day  of  April  of 
each  year,  every  person  to  whom  a  license  shall 
have  been  issued  as  aforesaid  shall  make  a  report 
to  the  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  which  shall 
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state  the  total  number  of  pheasants,  mallard  and 
black  ducks  and  deer  killed  and  sold  or  trans- 
ported between  the  first  day  of  October  and  the 
tenth  day  of  January,  both  inclusive,  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  such  pheasants,  nmllard  or  black 
ducks  or  deer  were  sold  or  transported,  and  the 
name  of  the  fish  and  game  warden  in  whose  pres- 
ence said  birds  were  killed,  and  such  report  shall 
be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person  to  whom 
such  license  was  issued,  or  if  the  license  was  is- 
sued to  a  corporation  by  an  officer  thereof. 

5.  If  any  person  to  whom  any  such  license  shall 
have  been  issued  shall  be  convicted  of  a  viola- 
tion of  the  fish  and  game  laws,  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  may  cancel  the  license  of 
such  person  and  thereafter  no  similar  license  shall 
be  issued  to  such  person  or  corporation.

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt,  kill  or  destroy, 
or  attempt  to  hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  any  hare  or 
rabbit  with  ferrets.  Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  lecovered  as  pro- 
vided in  and  by  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  pro- 
vide a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforcement  of 
all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for 
the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations  thereof," 
approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety -seven. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

An  act  to  prohibit  fishing  through  or  under  ice  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State. 

Approved  May  15,  1907. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  take,  or  attempt  to  take,  any  iish  from 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  by  any  line  with 
hooks  attached  thereto,  or  any  other  device,  net 
or  tackle  operated  through  an  opening  in  the  ice 
in  said  waters  or  drawn  beneath  such  ice;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  apply 
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to  the  taking  of  eels  by  any  means  now  or  here- 
after sanctioned  by  law. 

2.  Every  person  offending  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall 
suffer  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  deer. 

Approved  March  27,  1912. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt 
for,  pursue,  shoot  at,  take,  kill,  wound,  or  at- 
eempt  to  take,  kill  or  wound  any  wild  deer  in  this 
State,  except  from  the  tirst  day  of  November  to 
the  lifth  day  of  November,  both  dates  inclusive 
of  each  year,  or  to  kill  in  any  one  year  more  than 
one  deer,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offense.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times 
hereafter  for  any  person  to  hunt  for,  shoot  at, 
take,  kill  or  wound,  or  attempt  to  take,  kill  or 
wound  any  doe  or  deer,  except  a  deer  having 
horns  visible  above  the  hair,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possession  in 
this  State  any  deer,  except  from  the  ffrst  day  of 
November  to  the  fifth  day  of  November,  both 
dates  inclusive  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  deer  so  had  in  pos- 
session. It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possess- 
sion  at  any  time,  any  doe  or  any  deer,  except  a 
deer  with  horns  visible  above  the  hair,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  doe    or 
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deer  so  had  in  possession.  The  having  in  pos: 
session  of  any  wild  deer  during  the  times  and  pe- 
riods prohibited  in  this  act,  or  the  having  in  pos- 
session at  any  time  of  any  doe  or  deer  not  having 
horns  visible  above  the  hair,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  fact  that 
such  wild  doe  or  deer  is  in  possession  unlawfully. 
Provided;  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  deer 
killed  on  game  preserves,  the  owners  or  lessees  of 
which  are  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  or  to  deer  coming  from 
another  State,  which  is  properly  tagged  showing 
where  the  same  was  killed. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  hereafter 
for  any  person  engaged  in  hunting  for  wild  deer 
in  this  State  to  use  or  carry  a  rifle  of  any  kind 
or  description,  or  any  firearm  or  shot  gun  of  a 
smaller  calibre  than  twelve  gauge,  or  to  load  such 
firearm  or  shot  gun  with  a  bullet  or  other  missile 
larger  than  that  commonly  known  as  buckshot, 
under  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  hereafter 
for  any  person  to  hunt  for,  pursue,  stalk,  or 
shoot  at  any  wild  deer,  except  by  daylight  on  the 
days  now  or  hereafter  designated  by  law,  under 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.

7.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  whether  such  person 
or  persons  has  been  prosecuted  for  a  penalty  for 
such  violation  or  not,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor; one-half  of  any  penalty  recovered  for 
any  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  any 
person  or  persons,  other  than  a  salaried  warden, 
furnishing  evidence  sufficient  to  secure  a  convic- 
tion, said  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  magistrate 
before  whom  the  same  was  recovered  and  the 
balance  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners.  This  act  shall  be  enforced  by  the 
persons  authorized  by  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide 
a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforcement  of  all 
laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the 
recovery  of  penalties  for  violation  thereof,"  ap- 
proved March  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  supplements  thereto  and 
amendments  thereof.

An  Act  for  the  protection  of  the  wild  or  passenger 

pigeon. 

Approved  April  9,  1910. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  living  or  dead,  or  attempt 
to  capture,  kill  or  injure  any  wild  or  passenger 
pigeon,  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  de- 
stroy, attempt  to  destroy  or  interfere  in  any 
manner  with  the  nest  or  eggs  of  any  wild  or 
passenger  pigeon  under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.      * 


An  Act  prohibiting  any  person  or  corporation 
from  erecting,  setting,  operating  or  maintaining 
any  fish  pound  net  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the 
Atlantic  ocean,  Sandy  Hook  bay  or  Raritan  bay, 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  for  such  pur- 
pose from  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners of  this  State.

Approved  April  2,  1912. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  corporations  to  erect,  set, 
operate  or  maintain  any  fish  pound  nets  in  any  of 
the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  within  three 
nautical  miles  from  the  coast  line  of  this  StatOi 
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or  in  Sandy  Hook  bay  or  Raritan  bay.  within  tbe 
jurisdiction  of  this  State,  without  first  obtaining 
a  license  for  such  purpose  as  hereinafter  providciL 

2.  Application  for  a  license  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
made  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners. Said  board  shall,  upon  the  payment  to 
them  of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  fish 
pound  net  to  be  erected  in  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and 
ten  dollars  for  each  pound  net  to  be  erected  in 
Sandy  Hook  bay  or  Raritan  bay,  as  a  license  fee,  is- 
sue to  the  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpo- 
rations applyinsr  therefor  and  paying  said  sums  as 
aforesaid,  if  entitled  thereto  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  a  license  duly  sijyned  by  the  secretary 
of  said  board,  to  erect,  set.  operate  and  maintain 
a  fish  pound  net  in  one  of  the  waters  above  speci- 
fied, which  said  license  shall  be  valid  and  in 
force  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  date 
hereof,  and  no  license  shall  be  issued  for  a  space 
of  time  less  than  one  year.  The  method  of  num- 
berinpf  and  identification  of  said  pounds  shall  be 
such  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Fish

3.  No  license  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  to 
any  person  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident  of  this 
State  at  the  time  of  making  such  application,  and 
any  such  1 'cense  shall  become  void  upon  the  re- 
moval of  the  person  holdiuj?  the  same  from  this 
State.     No  such  lioense  shtill  be  issued  to  any

a  license  for  snch  fishing. 

Approved  March  26,  1896. 

1.  (As  amended  April  27,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  corporation 
or  corporations,  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  with 
purse  or  shirred  nets,  fish  of  any  kind  in  any 
'waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State,  in- 
cluding the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  within 
three  nautical  miles  of  the  coast  line  of  said  State, 
either  on  his  own  account  and  benefit  or  on  ac- 
count and  benefit  of  his  employer;  provided, 
however,  that  any  person  licensed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  take  men- 
haden with  a  purse  or  shirred  net  in  accordance 
with  the  permission  granted  by  such  license. 

2.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  corpora- 
tion or  corporations,  may  intend  to  take  men- 
haden with  such  purse  or  shirred  nets  in  the  wa- 
ters above  specified,  such  person  or  persons,  cor- 
poration or  corporations,  shall  make  an  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners  of  this  State.

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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  lobsters. 

Approved  April  7,  1911. 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
take  from  the  salt  waters  of  this  State,  by  means 
of  boats,  pots  or  otherwise,  or  to  have  in  their 
possession,  or  to  buy  or  sell,  or  to  offer  to  buy 
or  sell,  any  lobster  the  length  of  which  from  the 
tip  of  the  horn  to  the  end  of  the  tail  shall  meas- 
ure less  than  eight  inches,  or  any  spawning  lob- 
ster, under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
lobster  so  taken,  offered  for  sale  or  had  in  pos- 
session, said  penalty  to  be  paid  to  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  for  the  use  of  the 
commission. 

2.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as 
provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  vio- 
lations thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  act  for  the  protection  of  striped  bass. 

Approved  May  1,  1911. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act  for  any  person  to  take,  catch 
or  kill  any  striped  bass,  commonly  oallsd  rockflsh, 
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from  or  in  any  of  the  salt  or  fresh  waters  of  this 
State,  by  means  of  a  net,  except  from  November 
first  to  March  thirty-first,  both  dates  inclusiye,  in 
each  year;  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  catch, 
kill  or  have  in  possession,  at  any  time,  any 
striped  bass  measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in 
length,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offense. 


An  Act  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  carp. 

Approved  March  22,^  1895. 

1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  in 
this  State  to  place  any  German  carp,  mirror  carp, 
leather  carp,  or  carp  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or 
the  seed  thereof,  in  any  of  the  public  or  private 
waters  of  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  two  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of 
the  county  where  the  offense  shall  have  been 
committed,  or  where  the  conviction  shall  be  had, 
for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  six 
months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  before 
whom  the  conviction  of  any  violation  of  this  sta- 
tute may  be  had. 

2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  en- 
forced according  to  the  method  of  procedure  pro- 
vided for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  for  the  pro- 
tection of  fish  and  game. 

3^  That  the  fish  and  game  protector  of  this 
State,  and  all  duly  appointed  fish  and  game  war- 
dens of  this  State,  are  authorised  and  reipiirad 
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to  enforce  the  proYisions  of  this  act,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  therefor  to  the  tame  fee  as  they 
are  entitled  to  under  the  act  for  the  protection  of 
fish  and  game. 

4.  That  any  person  who  may  have  been  ag- 
grieved or  injured  by  means  of  any  violation  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  authorized  to 
institute  proceedings  for  the  punishment  of  the 
offender. 

5.  That  no  conviction  had  under  this  act  shall 
be  a  bar  to  any  proceedings  an  aggrieved  party 
may  institute  for  the  recovery  of  damages  in  a 
civil  suit.   . 

6.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  owners 
or  lessees  of  private  ponds  stocking  such  private 
ponds;  provided,  that  such  private  ponds  are  so 
constructed  as  to  effectually  prevent  said  carp  or 
the  seed  thereof  from  escaping  into  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State,  or  into  private  waters 
owned  by  other  individuals  or  corporations. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  sturgeon. 

Approved  March  22,  1896. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take,  capture  or  kill,  or 
have  in  possession  after  the  same  has  been  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  sturgeon  between  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  in  each  and  every  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  sturgeon  so 
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taken,  captured,  killed  or  had  unlawfullj  in  pos- 
tession. 

2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  special,  local 
or  general  incousisteut  herewith  or  repugnant 
hereto,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  ex- 
cepting that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  *An  act 
for  the  protection  of  mammoose  or  young  stur- 
geon in  the  Delaware  bay,  river  and  their  tribu- 
taries,* approved  March  twenty-fourth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety,"  \vh:ch  amend- 
ment w&s  approved  April  first,  one  thousand 
eight   hundred  and  ninety-one. 

(See  special  act  pertaining  to  Delaware  river.) 


An  Act  concerning  fisheries. 

Passed  December  27,  1820. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  not  resident  citizens  of  this  State  to 
draw  or  use  any  net  or  seine  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  taking  fish  in  any  of  the  bays,  flats, 
rivers  or  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  thia 
State;  and  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars;  provided  always  nevertheless,  that  noth- 
ing in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
affect  the  right  or  privilege  of  any  owner  or  own- 
ers, tenant  or  tenants,  not  resident  in  this  State 
from  fishing  upon  or  opposite  to  his,  her  or  their 
shore  in  this  State,  or  to  prevent  any  resident^ 
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owner  or  tenant  fron  employing  what  hands  he 
may  tiiiiik  uecec^sury  to  carry  on  the  bu«iiieBi»  uf 
Lis  or  their  lisherie»;  provided,  aldo,  thai  nothing 
in  this  act  coulaiued  shall  relate  to  or  in  auy  wise 
alfect  the  haheriea  on  the  walera  ol  the  river 
Delaware. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  Malaclemmys  Pa- 
lustris,  commonly  called  diamond- backed  terra- 
pin; to  regulate  their  method  of  capture,  and 
providing  open  and  close  seasons  for  such  cap- 
ture and  possession. 

Approved  ^larch  30,  1006. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  t.o  take  or  catch,  expose 
for  sale  or  have  in  possession,  or  attempt  to  take 
or  catch  auy  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond- backed  terrapin,  between  the  Urst 
day  of  April  and  the  hrst  day  of  November  of 
each  year.  Any  person  guilty  of  auy  violation 
of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  Malaclemmys  Palustris, 
cohimonly  called  diamond- backed  terrapin,  so 
taken,  caught,  exposed  for  sale,  had  in  possession, 
or  sought  to  be  taken  or  captured;  and  the  hav- 
ing  in  possession  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris, 
commonly  called  diamond- backed  terrapin,  dur- 
ing the  period  prohibited  in  this  section  shall,  in 
every  court  and  place,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evi- 
dence that  the  same  is  unlawfully  in  possession. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catch  or 
take,  or  attempt  to  catch  or  take,  any  AlaJa- 
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clemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond- 
backed  terrapin,  from  any  of  the  waters  of  the 
State,  by  means  of  any  trap,  fyke,  net,  seine, 
weir,  or  net  of  any  description,  under  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catch, 
take  or  have  in  possession  any  Malaclemmys 
Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond-backed  terra- 
pin, measuring  less  than  four  inches  lengthwise 
along  the  under  shell,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  so  cap- 
tured, taken  or  had  in  possession. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  destroy  the 
eggs  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  this  State, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
egg  so  taken  or  destroyed. 

5.  In  all  proceedings  against  offenders  under 
this  act  it  shall  be  competent  for  them  to  show 
that  the  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called 
diamond-backed  terrapin,  came  into  possession  in 
another  State,  or  beyond  the  United  States,  at 
some  place  where  the  law  did  not  prohibit  such 
possession,  and  such  evidence  shall  be  a  valid  de- 
fense to  the  action. 

6.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  fish  and 
game  protector  and  all  constables,  police  officers, 
fish  and  game  wardens  and  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  of  this  State  are  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  any 
person  or  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  upon  making  such  ar- 
rest, to  take  him  or  them  forthwith  More  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  mag^ 
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istraie  of  the  county  where  the  arrest  is  made, 
and  to  proceed  against  him  or  them  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  this 
State  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  pro- 
cedure for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating 
to  ilsh,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  the  violations  thereof/'  approved 
March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  the  supplements  thereto 
and  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

7.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  the  fish 
and  game  protector,  and  the  fish  and  game  war- 
dens of  this  State  shall  have  the  power  without 
warrant  to  search  and  examine  any  boat,  vessel, 
conveyance,  vehicle,  fish  box,  fish  basket,  barrel, 
box  or  basket,  game  bag  or  game  coat  or  other 
receptacle  for  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  when  they  have 
reason  to  believe  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  have  been  violated;  and  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector,  and  fish 
and  game  wardens  shall  at  any  time  seize  and 
take  possession  of  any  and  all  Malaclemmys 
I'alustris,  commonly  called  diamond-backed  terra- 
pin, which  have  been  caught,  taken  or  killed  at 
any  time  in  a  manner  or  for  a  purpose,  or  had  in 
possession  or  imder  control,  have  been  shipped  or 
are  about  to  be  shipped,  contrary  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  Justices  of  the  peace,  dis- 
trict courts  and  police  magistrates,  upon  receiv- 
ing proof  of  probable  causes  for  believing  in  the 
concealment  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  caught, 
taken,  had  in  possession  or  under  control,  con- 
trary to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
issue  a  search  warrant  and  cause  a  search  to  be 
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made  in  any  place,  and  to  that  end  may,  after  de- 
mand and  reiurtal,  cause  any  building,  euclodure 
or  car  lu  be  enlered,  and  any  a|»ariuient,  clieat, 
box,  barrel,  crate,  basket  or  package  to  be  broken 
open  and  the  contents  thereof  examined  by  said 
Fish  and  Ciame  Commissioners,  lish  and  game  pro- 
tector or  lish  and  game  wardens.  All  Malaciem- 
mys  i^alustris,  commonly  called  diamond- backed 
terrapin,  seized  by  the  Kish  and  Uame  Commis- 
sioners, tish  and  game  protector  or  any  of  the 
fish  and  game  wardens,  shall  be  liberated  iu  any 
of  the  watei-s  of  this  State  inhabited  by  Mala- 
clemmys  Talustris,  commonly  called  diamond- 
backed  terrapin,  by  the  Fish  and  Came  Commis- 
sioners, lish  and  game  protector  or  any  of  the  lish 
and  game  wardens,  as  directed  by  the  justices  of 
the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  be- 
fore whom  the  olfeuder  is  tried. 

8.  No  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner,  fish  and 
game  protector  or  fish  and  game  warden  shall  be 
liable  for  damages  on  account  of  any  arrest,  seiz- 
ure, or  liberation  of  any  Malaclemmys  ralustria, 
commonly  called  diamond -backed  terrapin,  in  ac* 
cordauce  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  birds  and  their  nesta 

and  eggs. 

Approved  March  20,  1901. 

1.    No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  kill  or  catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  posses- 
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sion  living  or  dead,  any  wild  bird,  other  than  a 
game  bird,  nor  shall  purchase,  offer  or  expose  for 
sale  any  such  wild  bud  alter  it  has  been  killed 
or  cauglit;  no  part  of  the  plumage,  skin  or  budy 
of  any  bird  protected  by  this  section  shall  be 
sold  or  had  in  possession  for  sale;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  act,  the  following  only  shall  be  con- 
sidered game  birds:  The  anatidte,  commonly 
known  as  swans,  geese,  brant,  and  river  and  sea 
ducks;  the  rallidie,  commonly  known  as  rails, 
coots,  mudhens  and  galliuules;  the  limicolae,  com- 
monly known  as  shore  birds,  plovers,  surf  birds, 
snipe,  woodcock,  sandpipers,  tattlers  and  curlews; 
the  galliuse,  commonly  known  as  wild  turkeys, 
grouse,  prairie  chickens,  pheasants,  partridges, 
quails  and  doves,  and  the  species  of  icteridie,  com^ 
monly  known  as  reed  birds. 

2.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  take  or  needlessly  destroy  the  nest  or  eggs 
of  any  wild  bird,  nor  shall  have  such  nest  or 
eggs  in  his  or  her  possession;  provided,  however, 
tliat  sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  any  public  museum,  natural  history  so- 
ciety or  educational  institution. 

3.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for 
each  offense,  and  an  additional  fine  of  five  dollars 
for  each  bird  living  or  dead,  or  part  of  bird  or 
nest  and  eggs  possessed  in  violation  of  this  act, 
or  to  imprisonment  for  ten  days  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

4.  Sections  one,  two,  and  three  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  holding  a  certificate  giv- 
ing the  right  to  take  birds  and  their  nests  and 
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eggs   for  Bcientifio  purposes  as  provided  for  in 
section  five  of  this  act. 

5.  Certificates  may  be  granted  by  the  New  Jer- 
sey Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  to 
any  properly  accredited  person  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  upwards,  permitting  the 
holder  thereof  to  collect  birds,  their  nests  or 
eggs,  for  strictly  scientific  purposes  only;  in  order 
to  obtain  such  certificate,  the  applicant  for  the 
same  must  present  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  written  testimonials  from 
two  well-known  scientific  men,  certifying  to  the 
good  character  and  fitness  of  said  applicant  to  be 
entrusted  with  such  privilege;  must  pay  to  said 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  one  dol- 
lar to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  attending 
the  granting  of  such  certificates,  and  must  file 
with  said  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
a  properly  executed  bond  in  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  signed  by  two  responsible  citi- 
zens of  the  State  as  sureties;  this  bond  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  State,  and  the  certificate  become 
void,  upon  proof  that  the  holder  of  such  certifi- 
cate has  killed  any  bird,  or  taken  the  nest  or 
eggs  of  any  bird  for  other  than  the  purposes 
named  in  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act,  and 
shall  be  further  subject  for  each  offense  to  the 
penalties  provided  therefor  in  section  three  of 
this  act. 

6.  The  certificates  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
be  in  force  for  one  year  only,  from  the  date  of 
their  issue,  and  shall  not  be  transferable. 

7.  The  English  and  European  house  sparrow 
(passer  domes ticus),  blackbirds,  crows  and  hawks, 
other  than  the  fishhawk,  are  not  included  among 
the  birds  protected  by  this  act. 
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8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  ho  and  the  same  are 
herehy  repealed. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  food  fish  in  the  State 

of  New  Jersey. 

Approved  April  3,  1902. 

1.  It  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  corporations,  to  catch  hy  the 
use  of  pound  nets,  or  in  any  other  manner,  in  the 
tide  waters  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  or  those 
under  its  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
verting or  manufacturing,  or  attempting  to  con- 
vert or  manufacture,  or  hy  disposing  of  the  same 
in  any  manner  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing 
or  converting  into  oil  or  fertilizing  material  of 
any  kind  whatsoever,  hy  any  kind  of  chemical  or 
manufacturing  process,  any  of  the  following  food 
fish:  shad,  hlue  fish,  weakflsh,  striped  hass,  sea 
bass,  porgy,  sea  trout,  salmon  or  king  fish;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  he  held  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations,  from  taking  men- 
haden to  he  converted  into  oil  or  fertilizing  ma- 
terial, when  duly  licensed  for  that  purpose  hy  the 
State. 

2.  (As  amended  hy  act  approved  April  14^ 
1903.)  Any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon 
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arrest  and  conviction,  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars 
for  the  first  offense,  and  one  hundred  dollars  for 
the  second  offense  and  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  in  the  county  wherein  such  offense  may 
have  been  committed  for  a  period  of  not  more 
than  sixty  days;  said  fines  shall  be  paid  and  dis- 
tributed according  to  the  laws  now  in  effect,  and 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  in  any- 
wise interfering  with  the  taking  of  menhaden  or 
mossbunkers  for  bait,  or  for  the  manufacture  of 
oil  or  fertilizing  material. 


An  Act  to  license  non-residents  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl. 

Approved  April  13,  1908. 

1.  No  non-residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jer- 
sey shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursue  or  kill,  in  any 
manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first  having 
procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only  during 
such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the  laws  of 
this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or  kill.  Such  license 
shall  be  procured  from  the  clerk  of  any  county  in 
this  State,  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit:  The 
applicant  shall  fill  out  a  blank  application  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  through  a  clerk  of  any 
county  in  this  State,  stating  name,  age,  occupa- 
tion and  place  of  residence  of  applicant;  said 
application  shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by 
the  applicant  before  said  county  elerlc,  wbo  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  administer  such  oath.  If 
any  county  clerk  in  this  State  fails  to  administer 
the  oath  as  herein  provided,  or  antedates  any 
license,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  herein- 
after provided.  And  said  applicant  shall  pay  to 
the  clerk  of  the  county  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  as 
a  license  fee,  together  with  the  sura  of  fifty  cents 
as  the  fee  of  the  clerk  for  administering  the  oath 
to  the  applicant  and  issuing  said  license,  and  the 
license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  said  clerk. 

2.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  each  month  by  the  county 
clerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  of  the 
State,  by  whom  they  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
treasurer,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for  the  use 
of  said  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners. 

3.  Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and  fowl, 
and  no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued 
shall  be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue,  or  kill  game  and 
fowl  in  this  State  without  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  and  killing,  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  in  his  or  her  name  and  upon  his  or 
her  person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same  for  inspec- 
tion, and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance.  -  ^^'^ 

4.  (As  amended  February  26,  1012.)  Any  person 
licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may,  in 
any  one  day,  remove  from  the  State  reed  birds 
and  rail  birds  to  a  number  not  exceeding  fifty  of 
each  species,  other  birds  to  a  number  not  exceed- 
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ing  fifteen,  and  rabbits  to  a  number  not  exceed- 
ing ten;  provided,  however,  that  no  removal  shall 
be  made  except  the  birds  or  rabbits  be  exposed  to 
open  view. 

5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  recover 
penalties  imder  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled 
''An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts 
supplemetary  thereto  and  amendatory  thereof.

An  Act  to  license  citizens  of  this  State  to  hunt 
and  pursue  wild  animals  and  fowl. 

Approved  April  21,  1909. 

1.   No  citizen  of  this  State  shall  at  anv  time 
hunt,  pursue  or  kill  with  a  gun,  or  any  nrearm, 
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any  of  the  ^me  birds,  wild  animals  or  fowl 
which  a're  protri'ted  diirinp  any  part  of  tho  year, 
or  shall  use  any  pun  or  Arearm  for  hiintin<;.  ex- 
cept as  herein  provided,  without  first  having 
procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only  during 
the  respective  periods  of  the  year  when  it  shall 
be  lawful,  and.  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the 
word  citizen  shall  be  const  mod  to  mean  any  per- 
son, male  or  female,  who  has  resided,  or  flhall 
reside  bona  fide  in  this  State  for  the  period  of 
one  year  immediately  preceding  the  application 
for  license;  provided,  however,  that  the  oocufiant 
of  any  farm  in  this  State,  and  the  ininiodiate 
members  of  the  family  of  said  occupant,  residing 
on  said  farm,  shall  have  the  rijrht.  without  such 
license,  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  on  said  farm  any 
wild  animal  or  fowl  protected  by  law  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  at  any  time  when  it  is 
lawful  by  law  to  kill  any  of  the  wild  animals 
or  fowls  protected  by  law;  provided,  however, 
that  the  words  "members  of  the  family  of  said 
occupant."  as  used  in  this  act.  shall  not  be  taken 
to  include  any  employe  or  tenant  of  said  occu- 
pant. Said  license  shall  be  procured  from  any 
county,  city,  borough,  town,  township  or  villnjye 
clerk  and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Oame  Commissioners,  through  the  clerk 
of  each  county,  city,  borouirh.  town,  township 
and  village,  which  license  shall  state  name,  agre, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant, 
and  such  other  facts  or  description  as  may  be 
required  by  the  commissioners,  and  every  appli- 
cant for  a  license  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  clerk  issuing  said  license  that  he  is  a  citi- 
zen of  this  State,  and  the  applicant  for  said  license 
shall  pay  to  the  clerk  issuing  said  license  the  sum 
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of  one  dollar  as  a  license  fee,  together  with  the 
sum  of  fifteen  cents  as  a  fee  for  issuing  such 
license,  which  said  license  shail  hear  the  signature 
of  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  and  the  seal  of  the  county,  city, 
borough,  town,  township  or  village  in  which  the 
same  is  issued,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  said 
clerk.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall 
be  remitted  by  the  city,  borough,  town,  township 
or  village  clerks  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  and  said 
fees,  together  with  those  received  by  the  county 
clerk  for  issuing  licenses  from  his  ofllce,  shall  be 
remitted  to  the  State  Treasurer,  at  the  State 
Capitol,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
less  five  per  centum  of  such  fees  to  be  deducted 
by  the  county  clerk  for  his  services  under  this 
act,  with  a  schedule  setting  forth  the  name  and 
residence  of  each  licensee  and  the  amount  paid, 
and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  'llesident  License  Fund,*'  to  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  other  receipts  of  the 
board,  and  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer on  vouchers  certified  to  by  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners.  Any  clerk  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  turn  over  any  moneys 
collected  for  licenses  as  herein  provided  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  all  records  of  said 
licenses  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 
Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  licensee 
in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to  whom 
issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  wild  animals  or 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  and  place  when 
and  where  it  shall  be  lawful,  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  such  game 
birds,  wild  animals  or  fowl,  and  no  person  to 
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whom  a  license  has  been  issued  shall  be  entitled 
to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  game  birds,  wild  animals 
or  fowl  in  this  State  unless  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  or  killing  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  on  his  or  her  person,  and  shall  ex- 
hibit the  same  for  inspection  to  any  warden,  or 
other  oflScer  or  other  person  requesting  to  see  the 
same,  and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance.  Any  citizen  who  shall  at  any  time  alter 
or  change  in  any  manner,  or  loan  or  transfer  to 
another  any  license  issued  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
give  false  information  or  make  a  misrepresenta- 
tion to  the  clerk  filling  out  the  blanks  in  said 
license  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, and  if  any  holder  of  a  license  shall  be  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  game  laws 
said  license  shall  be  revoked  and  no  new  license 
shall  be  issued  during  the  year  for  which  said 
license  was  granted.  All  moneys  recovered  in  any 
proceeding  for  a  penalty  under  this  act  shall  be 
remitted  by  the  magistrate  before  whom  the  same 
is  recovered  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, one-half  of  which,  after  deducting  all 
disbursements  and  expenses  in  relation  to  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  filing  the  com- 
plaint in  such  action  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  unless  such  person  is  a  reg- 
ular game  warden.  The  form  of  the  license  shall 
be  determined  and  the  license  blank  prepared  by 
the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  and 
furnished  through  the  county  clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  the  State  to  the  city,  borough, 
town,  township  and  village  clerks.  On  or  before 
the  thirtieth  day  of  January  in  each  year  the  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village  clerks  shall 


detach  th«  stubs  of  licenses  issued  and  forward 
the  same,  together  with  a  report  of  the  number 
issued  and  the  amount  of  license  money  received, 
to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  see  that  proper  returns  are  made  to 
him  by  all  the  city,  borough,  town,  township  and 
village  clerks  in  his  county,  and  to  return  to  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  all  such 
stubs  and  reports,  with  a  final  report  recapitulat- 
ing and  tabulating  the  total  number  of  licenses 
issued  in  his  county  in  the  calendar  year.  The 
county  clerk  shall  be  allowed  the  actual  cost  of 
postage  and  expressage  incurred  in  distributing  li- 
censes to  city,  borough,  town,  township  and  vil- 
lage clerks,  to  be  paid  him  by  the  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners  on  verified  bills  ren- 
dered by  said  clerk. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  game  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved  l^larch 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto 
and  amendatory  thereof. 
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An  Act  to  license  unnaturalized,  foreign-bom  res- 
ident hunters  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  its  provisions. 

Approved  April  2,  1008. 

1.  No  unnaturalized,  foreign-born  resident  of 
this  State  shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursue  or  kill 
in  any  manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first 
having  procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only 
during  such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the 
laws  of  this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or  kilL  Said 
license  shall  be  procured  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town  or  township  or  other  munici- 
pality in  this  State,  in  the  following  manner,  to 
wit:  The  applicant  shall  till  out  a  blank  applica- 
tion to  be  furnished  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  through  the 
clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other 
municipality  in  this  State,  stating  name,  age, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant. 
Said  application  shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
by  the  applicant  before  said  county,  city,  town, 
township  or  othtr  municipal  clerk  in  this  State, 
If  any  cuunty,  city,  town,  township  or  other  mu- 
nicipal clerk  in  this  State  fails  to  administer  the 
oath  as  herein  provided,  or  antedates  any  license, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. And  said  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
of  the  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  mu- 
nicipality, as  the  case  may  be,  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars  as  a  license  fee.  together  with  the  turn  of 
fifty  cents  as  the  fee  of  the  clerk  for  administering 
the  oath  to  the  applicant  and  issuing  said  license. 
Said  license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  a  member 
of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commietion  of  the  State  of 
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Nev  Jenpj,  and  the  seal  of  the  eounty,  citj, 
to\vn«  tuwiic»hip  or  other  niunicipulity  in  which  Ihe 
Baiiitf  is  ImuvJ,  aud  be  couutersigued  by  the  said 
clerk. 

2.  The  license  fee  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  by  the  cleric  receiving  the  same  to  the  iState 
trvatturer  at  the  end  of  eacli  month,  and  shall  be 
placed  to  tlie  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  tbe 
'*fc)tate  (jani«  Piulection  Fund/'  aud  shall  be  dia- 
biir»ed  by  the  Stale  treasurer  on  vouchers  certi- 
fied to  by  the  Fi»h  and  Uame  Cummissiou  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey.

for  inspection,  and  such  license  shall  be  %*oid  after 
the  thirty-rirst  day  of  December  next  succeeding 
Its  issuance;  provided,  that  the  owner  or  owners, 
lessee  or  lessees  of  farm  land,  if  residing  on 
said  farm  land  shall  have  the  right  to  hunt,  pur- 
sue and  kill  game  and  fowl  on  the  farm  land  of 
vhich  he  or  they  are  the  bona  fide  owner  or 
owners,  leasee  or  lessees,  during  the  season  when 
it  is  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue,  and  kill  game  and 
fowl,  without  procuring  such  unnaturalized,  for- 
eign-born  resident   license.

An  Act  to  prohibit  the  pollution  of  waters  used 
by  a  State  fish  hatchery. 

Approved  February  26,  1012. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  cor- 
poration to  put  or  place  in  any  water  used  by  a 
State  fish  hatchery  any  explosive  or  poisouous 
substances  whatever,  or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait 
or  to  allow  any  dye  stuif,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal 
oil,  saw  dust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus  (other- 
wise known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol  or  any 
of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses, 
oil  tanks  or  tauneries,  or  any  deleterious,  destruc- 
tive or  poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  char- 
acter, to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow, 
wash  or  be  emptied,  or  find  its  way,  into  any 
water  used  by  a  State  fish  hatchery,  or  to  erect 
or  maintain  any  privy,  w^ater  closet,  pig-sty,  hog- 
pen, inclosure  for  poultry,  barn  or  barnyard,  in 
which  animals  or  poultry  are  kept,  or  drain  from 
any  building  or  the  cellars  thereof,  where  drain- 
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age  or  refuse  therefrom  will  find  its  way  into 
water  used  by  a  State  fish  hatchery,  in  case  of 
the  pollution  of  water  used  by  a  State  fish  hatch- 
ery, by  substances  known  to  be  injurious  to  fish 
or  fish  food,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove 
that  such  substances  have  actually  caused  the 
death  of  any  particular  fish. 

2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  be  enforced  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforcement 
of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and 
for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations  there- 
of," approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  amend- 
ments and  supplements  thereto. 


An  Act   prohibiting   the   liberation   of   any   fox 

within  this  State. 

Approved  March  8,  1912. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  liber- 
ate any  fox  within  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  proce- 
dure for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to 
fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,   one   thousand   eight   hundred  and 
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ninety-seven,  and   the  amendments   thereof  and 
Biippiemeiits  thereto. 

2.  Provided,  notliing  in  this  act  shall  prevent 
clubs,  huntiiiir  with  hounds  and  horses,  liburating 
foxes,  cau^'lit  in  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of 
pursuit  and  capture.

of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense.

An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  fish  in  the  connty 

of  Atlantic 

Approved  April  5,  1878. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  or  persons,  either  by  day  or  night,  to 
put,  place  or  haul  any  gill-net,  drift-net,  or  other 
net  or  seine  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  the  tak- 
ing or  catching  of  fish  or  eels  in  any  of  the  wa- 
ters of  this  State  within  the  county  of  Atlantic, 
and  northwardly  from  the  northerly  side  of  Great 
Egg  Harbor  inlet,  and  southwardly  from  the 
southerly  side  of  Little  Egg  Harbor  inlet,  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of 
September  in  any  year. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  offend 
against  either  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this 
act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  of  the  county 
for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  and  costs  for  each  and  every  offence.

fished  with  or  set,  in  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid, 
shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  any  pay  fifty 
dollars  each. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
aforesaid  section,  or  refusing  to  have  his  or  their 
seine  ropes,  nets  and  fykes  measured  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  wishing  to  measure  the  same,  shall 
forfeit  his  boat,  flat,  scow  or  other  vessel  used  or 
employed  in  the  commission  of  such  offence,  with 
all  the  fish,  seines,  ropes,  nets  fykes  tackle  and 
furniture  belonging  to  the  same.

4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  on  board  of 
or  belonging  to  any  such  boat,  fiat,  scow,  or  any 
other  vessel  as  aforesaid  or  belonging     to    any

such  seine,  net  or  fyke,  shall  refuse  and  not  suffer 
to  enter  or  resist  after  entering  or  before  entering 
the  same,  any  of  tlie  aforesaid  oflicers  or  any 
other  person  or  persons,  seizing  the  same,  or 
otherwise  resist  them,  or  any  of  them,  in  the  law- 
ful seizure  of  tlie  same,  then  every  person  so 
offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars.

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  person  shall  fish  in  the  Cheesequake  creek,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  with  any  net  or  seine 
the  meshes  of  which  are  less  than  four  inches 
square;  and  if  any  person  shall  offend  against  this 
act  he  shall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. 


An  Act  for  the  better  regulation  of  fishing  in  the 
Hackensack  river,  in  the  county  of  Bergen.

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  who  are  resident  citizens  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  to  take  carp  in  the  Hackensack 
river  and  its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the 
counties  of  Bergen  and  Hudson  by  means  of  nets 
or  seines  with  meshes  not  less  than  four  indies 
in  size. 


An  Act  for  the  better  regulating  of  the  fishing  in 
Newark  bay  and  in  the  Passaic  and  Hackensack 
rivers. 

Passed  December  7,  1825. 
1.  That  from  and  aftiv  the  passage  of  this  aei 
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no  person  or  persons  shall,  at  any  time  between 
the  lirat  day  of  April  and  tbe  tirst  day  of  Juoe, 
set,  allix  or  fasten  any  net  or  netd,  device  or  de- 
vices, in  any  part  of  Newark  bay,  except  on  the 
easterly  shore  thereof,  extending  from  tlie  said 
shore  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  way  acronA, 
or  which  shall  extend  into  the  main  channel  run- 
ning from  the  Uaekensack  river  through  the  said 
bay,  or  in  anywise  to  obstruct  the  navigation 
thereof. 

2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall,  within  that 
time  mentioned  in  the  Hrst  section  of  this  act.  set,

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take  any  striped  bass,  white 
or  yellow  perph  from  the  Hackeusuck  river  and 
its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the  counties  of 
Bergen  and  Hudson,  by  any  means,  methods  or 
devices,  save  only  with  hook  and  line,  commonly 
called  angling,  or  with  scroll  spoon,  commonly 
called  trolling. 

2.  That  any  person  who  shall  offend  against 
the  provisions  contained  in  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
either  in  the  county  in  which  said  offence  is  com- 
mitted or  in  which  the  offender  resides  or  may 
be  found,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
common  jail  of  the  county  where  the  conviction 
is  had  for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars  and  costs,  for  each  and  every 
offence.

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  by  day  or 
by  night,  to  set,  put  or  place  any  gill,  drift,  fyke 
or  other  net  or  nets  in  any  of  the  waters  of  New- 
ark bay  and  Passaic  river  and  tributaries  thereto, 
and  the  Kill  von  Kuil,  so  far  as  the  same  are  in 
and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  after 
the  twentieth  day  of  June  and  before  the  first  day 
of  September  of  each  and  every  year,  or  to  keep 
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said  gill,  drift,  fyke  or  other  net,  or  nets  so  set> 
put  or  placed,  in  any  of  said  waters,  after  the 
tweiitielh  day  of  June  and  before  the  first  day  of 
September  ol  each  and  every  year,  or  at  any  time 
during  the  year,  to  set,  put  or  place  any  gill, 
drift,  fyke  or  other  net  or  nets,  in  or  across  the 
mouth  or  inlet  or  outlet  of  any  of  the  rivers,

1.  That  after  the  date  of  this  act  it  shall  not 
be  lawful,  except  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  any  year,  for  any 
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person  or  persons  to  erect,  set  or  keep  setting,  any 
fifth-dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or  otber  device  where- 
by shad  may  be  taken,  or  their  passage  impeded, 
anywhere  in  Manasquan  river,  between  the  mouth 
of  Alarsh*s  brook  and  the  inlet  of  said  river. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  at  any  time  for 
any  person  or  persons,  to  erect,  set  or  keep  set- 
ting, within  said  limits  of  said  river,  any  fidh- 
dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  for  taking 
shad  or  impeding  their  passage,  either  wing  of 
\i'hich  shall  exceed  twenty-Hve  feet  in  length,  or 
any  part  of  which  shall  occupy  water  less  than 
two  feet  deep;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  the 
whole  of  the  same  to  occupy  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  channel  of  said  river  at  the  place 
ivhereat  it  is  erected  or  set. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  between  sun- 
down of  any  Saturday  and  sunrise  of  the  next 
Monday,  to  set  or  haul  any  seine,  or  set,  or  keep 
setting  any  such  fish-dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or 
other  device,  within  said  limits  of  said  river. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  and  costs  for  each  and  every 
offence. 


An  Act  to  regnUte  fishing  in  Manasquan  river,  in 
the  counties  of  Monmouth  and  Ocean,  and  also 
Wreck  pond,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth. 

Approved  March  15,  1859. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
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whomsover  to  draw,  set,  or  in  any  other  maniRr 
use  any  seine  or  net,  or  anything  in  the  nature 
of  a  seine  or  net,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish 
or  otherwise,  in  Manasquan  river,  in  the  counties 
of  Monmouth  and  Ocean,  and  in  Wreck  pond,  in 
the  county  of  Monmouth,  the  meshes  whereof  are 
less  than  one  inch  square. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  and  costs  of  suit  for  each  and 
every  offence. 


Supplement 

Approved  March  29,  1861. 

1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement  be  extended  to  all  the  waters, 
rivers,  creeks,  shoals  or  bays  of  the  counties  of 
Ocean  and  Burlington,  lying  along  or  emptying 
into  the  Atlantic  ocean.

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STirewsbury  river,  in  the  cotmty  of  Monmouth, 
"With  fires  or  lights  placed  in  or  about  any  boat, 
batteau,  canoe  or  other  vessel,  or  to  make  use  of 
any  gi^  or  spear,  in  catching  fish  by  the  aid  of 
fires  or  lights  placed  in  or  about  any  boat,  batteau, 
canoe  or  other  vessel. 

2.  That  all  and  every  person  or  persons  who 
may  or  shall  offend  against  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offence;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  or 
taken  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons  from 
fishing  with  hook  and  line  or  with  a  seine  at  any 
time  of  the  year.

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  use  a  hauling  seine  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  North  branch  of 
the  Shrewsbury  river,  in  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth, above  the  New  Jersey  Southern  Railroad 
bridge,  at  Red  Bank,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

1.  Thlfl  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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An  Act  relative  to  fishing  in  the  Iforth  and  South

1.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  pni^ 
mie  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind 
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of  wafer  wild  fowl  whatsoever  or  to  shoot  or  to 
shoot  at  or  kill  or  wound  the  same  from  any 
b<iHt  or  vessel,  on  the  waters  of  the  South 
Shrewsbury  river,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  of- 
fense, said  penalty  to  be  recovered  by  the  per- 
sons authorized,  and  in  accordance  with  the  pro-

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persona 
to  set  any  net,  seine  or  other  device  across  either 
the  Haritan  or  South  rivers,  nor  any  hoop  net, 
gilling  net,  weir  or  fyke  further  into  the  same 
than  the  edge  of  the  channel  thereof,  on  the  same 
side  where  such  net,  weir  or  fyke  is  set  or  con- 
structed. 

2.  Tliat  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  offend 
against  this  act,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offense  any  sum  not  less  than  ten 
nor  macs  than  fifty  dollars.

1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  set  or 
haul  any  seine,  net,  fyke  basket  or  box  for  catch- 
ing fish  within  the  waters  or  limits  of  the  Raritan 
and  MillatntMi  rivers,  or  am^  of  the  atoeama,  baooks 
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or  tributaries  leading  thereto,  above  the  canal 
dam,  across  said  Raritan  river,  except  only  be- 
tween the  first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of 
March  of  each  and  every  year,  under  the  penalty 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence.

Approved  March  17,  1875. 

(As  amended  by  supplement  approved  May  12,

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  cast,  lay  out  or 
drift,  either  from  a  boat  or  from  the  shores,  any 
seine  or  gill  net,  or  other  net,  with  a  smaller 
mesh  than  one-inch  bar  in  that  portion  of  the 
Raritan  river,  or  any  of  the  branches  or  tribu- 
taries thereof,  above  the  railroad  bridge  at  New 
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Brunswick,  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
bridge,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the 
tenth  day  of  October  in  each  and  every  year; 
and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  so  cast,  lay 
out  or  drift  any  such  seine  or  net,  of  whatever 
size  of  mesh,  in  any  portion  of  said  river  or  any 
of  its  branches  or  tributaries,  between  the  tenth 
day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  September  in 
each  and  every  year,  then  every  such  person  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three 
months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
any  person  or  persons  who  shall  at  any  time 
cast,  lay  out  or  drift  any  seine,  gill  net,  or 
other  net  whatsoever,  either  from  a  boat  or 
from  the  shores,  in  the  waters  of  the  Baritan 
river,  or  shall  set  any  trap  of  any  kind  for  the 
purpose  of  capturing  fish,  or  shall  spear  any 
fish  within  nine  hundred  feet,  either  above  or 
below  the  dam  across  said  river  between  the  vil- 
lage of  Bound  Brook  and  the  city  of  New  Bmns- 
wick,  then  every  such  person  or  persons  so 
offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  six  months  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.

Approved  March  17,  1854. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  no  person  shall  fish  in  Shark  river,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  with  any  net  or  seine  the 
meshes  of  which  are  less  than  one  inch  square, 
and  if  any  person  shall  offend  against  this  aci 
he  shall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars. 


An  Act  regulating  fishing  in  the  MuUica  river  and 

its  tributaries. 

Approved  April  8,  1910. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  with 
any  net  in  the  Mullica  river,  or  any  of  its  tribu- 
taries, between  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  and 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year;  provid- 
ed, however,  that  drifting  gill  nets  may  be  used 
in  said  river  and  tributaries  during  the  months 
of  May  and  June,  of  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  shad  and  weakfish  only;  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  herring  may  be  taken  with  any  net 
during  the  months  of  April  and  May  in  each 
year  above  Greenbank  bridge,  on  said  Mullica 
river,  and  the  Wading  river  bridge,  on  Wading 
river,  and  Bass  river  bridge,  on  Bass  river,  said 
two  last  named  rivers  being  tributaries  of  the 
Mullica  river  aforesaid.    ' 
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2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  a 
hauling  seine  on  fiats  in  said  MuUiea  river  or 
any  of  its  tributaries. 

3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  oflfence. 

4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  this  act  shall  take  eflfect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  Mullica  river. 

Passed  December  2,  1823. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
erect,  fasten  or  fix  any  fish  weir,,  hoop  nets, 
seine  or  other  device  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
fish,  across  any  part  of  Mullica's  river,  so  as  to 
prevent  a  free  passage  of  fish  between  the  mouth 
of  said  river  and  a  staUon  known  by  the  name 
of  Mapp's  creek;  and  if  any  person  shall  ofiTend 
against  this  act  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  and 
pay,  for  every  such  offence,  ten  dollars.

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An  Act  to  repeal  part  of  the  act  regulating  the 
fisheries  in  the  Mullica  river,  passed  December 
second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
three.

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
erect,  fasten  or  fix  a  fish  weir,  hoop  net  or  other 
device  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  in  the 
Mullica  river;  provided  said  weir,  hoop  net  or 
other  device  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish 
shall  not  be  erected  within  one-eighth  of  a  mile 
of  any  fishery  on  said  river  for  which  the  owner 
pays  tax,  or  to  occupy  more  than  fifty  feet  in 
said  river  in  any  one  place.

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ed,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  use  any  such  set 
net  within  four  hundred  feet  of  any  other  set 
net,  nor  within  one-eighth  of  a  mile  of  any 
fishery  on  said  river  on  which  the  owner  pays 
tax,  nor  to  obstruct  the  free  navigation  of  said 
river. 

3.  (Hepealed  by  act  approved  March  17, 
1870.) 

4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  use  any 
net  or  device  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish 
anywhere  on  said  river  on  Sunday,  he  or  they 
so  offending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  the 
sum  hereinafter  stipulated. 

(The  rest  of  this  act  imposes  a  penalty  ol 
twenty  dollars  for  violations,  the  procedure  be- 
ing supplied  by  the  general  procedure  act  ap- 
proved March  29,  1897.) 


An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  fish  in  the  waters 
of  the  Raritan  and  Sandy  Hook  hays  and  their 
tributaries. 

Approved  March  8,  1872. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  or  any  corporation  or  association,  ta 
erect  or  cause  to  be  erected  any  floating  factory, 
for  the  purpose  of  pressing  or  obtaining  oil  froot 
fish,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Baritan  bay  or 
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Sandy  Hook  bay,  or   any  of  the   tributaries  of 
said  bays,  or  either  of  them. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  or  any  corporation  or  association,  to 
place  on  board  any  vessel,  of  any  description 
whatever,  any  machinery,  with  intent  to  use 
such  machinery  for  pressing  or  obtaining  oil 
from  fish  in  the  waters  of  Raritan  bay  or  Sandy 
Hook  bay,  or  of  any  of  the  tributaries  of  the  said 
bays,  or  either  of  them. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons,  corporation  or  association,  to 
permit  to  flow  into  the  waters  of  the  above- 
named  bays,  or  of  their  tributaries,  from  any 
floating  factory,  or  from  any  factory  located 
upon  the  shores  of  either  of  said  bays,  or  either 
of  their  tributaries,  any  soap,  pumice,  debris, 
residuum  or  refuse  matter  of  any  description 
arising  from  the  pressing  or  manufacturing  oils 
from  fish. 

4.  That  all  vessels  and  floating  erections  of 
every  description  foimd  upon  the  waters  of  the 
Haritan  bay  or  of  the  Sandy  Hook  bay  or  of 
any  of  the  tributaries  of  either  of  said  bays, 
with  machinery  and  materials  for  the  purpose 
of  manufacturing  oil  from  fish,  in  either  of  said 
bays  or  their  tributaries,  shall  with  all  the  mach- 
inery, stock  and  fixtures  to  be  forfeited  to  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

5.  That  all  persons  employed  or  in  any  way 
engaged  in  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
viaions   of   this   act   shall    be   deemed   guilty   of 
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a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  in  any  eourt 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  hj 
fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisonment at  Hard  labor  not  exceeding  one 
year  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

6.  That  of  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
incurred  under  this  act  the  informer  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  one  moiety  of  said  fines  and 
forfeitures,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  State. 

7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  crabs  in  the  waters 
of  the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury  rivers  and 
their  tributaries. 

Approved  February  6,  1875. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  catch  or  take  from  the  waters  of 
the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury  rivers,  or  their 
tributaries,  any  of  the  species  of  shell  fish  com- 
monly called  "crabs,"  between  the  first  day  of 
November  and  the  first  day  of  May,  yearly  and 
every  year. 

2.  That  every  person  or  persons  offending 
against  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  of 
this  act,  and  being  convicted  of  the  same  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  State,  shmll 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  eaeh  and 
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every  offence,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice 
before  whom  conviction  is  had;  one-half  to  the 
plaintiff  and  one-half  to  the  county  collector  for 
the  benefit  of  the  county,  and  on  non-payment 
of  said  fine  shall  be  committed  to  the  county 
jail  of  the  county  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  or  until  fine  and  costs  are  paid. 
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The  Delaware  River,  Bay,  Etc. 

An  Act  regulating  fishing  in  the  waters  of  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  all  the 
tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows. 

Approved  April  27,  1911. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
Black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass; 
strawberry  or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye;  white  bass,  crap- 
pie,  pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or 
Susquehanna  salmon;  pike,  pickerel,  white  perch 
yellow  perch,  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  follow- 
ing shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit:  All 
species  of  minnows,  killi-fishes  and  stone  cat- 
fish. All  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  what- 
soever shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  fiows  with  any  device  or  by  any  means  or 
method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and  lines 
or  hand-lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or  throw- 
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lines,  each  having  not  more  than  three  hookB,  or 
with  trolling-lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait, 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or 
the  number  of  trolling  lines,  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  vio- 
lating any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  except  with 
the  following  devices,  to  wit:  Rods  and  lines  and 
hand-lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks  at- 
tached; a  minnow  seine  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more  than  five 
feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of  whieh 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches 
in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a  single  handle 
and  with  a  diameter  of  not  more  than  two  feet. 
Any  person  who  uses  any  other  device,  method  or 
means  for  catching  bait  fish,  other  than  thoee 
specified  in  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
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limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  b^  the  fol- 
lowing devices,  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit;  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  a 
parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low  water, 
and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand-lines,  otherwise  known 
as  dipsey  or  throw-lines,  each  having  not  more 
than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who  shall  use  or 
employ  any  method  or  device  for  catching  food 
flsh  other  than  those  named  in  this  section,  or 
shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named  in  this  sec- 
tion contrary  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  (As  amended  March  27,  1012.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  sturgeon  from 
the  Delaware  River  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  any 
device  excepting  a  seine  or  gill  net,  the  meshes  of 
which  shall  be  not  less  than  thirteen  inches, 
stretched  measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  any 
other  food  fish  from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  inches,  stretched  measure  while  being  fished, 
or  any  gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less 
than  fire  and  one-quarter  inches,  stretched  meas- 
ure while  being  fished;   provided  that  gill  nets, 
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with  a  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches,  may  be 
used  from  March  first  to  June  tenth,  in  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  herring  only.  It  shall 
also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and 
take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  food 
fish  excepting  sturgeon,  by  means  of  a  seine  or 
gill  net,  between  the  tenth  day  of  June  in  each 
year  and  the  first  day  of  March  next  ensuing; 
provided,  however,  that  hauling  seines  for  the 
taking  of  food  fish  with  mesh  not  smaller  than 
two  and  one-quarter  inches,  stretched  measure 
while  being  fished  and  not  exceeding  fifty  fathoms 
in  length,  and  drifting  gill  nets  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  food  fish,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  not 
be  less  than  two  and  three-quarter  inches, 
stretched  measure,  while  being  fished,  and  not 
exceeding  fifty  fathoms  in  length,  may  be  used 
in  the  Delaware  River  and  bay  below  West 
Creek,  from  the  firs't  day  of  March  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  provided  that 
not  more  than  one  ^ill  net  or  hauling  seine  shall 
be  used  from  any  boat.  Any  person  who  shaP 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all 
nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

6.  (As  amended  March  27,  1012.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or  at- 
tempt to  catch  and  take  fish  of  any  kind  from  the 
Delaware  River  and  bay  lying  between  the  States 
of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware,  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
taries of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limitt 
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wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  a  pound 
net  or  net  of  any  character  which  is  anchored 
or  staked  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner  per- 
manently or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net  so  fas- 
tened down  or  anchored  in  any  manner,  nor  shall 
any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  excepting  a 
drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot  or  a  fyke  net,  each 
without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the  capture 
of  carp  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
and  taking  fish  in  said  waters  within  one-half 
mile  above  or  below  the  mouth  of  any  river, 
creek  or  stream  emptying  into  said  Delaware 
River  below  Trenton  Falls;  provided,  that  gill 
net,  with  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches  and 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  fathoms  in  length,  may 
be  staked  within  one-half  mile  of  the  shore  in 
the  Delaware  Bay,  below  Ben  Davis^  Point;  pro- 
vided, further,  that  pound  nets,  for  the  taking 
of  food  fish,  which  do  not  extend  into  the  Dela- 
ware bay  more  than  three  hundred  feet  from 
mean  low  water  mark,  or  three  hundred  feet  from 
the  outside  of  the  flats  which  fall  bare  at  low 
water,  may  be  set  and  used  in  the  Delaware  bay 
below  West  Creek,  from  the  flrst  day  of  March 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
both  dates  inclusive.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of 
boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

.  7.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
or  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any 
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kind  or  description  from  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbe 
and  fiowS;  by  means  of  a  net  or  to  use  a  net  of 
any  character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  from  Sat- 
urday at  two  P.  M.  until  Sunday  at  twelve  o'clock 
midnight  next  ensuing  in  each  week.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture 
of  all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand-lines,  and  troUing-lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  aet,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay 
lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  in- 
clusive, in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  fish  so  taken. 

0.  (As  amended  March  27,  1012.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  eaeh 
without  wings,  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay 
lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware,  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  the  said 
river   and   bay   within   said   limits,   wherein  the 
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tide  ebbs  and  flows,  from  June  first  to  July  first 
in  efich  year,  both  dates  inclusire,  but  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  with- 
out wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first, 
both  dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only; 
all  other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in 
said  nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immediate- 
ly to  the  waters  from  which  taken;  provided,  that 
the  entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and  fyke  net  shall 
be  not  more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the 
outside  diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches;

It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net,  otherwise  a  net 
set  approximately  parallel  with  the  shore  in  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the  States  of 
New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
aries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limits 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  and  at  low  water 
mark,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  thir- 
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ty-first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  such  parallel  net  from  the  first  day 
of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  in- 
clusive, next  ensuing  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  carp  only;  provided,  that  the  meshes 
of  said  net  be  not  less  than  three  and  one^half 
inches,  stretched  measure,  when  being  fished;

w  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
tes of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limits 
erein  the  tide  ebbs  and  fiows,  to  willfully  and 
bhout  reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break, 
nage  or  destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  haul- 
seine  or  nets  of  any  description  being  law- 
ly  used,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
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son  to  drift  a  gill  net  over  the  waters  of  a  ahore 
fishery  while  the  hauling  seine  is  heing  used. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
put  or  place  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying 
between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware 
and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay 
within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  what- 
soever, or  any  drug,  or  any  poison  bait  for  the 
purpose  of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring 
the  fish,  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas 
tar,  coal  oil,  sawdust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus 
(otherwise  known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol, 
or  any  of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse  from 
gas  houses,  oil  tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  dele- 
terious, destructive  or  poisonous  substances  of 
any  kind  or  character  to  be  turned  into  or  al- 
lowed to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be  emptied  into  any 
of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it  is  shown  that 
every  practicable  means  has  been  used  to  pre- 
vent the  pollution  of  waters  in  question  by  the 
escape  of  deleterious  substances.  In  the  case  of 
the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances  known  to 
be  injurious  to  fishes,  or  to  fish  food,  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  substances 
have  actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular 
fish.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 
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14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  any  fresh 
dead  game  fish,  or  food  fish,  except  during  the 
lawful  period  for  catching  the  same,  and  the 
space  of  six  days  after  such  period  has  expired. 
Any  person  yiolating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 

15.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall>  by 
threat,  menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt 
to  deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  per- 
son authorized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of 
the  fish  laws  of  this  State;  from  enforcing  or 
carrying  into  effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
who  shall  resist  arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats 
or  nets  illegally  used,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

16.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed: 
''A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  for 

the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game 
and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method  of  capture  and 
provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such  capture 
and  possession  (revision  of  1903)'  approved, 
April  fourteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  three,"  approved  March  seventeenth,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  four. 

''An  act  for  the  better  protection  of  the  fish- 
eries in  Maurice  river,  and  in  the  Oronoken,  Di- 
viding and  Antuxent  creeks,  Cumberland  county," 
approved  March  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one. 

'An  act  for  the  better  regulation  of  fishing  in 
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Cohansey  creek/'  passed  January  twenty-eighth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  and  the 
supplement  to  said  act  passed  February  third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three.

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18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and 
this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  regulating  fishing  in .  the  waters  of  the 
tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State, 
between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  Creek,  wherein 
the  tides  ebbs  and  flows. 

Approved  February  28,  1912. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  follow- 
ing fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
Black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass, 
strawberry  or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red-eye  or  goggle-eye;  white  bass,  crap- 
pie,  pike  perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike 
or  Susquehanna  sallnon;  pike,  pickerel,  white 
perch,  yellow  perch,  charr,  commonly  called  brook 
or  speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The 
following  shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to 
wit:  All  species  of  minnows,  killi-fishes  and  stone 
catfish.  All  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish 
whatsoever  shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
fiows,  with  any  device  or  by  any  means  or  method 
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whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and  lines  or  hand 
lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or  throw-llAes,  each 
having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or  with  troll- 
ing lines  with  spoon  or  artiUcial  bait,  having  not 
more  than  one  burr  of  three  single  hooka  at- 
tached. The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or  the 
number  of  trolling  lines,  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines 
must  be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  warters  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware 
river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and 
Birch  Creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows, 
except  with  the  following  devices,  to  wit:  Bods 
and  lines  and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than 
three  hooks  attached;  a  minnow  seine  not  more 
than  one  hundred  feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not 
more  than  five  feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the 
opening  of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  one- 
and  one-quarter  inches  in  diameter;  a  scoop  net 
with  a  single  handle  and  with  a  diameter  of  not 
more  than  two  feet.  Any  person  who  uses  any 
other  device,  method  or  means  of  catching  bait 
fish,  other  than  those  specified  in  this  section, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish 
in  the  waters  of  t&e  tributaries  of  the  Belaware 
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river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and 
Birch  Creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with 
any  device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the 
following  devices,  and  under  regulations  and  re- 
strictions hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine, 
a  gill  net,  an  eel  pot  or  fyke  net,  eaeh  without 
wings,  a  parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of 
low  water,  and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand  lines, 
otherwise  known  as  dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each 
having  not  more  than  three  hooks.  Any  person 
who  shall  use  or  employ  any  method  or  device 
for  catching  food  fish  other  than  those  named 
in  this  section  or  shall  use  or  employ  any  device 
named  in  this  section,  contrary  to  the  regulations 
and  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned,  «hall  be 
subject  to  a  hne  of  twenty  dollars. 

6.  It  shiUl  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take, 
sturgeon  from  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of 
the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Tren- 
ton Falls  and  Birch  Creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows,  with  any  device  excepting  a  seine  or  a 
gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  thirteen  inches,  stretched  measure,  while 
being  fished,  or  to  catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to 
catch  and  take,  any  other  food  fish  from  said 
water  with  a  seine,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be 
less  than  two  and  one-half  inches,  stretched  meas- 
ure, while  being  tished,  or  any  gill  net,  the  meshes 
of  which  shall  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter 
inches,  stretched  measure,  while  being  fished; 
provided  that  gill  nets  with  a  mesh  not  smaller 
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than  three  inches  may  be  used  from  March  flrftt 
to  June  tenth  in  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing herring  only.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch 
and  take,  any  food  fish,  except  sturgeon,  by  means 
of  a  seine  or  gill  net  between  the  tenth  day  of 
June  in  each  and  every  year  and  the  first  day  of 
March  next  ensuing.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of 
all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 

and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any 

kind  from  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 

Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 

Falls  and  Birch  Creek,  wherein  the  .tide  ebbs  and 

flows,  with  a  pound  net  or  net  of  any  character, 

which  is   anchored  or  staked  or   fastened   down 

in  any  manner,  permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to 

use  any  net  so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any 

manner.    Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 

provisions    of   this   section    shall,    on    conviction 

thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars, 

together  with  the  forfeiture  of  boats,  nets  and 

other  appliances  used. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
or  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any 
kind  or  description  from  the  waters  of  the  trib- 
utaries of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  be- 
tween Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  Creek,  wherein  the 
tide  ebbs  and  fiows,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use 
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a  net  of  any  character  in  the  waters  aforesaid 
from  Saturday  at  two  P.  M.  until  Sunday  at 
twelve  o'clock  midnight  next  ensuing  in  each 
week.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to- 
gether with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and 
other  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  witii 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines,  and  trolling  lines, 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year,  in  the  waters  of  the  tributaries 
of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between 
Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  Creek,  wherein  the  tide 
ebbs  and  fiows,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish 
for  and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December, 
inclusive,  in  each  year.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  taken. 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and 
fyke  nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  waters  of 
the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this 
{State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  Greek, 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  fiows,  from  June  first 
to  July  first  in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive, 
but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke 
nets,  each  without  wings,  from  July  first  to  May 
thirty-first,  both  dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  for 
the  purpose  of  catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and 
suckers   only.     All   other   species   of  fish  which 
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may  be  caught  in  said  nets  must  be  returned  un- 
harmed immediately  to  the  waters  from  whieh 
taken;  provided,  that  the  entrance  of  said  eel 
pot  and  fyke  net  shall  not  be  more  than  six 
inches  in  diameter  and  the  outside  diameter  not 
more  than  thirty  inches.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof ,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets, 
boats  and  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net, 
otherwise  a  net  set  approximately  parallel  with 
the  shore,  in  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  Creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  and  at  low  water  mark,  between  the  first 
day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  August 
in  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  such 
parallel  net  from  the  first  day  of  September  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  inclusive,  next  en- 
suing in  each  year,  for  the '  purpose  of  taking 
carp  only;  provided,  that  the  meshes  of  said  net 
be  not  less  than  three     and     one-half     inches, 
stretched  measure,  when  being  fished;   provided, 
that  seines  not  smaller  than  two  and  one-half  inch 
mesh  and  cast  nets  may  be  used  from  September 
first  to  May  thirty-first  of  each  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  catfish,  carp  and  suckers  only; 
and  provided  further,  that  no  such  net  shall  be      \ 
set  in  such  manner  as  to  impede  navigation.   All 
other  fish  than  catfish,  carp  and  suckers  must  be 
returned    unharmed    to    the    water    beyond    low 
water  mark.     Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
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proYisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets  and 
other  appliances  used. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take, 
from  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Dela- 
ware river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton  Falls 
and  Birch  Greek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows, 
in  any  manner  whatsoever,  any  striped  bass, 
otherwise  known  as  rockfish,  weighing  more  than 
twenty  pounds  or  measuring  less  than  ten  inches 
in  length,  or  any  sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in 
length,  or  any  black  bass,  or  any  small-mouth 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass, 
less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  oi 
pickerel,  or  any  pike  perch,  otherwise  known  as 
wall-eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  straw- 
berry bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  other- 
wise known  as  red-eye  or  goggle-eye  or  trout  or 
charr,  less  than  six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish 
of  a  less  length  than  those  described  or  any 
striped  bass  commonly  called  rockfish,  weighing 
more  than  twenty  pounds,  which  may  be  caught, 
must  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery  authorities 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any 
size  from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year, 
or  in  any  manner,  for  propagating  purposes  and 
stocking  other  waters  in  the  State  through  its 
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authorized  representatives.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  he  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  caught  and 
had  in  possession. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by 
b'^i.t,  anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise,  in  the  waters 
of  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river,  in  thia 
State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  Creek, 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  to  willfully  and 
witl  out  reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break 
damage  or  destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  haul- 
ing seine  or  nets  of  any  description  being  law- 
fully used.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  there- 
of, be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put 
or  place  in  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  Greek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances 
whatsoever,  or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for 
the  purpose  of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injur- 
ing the  fish,  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or 
gas  tar,  coal  oil,  sawdust,  tanbark,  cocculus  in- 
dicus  (otherwise  known  as  fish  berries),  lime, 
vitriol,  or  any  of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse 
from  gas  houses,  oil  tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  dele- 
terious, destructive  or  poisonous  substances  of 
any  kind  or  character  to  be  turned  into  or  al- 
lowed to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be  emptied  into  any 
of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it  is  shown  that 
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eyery  practicable  means  has  been  used  to  pre- 
vent the  pollution  of  waters  in  question  by  the 
escape  of  deleterious  substances.  In  the  case  of 
the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances  known  to 
be  injurious  to  fishes,  or  to  fish  food,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  substances  have 
actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular  fish. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  any  fresh 
dead  game  fish,  or  food  fish,  except  during  the 
lawful  period  for  catching  the  same  and  the  space 
of  iix  days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 

15.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  by 
threat,  menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner,  at- 
tempt to  deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or 
other  person  authorized  to  make  arrests  for  vio- 
lation of  the  fish  laws  of  this  State  from  enforc- 
ing or  carrying  into  effect  any  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  who  shall  resist  arrest  or  the  seiz- 
ure of  boats  or  nets  illegally  used,  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hund- 
red dollars.

17.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  proviaions 
of  this  act  shall  he  the  same  in  all  respects,  aa 
provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  L^islature  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  hirds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven. 

18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  herehy  re- 
pealed and  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

for  violation  of  its  provisions,  and  to  repeal  acts 
inconsistent  therewith.

Whereas,  By  virtue  of  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  the 
eighth  day  of  May,  A.  D.,  one  thousand  nine 
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hundred  and  seven,  entitled  ''A  Joint  Resolu- 
tion providing  for  the  creation  of  a  commis- 
sion to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York  in  regard 
to  the  propagation,  protection  and  catching 
of  sturgeon,  shad,  bass,  perch  and  other  fish 
in  the  Delaware  river;  the  adoption  of  con-

Whereas,  The  commissions  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  have  been  duly  organized  as  provided 
and  required  by  law;  and 
Whereas,  The  conunissioners  of  the  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  in  joint  meeting  held  for  that 
purpose,  have  agreed  upon  imiform  laws  to 
provide  an  act  providing  imiform  laws  to  en- 
courage the  propagation  of  fish  and  to  regu- 
late the  catching,  taking  and  destruction  of 
fish  in  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls 
within  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
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monwealth   of  Pennsylvania   and   the   State  of 
New  Jersey,  and  providing  penalties  for  vio- 
lation of  its  provisions;  therefore. 
Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  affect  and 
apply  only  to  the  propagation,  catching,  taking 
and  protection  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the 
waters  of  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls  lying  between  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
shall  have  and  enjoy  a  common  right  of  fishery 
throughout,  in  and  over  the  waters  of  said  river 
between  low  water  mark  on  each  side  of  said 
river  between  said  States  above  Trenton  Falls, 
except  so  far  as  either  State  may  have  hereto- 
fore granted  valid  and  subsisting  private  right 
of  fishery. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
Black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass; 
strawberry  or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye;  white  bass; 
crappie;  pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed 
pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon;  pike;  pickerel; 
wlhite  perjdh;  yellow  perch;  c(harr,  commonly 
called  brook  or  speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of 
trout.  The  following  shall  be  designated  as 
bait  fish,  to  wit:  All  species  of  minnows,  killi- 
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fishes  and  stone  catfish.  All  other  species  or 
varieties  of  fish  whatsoever  shall  be  designated 
as  food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for 
any  game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river 
above  Trenton  Falls  with  any  device  or  by  any 
means  or  method  whatsoever  excepting  with  rods 
and  lines  or  hand  lines,  conunonly  called  dipsey 
or  throw  lines  each  having  not  more  than  three 
hooks,  or  with  trolling  lines  with  spoon  or  ar- 
tificial bait  having  not  more  than  one  burr  of 
three  single  hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods 
and  lines  or  the  number  of  trolling  lines  not  to 
exceed  two  of  one  or  the  other  device  named, 
and  said  lines  must  be  under  the  direct  and  im- 
mediate supervision  of  the  person  fishing  there- 
with. Any  person  violating  any  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fiAe  of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls,  except 
with  the  following  devices,  to  wit:  Rods  and 
lines  and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than  three 
hooks  attached;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than 
one  hundred  feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more 
than  five  feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  open- 
ing of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a 
single  handle  and  with  a  diameter  of  net  not 
more  than  two  feet.  Any  person  who  uses  any 
other  device,  method  or  means  for  catching  bidt 
fish   other   than   those   specified   in   this  aeotioii 
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shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  with  any 
device,  method  or  means  excepting  by  the  follow- 
ing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  an 
eel  pot  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  and 
rods  and  lines  or  hand  lines,  otherwise  known  as 
dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each  having  not  more 
than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who  shall  use 
or  employ  any  method  or  device  for  catching 
food  fish  other  than  those  named  in  this  sec- 
tion, or  shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named 
in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regulations  or 
restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take 
sturgeon  from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls  with  any  device  excepting  a  seine,  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen 
inches  stretched  measure  while  being  fished,  or 
to  catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take 
any  other  food  fish  from  said  waters  with  a 
seine  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  two 
and  one-half  inches  stretched  measure  while 
being  fished.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch 
and  take  any  food  fish,  except  sturgeon,  by 
means  of  a  seine,  between  the  tenth  day  of  June 
in  each  and  every   year   and   the   first  day  of 
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March  next  ensuing.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all 
nets,  boats  and  appliances  used.     # 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take 
any  fish  of  any  kind  from  the  Delaware  river 
above  Trenton  Falls  with  a  net  of  any  character 
which  is  anchored  or  staked  or  fastened  down 
in  any  manner,  permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to 
use  any  net  so  anchored  or  fastened 
down  in  any  manner,  nor  shall  any  net  of  any 
kind  or  character,  excepting  an  eel  pot  or  a  fyke 
net,  each  without  wings,  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  catching  and  taking  fish  in  said  waters 
within  one-half  mile  above  or  below  the  mouth 
of  any  river,  creek  or  stream  emptying  into  said 
Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall^  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with 
the  forfeiture  of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances 
used. 

9.  (As  amended  May  1,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any  kind  or 
description  from  the  Delaware  river  above  Tren- 
ton Falls,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use  a  net  of 
any  character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  between 
Saturday  at  two  P.  M.  and  twelve  o'clock  mid- 
night Sunday  night  in  each  week.     Any  perMB 
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violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shaM,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  for- 
feiture of  all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances 
used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines  and  trolling  lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclu- 
sive, in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shaHl  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and 
fyke  nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware 
river  above  Trenton  Falls  from  June  first  to 
July  first  in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets, 
each  without  wings,  from  July  first  to  May 
thirty-first,  both  dates  inclusive,  in  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and 
suckers  only.  All  other  species  of  fish  which  may  be 
caught  in  said  nets  must  be  returned  unharmed 
immediately  to  the  waters  from  which  taken; 
provided,  that  the  entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and 
fyke  net  shall  not  be  more  than  six  inches  in 
diameter  and  the  outside  diameter  not  more  than 
thirty  inches.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions    of   this    section    shall    on    conviction 
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thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars^ 
together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and 
other  appdiances  used. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and 
take  from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls  in  any  manner  whatsoever  any  striped 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  rock  fish,  weigh- 
ing more  than  twenty  pounds  or  measuring 
less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any  sturg- 
eon less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any 
black  bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  baas, 
less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or 
pickerel,  or  any  pike  perch,  otherwise  known  as 
wall  eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  strawberry 
bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye,  or  trout  or 
charr,  less  than  six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish 
of  a  less  length  than  those  described,  or  any 
striped  bass,  commonly  called  rock  fish,  weigh- 
ing more  than  twenty  pounds,  which  may  be 
caught  must  be  returned  immediately  to  the 
water.  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery 
authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania or  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  capturing 
fish  of  any  size  from  said  waters,  or  at  any 
time  of  the  year,  or  in  any  manner  for  propa- 
gating purposes  and  for  stocking  other  waters 
in  their  respective  States  through  their  author- 
ized representatives.    Any  person  who  shall  Tky- 
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late  any  of  the  proYisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  caught  and 
had  in  possession. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by 
boat,  anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise  in  the  Dela- 
ware river  above  Trenton  Falls  to  willfully  and 
without  reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break, 
damage  or  destroy  any  hauling  seine  or  net  of 
any  description  being  lawfully  used.  Any  per- 
son violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
put  or  place  in  the  Dellaware  river  above  Tren- 
ton Falls  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances 
whatsoever,  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for 
the  purpose  of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injur- 
ing the  fish,  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff  coal  or 
gas  tar,  coal  oDl,  sawdust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  in- 
dicus  (othei  wise  known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vit- 
riol, or  any  of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse  from 
gas  houses,  oil  tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  dele- 
terious, destructive  or  poisonous  substances  of 
any  kind  or  character  to  be  turned  into  or  al- 
lowed to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be  emptied  into  any 
of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it  is  shown  that 
every  practicable  means  has  been  used  to  prevent 
the  pollution  of  waters  in  question  by  the  escape 
of  deleterious  substances.  In  the  case  of  the 
pollution  of  waters  by  substances  known  to  be 
injurious  to  fishes  or  to  fish  food  it  shall  not  be 
necessary   to    prove    that   such   substances   have 
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actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular  flah. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisiona  of 
this  section  shalll  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  any  fresh 
dead  game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the 
lawfuH  period  for  catching  the  same  and  the 
space  of  six  days  after  such  period  has  expired. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 

16.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  over  all  offences  and  violations  of 
this  act,  committed  or  attempted  to  be  com- 
mitted by  any  person  or  persons  fishing  in  the 
Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls,  within  the 
jurisdiction  respectively  of  the  said  State  of 
New  Jersey  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  procedure  in  the  State  of  New  Jer- 
sey for  punishing  violations  of  this  act»  as  well 
as  for  the  confiscation  of  boats,  net  and  other 
app<liances  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as 
provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  pro- 
cedure for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating 
to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery 
of  penalties  for  violations  thereof,''  approved 
March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 
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17.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by 
threat^  menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  at- 
tempt to  deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or 
other  person  authorized  to  make  arrests  for  vio- 
lation of  the  fish  laws  in  either  State  from  en- 
forcing or  carrying  into  effect  any  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  who  shall  resist  arrest  or  the  seizure 
of  boats  or  nets  illegally  used,  shall;  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

18.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed:

19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately, 
but  no  section,  proviso  or  part  of  this  act  shall 
be  considered  as  valid  and  operative  until  a 
similar  act  has  been  enacted  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsy'Ivania ;  provided,  that  when 
the  said  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyvania  has  en- 
acted a  siniilar  act  the  provisions  of  this  act  re- 
lating to  the  size  of  the  meshes  of  nets  shall  not 
become  operative  until  June  eleventh,  one  thous- 
and nine  hundred  and  nine.

river  between  said  States  below  Trenton  Falls 
except  so  far  as  either  State  may  have  hereto- 
fore granted  valid  and  subsisting  private  right  of 
fishery. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
Black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass; 
strawberry  or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye;  white  bass; 
crappie;  pike  perch  otherwise  called  wall-eyed 
pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon;  pike;  pickerel; 
white  perch;  yellow  perch;  charr,  commonly 
called  brook  or  speckled  trout,  or  any  form 
of  trout.  The  following  shall  be  designated  as 
bait  fish,  to  wit;  all  species  of  minnows,  killi- 
fishes  and  stone  catfish.  All  other  species  or  va- 
rieties or  fish  whatsoever  shall  be  designated  as 
food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for 
any  game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river 
below  Trenton  Falls,  with  an;^  device  or  by  any 
means  or  metEbd  whatsoever,  excepting  with 
rods  and  lines  or  hand  lines,  conmionly  ealled 
dipsey  or  throw  lines  each  having  not  more  than 
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three  hooks,  or  with  trolling  lines  with  spoon 
or  artifici&l  hait  having  not  more  than  one  burr 
of  three  single  hooks  attached.  Ihe  number  of 
rods  and  lines,  or  the  number  of  trolling  lines 
not  to  exceed  two  of  one  or  the  other  device 
named,  and  said  lines  must  be  luder  the  direct 
and  immediate  supervision  of  the  person  fishing 
therewith.  Any  person  violating  any  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

5.  It  shttll  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  except 
with  the  following  devices,  to  wit:  Rods  and 
lines  and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than  three 
hooks  attached;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than 
one  hundred  feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more 
than  five  feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  open- 
ing of  which  shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a 
single  handle  and  with  a  diameter  of  not  more 
than  two  feet.  Any  person  who  uses  any  other 
device,  method  or  means  for  catching  bait  fish, 
other  than  those  specified  in  this  section  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  fol- 
lowing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot,  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings, 
a  parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low 
water,  and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand  lines,  other- 
wise known  as  dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each  having 
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not  more  than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who 
shall  use  or  employ  any  method  or  device  for 
catching  food  fish  other  than  those  named  in  this 
section,  or  shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named 
in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regulations  or  re- 
strictions hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or  at- 
tempt to  catch  and  take  sturgeon  from  the  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls  with  any  device 
excepting  a  seine  or  a  gill  net,  the  meshes  of 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches 
stretched  measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  other 
food  fish  from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the  meshes 
of  which  shall  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches 
stretched  measure  while  being  fished,  or  any  gill 
net  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  five 
and  one-quarter  inches  stretched  measure  while 
being  fished;  provided,  that  gill  nets  with  a  mesh 
not  smaller  than  three  inches  may  be  used  from 
March  first  to  June  tenth  in  each  year  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  herring  only.  It  shall  also  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or  at- 
tempt to  catch  and  take,  any  food  fish,  except 
sturgeon,  by  means  of  a  seine  or  gill  net  between 
the  tenth  day  of  June  in  each  and  every  year  and 
the  first  day  of  March  next  ensuing.  Any  person 
who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a 
forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  fish  of 
any  kind  from  the  Delaware  river,  below  Trenton 
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Falls,  with  a  net  of  any  character  which  is  an- 
chored or  staked,  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net 
so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner; 
nor  shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  ex- 
cepting a  drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot,  or  a  fyke 
net,  each  without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the 
capture  of  carp  only,  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  an^  taking  fish  in  said  waters  within 
one  half  mile  above  or  below  the  mouth  of  any 
river,  creek  or  stream  emptying  into  said  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls.  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the  forfeiture 
of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

9.  (As  amended  March  21,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any  kind  or 
description  from  the  Delaware  river  below  Tren- 
ton Falls,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use  a  net  of 
any  character  ^in  the  waters  aforesaid  between 
Saturday  at  2*p.  m.  and  twelve  o'clock  midnight 
Sunday  night  in  each  week.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets, 
boats  and  other  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines,  and  trolling  lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclu- 
sive, in  each  year.    Any  person  violating  any  of 
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the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and 
fyke  nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls,  from  June  first  to 
July  first,  in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets, 
each  without  wings,  from  July  first  to-May  thirty- 
first,  both  dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers 
only.  All  other  species  of  fish  which  may  be 
caught  in  said  nets  must  be  returned  unharmed 
immediately  to  the  waters  from  which  taken, 
provided  that  the  entrance  of  said  eel  pot  or  fyke 
net  shall  not  be  more  than  six  inches  in  diameter 
and  the  outside  diameter  not  more  than  thirty 
inches.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together 
with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and  other 
appliances  used. 

12.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net,  otherwise  a  net 
set  approximately  parallel  with  the  shore  in  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  and  at  loW- 
water  mark,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and 
the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  such  parallel  net  from 
the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  May,  inclusive,  next  ensuing,  in  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  carp  only;  provided, 
that  the  meshes  of  said  net  be  not  less  than  three 
and  one-half  inches  stretched  measure  when  being 
fished;  provided,  that  seines  not  smaller  than 
two  and  one-half  inch  mesh  may  be  used  from 
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September  first  to  May  thirty-first  of  each  year 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  carp  and  suckers  only; 
and  provided  further,  that  no  such  net  shall  be 
set  in  such  manner  as  to  impede  navigation.  All 
other  fish  than  carp  and  suckers  must  be  returned 
unharmed  to  the  water  beyond  low-water  mark. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  witii  a  for- 
feiture of  all  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  from  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  rock  fish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds 
or  measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any 
black  bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass, 
less  than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or 
pickerel,  or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as 
wall-eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  straw- 
berry bass,  crappie,  white,  bass,  rock  bass,  other- 
wise known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye,  or  trout  or 
charr,  less  than  six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish 
of  a  less  length  than  those  described,  or  any 
striped  bass,  commonly  called  rock  fish,  weighing 
more  than  twenty  pounds,  which  may  be  caught 
must  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water.  Pro- 
vided that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery  authorities  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any  size 
from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year,  or 
in  any  manner  for  propagating  purposes  and  for 
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stocking  other  waters  in  their  respective  States 
through  their  authorized  representatives.  Anj 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so 
caught  and  had  in  possession. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls  to  willfully  and  with- 
out reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage 
or  destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine 
or  nets  of  any  description  being  lawfully  used, 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drift  a 
gill  net  over  the  waters  of  a  shore  fishery  while 
the  hauling  seine  is  being  used.  Any  person  violat- 
ing any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on 
conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put 
or  place  in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton 
Falls  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  what- 
soever, or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  pur- 
pose of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  Injuring  the 
fish,  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar, 
coal  oil,  saw  dust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus 
(otherwise  known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol, 
or  any  of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gaa 
houses,  oil  tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious, 
destructive  or  poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or 
character  to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run, 
fiow,  wash  or  be  emptied  into  any  of  the  waters 
aforesaid,  unless  it  is  shown  that  every  practica- 
ble means  has  been  used  to  prevent  the  pollution 
of  waters  in  question  by  the  escape  of  deleterious 
substances.  In  case  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by 
substances  known  to  be  injurious  to  fishes  or  to 
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fish  food,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  that 
such  substances  have  actually  caused  the  death 
of  any  particular  fish.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  convic- 
tion thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred 
dollars. 

16.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession  any  fresh 
dead  game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the 
lawful  period  for  catching  the  same  and  the  space 
of  six  days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish. 

17.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  over  all  offences  and  violations  of 
this  act,  committed  or  attempted  to  be  committed, 
by  any  person  or  persons  fishing  in  the  Delaware 
river  below  Trenton  Falls,  within  the  jurisdiction 
respectively  of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  and 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  pro- 
cedure in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  punishing 
violations  of  this  act,  as  well  as  for  the  confisca- 
tion of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances,  shall  be 
the  same  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  in  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  this  State  entitled  ''An  act 
to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations 
thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the 
acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto. 

18.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to 
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deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person 
authorized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the 
fish  laws  in  either  State,  from  enforcing  or  carry- 
ing into  effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who 
shall  resist  arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets 
illegally  used  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

19.    The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed: 

''An  act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river 
Delaware  and  for  other  purpose/'  passed  Novem- 
ber twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight. 

"An  act  further  supplementary  to  an  act  en- 
titled 'An  act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the 
river  Delaware  and  for  other  purposes/  passed  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eight,"  passed  November  twen- 
ty-eighth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-two. 

"An  act  further  supplementary  to  an  act  en- 
titled 'An '  act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the 
river  Delaware,  and  for  other  purposes/  passed 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eight,"  passed  February  fif- 
teenth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
three. 

"A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware, 
and  for  other  purposes,'  passed  November  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,"  ap- 
proved March  twenty-second,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-five. 

"A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware 
and  for  other  purposes,'  passed  November  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,"  ap- 
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proved  March  twelfth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-two. 

''A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware 
and  for  other  purposes/  passed  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  November,  anno  domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight,''  approved  February  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight. 

''A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware 
and  for  other  purposes,'  passed  November  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,"  ap- 
proved April  fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one. 

"A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  to  regulate  the  fisheries  in  the  river  Delaware 
and  for  other  purposes,'  passed  November  twenty- 
sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,"  ap- 
proved March  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-four.

"An  act  to  regulate  the  taking  of  suckers,  cat- 
fish, carp  and  eels  in  the  waters  of  the  Dela- 
ware river  above  Trenton  Falls  by  the  use  of 
fish  baskets,"  approved  April  tenth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight. 

20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but 
no  section,  proviso  or  part  of  this  act  shall  be 
considered  as  valid  and  operative  until  a  similar 
act  has  been  enacted  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania;  provided,  that  when  the  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  has  enacted  a  similar 
act  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  size 
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of  the  meshes  of  nets  shall  not  become  operatiye 
until  June  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nine. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and 
fish,  to  regulate"^  their  method  of  capture  and 
provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such  cap- 
ture and  possession  (Revision  of  1903)/'  ap- 
proved April  fourteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  three. 

FUed  March  29,  1010. 

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
shoot  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind 
of  water  fowl  whatsoever,  on  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay  between  the  first  day  of  September  and 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  both  dates 
inclusive.  Any  person  who  shall  capture,  kill, 
injure  or  destroy  on  the  Delaware  river  or  bay 
any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of 
water  fowl  whatsoever,  at  any  time  other  than 
between  the  dates  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of  water 
fowl  whatsoever,  so  as  aforesaid  captured,  kUled* 
injured  or  destroyed. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  shad  fishermen  in  the 
Delaware  bay,  eastward  of  the  ships'  channeL 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
vessel  engaged  in  dredging  oysters  to  anchor  or 
leave  their  buoys  on  the  flats  between  Arnold's 
point  buoy  and  Stony  point  in  the  Delaware  bay, 
between  sunset  and  sunrise  of  each  day  previous 
to  the  twenty-fifth  of  May  in  any  year. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  throw  any  dredge  or  other  appliances 
from  the  deck  of  any  boat  or  vessel  into  any  gill- 
net;  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  fish  warden, 
or  the  sherifiT  of  any  county  in  which  this  act  is 
violated,  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  guilty  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
any  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  upon 
conviction  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
and  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not 
to  exceed  six  months. 
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APPENDIX 

An  Act  concernTng  trespassing  on  lands  for  the 
purpose  of  gunning  or  fishing. 

Approved  March  21,  1912. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  trespass  upon  the  occupied  lands  of  any 
other  person  or  persons  within  this  State  for  the 
purpose  of  hunting  with  a  gun  or  fishing,  killing 
or  catching  any  game  or  fish  enumerated  in  the 
statutes,  after  public  notice  on  the  part  of  the 
owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof,  for- 
bidding such  trespass,  such  notice  being  posted 
conspicuously  adjacent  to  the  highway  binding 
on  said  land  or  adjacent  to  any  usual  entrance- 
way  to  said  lands;  and  every  person  violating 
this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars  and  costs,  and  every  justice  of  the 
peace,  police  court  or  recorder  shall  have  juris- 
diction to  try  such  offenders,  and  pronounce  sen- 
tence as  herein  provided. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  trespass  upon  the  occupied  lands  of  any 
other  person  or  persons  within  this  State  for  the 
purpose  of  hunting  with  a  gun  or  fishing,  killing 
or  catching  any  game  or  fish  enumerated  in  the 
statutes,  after  being  forbidden  so  to  trespass  by 
the  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof; 
and  every  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  costs, 
and  every  justice  of  the  peace,  police  court  and 
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recorder  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  such  offend- 
ers and  pronounce  sentence  as  herein  provided.

An  Act  to  prevent  wilful  trespasses  upon  lands. 

Approved  February  17,  1857. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  unlawfully 
enter  upon  any  lands  not  his  own,  after  having 
been  forbidden  to  do  so  by  the  owner  or  l^al 
possessor  of  such  lands,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  offence  to  the  owner  of  said  lands,  or  his 
or  her  tenant  in  possession,  the  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs,  in 
an  action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  this  State. 
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An  Act  to  prevent  trespassing  with  guns. 

Approved  March  14,  1895. 

1.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  Any  person 
trespassing  on  any  lands,  except  fresh-meadow 
land  over  which  the  tide  has  ebbed  and  flowed  con- 
tinuously for  twenty  years  or  more,  carrying  a 
gun,  after  public  notice  on  the  part  of  the  owner, 
occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof  forbidding 
such  trespassing,  such  notice  being  posted  con- 
spicuously adjacent  to  the  highway  binding  on 
said  lands,  or  adjacent  to  any  usual  entrance  way 
to  said  lands,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass 
at  the  suit  of  such  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licen- 
censee,  and  in  an  action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which 
action  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  ac- 
tions of  trespass  or  tort  are  usually  conducted) 
the  damages  awarded  for  any  such  trespass  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  dollars. 

2.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  Any  person 
trespassing  on  any  lands,  except  fresh-meadow 
land  over  which  the  tide  has  ebbed  and  flowed 
continuously  for  twenty  years  or  more,  carrying 
a  gun,  after  being  forbidden  so  to  trespass  by  the 
owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof,  shall 

%  be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass,  at  the  suit  of  such 
owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee,  and  in  an 
action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which  action  shall  be 
conducted  in  all  respects  as  actions  of  trespass 
or  tort  are  usually  conducted)  the  damages 
awarded  for  any  such  trespass  shall  not  be  less 
than  ten  dollars. 

3.  That  any  person  or  persons  found  trespass- 
ing, as  provided  in  the  first  and  second  sections 
of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be 
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disorderly,  and,  in  addition  to  the  remedies  there- 
in provided  for,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner 
or  owliers  of  the  said  lands,  or  the  occupant  or 
occupants,  lessee  or  lessees  or  licensees  thereof, 
or  any  constable  or  constables  to  apprehend  with- 
out warrant  or  process,  any  such  disorderly  per- 
son or  persons,  and  to  take  him  or  them  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  where  ap- 
prehended; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
justice,  in  a  summary  manner,  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  guilt  or  innocence  of  such  person  or 
persons,  and,  upon  conviction,  to  impose  upon  the 
offender  or  offenders,  and  each  of  them  so  con- 
victed, a  fine  of  five  dollars,  besides  the  cost  of 
prosecution;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  so 
convicted  shall  fail  to  pay  such  fine  and  costs, 
the  said  justice  shall  commit  such  offender  or 
offenders  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten 
days. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wil- 
fully or  maliciously  remove,  deface  or  alter  any 
notice  posted  as  contemplated  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  with  the  intent  to  destroy  such  notice, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof;  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both* 
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An  Act  to  prevent  the  burnfng^  of  woods,  marshes 

and  meadows. 

Passed    November  24, 1704. 

Supplement  approved  Mareh  24,  1875. 

That  if  any  perRon  or  persons  shall  bum  or 
smoke  out,  or  attempt  to  burn  or  smoke  out.  any 
squirrel  or  squirrels,  or  any  animal  or  speeies  of 
game  whatsoever,  in  any  woods,  or  forests, 
marshes  or  meadows,  or  other  lands  in  this  State, 
belonginor  to  any  other  person  or  corporation,  or 
if  fire  originates  from  any  such  burning  or  smok- 
ing  as  aforesaid,  by  any  person  whatsoever,  by 
means  of  which  any  other  person  or  corporation 
shall  be  damnified  in  his  or  her  houses,  buildings, 
fences,  woods  or  other  property  whatsoever,

Approved  April  1,  1912. 

1.  For  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  pro- 
tection of  crops  and  property  within  this  State, 
there  are  hereby  established  the  following  pro- 
visions for  the  destruction  of  woodchucks,  famil- 
iarly known  as  groundhogs,  and  the  payment  of 
premiums  therefor  by  the  respective  counties  in 
which  the  same  are  slain. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  having 
killed  any  woodchuck,  familiarly  known  as 
groundhog,  within  this  State,  who  is  desirous  of 
availing  himself  of  the  premiums  herein  pro- 
vided, to  produce  such  slain  animal  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  in  which  the 
same  was  killed,  and  make  affidavit  of  the  time 
and  place  of  killing  the  same;  provided,  that 
the  pelt,  if  entire  from  the  tip  of  the  nose  of 
any  such  animal,  may  be  produced  in  lieu  of  saeb 
animal,  when  so  preferred;  and  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  any  such  animal,  or  pelt,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  officer  in  the  presence  of  said 
person  killing  such  animal,  and  one  qualified  voter 
of  said  county,  to  cut  oif  the  ears  of  such  animal, 
and,  in  the  presence  of  said  persons,  bom  the 
same. 

3.  Upon  the  destruction  of  said  ears,  said 
officers  shall  give  to  the  person  producing  sueh 
animal  or  pelt,  a  certificate  of  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  directed  to  the  board  of 
chosen  freeholders  of  the  county  in  which  sneh 
animal  was  slain,  which  certificate  shall  eontaiB 
the  following  facts:  The  kind  of  animal  and 
when,  where  and  by  whom  killed,  and  the  date. 


by  whom  and  in  the  presence  of  what  qualified 
voter  the  ears  of  such  animal  were  destroyed; 
and  the  residences  of  the  person  killing  said 
animal  and  of  said  voter,  and,  upon  production 
and  surrender  of  such  certificate,  the  said  board 
8bal]  pay  out  of  the  county  funds  to  the  person 
killing  said  animal  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  said  county  not 
exceeding  fifty  cents  for  each  animal;  and  it 
shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  ofiicer  taking 
the  adidavit  provided  for  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act  to  file  the  same  forthwith,  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
collector  of  the  county;  and  upon  filing  the  same 
the  said  officer  shall  receive  from  the  funds  of 
the  eounty  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  in  full 
for  all  his  services  under  this  act;  provided, 
however,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
county  of  this  State  where  the  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  said  county,  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  all  its  members,  shall  pass  a  resolution  that 
this  act  is  not  for  the  best  interest  of  the  people 
of  the  county  they  represent.

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Enforcement  of  Fish  and  Game  Laws 

COMMISSIONERS,  WARDENS,  ETC. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  further  sup- 
plement to  an  act  entitled  'An  Act  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  commissioners  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  the  fishing  interests  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey/  "  approved  March  17,  1870,  which 
supplement  was  approved  May  15,  1894. 

Approved  March  22,  1805. 

That  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  be 
amended  no  as  to  read  as  i'ullows: 

1.  Section  one  superseded  by  act  of  September 
25,  li)07. 

2.  That  the  duties  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
the  prutectioii  and  propagation  of  tish,  birds  aud 
game  animals  and  tlie  ent'oreetuent  ot  the  law 
relating  thereto,  and  for  the  propngatiun  and 
distribution  uf  food  tish,  and  to  keep  up  the  sup- 
ply thereof  in  the  various  waters  of  the  State; 
said  board  shall  have  the  conduct  aud  control 
of  such  hatching  stations  as  are  now  owned  and 
operated  by  the  State,  and  such  as  may  hereafter 
be  established,  and  shall  have  puwer  to  investigate 
any  and  all  complaints  made  to  the  said  board, 
and  shall  at  all  times  have  the  right  and  power 
to  inspect  any  dam,  weir,  fish-basket,  net  or  other 
illegal  apparatus  for  taking  fish,  and  forthwith 
to  remove  the  same,  and  shall  have  power,  on 
view  or  information,  to  enforce  the  laws  for  the 


protection  and  propagation  of  fish,  birds  and 
game  auimals  within  this  State,  by  arrest  and 
prpsecutiuu  of  the  otfeuiier  or  olfeuders,  without 
warrant  or  complaint,  and  shall  make  a  full  re- 
port  to  the  Legislature  annually,  at  the  meeting 
thereof  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  November  preceding,  of  all  their  otlicial  opera- 
tions, with  such  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions as  they  shall  deem  usefuL 

3.  (As  amended  May  2,  1911.)  The  said  Board 
of  Fish  and  Uame  Commissioners  may  appoint 
twenty -six  competent  men,  who  shall  be  known  aa 
fish  and  game  wardens,  whose  powers  and  duties

action  thereon  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
State;  the  com})ensation  of  the  fish  and  game 
protector  shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  month,  payable  monthly,  and  he  shall  be 
allowed  his  ex()ense8  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties;  the  com[>ensation  of  the  assistant  fiah 
and  game  protector  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dol- 
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iare  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  his  ezpenaes 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  The  compensa- 
tion of  said  wardens,  other  than  the  protector 
and  assistant  protector,  shall  be  nine  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  an  al- 
lowance to  each  for  ei^penses  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  each  of  the  said 
wardens,  when  appointed,  shall  give  his  entire 
time  to  the  duties  prescribed  for  wardens,  and 
they  shall  not  be  engaged  in  any  other  business 
or  occupation;  the  payment  of  traveling  and  inci- 
dental expenses  for  said  fiah  and  game  wardens 
shall  be  made  upon  the  statement  of  said  fish  and 
game  protector  duly  sworn  to  by  him  that  the 
charges  for  which  payment  is  asked  have  been 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  ollicial  duties,  and 
that  the  billjs  true  and  correct;  such  bill  so  cer- 
tified to  by  the  said  tisb  md  game  protector  shall 
be  approved  by  the  said  board  before  payment; 
the  compe^isation  and  expenses  incurred  under 
this  act  may  be  paid  by  tbe  said  State  Treasurer 
on  vvarrants  of  the  Comptroller  on  bills  properly 
approved  by  said  board  out  of  the  resident  license 
fund  and  other  receipts  of  said  board,  received 
through  said  board  or  otherwise. 

4.  That  the  fish  and  game  wardens  shall  en- 
force all  the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  protection 
of  fish,  birds  and  game  animals,  and  shall  have 
full  power  to  execute  all  processes  issued  for  the 
violation  of  such  laws  and  to  serve  subpoenas 
issued  for  the  examination,  investigation  or  trial 
of  all  offences  against  said  laws;  each  fish  and 
game  warden  shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  his 
oificial  acts  and  shall  at  the  close  of  each  month 
make  a  summary  of  such  record  with  such  state- 
DDients   in  detail  as   shall  be  neceaiarj  for  the 
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information  of  the  said  board,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  said  board;  the  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector shall  report  to  the  said  board  any  negli- 
gence or  dereliction  of  duty  or  incompetency  on 
the  part  of  any  of  the  said  wardens,  with  the  facts 
relating  thereto,  and  he  shall  report  monthly  to 
said  board  the  operation  of  his  department  dur- 
ing the  preceding  month,  and  make  such  further 
report  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  board;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fish  and  game  warden 
to  seize,  remove  and  forthwith  destroy  any  net, 
pound  or  other  device  for  taking  fish  found  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  upon 
the  shoves  or  islands  of  such  waters  where  fishing 
with  nets  is  prohibited  or  illegal,  and  all  such 
nets,  pounds  or  other  devices  are  declared  to  be  a 
public  nuisance,  and  may  be  abated  and  sum- 
marily destroyed  by  any  fish  or  game  warden, 
and  no  action  for  damages  shall  lie  or  be  main- 
tained against  any  fish  and  game  warden  for  such 
seizure  or  destruction. 

5.  That  the  said  Board  of  Fish  and  Oame 
Commissioners  and  the  fish  and  game  wardens 
and  the  fish  and  game  protector  may,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  'duties,  call  in  the  aid  of  any 
constable,  sheriff  or  other  peace  officer  of  this 
State  when  deemed  necessary;  and  any  such 
officer  neglecting  or  refusing  to  aid  when  thus 
required  shall  forfeit  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  by  action  of  debt;  they  shall  also  have 
the  power  of  summary  arrest  in  cases  of  flagrant 
violation  of  the  fishing  or  the  game  laws  of  this 
State. 

6.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  and  in  conflict  with  this  act  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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An  Act  to  anthoriie  the  Board  of  Fish  asd  Game 
Commissioners  to  appoint  ten  additional  fish 
and  game  wardens. 

Approyed  March  27,  1012. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
of  this  State  are  hereby  authorized,  when,  in 
their  judgment,  it  shall  become  necessary,  to 
appoint  any  number  of  fish  and  game  wardens, 
not  to  exceed  ten,  in  addition  to  tlie  number  of 
wardens  now  allowed  by  law.  Such  additional 
wardens,  when  so  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation,  including 
expenses,  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
and  shall  qualify  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  fish  and  game 
wardens  heretofore  appointed. 


An  Act  prohibiting  the  impersonating  of  fish  and 
game  wardens  or  depnty  fish  and  game  wardens. 

Approved  March  13,  1912. 

1.  No  person  shall  falsely  pretend  that  he  is  a 
fish  and  game  warden  of  this  State  or  a  deputy 
fish  and  game  warden  of  this  State,  nor  shall  any 
person,  not  being  a  fish  and  game  warden  of  this 
State  or  a  deputy  fish  and  game  warden  of  this 
State,  impersonate  a  fish  and  game  warden  or  a 
.deputy  fish  and  ^ame  warden,  nor  attempt,  by  any 
means  whatsoever,  to  induce  another  to  believe 
that  he  is  such  fish  and  game  warden  or  deputy 
fish  and  game  warden. 
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2.  Any  person  violating  the  proYisions  of  thifl 
act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  person  or 
persons  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  pro- 
cedure for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to 
fish,  game  and  birds  and  for  the  recovery  of  pen- 
alties for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  supplementary  thereto.

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  may  in  writ- 
ing authorize  any  of  their  salaried  wardens  to 
have  in  possession  and  carry  a  revolver,  club, 
billy,  handcuffs  and  twisters,  or  any  such  other 
weapon  or  article  as  may  be  required  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  ofiicial  duty. 
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A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  ''An  act 
for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  fishing  interests  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,"  approved  March  17,  1870. 

Approved  September  25,  1007. 

1.  The  board  of  fish  and  game  commissioners 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  com- 
posed of  four  competent  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years, 
and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  duly  appointed  and  qualified  and  the  gov- 
ernor shall  annually  thereafter  appoint  one  per- 
son to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  said  board,  who 
shall  hold  ofiice  for  four  years,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified. 
Vacancies  occurring  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner,  and 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  commissioner 
whose  office  shall  become  vacant.

Approved  May  1,  1911. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commiasion- 
ers  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  suitable 
lands  and  erect  buildings  thereon  within  this 
State  for  the  purpose  of  propagating  game  and 
fish;  the  said  lands  and  buildings  shall  be  in 
charge  of  competent  persons  who  shall  engage 
such  additional  help  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  actually  necessary,  and  such  additional  help 
shall  be  engaged  only  by  permission  of  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners.  The  salary 
of  the  head  gamekeeper  and  the  superintendent 
of  the  hatchery  shall  not  exceed  nine  hundred 
dollars  per  year,  payable  monthly,  and  the  total 
amount  of  salaries  of  the  head  gamekeeper,  the 
superintendent  of  hatcheries  and  all  additional 
help  employed  at  the  game  farms  and  fish 
hatcheries  shall  not  exceed  in  any  cne  year  the 
total  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars.  The  cost 
of  the  hatchery  or  hatcheries  and  the  game  farm 
or  farms  complete  shall  not  exceed  forty  thous- 
and dollars;  all  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
out  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer 
on  warrants  of  the  Comptroller  on  bills  properly 
approved  by  said  board  out  of  the  receipts  of 
said  board,  received  through  said  board. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  deputy 
fish  and  game  wardena 

Approved  March  30,  1890. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissionera 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  deputy  Ash 
and  game  wardens  as  such  board  may  deem  neo- 
essary  for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  laws 
regulating  the  taking  of  fiah,  game  and  birds. 
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2.  Snch  d<»piify  fish  ancl  ^me  warrlons  nhiilX 
hnr^  all  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  hy 
the  laws  of  thi«  State  on  fish  and  pa  me  wardens 
of  the  State,  nnd  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  fees 
and  emohimenta  of  snch  office  of  fiah  and  jrame 
wardens  and  shall  be  snbtect  to  the  rejnilations 
provided  by  law  for  »nch  fish  and  pa  me  wardens; 
provided,  however,  that  snch  depnty  fish  and 
game  wardens  shall  receive  no  salary  or  other 
compensation  from  the  State.

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  "with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Oame  Comrainnioners 
of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  re<|uiped 
to  fix  the  annual  allowance  for  expenses  of  each 
of  the  fish  and  ^me  wardens',  exclusive  of  the 
protector  and  the  assistant  protector,  and  may  m.% 
any  meeting  for  any  good  cause  appearing  to  the 
board  alter  such  allowance,  provided  the  aggre- 
gate of  such  allowances  shall  not  exceed  the  total 
amount  for  wardens'  expenses  authoriied  by  law.

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  ten  or  more  in- 
habitants of  this  State,  above  the  aire  of  twenty- 
one  years  to  form  an  association  and  society  for 
the  better  protection  of  pnme  and  ^rame  fish,  and 
for  that  purpose  they  shnll  make  and  9\frn  articles 
of  association,  which  shall  set  forth  the  names  of 
the  persons  forminjir  said  association  and  society 
with  their  places  of  residence,  the  names  of  not 
less  than  five  and  not  more  than  ten  directors, 
who  shall  mana^re  the  affairs  of  said  association 
and  society  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  nntil 
others  are  elected  in  their  stead  and  place,  and 
the  name  adopted  by  said  association  and  society 
as  its  corporate  name,  which  articles  of  associa- 
tion shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  who  shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  they  are 
filed,  and  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
bim  for  that  pnrpoae;  and  npon  filinsr  as  id  articles 
of  association  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  oflUce, 
said  persons  who  shall  have  sismed  said  articles 
of  association,  and  all  beingr  citizens  of  this  State 
above  the  acre  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  there- 
upon  become  members  of  said  association  and 
shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  corporate  name

Approved  March  29,  1897. 

1.  All  Jaws  general  and  special  for  the  protec- 
tion of  tibii,  game  aud  biids,  or  in  auy  manner 
prohibiting  ur  regulating  the  taking  or  po^iiiebtiion 
of  the  same,  shall  hereafter  be  enforced  and  all 
penalties  fur  violation  thereof  shall  hereafter  be 
recovered  in  accordance  with  the  provLsions  of 
this  act. 

2.  (As  amended  March  31,  190*5.)  Justices  of 
the  peace,  district  courts  and  police  magistrates 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  punish  any 
person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations, 
accused  of  violating  any  of  the  law^s  specilied  in 
the  hrst  section  of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  and  every  penalty  prescribed  for 
such  violation  may  be  enforced  and  recovered

5.  For  tbe  violation  of  any  law  specilied  in  the 
first  sectiou  ol'  this  act,  or  any  ol*  tbe  provisions 
tbereot',  done  within  the  view  of  any  constable, 
police  oihcer,  Ush  and  game  warden,  bsn  and  game 
protector,  deputy  fish  and  game  warden,  or  any 
olUcer  or  mi'mber  of  any  incorporated  game  pro-

drift  or  diiits,  draw -net  or  nets,  fyke  or  .tykes, 
trap  or  traps,  pot  or  pots,  pound  or  pounds,  weir 
or  weirs,  set-line  or  lines,  or  other  apparatus  so 
uiiiuwlully  used;  and  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  all 
constables,  sherill's,  tish  and  game  wardens,  and 
the  tish  and  game  protector,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  other  person  or  persons,  to  seize 
and  secure  any  of  the  aforesaid  appiiVatus,  and  im- 
mediately thereafter  give  notice  to  some  justice 
of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate 
of  the  county  wherein  said  seizure  shall  be  made; 
and  said  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or 
police  magistrate  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired, at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  ap* 
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pointed,  to  hear  and  determine  in  a  aununary 
nva/  wiietiier  the  same  was  uulawfulJy  used,  and 
if  it  shall  appear  that  the  same  was  unlaw  tully 
used,  to  make  an  order  directing  the  conliscation 
and  forfeiture  of  the  same  to  the  use  of  the 
Game  and  Fish  Commissioners  of  this  btate,  who 
may  dispose  thereof  at  their  discretion. 

14.  Any  judgment  obtained  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  against  a  corporation  may  be 
docketed  in  the  oihce  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  in  and  for  the  county  in  which  such  judg- 
ment shall  be  obtained,  and  like  proceedings 
shall  be  had  for  the  collection  of  the  same  as  if 
the  said  judgment  had  been  rendered  in  the  said 
court. 

15.  Proceedings  under  this  act  may  be  insti- 
tuted on  uiiy  day  of  the  week,  and  the  institu- 
tion of  such  proceedings  on  Sunday  shall  be  no 
bar  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  same  and 
any  process  served  on  (Sunday  shall  be  as  valid 
and  eD'ectual  as  if  served  on  any  other  day  of 
the  week.

17.  In  all  cases  where  a  person  shall  be  con- 
victed a  secoiid  time,  double  the  penalty  pre- 
scribed shall  be  imposed  upon  such  second  convic- 
tion, and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every 
person  making  the  complaint  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  who  has  reason  to  believe

cealment of  any  bird,  animal  or  fish  caught, 
taken,  killed,  had  in  possession,  under  control  or 
8hi|)i)ed,  or  about  to  be  shipped  contrary  to  law, 
•haU  itaua  a  search  warrant  and  cause  a  aaarek 
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to  be  Tnnde  in  any  place,  and  to  tliat  end  may, 
aftpr  di'raand,  and  refusal,  cauae  any  building, 
enclosure  or  car  to  be  entered,  and  any  apartment, 
cbo8t,  box.  locker,  crate,  basket  or  package  to  be 
broken  open  and  the  contents  thereof  examined 
by  flnid  fish  and  srame  commissioner,  fish  and  srame 
protector  or  fish  and  game  wardens;  all  birds, 
animals  or  fish,  or  nets,  or  fishing  appliance  or 
apparatus.  seiTied  by  the  fish  and  game  commis- 
sioners, fish  and  game  protector  or  any  of  the 
fish  and  game  wardens,  shall  be  disposed  of  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  justice 
of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate 
before  whom  the  offence  is  tried:  and  such  fish 
and  game  commissioners,  fish  and  game  protec- 
tor or  fl^h  and  game  wardens  shall  not  he  liable 
for  damacres  on  account  of  any  such  seareh  or  the 
destruetion  of  any  nets  or  fishing  apparatus  of 
anv  kind  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

2.  In  prosecutions  instituted  under  the  act  to 
whieh  this  is  a  aupplemeut.  no  further  pleadings 
than  the  filinsr  of  the  complaint  and  the  issuing 
of  the  warrant  shall  be  necessary  on  the  part  of 
the  prosecutor,  nor  shall  any  such  proceedinsrs  be 
invalidated  on  account  of  lack  of  endorsement  of 
the  complaint  or  the  warrant  or  for  insuflficiency 
in  the  recital  of  the  offence  charged;  provided, 
however,  that  said  complaint  shall  specify  the 
section  and  the  title  of  the  act  charged  to  have 
been  violated,  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the 
alleged  oflTence  and  the  location  where  ii  ia 
thtLXged  the  offence  wa«  committed. 


Instructions  to  Wardens  and  Deputies 

Tn  charging  a  person  with  having  violated  any 
section  of  the  fish  and  game  law,  be  careful  to 
charge  that  the  violation  was  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  section  (giving  it)  of  the  act 
entitled  (here  reciting  the  title  of  the  general 
act  and  the  date  of  the  approval  thereof).  If, 
however,  such  section  has  been  amended,  after 
reciting  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  original 
act,  add  as  follows  "as  said  section  was  amended 
by   act   approved  nineteen 

hundred  and  ." 

In  a  great  many  of  the  sections  of  the  fish  and 
game  law  there  are  exceptions.  An  exception 
must  be  negatived.  By  this  is  meant  that  where 
there  is  an  exception  in  favor  of  some  person  or 
thing,  you  simply  charge  the  violation  and  charge 
that  the  person  is  not  within  the  exception.  For 
instance,  as  an  illustration  of  negativing  an  ex- 
ception and  reciting  the  facts  of  the  amendment 
of  a  section,  the  following  is  given,  with  respect 
to  section  ten  of  the  General  Fish  and  Game  act. 

Albert  Jones,  at  the  township  of

,  did  kill  a  reed  bird,  said  day 
NOT  being  a  day  from  the  first  day  of  September 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  both  dates 
inclusive,  of  the  year  aforesaid,  contrary  to  and 
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in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  ten  of  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  certain 
kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their 
method  of  capture  and  to  provide  open  and  close 
seasons  for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revision 
of  1903),"  approved  April  14th,  1903,  as  said  sec- 
tion was  amended  by  act  approved  April  10th, 
1907  (P.  L.  1907,  p.  66). 

As  the  rule  of  law  requires  an  exception  of  this 
kind  to  be  negatived,  the  complaint  must  recite 
the  exception. 

It  has  often  been  mooted  as  to  whether  the 
complaint  and  summons  must  be  endorsed  as  in 
ordinary  actions  by  conimon  informers.  The  pro- 
ceedings under  the  Fish  and  Game  act  are  sum- 
mary and  are  not  before  a  court,  the  justice  of 
the  peace  sitting  merely  as  a  magistrate,  and  it 
has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the 
endorsement  on  the  complaint  and  summons  is 
not  necessary;  nor  is  the  justice  required  to  keep 
a  docket,  or  a  record  of  the  evidence,  because  the 
form  of  conviction  has  been  prescribed  by  the 
Legislature.  It  is  suggested,  however,  that  it 
would  be  well  for  the  justice  to  keep  a  record  of 
what  transpires  before  him  in  order  that  if  at 
any  time  the  justice  should  be  required  to  certify 
what  transpired,  he  will  be  enabled  to  examine 
his  record.

Abstract  of  Decisions 


Following  will  be  found  some  decisions  rendered 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and 
some  of  the  higher  State  courts  in  matters  per- 
taining to  the  enforcement  of  fish  and  game  laws. 
The  number  of  decisions  might  have  been  multi- 
plied, but  the  principle  in  all  is  practically  the 
same,  that  each  State  has  almost  unlimited  power 
to  enact  laws  for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game. 
In  rendering  the  opinions  in  the  cases  cited  below 
the  courts  almost  invariably  referred  to  previous 
decisions  or  to  authorities,  and  these  may  be 
readily  ascertained  by  reference  to  the  full  deci- 
sions. 

Ownership  of  Fish  and  Game. 

In  Gentile  v.  State,  29  Ind.  415,  the  court, 
citing  2  Black  Comm.  302,  said:  "As  far  as  any 
right  of  property  in  fish  can  exist  it  is  in  the 
public,  or  is  common  to  all.  No  individual  prop- 
erty in  them  exists  until  they  are  taken  or 
reduced  to  actual  possession." 

''The  States  own  the  tidewaters  themselves  and 
the  fish  in  them,  so  far  as  they  are  capable  of 
ownership  while  running.  For  this  purpose  the 
State  represents  its  people,  and  the  ownership  is 
that  of  the  people  in  their  united  sovereignty." 
— ^McCready  v.  Virginia,  U»  S.  394. 
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"The  ownership  of  fish  is  in  the  State  for  the 
benefit  of  its  people  in  common,  and  the  Legisla- 
ture has  the  right  to  permit  individuals  to  catch 
them  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may 
impose,  and  to  restrict  the  property  acquired  in 
them  when  caught  to  such  extent  as  it  deems 
proper.  It  may  prohibit  catching  them  entirely, 
or  for  a  specified  season,  or  it  may  permit  them 
to  be  caught  for  the  use  of  the  person  who  makes 
the  catch  and  withold  the  right  to  sell  them  or 
ship  them  for  sale." — State  v.  Organ,  56  Ark.  267- 

"No  one  has  a  property  in  the  animals  and 
fowls  denominated  'game'  until  they  are  reduced 
to  possession." — ^Magner  v.  People,  97  111.  320, 
citing  2  Kent's  Com.  (8th  ed.),  416  et  seq.,  and 
Cooley  on  Torts  435 

"The  person  killing  game  under  this  statute  ha?* 
but  a  qualified  property  in  the  birds  after  they 
are  killed.  He  may  consume  them.  If  a  tres- 
passer should  take  them  from  him,  he  might 
maintain  an  appropriate  action  to  regain  the  pos- 
session. But  the  law  which  authorized  him  to  kill 
the  quail  has  withheld  the  right  to  sell  or  the 
right  to  ship  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  and  when 
such  person  undertakes  to  ship  for  sale  he  is  un 
dertaking  to  assert  a  right  not  conferred  by  law." 
— American   Express   Co.   v.   People,   133   Dl.   649. 

A  Massachusetts  law  provides  that  fish  artifi- 
cially propagated  or  maintained  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  person  propagating  or  maintaining 
them,  and  a  person  legally  engaged  in  their 
culture  and  maintenance  may  take  them  in  his 
own  waters  at  pleasure,  and  may  have  them  in 
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pudsession  for  purposes  properly  connected  with 
said  culture  and  maintenance,  and  may  at  all 
times  sell  them  for  these  purposes,  but  shall  not 
sell  them  for  food  at  seasons  when  their  capture 
is  prohibited  by  law.  This  law  was  sustained 
as  constitutional  in  Commonwealth  v.  Gilbert,  35 
V.  K.  Rep.  454. 

Possession  of  Game. 

In  October,  1889,  Edgar  M.  Greer  was  prose- 
cuted in  New  London,  Ck>nnecticut,  for  unlawfully 
receiving  and  having  in  his  possession  certain 
game  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  transporta- 
tion thereof  beyond  the Jimits  of  the  State,  such 
orame  having  been  killed  in  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut during  the  season  in  which  the  law  permitted 
the  killing  thereof.  The  defendant  was  convicted, 
and  this  conviction  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  of  Connecticut  (67  Conn.  144). 
The  case  was  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  at  the  October  term,  1895,  and 
at  the  March  term,  1896,  the  conviction  was  sus- 
tained. The  decision  in  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  was  written  by  Justice  White,  and 
is  an  elaborate  exposition  of  the  fundamental 
principle  of  fish  and  game  legislation. 

Tn  the  case  of  Phelps  v.  Racey,  60  N.  Y.  10,  the 
Kew  York  Court  of  Appeals  sustained  a  convic- 
tion for  having  game  in  possession  in  close  sea- 
son, overruling  the  defence  that  the  game  had 
been  brought  to  New  York  from  another  State, 
or  that  it  had  been  killed  within  the  open  season. 
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and  also  deciding  that  such  a  statute  is  not  iu 
violation  of  the  inter-state  commerce  law. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, in  the  case  of  Javins  et  al  v.  United 
States,  sustained  the  conviction  of  the  defendants 
for  unlawful  possession  of  quail  in  an  opinion 
filed  November  1st,  1897,  although  the  defendants 
showed  that  the  game  had  come  into  their  posses- 
sion in  the  regular  course  of  trade  from  Illinois 
or  Missouri. 

The  latest  decision,  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going principle,  was  rendered  by  the  Court  of 
Errors  of  Maryland  in  June.  1899. 

Other  cases  in  which  convictions  were  sustained 
for  possession  of  game  lawfully  taken  in  some 
other  States  are:  Commonwealth  v.  Hall,  128 
Mass.  410;  Commonwealth  v.  Wilkinson,  139  Pa. 
298;  People  v.  O'Neil,  71  Mich.  325;  Davis  v. 
McNair  (Ont.),  21  Central  L.  J.  480;  Guyer  v. 
Queen,  23  Q.  B.  D.  100;  Whitehead  v.  Smithers, 
2  C.  P.  D.  563;  Roth  v.  State,  7  Ohio  C.  C.  62; 
State  V.  Randolph,  1  Mo.  App.  15. 

Right  to  Destroy  Nets. 

In  the  case  of  Lawton  et  al.  v.  Steele,  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  held  to  be  con- 
stitutional the  law  of  New  York  providing  for  the 
summary  destruction  of  nets  and  providing  that 
no  damages  should  be  recovered  for  such  destruc- 
tion.   Opinion  rendered  March  5th,  1894. 

A  similar  opinion  was  rendered  by  the  Su- 
prrme  Court  of  Michigan  in  1897. 
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See  also  case  of  Schneider  v.  Fifield,  referred  to 
under  heading  "Fish  in  Tide  Waters." 

Obstruction  by  Dams. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  in  1899  held  to  be 
constitutional   a   law   which   required   owners   of 
dams    to   place   iishways    in   such   dams. 
Restricting  the  Right  to  Fish  and  Hunt. 

The  right  of  a  State  to  prohibit  the  taking  ol 
tish  on  the  part  of  all  persons,  including  persons 
fishing  in  their  own  waters,  was  upheld  in  the 
case  of  the  State  of  Vermont  v.  Theriault,  in  a 
decision  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ver- 
mont, opinion  filed  July  20,  1898. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion 
rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey 
and  reported  in  III.  Vroom: 

1.  The  soil  under  the  waters  of  fresh  water 
lakes,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  original  grant 
of  the  province  of  New  Jersey,  is  in  the  proprie- 
tors, and  not  in  the  State,  and  may  be  acquired 
by  an  individual  owner  by  grant  from  the  council 
of  proprietors. 

•2.  The  exclusive  right  of  fishery  is  prima  facie 
in  the  owner  of.  the  soil,  but  may  be  acquired 
separate  from  the  ownership  of  the  soil,  by  grani 
or  prescription. 

3.  A  right  of  fishery  in  private  waters  cannot 
be  claimed  by  custom,  but  must  be  prescribed  for 
in  a  que  estate,  and  a  right  claimed  by  prescrip- 
Hon  is  not  f'fltablished  by  proof  of  cuRtomary 
r  ii"  li  t . 
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4.  In  analogy  with  the  statute  of  limitations, 
which  does  not  apply  to  incorporeal  heredita- 
ments, an  adverse  user  of  an  incorporeal  heredi- 
tament for  the  period  of  twenty  years  affords  a 
presumption  of  a  grant  which  has  been  lost. 

5.  An  user,  to  be  adverse,  must  be  under  a  claim 
of  right  against  the  true  owner,  with  such  cir- 
cumstances of  notoriety  as  to  afford  an  indica- 
tion to  the  owners  that  a  right  is  claimed  against 
him. 

6.  When  the  owner  of  a  fishery  does  not  him- 
self work  it  for  profit,  but  suffers  the  public  to 
fish  in  it  without  objection,  an  user  by  an  indi- 
vidual, which  is  not  distinguished  from  that  of 
the  public,  will  be  considered  permissive,  and  not 
adverse,  unless  there  is  evidence  that  it  was  under 
a  claim  of  right  in  himself,  and  that  the  owner, 
knowing  of  such  claim,  acquiesced  in  it. 

7.  That  the  defendant,  or  those  under  whom  he 
claims,  erected  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public  who  might  visit  the  lake — ^the  owner- 
ship of  which  is  in  another — for  the  purpose  of 
fishing,  is  not  evidence  of  a  prescriptive  right  in 
the  defendant  to  fish  therein. 

This  was  followed  by  the  following  syllabus  of 
opinion  to  be  found  in  IV.  Vroomi 

1.  The  right  to  fish  and  take  fish  is  not  an  ease- 
ment. It  is  a  right  of  profits  in  lands,  and  can- 
not be  claimed  under  the  designation  of  easement. 

2.  The  only  mode  of  acquiring  a  right  of  taking 
a  profit  on  another's  soil  is  by  grant  or  preecrip- 
Hon.  and  it  must  be  so  pleaded. 
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S.  The  right  claimed  in  this  plea  cannot  exist 
in  the  soil  of  a  private  proprietor  either  by  cus- 
tom or  prescription. 

4.  A  right  of  fishing  in  private  waters  cannot 
be  acquired  by  the  public  by  dedication. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  to 
be  found  in  XIX.  Vroom: 

1.  The  act  for  the  protection  of  game  and  fish, 
approved  April  4,  1878,  in  providing  for  greater 
restrictions  and  severer  penalties  upon  non-resi- 
dents of  the  State  than  upon  residents  for  hunting 
game  is  not  contrary  to  those  clauses  of  the  14th 
amendment  of  the  National  Constitution,  which 
declare  that  no  State  shall  deprive  any  person  of 
life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of 
law,  or  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

2.  The  act  does  not  violate  Article  IV,  Sec.  7, 
Par.  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  New  Jersey. 

3.  The  term  "law"  in  the  paragraph  cited  means 
an  enactment  of  the  Legislature. 

4.  The  statute  of  April  4,  1878,  above  men- 
tioned, is  valid  in  its  application  to  the  act  of  a 
non-resident  of  the  State  killing  game  on  the 
property  of  persons  who  have  formed  an  associa- 
tion, under  the  laws  of  the  State,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  game  on  their  own  property. 

Dogs  Running  at  Large. 

The  New  York  statute  prohibiting  the  running 
at  large  of  dogs  in  a  deer  country  was  sustained 
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« 

AH  constitutional  by  the  New  York  Court  of  Ap- 
peals in  1899  in  the  case  of  Ives  v.  New  York. 

Right  of  Trial  by  Jury. 
•There  is  not  a  State  in  the  Union  which  has 
not  a  constitutional  provision  entitling  persons 
charged  with  crime  to  a  trial  by  jury,  and  yet 
from  time  immemorial  the  practice  has  been  to 
try  persons  charged  with  petty  offences  before  a 
police  magistrate,  who  not  only  passes  upon  the 
question  of  guilt,  but  metes  out  the  proper  pun- 
ishment. This  has  never  been  treated  as  an  in- 
fraction of  the  constitution,  though  technically  a 
person  may  in  this  way  be  deprived  of  his  liberty 
without  the  intervention  of  a  jury."  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  March  5,  1894;  Lawton  et 
al.  V.  Steele,  citing  Callan  v.  Wilson,  127  U.  S, 
540. 

Judge  Reed,  of  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court, 
in  refusing  an  application  to  set  aside  a  judgment 
because  the  justice  below  had  refused  a  jury  in 
summary  proceedings  instituted  under  the  oleo- 
margarine act,  said:  "There  is  no  constitutional 
right  to  a  trial  by  jury  in  this  kind  of  summary 
proceedings  to  enforce  police  regulations.  Such 
proceedings  before  magistrates  were  a  part  of  the 
law  of  England,  and  it  is  only  trial  by  jury  as 
it  exists  at  common  law  that  is  guaranteed  by  the 
constitution.  Johnson  v.  Barclay,  1  Harr.  1,  6." 
10  N.  J.  L.  J.  175.

Procedttie. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  New  Jersey  Court  of  Errors  and 
Appeals  March  6th,  1899: 

''The  proceedings  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
under  the  Game  and  Fish  act  of  March  22d,  1895 
(2  Gen.  Stat.,  p.  1580),  are  not  'summary';  in 
such  sense  that  the  record  of  convictions  must  set 
forth  the  evidence  on  which  the  conviction  rested. 

2.  If  the  verdict  of  the  jury  or  the  finding  of 
the  judge  does  not  determine  the  issue  of  fact  pre- 
sented for  trial,  a  final  judgment  rendered  upon 
such  a  verdict  or  finding  is  erroneous. 

3.  A  certificate  of  the  trial  judge  showing  what 
conclusion  of  fact  he  intended  to  announce  on  the 
trial  of  an  issue  without  jury  will  not  rectify  the 
record  of  a  judgment  which  appears  to  be  erro- 
neous for  want  of  a  determination  of  the  issue." 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court,  and  re- 
ported in  XXIX  Vroom: 

1.  A  statute  gave  jurisdiction  to  justices  of  the 
peace  to  entertain  actions  for  penalties  "upon 
receiving  proof  of  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  one  or 
more  persons  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act."  Held,  that  "proof"  in  this 
context  means  testimony  that  conforms  to  the 
fundamental  rules  of  evidence. 

2.  That  an  affidavit  made  upon  information  and 
lielief  is  not  such  proof. 
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Fish  in  Tidewaters. 


The  right  ot  each  State  to  control  and  regulate 
the  taking  of  fish  in  the  ocean  within  three  nauti- 
cal miles  of  the  shore  was  affirmed  by  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  in  Manchester  v.  Massa- 
chusetts, 139  U.  S.  R.,  p.  240,  in  which  case  the 
court  held  that  the  control  of  the  water  indicated 
as  far  as  fishing  is  concerned  is  vested  in  each 
individual  State  and  not  in  the  United  States. 
In  August,  1895,  a  suit  was  instituted  by  Fish 
and  Game  Warden  Schneider  in  the  county  of 
Atlantic  against  John  C.  Fifield  and  others, 
charging  them  with  having  violated  the  law  pro- 
hibiting the  taking  of  menhaden  within  three 
miles  of  the  New  Jersey  coast,  a  law  which  has 
since  been  repealed,  its  place  being  taken  by  a 
law  providing  for  the  licensing  of  vessels  for 
taking  menhaden.  The  case  was  carried  on  certio- 
rari to  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court,  and,  in 
addition  to  the  above,  counsel  for  accused  raised 
the  point  that  the  provision  in  the  law  providing 
for  a  seizure  of  the  vessel  and  appurtenance  pre- 
vious to  any  other  proceeding  was  unconstitu- 
tional, as  it  deprived  a  person  of  his  property 
without  due  process  of  law.  The  Supreme  Court 
sustained  the  conviction,  but  no  opinion  was  ever 
written.  On  the  second  point  raised,  see  Haney 
V.  Compton,  7  Vroom  .507,  and  Day  v.  Compton, 
S  Vroom  614.

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WARNING   TO   GUNNERS. 

Gunners  will  carefully  read  the  new  Federal 
law,  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  4th,  1913, 
for  the  protection  of  migratory  birds  which  is 
given  beJow  in  full. 

The  State  of  New  Jersey  is  on  record  as  favor- 
ing Federal  control  of  migratory  birds,  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  passage  during  the  1913  Legislature 
of  Senate  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  3,  in- 
troduced by  Senator  Colgate,  which  asked 
that  Congress  enact  such  a  law,  and  which 
recited  that  there  was  a  very  general  sen- 
timent in  this  State  in  favor  of  the  protection 
of  migratory  game  and  that  an  urgent  request 
for  the  enactment  of  the  law  has  been  made, 
as  appears  by  numerous  petitions  received  asking 
that  Congress  be  requested  to  enact  a  law  giving 
ample  protection  to  migratory  game  birds,  and  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Legislatures  of  other  States 
of  the  United  States  be  respectfully  requested  to 
join  with  New  Jersey  in  a  request  for  the  adoption 
of  a  similar  concurrent  resolution.  The  Secretary 
of  State  was  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  the 
resolution  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  United  States  and  to  the  several 
members  of  said  body  representing  this  State 
therein,  and  also  to  transmit  copies  to  the  Legisla- 
tures of  aJl  other  States  of  the  United  States. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  not  at  the 
time  of  the  printing  of  this  book  adopted  regula- 
tions in  the  matter  of  prescribing  and  fixing  close 
seasons,  which  regulations  when  issued  will  take 
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the  place  of  the  laws  6f  New  Jersey  as  to  th£ 
seasons  for  all  ducks,  geese,  brant,  snipe,  &c.,  &c., 
mentioned  in  the  act  given  below. 

Therefore,  each  gunner  is  warned  to  obey  the 
United  States  Government  regulations  when  issued.

Federal    Law  for  the   Protection  of  Migratory 

Birds. 

[Public—No.  430,  p.  23.] 

[Extract  from  an  Act  making  appropriations  for  tbe 

Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year 

ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred 

and  fourteen.] 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled^  All  wild  geese,  wild  swans,  brant, 
wild  ducks,  snipe,  plover,  woodcock,  rail,  wild 
pigeons,  and  aJl  other  migratory  game  and  insec- 
tivorous birds  which  in  their  northern  and  southern 
migrations  pass  through  or  do  not  'remain  perma- 
nently the  entire  year  within  the  borders  of  any 
State  or  Territory,  shall  hereafter  be  deemed  to 
be    within    the    custody    and    protection    of    the 
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Government  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  not  be 
destroyed  or  taken  contrary  to  regulations  herein- 
after provided  therefor. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  hereby 
authorissed  and  directed  to  adopt  suitable  regula- 
tions to  give  effect  to  the  previous  paragraph  by 
presciibing  and  fixing  closed  seasons,  having  due 
regard  to  the  zones  of  temperature,  breeding  habits, 
and  times  and  line  of  migratory  flight,  thereby  en- 
abling the  department  to  select  and  designate 
suitable  districts  for  different  portions  of  the 
country,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  shoot  or  by 
any  device  kill  or  seize  and  capture  migratory 
birds  within  the  protection  of  this  law  during  said 
closed  seasons,  and  any  person  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  or  regulations  of  this  law  for 
the  protection  of  migratory  birds  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$100  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture,  after  the 
pi^paration  of  said  regulations,  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  made  public,  and  shall  allow  a  period  of 
three  months  in  which  said  regulations  may  be  ex- 
amined and  considered  before  final  adoption,  per- 
mitting, when  deemed  proper,  public  hearings 
thereon,  and  after  final  adoption  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  engrossed  and  submitted  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  for  approval :  Provided, 
however^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
deemed  to  affect  or  interfere  with  the  local  laws  of 
the  States  and  Territories  for  the  protection  of 
nonmigratory  game  or  other  birds  resident  and 
breeding  within  their  borders,  nor  to  prevent  the 
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States  and  Territories  from  enacting  lawa  and 
regulations  to  promote  and  render  efficient  the 
regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  pro- 
vided under  this  statute. 

There  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  apirropriated,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  these  provisions,  the 
sum  of  $10,000.

SHARE  OF  FINES. 

To  Wardens,  Deputy  Wardens  and  Mnyistratcs: 

In  all  cases  a  copy  of  a  complaint  must  be  for- 
warded to  the  office  of  the  Commission. 

In  cases  under  the  Resident  License  act  of  April 
21st,  IIKK),  the  complainant  is  allowed  one-half  of 
the  penalty ;  the  entire  penalty  must  be  sent  to 
the  Commission,  which  will  then  pay  the  complain- 
ant his  share,  on  presentation  of  proper  bill,  with 
affidavit  as  to  correctness  and  also  containing  a 
certification  by  committing  magistrate  that  the 
complainant  is  entitled  to  same. 

Any  person  furnishing  evidence  to  secure  a  con- 
viction for  hunting  or  killing  deer  illegally  (Act  of 
March  27th,  1912)  ;  also  for  killing  any  bird  or 
animal,  the  killing  of  which  is  prohibited  from  Octo- 
ber tenth  to  November  ninth,  both  dates  inclusive 
(Sec.  2.  Act  of  March  25th,  1913),  is  entitled  to 
one-half  of  the  penalty  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the 
magistrate,  and  the  balance  forwarded  to  the 
Commission. 

Note. — Make  all  checks  payable  to  the  order  of 
Wm.  A.  Logue,  Treasurer,  and  send  them  to  the 
office  of  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners, 
State  House,  Trenton,  N.  J. 

In  all  other  fish  and  game  cases  a  commissioned 
deputy    warden    is    allowed    $5    of    each    penalty 
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collected,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the 
committing  magistrate,  and  the  balance  of  the 
penalty  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Commission. 

RESIDENT  HUNTING  LICENSES. 

No  citizen  of  this  State  is  entitled  to  hunt  any 
of  the  game  birds,  wild  animals  or  fowls  without 
Grst  procuring  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only 
when  and  where  hunting  is  lawful.  The  word 
"citizen*'  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  person, 
male  or  female,  who  has  resided  or  shall  reside 
bona-fide  in  this  State  for  a  period  of  one  year 
immediately  preceding  the  application  for  a  license. 
The  law  provides  that  the  occupant  of  any  farm 
in  this  State  and  the  immediate  members  of  the 
family  of  said  occupant  residing  on  said  farm  shall 
have  the  right  without  said  license  to  hunt  on  said 
farm  when  hunting  thereon  is  lawful.  The  words 
"members  of  the  family  of  said  occupant,"  how- 
ever, shall  not  be  taken  to  include  any  employe  or 
tenant  of  said  occupant.  Said  license  shall  be 
procured  from  any  county,  city,  borough,  town, 
township  or  village  clerk,  to  be  furnished  to  said 
respective  clerks  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners  through  the  County  Clerk.  All 
licenses  expire  Decem'ber  31st.  Every  applicant  for 
a  license  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  clerk 
that  (he  is  a  citizen  of  this  State  within  the  meaning 
of  the  act.  The  license  must  be  exhibited  by  the 
licensee  on  demand  of  any  person;  is  not  trans- 
ferable and  gives  no  right  to  trespass.  Penalty 
for  violations,  $20.  Cost  of  license,  ?1;  clerk's 
fee,  15  cents  extra. 
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INFORMATION    CONCERNING    HUNTING 

LICENSES. 

MiNOBS. — There  is  no  prohibition  against  grant- 
ing a  license  to  a  minor;  nor  is  there  any  pro- 
hibition against  his  hunting  in  a  lawful  manner. 

Aliens. — When  a  man  believed  to  be  an  alien 
applies  for  a  Resident  hunting  license,  he  should 
be  made  to  show  his  naturalization  papers,  or 
prodiuce  other  proofs  to  show  that  he  is  entitled 
to  a  Resident  hunting  license;  and  the  clerk 
should  refuse  to  issue  a  Resident  license  if  he  is 
not  thoroughly  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is 
entitled  to  take  out  such  a  license.  He  must  have 
taken  out  his  full  naturalization  papers  before  he 
is  entitled  to  a  Resident  hunting  license.  Resi- 
dence in  the  State  does  not  entitle  a  foreigner  to 
take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license,  any  more 
than  it  entitles  him  to  vote. 

Unnaturalized,  Fobeion-bobn  Residents. — 
Unnaturalized,  foreign-bom  residents  are  not  per- 
mitted to  hunt  without  a  license.  To  obtain  such 
license  the  applicant  should  fill  out  a  blank  appli- 
cation to  be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  of  the  State  on  the  applica- 
tion of  any  clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town  or  town- 
ship, or  other  municipality.  The  cost  for  said 
license  is  $10,  together  with  a  fee  of  50  cents  to 
the  clerk.  On  receipt  of  an  apt>Iication  blank 
properly  filled  out,  a  blank  license  will  be  for- 
warded by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Gommis^ 
sioners  to  the  clerk.  The  clerk  issuing  the  license 
shall  send  the  State's  fee  of  $10  to  Honorable 
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Edward    E.   Grosscup,    State   Treasurer,   Trenton. 
N.  J. 

Non-Residents. — Non-residents  are  not  permit- 
ted to  hunt  without  a  license.  The  fact  that  an 
applicant  owns  property  in  this  State,  or  that  he 
has  a  suii^mer  residence  in  the  State,  does  not 
entitle  him  to  take  out  a  Resident  hunting  license, 
if  he  has  not  lived  in  the  State  one  year  preceding 
the  application  for  a  license.  Only  county  clerks 
are  authorized  to  issue  licenses  to  non-residents. 
Cost,  $10.50.  County  clerks  will  furnish  the  appli- 
cation blank  for  a  Non-Resident  license.  One's 
fixed,  permanent  abode  determines  his  residence. 

Lost  liiCENSES. — Wihen  a  hunting  license  has 
been  lost.,  a  duplicate  or  certificate  cannot  be  issued. 
A  new  license  must  be  obtained  at  the  original  cost. 

Spoiled  Licenses. — When  a  Resident  license 
has  accidently  been  spoiled  at  the  time  of  making 
it  out,  in  order  to  obtain  credit  for  the  same  it 
must  be  attached  to  the  report  of  the  month  of 
issue,  and  forwarded  with  the  regular  returns 
through  the  County  Clerk  to  the  State  Treasurer. 
No  explanation  can  be  accepted  if  unaccompanied 
by  the  damaged  license.  Licenses  represent  cash. 
For  each  license  issued  the  clerk  must  return 
either  t(he  license  itself  at  the  proper  time,  or  its 
face  value.  A  license  which  has  once  been  issued 
to  a  hunter  cannot  be  returned  as  a  spoiled  license, 
neither  can  a  spoiled  license  be  returned  at  a  later 
date  than  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  follow- 
ing the  month  of  issuance. 
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IT    18    ILLEGAL   AT   ALL   TIME8: 

To  sell  any  squirrel,  deer,  game  bird  or  song 
bird,  but  ducks,  geese,  brant  and  rabbits  are  ex- 
cepted ;  provided  that  black  and  mallard  ducks, 
pheasants  and  deer  raised  on  game  preserves  or 
coming  from  another  State  may  be  sold  at  all 
times  if  properly  tagged. 

To  use  in  hunting  fowl  or  animals  of  any  kind, 
any  shotgun  or  rifle  holding  more  than  two  cart- 
ridges at  one  time,  or  that  may  be  fired  more  than 
twice  without  reloading. 

To  use  a  silencer  on  any  gun  or  firearm  for 
hunting  game. 

To  capture,  kill,  injure  or  to  have  in  possession 
insectivorous  and  certain  other  birds,  and  to  rob 
birdsnests. 

For  non-residents  to  hunt  without  license.  Cost, 
$10.50.  Said  license  may  be  obtained  from  county 
clerk.  Non-residents  may  remove  from  State  in 
any  one  day :  reed  birds  and  rail  birds  to  a  num- 
ber not  exceeding  50  of  each  species,  other  birds  to 
a  number  not  exceeding  15,  and  rabbits  to  a  num- 
ber not  exceeding  10,  provided  same  are  exposed 
to  open  view. 

For  any  unnaturalized  foreigner  to  hunt,  with- 
out procuring  a  license.  Cost,  $10.50.  Said  li- 
cense may  be  obtained  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town,  township  or  any  municipality. 

To  hunt  geese,  ducks  or  any  water  wild  fowl, 
except  between  one  hour  before  sunrise  and  until 
one  hour  after  sunset ;  to  hunt  any  kind  of  water 
wild   fowl   from  boats   not   propelled   by   oars   or 
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paddles,  or  from  any  sand  bar  not  coTered  with 
water. 

To  catch  or  keep  trout  less  than  6  inches  in 
length,  black  or  white  bass  less  than  9  inches  in 
length,  pike-perch,  pickerel  and  pike  less  than  12 
inches  in  length;  calico  or  strawberry  bass  or 
crappie,  less  than  6  inches  in  length;  striped 
bass  less  than  10  inches  in  length. 

To  take  trout,  bass,  pike,  pickerel  and  pike- 
perch  between  9  P.  m.  and  daylight. 

To  permit  dogs  to  run  rabbits  at  night  at  any 
time,  or  to  run  at  large  except  between  the  first 
of  October  and  the  first  of  February. 

To  hunt  with  a  hound  or  firearms,  or  to  go 
into  the  woods  or  fields  with  a  hound  or  firearms, 
except  only  during  the  sea&fon  for  quail,  etc.,  but 
this  prohibition  does  not  interfere  with  hunting  for 
snipe,  woodcock  and  deer  in  the  legal  season 
therefor.  By  special  permission  of  the  Board, 
foxes  may  be  hunted  with  hounds  from  December 
15th  to  March  90th,  the  last  date  mentioned 
inclusive. 

To  remove  from  the  State  quail,  ruffed  grouse 
(commonly  known  as  partridge),  pinnated  grouse, 
woodcock,  hare,  rabbit,  squirrel,  English  or  ring- 
neck  pheasant,  Hungarian  partridge,  or  any  duck, 
goose,  brant  or  other  water  wild  fowl. 

To  take  or  have  in  possession  in  any  one  day 
more  than  25  trout,  10  quail,  3  English  or  ring- 
neck  pheasants,  3  Hungarian  partridges,  10  wood- 
cock, 3  ruffed  grouse,  20  ducks,  10  geese,  10  brant, 
10  rabbits,  30  marsh  hens  or  mud  hens;  hotels, 
restaurants  and  dealers  at  place  of  business  ex- 
ted.

To  take  or  to  attempt  to  take  any  game  except 
by  the  use  of  gans  held  at  arm's  length. 

To  nse  ferrets  for  hunting  hare  or  rabbit. 

To  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  in  any  man- 
ner excepting  with  hook  and  line,  but  minnows 
for  bait  may  be  taken  with  a  seine  not  over  50 
feet  long  in  ponds  and  lakes  of  over  100  acres, 
and  in  other  waters,  with  a  seine  not  over  90  feet 
in  length.  Eels  may  be  taken  with  weirs  between 
the  fifteenth  of  August  and  the  last  of  November, 
and  at  all  times  with  wicker  baskets  anchored  on 
the  bottom  of  streams  and  ponds.  For  Delaware 
river  and  other  tidewaters  see  special  laws. 

To  have  trapped  game  in  possession. 

To  hunt  on  Sunday  or  carry  firearms  in  the 
fields  or  woods  or  on  the  waters  on  Sunday  or  to 
hunt  for  any  squirrel,  quail,  partridge,  pheasant, 
woodcock  or  rabbits  when  there  is  a  tracking  snow 
on  the  ground. 

To  shoot  into  any  squirrel's  nest. 

To  pollute  streams.  To  use  medicated  bait  or 
explosives  of  any  kind  for  taking  fish.  To  draw 
off  water  to  take  fish.  To  permit  the  erection  or 
maintenance  of  unlawful  contrivances  for  taking 
game  and  fish;  applies  to  owners  and  tenants  of 
lands.  To  use  carp  for  bait  or  in  any  other  way 
to  put  carp  in  fresh  water.  To  take  fish  through 
ice  in  fresh  waters.  To  hunt  reed  birds  after  sun- 
set or  before  sunrise. 

To  use  set-lines  in  waters  inhabited  by  pickerel, 
pike,  pike-perch,  bass  or  trout,  or  to  use  any  con-, 
trivance  in  fishing  having  more  than  three  hooks  or 
more  than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  or  to  have  such 
contrivances  in  possession. 
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The  penalties  are  from  $20  to  $500  for  each  vio- 
Jation.  In  case  of  non-payment  of  fines  and  costs 
the  convicted  are  subject  to  imprisonment. 

The  open  season  includes  both  dates  mentioned. 

Dogs  running  at  large  may  be  killed  under  mu- 
nicipal regulations. 

Farmers  and  fruit  growers  have  the  right  to 
trap  rabbits  under  certain  restrictions. 

Dealers  have  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  the 
season  in  which  to  dispose  of  game. 

The  taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch,  catfish, 
sunfish,  suckers  and  eels  with  hook  and  line  only 
is  permitted  at  all  times  of  the  year,  provided  that 
not  more  than  three  hooks  are  used,  excepting  the 
taking  of  yellow  and  white  perch  in  the  Delaware 
river  and  bay,  and  also  their  tributaries  where 
tide  ebbs  and  flows.

Game  Fish. — See  chart  for  season.  Can  be 
taken  with  hook  and  line  only.  Number  of  lines 
not  to  exceed  two,  and  under  immediate  super- 
vision. 

Size. — Illegal  to  take  rock  fish  over  20  pounds 
or  under  10  inches ;  sturgeon  under  5  feet ;  black 
bass  under  9  inches;  pike,  pickerel  or  pike-perch 
under  12  inches;  calico  or  strawberry  bass,  crap- 
pie,  white  bass,  rock  bass  or  trout  under  6  inches. 


General  Fish  and  Game  Laws. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of 
birdSi  game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their 
method  of  capture  and  provide  open  and 
close  seasons  for  such  capture  and  posses- 
sion (Revision  of  1903). 

Approved  April   14,  1903. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  pursue,  with  intent  to 
kill  or  injure,  or  in  any  manner  to  attempt  to  take 
or  injure,  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful  to  kill  or 
destroy  or  injure  any  anatidie,  commonly  known  as 
swans,  geese,  brant  and  river  and  sea  ducks ;  ral- 
lidse,  commonly  known  as  rails,  gallinules,  coots 
and  mudhens ;  limicolse,  commonly  known  as  shore 
birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay  snipe,  among  them  being 
yellow  legs,  plovers,  Willets.  sand  pipers,  dow- 
itchers  or  robin  snipe,  brown  backs,  curlews,  turn- 
stones  or  calico  backs,  godlwits  or  marlin,  tattlers 
and  woodcock ;  gallinse,  commonly  known  as  wild 
turkeys,  grouse,  prairie  qhickens,  pheasants,  part- 
ridges and  quails ;  and  the  species  of  icteridse, 
commonly  known  as  reed  birds;  or  any  hare,  com- 
monly known  as  rabbit ;  gray,  black  or  fox  squir- 
rel ;  or  any  other  game  bird  or  game  animal  what- 
soever, excepting  in  the  manner  usually  known  as 
hunting  with  a  gun,  the  gun  being  such  as  may  be 
held  at  arm's  length  and  fired  from  the  shoulder 
without  rests  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  per- 
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mitted  in  this  act,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  offense. 

2.  (As  amended  February  28,  1912.)  Nothing 
in  this  act .  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent 
farmers  and  fruit  growers  from  trapping  rabbits  in 
box  traps  during  the  entire  year;  provided,  how- 
eveTf  that  such  trapping  shall  be  done  on  the 
property  owned  or  leased  for  the  raising  of  fruit, 
vegetables  or  other  produce  by  the  person  so  trap- 
ping; and  provided,  that  the  person  so  trapping 
shall  first  have  made  an  affidavit  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace  that  rabbits  have  injured  fruit,  vege- 
tables or  other  produce  on  his  or  her  premises,  and 
shall  have  immediately  sent  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  who,  upon 
the  receipt  of  the  said  affidavit,  shall,  in  his  discre- 
tion, issue  to  said  person  a  permit  to  so  trap,  and 
the  person  so  trapping  shall  keep  the  rabbits  alive, 
and  notify  the  Fish  and  Game  Warden  of  the 
county,  who  shall  liberate  siiid  rabbits  in  such 
parts  of  the  State  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners;  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted 
to  barter  or  sell  any  rabbits  so  trapped. 

3.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  No  person 
shall,  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  kill  or 
catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  living  or 
dead,  any  wild  bird  other  than  a  game  bird,  or  pur- 
chase, offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  such  wild  bird 
after  it  has  been  killed  or  caught,  and  no  part  of 
plumage,  skin  or  body  of  any  bird  protected  by  this 
section  ahall  be  sold  or  had  in  possession  for  sale. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  plumage  includes  any 
nart  of  the  feathers,  head,  wings  or  tail  of  any 
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bird,  and  wherever  the  word  occurs  in  this  act  ref- 
erence is  had  equally  to  plumage  of  birds  coming 
from  without  the  State  as  to  that  obtained  within 
the  State,  but  it  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to 
the  feathers  of  birds  of  paradise,  ostriches,  domes- 
tic fowl  or  domestic  pigeons.  The  fact  that  any 
birds  or  game  belong  to  a  different  species  from 
t)hat  native  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  shall  con- 
stitute no  defence  to  the  possession  thereof;  pro- 
videdf  such  birds  or  game  belong  to  the  same  fam- 
ily as  that  protected  by  this  act.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  act  the  following  shall  be  considered  game 
birds :  The  anatidse,  commonly  known  as  swans, 
geese,  brant  and  river  and  sea  ducks;  the  rallidse, 
commonly  known  as  rails,  gallinules,  coots  and 
mudhens;  the  limicolse,  commonly  known  as  shore 
birds,  plovers,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcock,  sand- 
pipers, tattlers  and  curlews;  the  gallinse,  com- 
monly known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie 
chickens,  pheasants,  partridges  and  quails,  and  the 
species  of  icteridse,  commonly  known  as  reed  birds ; 
the  Englisih  or  European  house  sparrow  (passer 
domesticus),  blackbirds,  crows,  goshawk.  Cooper's 
hawk,  sharp-shinned  hawk,  duck  hawk,  and  great 
horned  owl  are,  however,  not  included  among  the 
birds  protected  by  this  section ;  any  person  violat- 
ing this  section  is  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  each  bird  or  part  of  bird  killed,  caught  or 
had  in  possession  contrary  to  the  provisions  hereof. 
4.  It  sihall  be  unlawful  to  rob  the  nests  or  take 
or  destroy  the  eggs  of  any  wild  bird  whatsoever, 
except  the  nests  or  eggs  of  the  English  sparrow, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  nest  so 
robbed  and  each  egg  so  removed  or  destroyed. 
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5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  capture, 
kill,  injure  or  destroy  or  pursue,  with  such  intent, 
any  of  the  game  birds  or  other  animals  enumerated 
in  this  act  on  his  or  her  own  property  or  on  the 
property  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  except 
during  the  seasons  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
manner  as  in  this  act  provided,  and  ajiy  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  this  act  for 
the  violations  thereof. 

6.  (As  amended  April  1,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  hunting  or  gunning  after 
geese,  duck,  swans  or  brant  or  other  water  wild 
fowl,  to  place  the  boat,  sink-box  or  other  vessel  or 
construction  in  which  such  person  may  lie  in  wait 
to  kill  said  geese,  duck,  swans,  brant  or  other 
water  wild  fowl,  at  a  distance  of  more  than  one 
hundred  feet  from  ice,  marsh  or  meadow,  bar  or 
bank,  or  heaped  seaweed  not  covered  wi^jh  water; 
and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
with  intent  to  capture  or  kill  geese,  duck,  swans, 
brant  or  other  water  wild  fowl,  to  hunt  after  or 
pursue  the  same  in  any  manner  except  between  one 
hour  before  sunrise  and  until  one  hour  after  sunset, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

7.  (As  amended  March  12,  1913.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  pursue  any  goose,  duck, 
swan,  brant,  or  any  kinds  of  water  wild  fowl  what- 
soever, or  to  shoot,  or  to  shoot  at,  or  kill,  or  wound 
the  same  from  any  boat  or  vessel  propelled  by  any^ 
means  other  than  by  oars  or  paddles,  or  from  any 
sand  bar  not  covered  with  water,-  or  from  any  boat, 
vessel  or  other  structure  anchored  or  staked  upon 
t)he  waters  of  any  of  the  bays,  sounds,  coves,  ponds. 
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rivers,  creeks  or  streams  of  the  State  at  a  greater 
distance  than  one  hundred  feet  from  ice,  marsh  or 
meadow,  bar  or  bank,  or  heaped  seaweed  not  cov- 
ered with  water,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

8.  (As  amended  March  31,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy  or  have 
in  possession  any  black  duck  or  any  Mallard  duck, 
excepting  only  between  the  first  day  of  November 
and  the  first  day  of  March  following,  both  dates 
inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture,  kill,  injure, 
destroy,  or  have  in  possession  any  duck  or  swan 
other  than  black  duck,  Mallard  or  wood  duck, 
excepting  only  between  the  first  day  of  November 
and  the  fifteentub  day  of  March  following,  both 
dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  or  to  capture,  kill, 
injure,  destroy  or  have  in  possession  any  goose, 
brant  or  shell  drake,  excepting  only  between  the 
first  day  of  November  and  the  tenth  day  of  April 
following,  in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  duck,  swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell  drake  cap- 
tured, killed,  injured,  destroyed  or  had  in  posses- 
sion in  violation  of  this  act.  The  having  in  pos- 
session of  any  such  duck,  swan,  goose,  brant  or  shell 
drake  wjbatsoever  during  the  period  prohibited  11 
this  section  shall  in  every  court  and  place  be 
deemed  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  same  is  un- 
lawfully in  possession. 

NoTK. — Additional  sections  regulating  shooting  of 
ducks,  &c.,  are  to  be  found  on  pages  53  and  54. 

9.  (As  amended  March  29,  1904.)  It  shall  b€ 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill.,  injure  or  have  in  posses- 
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sion  any  yellow  legs,  plovers,  willets,  sandpipers, 
dowitchers  or  robin  snipe,  brown  backs,  curlews, 
turn-stones  or  calico  backs,  godwits  or  marlin  and 
tattlers,  or  any  other  birds  conunonly  known  as 
shore  birds,  surf  snipe  or  bay  snipe,  excepting  only 
from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  bird  so 
captured,  killed,  injured  or  had  in  possession ;  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure  or  have 
in  possession  any  Wilson  or  English  snipe  (some- 
times called  bog  snipe  or  jack  snipe),  excepting 
only  during  the  months  of  March,  April,  September, 
October,  November  and  December  of  each  year, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  Wilson 
or  English  snipe  so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  had 
in  possession. 

10.  (As  amended  April  10,  1907.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  reed  bird,  excepting  only  from  the  first 
day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  De- 
cember, both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  or  to 
capture,  kill  or  injure  any  reed  bird  at  night, 
after  sunset  and  before  sunrise,  under  a  i>enalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  reed  bird  so  captured, 
killed,  Injured  or  had  in  possession. 

11.  (As  amended  April  27,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  five  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy  or  have  in  pos- 
session any  upland  plover,  under  the  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  eaqh  offense,  and  thereafter  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure,  destroy 
or  have  in  possession  any  upland  plover  excepting 
only  during  the  months  of  August  and  September, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  capture,  kill,  injure 
or  have  in  possession  any  marsh  hen  (commonly 
known  as  mudhen)  or  rail  bird  excepting  only  from 
the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
I>ecember,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under 
a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  marsh  hen  or 
rail  bird  so  captured,  killed,  injured  or  had  in  pos- 
session; and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  capture,  kill  or  thave  in  possession  in  any  one 
day,  from  the  first,  day  of  September  to  the  tiiirty- 
first  day  of  December,  both  dates  inclusive,  more 
than  thirty  marsh  hens,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  marsh  hen  so  captured, 
killed  or  had  in  possession  in  excess  of  thirty. 

Sections  13,  14  and  15  repealed  by  act  approved

Section  16.    Repealed. 

17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  trap,  'take,  capture  or  kill,  or  ^ve  in 
possession  after  the  same  has  been  trapped,  taken, 
captured  or  killed,  any  beaver,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  beaver  so 
trapped,  taken,  captured  or  killed  or  had  in  pos- 
session. 

18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possession, 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the  game  birds  or  game 
animals  enumerated  in  this  act,  after  the  same  has 
been  caught  or  trapped  by  means  of  any  snare, 
snood,  net,  trap  or  device  of  any  description  what- 
soever, or  to  set  any  snare,  snood,  net,  trap  or 
device  for  catching  or  trapping  any  such  game 
bird  or  animal,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  such  bird  or  other  animal  so  had  in  pos- 
session, sold  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  for  any  trap 
or  snare  so  set. 
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19.  Whenever  by  this  act  the  possession  of  any 
kind  of  game  is  prohibited  after  a  certain  specified 
date  or  within  certain  specified  periods  of  time,  ali 
sales  of  dealers  in  game  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  . 
after  the  expiration  of  such  fixed  period  or  speci- 
fied date  shall  prima  facie  be  deemed  lawful,  and 
the  penalties  herein  imposed  for  the  possession  of 
such  game  shall  not  apply  to  any  dealer  in  or  the 
purchaser  of  any  such  game  within  the  extended 
period,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  that  such  dealer  or 
purahflser  had  knowledge  that  such  game  had  been 
unlawfully  killed,  captured  or  taken;  nothing  in 
this  section^  however,  shall  be  construed  to  permit 
the  possession,  sale  or  purchase  of  game  killed  or 
taken  in  this  State  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt  with  a  hound  or 
hounds,  or  with  fireanlna  or  weapons  of  any  kind, 
or  to  carry  a  gun  in  the  woods  or  fields  or  on  the 
waters  on  the  Sabbath  day,  commonly  called  Sun- 
day, under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

21.  Repealed;. 

22.  (As  amended  April  1,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  remove  or  attempt  to  remove  from  this 
State  any  quail,  ruffed '  grouse  (commonly  known 
as- partridge),  pinnated  grouse,  woodcock,  bare, 
rabbit,  squirrel,  English  or  ring-neck  pheasants, 
Hungarian  partridge,  or  any  duck,  goose,  brant  or 
other  water  wild  fowl ;  provided^  however,  that 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  common  carriers 
carrying  from  beyond  the  confines  of  this  State  in 
unbroken  packages  to  some  point  beyond  the  con- 
fines of  the  State  such  quail,  ruffed  grouse   (com- 
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monly  called  partridge),  pinnated  grouse,  wood- 
cock, hare,  rabbit,  squirrel,  English  or  ring-necked 
pheasant,  Hungarian  partridge,  or  duck,  goose. 
brant  or  water  wild  fowl.  Any  person  guilty  of 
any  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  quail, .  ruflfed 
grouse  (commonly  known  as  partridge),  pinnated 
grouse,  woodcock,  hare,  rabbit,  squirrel,  English 
or  ring-neck  pheasant,  Hungarian  partridge,  or 
duck,  goose,  brant  or  water  wild  fowl  removed  or 
sought  to  be  removed ;  pr^o^ided,  hoiv^ver^  that 
this  section  e^ball  not  apply  to  English  or  ring- 
neck  pheasants,  Mallard  and  black  ducks  raised  on 
game  preserves,  the  owners  or  lessees  of  which. are 
duly  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com'- 
missioners. 

23.  (As  amended  April  9,  1910.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  or  attempt  to 
hunt,  kill  or  destroy,  any  partridge,  grouse,  pheas- 
ant, quail,  woodcock,  squirrel  or  hare  (commonly 
known  as  rabbit),  while  there  is  snow  upon  the 
ground  in  such  condition  that  any  such  bird  or 
animal  may  be  tracked  therein,  or  by  tracking  any 
such  bird  or  animal  in  tjhe  snow,  or  to  have  in  pos- 
session any  such  bird  or  animal  above  mentioned 
that  has  been  hunted,  killed,  destroyed  or  taken  as 
aforesaid,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for 
each  bird  or  animal  above  mentioned  so  hunted, 
killed,  destroyed  or  had  in  possession,  to  be  recov- 
ered as  are  other  fines  and  penalties  for  the  viola- 
tion of  this  act. 

24.  (As  amended  May  1,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee  or  custodian  of  any 
dog  to  permit  such  dog  to  run  at  large  in  woods 
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or  fields,  except  only  between  tlie  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber and  the  first  day  of  February  following ;  pro- 
videdy  howeveTf  that  at  all  other  times  during  the 
year  such  dog  or  dogs  may  be  allowed  to  run  wihen 
under  the  control  of  the  owner,  lessee  or  custodian, 
but  at  no  time  shall  any  dog  be  allowed  to  run 
rabbits  at  night.  Every  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

25.  (As  amended  March  8,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  any  fish  from 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  by  means  of  any 
contrivance  whatsoever  excepting  in  the  manner 
commonly  known  as  angling  with  hand-line  or  with 
rod  and  line,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  foi 
each  offense;  provided^  however^  that  this  provi- 
sion shall  not  apply  to  the  catching  of  eels,  at 
any  time,  by  means  of  wicker  eel  baskets  anchored 
on  the  bottom  of  streams  and  pondb,  nor  to  the 
taking  of  eels  by  means  of  eel  weirs  from  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  August  to  the  last  day  of  November, 
both  dates  inclusive,  nor  to  the  taking  of  catfish  oi 
carp  with  a  spear  in  all  streams  and  in  all  lakes* 


*  The  lakes  in  New  Jersey  exceeding  over  a  hun- 
dred acres  each  In  area,  and  in  which  accordingly 
no  spearing  is  permitted,  are  the  following:  Maya 
Landing  Pond,  Hanover  Pond,  Harrlsville  Pond,

Denmark  Pond,  Qreen  Pond,  Hopatcong  Lake,  Bpllt

taking  of  eels  and  suckers  with  a  spear  in  all 
streams  and  in  all  lakes  and  ponds  of  less  than 
one  hundred  acres,  from  the  twentieth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  both  dfttes 
inclusive,  of  each  year ;  provided^  alsOf  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  take  minnow  and  other  bait-fish  with 
a  seine  not  over  fifty  feet  in  length  in  all  ponds 
and  lakes  which  have  an  area  of  over  one  hundred 
acres,  and  in  all  other  waters  with  a  seine  not 
over  thirty  feet  in  length;  in  every  such  case, 
however,  all  trout,  pickerel,  bass,  pike  and  pike- 
perch  captured  therein  shall  be  immediately  re- 
leased therefrom  uninjured  as  far  as  practicable; 
provided,  further,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  take 
fish  in  any  manner  under  the  direction  of  or  by 
permission  given  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners  for  stocking  purposes. 

26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use  the 
young  of  any  species  of  carp  or  tench  for  bait  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  to  take  to  any 
of  sucib  waters  the  young  of  any  species  of  carp  or 
tench  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  same  for  bait  or 
for  any  other  purpose,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  every  such  fish  so  used  for  bait  or  taken 
to  such  waters. 

27.  (As  amended  February  27,  1013.)  It  shall 
be  nnlawful  to  take,  catch,  kill  or  have  in  posses- 
sion any  black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  white  bass, 
calico  bass,  crappie  or  pike-perch,  excepting  only 
from  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  to  the  thirtieth  day 
of  November   both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year, 
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under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fiqjh  so 
caught,  taken,  killed  or  had  in  possession. 

28.  (As  amended  February  27,  1913.)  It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  take,  kill,  catch  or  have  in  posses- 
sion any  pike  or  pickerel,  excepting  only  from  the 
twentieth  day  of  May  to  the  last  day  of  November, 
both  dates  inclusive,  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed, 
taken  or  had  in  possession. 

29.  (As  amended  February  27,  1913.)  It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  catch,  kill,  take  or  have  in  posses- 
sion any  brook  trout,  except  only  from  the  first 
day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  caught,  killed,  taken 
or  had  in  possession ;  provided,  hoioever,  that  trout 
which  have  been  artificially  propagated  may  be 
sold  at  any  time  for  food  purposes,  if  properly 
tagged,  pursuant  to  the  authority  and  in  accord- 
ance with  regulations  now  or  hereafter  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  I^sh  and  Game  Commissioners  of 
this  State,  or  of  any  duly  authorized  board,  com- 
mission or  officer  of  any  other  State  in  wihich  suoh 
trout  shall  have  been  propagated.  Said  tag  shall 
be  removed  only  by  the  consumer,  and  when  so 
removed  shall  be  destroyed. 

30.  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  any  manner  to  take 
any  trout,  bass,  pike-perch,  pike  or  pickerel  be- 
tween nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  daylight  of 
the  morning  following,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken. 

31.  (As  amended  April  1,  1918.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  kill,  sell,  expose  for  sale  or  have  in 
possession  any  black  bass,  Oswego  bass,  or  white 
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bara  measaiing  lew  than  nine  indies  in  length,  or 
any  strawberry  or  calico  bass,  or  crappie  measar- 
ing  less  l^han  mx  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike- 
perch  measuring  less  than  twelve  Inches  in  length, 
or  any  trout  measuring  less  than  six  inches  in 
length,  or  any  pike  or  pickerel  measuring  less  tlian 
twelve  inches  in  length,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
stocking  the  waters  of  this  State  therewith,  and 
then  only  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  or  upon  license  first  obtained 
from  such  board,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars for  eaqb  fish  so  killed,  sold,  exposed  for  sale  or 
had  in  possession ;  provided,  however,  that  the  esox 
fasciatus  (commonly  known  as  Long  Island  pick- 
erel, varied  and  grass  pike)  is  not  included  among 
the  fish  protected  by  tlds  section. 

32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  in  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State  any  dynamite,  giant  or  electric 
powder,  or  any  explosive  substances  whatever,  or 
any  drug  or  poisoned  bait,  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing, killing  or  injuring  fish,  under  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

33.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  allow  any  dye-stuff, 
ooal-tar,  sawdust,  tan*bark,  lime,,  refuse  from  gas 
houses  or  other  deleterious  or  poisonous  substance 
or  substances  to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run 
into  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  in  quantities 
destructive  of  life  or  disturbing  the  habits  of  the 
fish  inhabiting  the  same,  under  a  penalty  of  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

34.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shut  off  or  draw  off 
the  waters  of  any  pond,  stream  or  lake  in  this  State 
lor  the  purpose  of  taking,  capturing  or  killing  the 
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fish  therein,  under  a  penalty  of  one  handled  d<dlan 
for  each  offense. 

35.  It  shall  be  unlawfol  to  put,  place,  use  or 
maintain  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State  inhab- 
ited by  pickerel,  pike,  pike-perch,  black  bass, 
Oswego  bass,  white  bass,  calico  bass,  perch  or  trout, 
any  set  line  or  set  lines,  or  to  use  upon  a  line  for 
the  taking  of.  fish  in  such  waters  any  contrivance 
haying  more  than  three  hooks,  or  more  than  one 
burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto,  under  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

36.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  to  use,  ihave 
in  possession,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any  arti- 
ficial bait  with  more  than  three  hooks  or  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  hooks  attached  thereto, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

37.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  lessee 
or  tenant  of  any  property  to  permit  the  erection, 
construction  or  maintenance  on  his,  her  or  their 
property  of  any  of  the  contrivances  for  the  unlaw- 
ful taking  of  fish  and  gallie  prohibited  by  tUs  act, 
or  to  permit  the  setting  of  any  fyke  or  other  net, 
or  the  drawing  of  any  net  whatsoever  upon  his, 
her  or  their  property,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  offense ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  such  owner,  lessee  or  tenant  to  imme- 
diately destroy  any  and  all  such  unlawful  con-* 
trivances  found  or  placed  upon  his,  her  or  their 
premises;  and  no  suit  for  damages  shall  lie  or  be 
maintained  against  any  property  owner,  lessee  or 
tenant  for  any  such  destruction. 

88.  (As  amended  April  15,  1906.)  Whenever 
in  lihe  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  thm 
possession  of  fowl  or  game  is  prohibited,  reference 
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is  had  equally  to  such  fowl  or  game  coming  from 
without  the  State  as  to  that  taken  within  the 
State;  provided,  however^  that  nothing  contained 
in  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory  shall 
apply  to  any  fowl  or  game  coming  within  this 
State  in  original  packages  from  any  foreign  coun- 
try during  the  open  season,  but  such  fowl  or  game 
siball  not  he  kept  within  this  State  during  the 
close  season,  unless  within  ten  days  before  such 
close  season  shall  arrive,  the  owner  or  owners, 
agent  or  agents  of  such  owner  or  owners  of  such 
fowl  or  game  shall  give  notice  to  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commission  of  this  State,  of  the  fact  that 
such  fowl  or  game  will  be  kept  in  possession  in  this 
State  during  the  close  season,  which  notice  sihall 
designate  the  place  where  such  fowl  or  game  is  to 
be  kept,  whereupon  the  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sion, upon  such  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  agents, 
giving  a  bond  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  the 
penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
that  such  fowl  or  game  brought  from  such  foreign 
shores  shall  not  be  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  or 
removed  from  this  State  during  the  close  season, 
shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  keeping  of  such  fowl 
or  game  during  the  close  season.  Upon  such  owner 
or  owners,  agent  or  agents,  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  such  fowl  or  game  may  be 
kept  within  this  State  during  any  close  season. 
Upon  a  breach  of  the  condition  of  the  bond  given 
pursuant  to  this  section,  the  whole  penalty  of  the 
bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  t)be  State  of  New  Jersey, 
in  a  suit  to  be  instituted  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  State,  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  GommissioneEB. 
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89.  The  tenn  "wateni  of  this  State/'  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  all 
the  fresh  waters  of  this  State;  provided,  that  all

except  by  means  of  a  trap,  or  to  disturb  or  destroy 
any  muskrat  lodge  or  nesting  chamber. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt, 
pursue,  take  or  trap  any  skunk,  mink,  muskrat  or 
otter  in  this  State  at  all  times  hereafter,  except 
from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  every  year 
to  the  first  day  of  April  of  the  year  foUowinir,  both 
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dates  inclusive  of  each  year;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  the 
destrnction  at  all  times  hereafter  of  muskrats 
which  are  damaging  dams  or  ccmal  banks  by  the 
owners  or  agents  thereof.

1.  Any  person  desiring  to  engage  in  the  business 
of  raising  and  selling  domesticated  English  ring- 
necked,  Mongolian  and  other  pheasants,  mallard 
and  black  ducks  and  deer,  or  any  of  them  in  a 
wholly  enclosed  preserve  of  which  he  is  the  owner 
or  lessee,  may  make  application  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  for  a 
license  so  to  do.  The  Boai*d  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  when  it  shall  appear  that  such 
application  is  made  in  good  faith,  shall,  upon  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  issue  to  such  ap- 
plicant a  breeder's  license,  permitting  such  ai>- 
plicant  to  breed  and  raise  domesticated  English 
ring-necked,  Mongolian  and  other  pheasants,  mal- 
lard and  black  ducks  and  deer  or  any  of  them  in 
confinement  in  such  wholly  enclosed  preserve  the 
location  of  which  shall  be  stated  in  such  license, 
and  to  sell  the  same  and  ship  from  the  State  alive 
at  any  time  for  breeding  or  stocking  purposes,  and 
to  kill  the  same  and  sell  the  carcasses  for  food  as 
hereinafter  prescribed,  and  said  license  shall  ex- 
pire December  thirty-first  of  each  year; 
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however,  that  no  licensee  shall  ship  any  of  the  said 
birds  or  deer  from  this  State  alive  until  after  he 
or  she  has  first  offered  said  birds  or  deer  to  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  of  this 
State  at  a  reasonable  price,  which  price  shall  not 
exceed  the  price  at  which  such  licensee  shall  offer 
for  sale  such  birds  or  deer  in  any  place  outside 
this  State.  No  deer  shall  be  shipped  alive  out  of 
this  State  before  such  licensee  shall  have  paid  to 
said  board  an  additional  fee  of  five  dollars  for  each 
deer  shipped  alive  out  of  this  State.  Any  person 
to  whom  such  a  license  shall  have  been  issued  as 
aforesaid  may  kill  by  shooting  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner any  such  birds  or  deer,  bred  or  raised  in  such 
preserve  at  any  time,  and  sell  the  same  for  food; 
provided^  that  such  birds  or  deer  have  not  been 
previously  released  from  confinement  in  such  pre- 
serve, but  no  such  birds  or  deer  shall  be  sold  for 
food  unless  each  bird  or  deer  shall  have  been 
tagged  with  a  suitable  tag  or  seal  which  shall  be 
supplied  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Oommis^ 
sioners.  Pheasants,  mallard  and  black  ducks  and 
deer  so  killed  and  tagged  may  be  possessed,  sold 
or  offered  for  sale  at  any  time. 

Common  carriers  shall  receive  and  transport 
pheasants,  mallard  and  black  ducks,  and  deer 
tagged  as  aforesaid,  but  to  every  package  contain- 
ing any  such  birds  or  deer  shall  be  afiSzed  a  tag  or 
label  upon  which  shall  be  plainly  printed  or 
wi^itten  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  such 
license  was  issued  and  by  whom  such  birds  or  deer 
were  killed,  the  name  or  names  of  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  such  birds  or  deer  are  to  be  trans- 
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ported,  the  number  of  each  kind  contained  therein 
and  that  the  same  were  killed  and  tagged  int  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

2.  The  Bdard  of  Fish  and  Game  CSommissicmers 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  shall  collect  for 
each  tag  or  seal  affixed  to  the  carcass  of  any 
animal  or  bird,  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this 
act,  the  sum  of  five  cents.

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt 
for,  pursue,  shoot  at,  take,  kill,  wound,  or  at- 
tempt to  take,  kill  or  wound  any  wild  deer  in  this 
State,  except  from  the  first  day  of  November  to 
the  fifth  day  of  November,  both  dates  inclusive 
of  each  year,  or  to  kill  ijq  any  one  year  more  than; 
one  deer,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offense.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times 
hereafter  for  any  person  to  hunt  for,  shoot  at, 
take,  kill  or  wound,  or  attempt  to  take,  kill  or 
wound   any   doe  or   deer,   except   a   deer   having 
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horns  risible  above  the  lu^r,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  possession  in 
this  State  any  deer,  except  from  the  first  day  of 
November  to  the  fifth  day  of  November,  both 
dates  inclusive  of  each  year,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  deer  so  had  in  pos- 
session. It  shall  be  unlawful  to  have  in  posses- 
sion at  any  time,  any  doe  or  any  deer,  except  a 
deer  with  horns  visible  above  the  hair,  under  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  doe  or 
deer  so  had  in  possession.  The  having  in  posses- 
sion of  any  wild  deer  during  the  times  and  periods 
prohibited  in  this  act,  or  the  having  in  possession 
at  any  time  of  any  doe  or  deer  not  having  horns 
visible  above  the  hair,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  fact  that  such  wild 
doe  or  deer  is  in  possession  unlawfully ;  provided, 
that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  deer  killed  on 
g'-me  preserves,  the  owners  or  lessees  of  which 
are  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game 
Commissioners,  or  to  deer  coming  from  another 
State,  which  is  properly  tagged  showing  where  the 
same  was  killed. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  hereafter

An  Act  prohibiting  fl«h  pound  nets  In  certain 
waters  within  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Approved  April  9,   1918. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  all  times  for  any  per- 
son or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  to 
erect,  set.  operate  or  maintain  any  fish  pound  nets 
in  any  of  the  fresh  or  salt  waters  of  this  State, 
under  a  penalty  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense;  provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not 
apply  to  the  erection,  operation  or  maintenance  of 
fish  pounds  in  the  waters  of  Sandy  Hook  and  Rari- 
tan  bay,  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  or  to  that  portion 
of  Delaware  bay  which  lies  within  Cape  May 
county. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  repeal  or  affect  in  any  manner  the  opera- 
tion of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  prohibiting  any 
person  or  corporation  from  erecting,  setting,  oper- 
ating or  maintaining  any  fish  pound  net  in  any 
of  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  Sandy  Hook. 
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bay  or  Raritan  bay,  without  first  obtaining  a 
license  for  such  purpose  from  the  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners  of  this  State,"  approved 
April  second,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  or  of 
an  act  entitled  "An  act  regulating  fishing  in  the 
waters  of  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  be- 
tween tihe  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and 
all  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,**  approved 
April  twenty-seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven, 
or  any  act  amendatory  thereof  or  supplementary 
thereto. 

3.  This  act  shall  be  enforced  by  the  persons 
authorized,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform 
procedure  tot  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating 
to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,'*  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto. 

4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  regulate  fishing  by  tteam  and  other 
vessels  with  shirred  or  purse  seines  In  tho 
waters  of  the  State  of  New  Jerteyi  and  to 
require  a  license  for  such  fishing. 

Approved  March  26,  1896. 

1.  (As  amended  April  27,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  to  take  or  attempt  to  take  with  purse 
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or  shirred  nets,  fish  of  any  kind  in  any  waters 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State,  including  the 
waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  within  three  nautical 
miles  of  the  coast  line  of  said  State,  either  on  his 
own  account  and  benefit  or  on  account  and  benefit 
of  ihis  employer ;  provided^  however,  that  any  per- 
son licensed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  may  take  menhaden  with  a  purse  or  shirred 
net  in  accordance  with  the  permission  granted  by 
such  license. 

2.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  corporation 
or  corporations,  may  intend  to  take  menhaden  with 
such  purse  or  shirred  nets  in  the  waters  above 
specified,  such  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  shall  make  an  application  therefor  to 
the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  of  this 
State. 

3.  (As  amended  April  27,  1911.)  Upon  the 
receipt  of  such  application  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Ck>mmissioners  shall,  upon  the  payment  to 
the  said  board  of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  steam  vessel  of  not  more  than  fifty  tons 
net  tonnage,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  steam  vessel  of  over  fifty  tons  and  not 
more  than  one  hundred  tons  net  tonnage,  and  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  steam  vessel  of  over  one 
hundred  tons  net  tonnage,  said  net  tonnage  to  be 
determined  by  custom  ihouse  measurement;  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  sailing  vessel  with 
tenders  to  be  so  employed  in  the  taking  of  men- 
haden by  means  of  such  purse  or  shirred  nets,  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  vessel  other  than  steam 
or  sailing  vessels  to  be  employed  in  taking  men- 
haden as  aforesaid,  as  a  license  fee,  issue  to  such 
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person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  a 
license  to  take  menhaden  with  purse  or  shirred 
nets,  duly  signed  by  the  secretary  of  said  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  which  said  license 
shall  be  valid  and  in  force  for  the  term  of  one  year 
from  the  date  thereof,  and  no  license  shall  be 
issued  for  a  space  of  time  less  than  one  year. 

4.  (As  amended  March  13,  1912.)  Any  person 
or  corporation*  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  whether  or 
not  such  person  has  been  criminally  prosecuted  for 
such  violation,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  in  the  manner  provided  and  by  the  per- 
son or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  recover 
penalties  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations 
thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  lobsters. 

Approved  April  7,  1911. 

1.  (As  amended  March  31,  1913.)  From  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  or  persons  to  take  from  the  salt 
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waters  of  this  State  by  means  of  boats,  pots  or 
otherwise,  or  to  have  in  their  possession,  or  to  buy 
or  sell,  or  to  offer  to  buy  or  sell,  any  lobster  the 
length  of  which  from  the  end  of  the  bone  of  the 
nose  to  the  centre  of  the  rear  end  of  the  body 
shell,  shall  measure  less  than  four  and  one-eighth 
inches,  or  any  spawning  lobster,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  lobster  so  taken,  offered 
for  sale  or  had  in  possession,  said  penalty  to  be 
paid  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
for  the  use  of  the  commission. 

2.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations 
thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  lobsters  in  the 
salt  waters  of  Cape  May  county. 

Approved  March  31,  1913. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  for  five  years  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
take,  by  means  of  boats,  pots  or  otherwise,  any 
lobster  from  any  of  the  salt  waters  of  Cape  May 
county,  including  the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  ocean 
within  three  nautical  miles  of  the  coast  line,  under 
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a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  lobster  so 
taken. 

2.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  en- 
forcement of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  viola- 
tions thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the 
acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  striped  base. 

Approved  April  3,  1913. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  take, 
catch  or  kill  any  striped  bass,  commonly  called 
rockfish,  from  or  in  any  of  the  salt  or  fresh  waters 
of  this  State,  by  means  of  a  net,  except  from 
November  fifteenth,  to  March  first,  both  dates 
inclusive,  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  also  be  un- 
lawful to  catch,  kill  or  have  in  possession,  at  any 
time,  any  striped  bass  measuring  less  than,  ten 
inches  in  length,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars 
for  eaqh  offense. 

2.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  en- 
forcement of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
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birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  viola- 
tions thereof/'  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the 
acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto. 
3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  prevent  the  propagation  of  carp. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 

1.  T\hat  it  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  in  this 
State  to  place  any  German  carp,  mirror  carp, 
leather  carp,  or  carp  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or 
the  seed  thereof,  in  any  of  the  public  or  private 
waters  of  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  two  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the 
county  where  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed, 
or  where  the  conviction  shall  be  had,  for  not  less 
tjhan  thirty  days  nor  more  than  six  months,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  before  whom  the 
conviction  of  any  violation  of  this  statute  may  be 
had. 

2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  en- 
forced according  to  the  method  of  procedure 
provided  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  for  the 
protection  of  fish  and  game. 

3.  That  the  fish  and  game  protector  of  this 
State,  and  all  duly  appointed  fish  and  game 
wardens  of  this  State,  are  authorized  and  required 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  they  shall 
be  entitled  therefor  to  the  same  fee  as  they  are 
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entitled  to  under  the  act  for  the  protection  of  fish 
and  game. 

4.  That  any  person  who  may  have  been  ag- 
grieved or  injured  by  means  of  any  violation  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  authorized  to 
institute  proceedings  for  the  punishment  of  the 
offender. 

5.  That  no  conviction  had  under  this  act  shall  be 
a  bar  to  any  proceedings  an  aggrieved  party  may 
institute  for  the  recovery  of  damages  in  a  civil 
suit. 

6.  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  owners 
or  lessees  of  private  ponds  stocking  such  private 
ponds;  provided^  that  such  private  ponds  are  so 
constructed  as  to  effectually  prevent  said  carp  or 
the  seed  thereof  from  escaping  into  any  of  the 
waters  of  this  State,  or  into  private  waters  owned 
by  other  individuals  or  corporations. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  sturgeon. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take,  capture  or  kill|  or  have 
in  possession  after  the  same  has  been  taken,  cap- 
tured or  killed,  any  sturgeon  between  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
in  each  and  every  year,  under  a  i>enalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  and  every  sturgeon  so  taken,  cap- 
tured, killed  or  had  unlawfully  in  possession. 

2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  special,  local 
or    general,    inconsistent    herewith    or    repugnant 
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hereto,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.,  ex- 
cepting that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
constraed  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act 
for  the  protection  of  mammoose  or  young  sturgeon 
in  the  Delaware  bay,  river  and  their  tributaries,' 
approved  March  twenty-fourth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety,*'  which  amendment  was  ap- 
proved April  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-one. 

(See  special  act  pertaining  to  Delaware  river.) 


An  Act  concerning  fisheries. 

passed  December  27,  1826. 

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  not  resident  citizens  of  this  State  to 
draw  or  use  any  net  or  seine  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  talking  fish  in  any  of  the  bays,  flats, 
rivers  or  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
State;  and  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars ;  provided  always  nevertheless,  that  nothing 
in  this  ^act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the 
right  (A  privilege  of  any  owner  or  owners,  tenant 
or  tenants,  not  resident  in  this  State,  from  fishing 
upon  or  opposite  to  his,  her  or  their  shore  in  this 
State,  or  to  prevent  any  resident,  owner  or  tenant 
from  employing  what  hands  he  may  think  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  business  of  his  or  their  fish- 
eries; provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  relate  to  or  in  any  wise  affect  the 
fisheries  on  the  waters  of  the  river  Delaware. 
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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  Malaclemmys  Pa- 
lustriSy  commonly  called  diamond-backed 
terrapin;  to  regulate  their  method  of  cap- 
ture, and  providing  open  and  close  seasons 
for  such  capture  and  possession. 

Approved  March  30,  1906. 

1  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  catoh,  expose 
for  sale  or  have  in  possession,  or  attempt  to  take 
or  catch  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  between  the  first 
day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  November  of 
each  year.  Any  person  guilty  of  any  violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty 
dollars  for  every  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly  called  diamond-back  terrapin,  so  taken, 
caught,  exposed  for  sale,  had  in  possession,  or 
sought  to  be  taken  or  captured ;  and  the  having 
in  possession  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond^backed  terrapin,  during  the 
period  prohibited  in  this  section  shall,  in  every 
court  and  place,  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
that  the  same  is  unlawfully  in  possession. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catqh  or 
take,  or  attempt  to  catch  or  take,  any  Malaclemmys 
Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond-backed  terra- 
pin, from  any  of  the  waters  of  the  State,  by  means 
of  any  trap,  fyke,  net,  seine,  weir,  or  net  of  any 
description,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  at  any  time  to  catch,  take 
or  have  in  possession  any  Maladenunys  Palustris, 
commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  measur- 
ing less   than   four  inches   lengthwise   along   the 
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under  shell,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called 
diamond-backed  terrapin,  so  captured,  taken  or  had 
in  possession. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  or  destroy  the 
eggs  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly 
called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  this  State, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
egg  so  taken  or  destroyed. 

5.  In  all  proceedings  against  offenders  under 
this  act  it  sihall  be  competent  for  them  to  show 
that  the  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called 
diamond-backed  terrapin,  came  into  possession  in 
another  State,  or  beyond  the  United  States,  at 
some  place  where  the  law  did  not  prohibit  such 
possession,  and  such  evidence  shall  be  a  valid  de- 
fense to  the  action. 

6.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  fish  and 
game  protector  and  all  constables,  police  officers, 
fish  and  game  wardens  and  deputy  fish  and'  game 
wardens  of  this  State  are  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  any  per- 
son or  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  upon  making  such  arrest, 
to  take  him  or  them  forthwith  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  of 
the  county  where  the  arrest  is  made,  and  to  pro- 
ceed against  him  or  them  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in  this  State  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  the  vio- 
lations thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one 
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tihousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the 
supplements  thereto  and  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

7.  The  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  the  fish 
and  game  protector,  and  the  fish  and  game  wardens 
of  this  State  shall  have  the  power  without  warrant 
to  search  and  examine  any  boat,  vessel,  conveyance, 
vehicle,  fish  box,  fish  basket,  barrel,  box  or  basket, 
game  bag  or  game  coat  or  other  receptacle  for 
Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called  diamond- 
backed  terrapin,  when  they  »bave  reason  to  believe 
that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been 
violated;  and  the  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners, 
fish  and  game  protector,  and  fish  and  game  wardens 
shall  at  any  time  seize  and  take  possession  of  any 
and  all  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  commonly  called 
diamond-backed  terrapin,  which  have  been  caught, 
taken  or  killed  at  any  time  in  a  manner  or  for  a 
purpose,  or  had  in  possession  or  under  control, 
have  been  shipped  or  are  about  to  be  shipped,  con- 
trary to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  Justices 
of  the  peace,  district  courts  and  police  magistrates, 
upon  receiving  proof  of  probable  causes  for  believ- 
ing in  the  concealment  of  any  Malaclemmys  Pal- 
ustris, commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin, 
caught,  taken,  had  in  possession  or  under  control, 
contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
issue  a  search  warrant  and  cause  a  search  to  be 
made  in  any  place,  and  to  that  end  may,  after  de- 
mand and  refusal,  cause  any  building,  enclosure  or 
car  to  be  entered,  and  any  apartment,  chest,  box, 
barrel,  crate,  basket  or  package  to  be  broken  open 
and  the'  contents  thereof  examined  by  said  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  fish  and  game  protector  or 
fish  and  game  wardens.     All  Malaclemmys  Pains- 
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tris,  commonly  called  diamond-bracked  terrapin, 
seized  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  fish 
and  game  protector  or  any  of  the  fish  and  game 
wardens,  shall  be  liberated  in  any  of  the  waters  of 
this  State  inhabited  by  Malaclemmys  Palustris, 
commonly  called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  by  the 
Fish  and  Game  Ck>mmissioners,  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector or  any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  as 
directed  by  the  justices  of  the  peace,  district  court 
or  police  magistrate  before  whom  the  offender  is 
tried. 

8.  No  Fish  andi  Game  Commissioner,  fish  and 
game  protector  or  fish  and  game  warden  shall  be 
liable  for  damages  on  account  of  any  arrest,  seizure, 
or  liberation  of  any  Malaclemmys  Palustris,  com- 
monly called  diamond-backed  terrapin,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  birds  and  tiielr 

nests  and   eggs. 

Approved  March  20,  1901. 

1.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this  State, 
kill  or  catch,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession,  liv- 
ing or  dead,  any  wild  bird,  other  than  a  game 
bird,  nor  shall  purchase,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
any  such  wild  bird  after  it  has  been  killed  or 
caxLgfst;    no  part  of  the  plumage,  skin  or  body  of 
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any  bird  protected  by  this  section  shall  be  sold  or 
had  in  possession  for  sale ;  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  the  following  only  shall  be  considered  game 
birds:  The  anatidse,  commonly  known  as  swans, 
geese,  brant,  and  river  and  sea  ducks ;  the  rallidie, 
commonly  known  as  rails,  coots,  mudhens  and  galli- 
nules;  the  limicolse,  commonly  known  as  shore 
birds,  plovers,  surf  birds,  snipe,  woodcock,  sand- 
pipers, tattlers  and  curlews ;  the  gallinse,  commonly 
known  as  wild  turkeys,  grouse,  prairie  chickens, 
pheasants,  partridges,  quails  and  doves,  and  the 
species  of  icteridse,  commonly  known  as  reed  birds. 

2.  No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  take  or  needlessly  destroy  the  nest  or  eggs 
of  any  wild  bird,  nor  shall  have  such  nest  or  eggs 
in  his  or  her  possession ;  provided,  however,  that 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  public  museum,  natural  history  society  or  edu- 
cational institution. 

3.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offense,  and  an  additional  fine  of  five  dollars  for 
each  bird,  living  or  dead,  or  part  of  bird  or  nest 
and  eggs  possessed  in  violation  of  this  act,  or  to 
imprisonment  for  ten  days,  or  both,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

4.  Sections  one,  two  and  three  of  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  holding  a  certificate  giving 
the  right  to  take  birds  and  their  nests  and  eggs  for 
scientific  purposes  as  provided  for  in  section  five  of 
this  act. 

5.  Certificates  may  be  granted  by  the  New  Jersey 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  (^Commissioners  to  any 
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properly  accredited  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  or  upwards,  permitting  the  holder 
thereof  to  collect  birds,  their  nests  or  eggs,  for 
strictly  scientific  purposes  only ;  in  order  to  obtain 
such  certificate,  the  applicant  for  the  same  must 
present  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners written  testimonials  from  two  well-known 
scientific  men,  certifying  to  the  good  character  and 
fitness  of  said  applicant  to  be  entrusted  with  such 
priyilege;  must  pay  to  said  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  one  dollar  to  defray  the 
necessary  expenses  attending  the  granting  of  such 
certificates,  and  must  file  with  said  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners  a  properly  executed  bond 
in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  signed  by  two 
responsible  citizens  of  the  State  as  sureties;  this 
bond  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  State,  and  the  certifi- 
cate become  void,  upon  proof  that  the  holder  of 
such  certificate  has  killed  any  bird,  or  taken  the 
nest  or  eggs  of  any  bird  for  other  than  the  pur- 
poses named  in  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act, 
and  shall  be  further  subject  for  each  offense  to  the 
penalties  provided  therefor  in  section  three  of  this 
act. 

6.  The  certificates  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
be  in  force  for  one  year  only,  from  the  date  of 
their  issue,  and  shall  not  be  transferable. 

7.  The  English  and  European  house  sparrow 
(passer  domesticus),  blackbirds,  crows  and  hawks, 
o1)her  than  the  fishhawk,  are  n6t  included  among 
the  birds  protected  by  this  act. 

8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Act  for  the  protection  of  food  flsh  In  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

Approved  April  3,  1902. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations,  to  catch  by  the  use  of 
pound  nets,  or  in  any  other  manner,  in  the  tide 
waters  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  or  those  under 
its  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  converting  or 
manufacturing,  or  attempting  to  convert  or  manu- 
facture, or  by  disposing  of  the  same  in  any  man- 
ner for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  or  converting 
into  oil  or  fertilizing  material  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, by  any  kind  of  ohemical  or  manufacturing 
process,  any  of  the  following  food  fish:  shad,  blue 
fish,  weakfish,  striped  bass,  sea  bass,  porgy»  sea. 
trout,  salmon  or  king  fish ;  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  pre- 
vent any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpo- 
rations, from  taking  menhaden  to  be  converted 
into  oil  or  fertilizing  material,  when  duly  licensed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  State. 

2.  (As  amended  by  act  approved  April  14,  1903.) 
Any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations, 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall,  upon  arrest  and  con- 
viction, pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  first 
offense,  and  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  second 
offense  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  in  the 
county  wherein  svMh  offense  may  have  heen  com- 
mitted  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  sixty  days; 
said  fines  shall  be  paid  and  distributed  according 
to  the  laws  now  in  effect,  and  nothing  in  this  act 
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shall  be  constrned  as  in  anywise  interfering  with 
the  taking  of  mehaden  or  mossbunkers  for  bait,  or 
for  the  manufacture  of  oil  or  fertilizing  material. 


An  Act  to  license  non-residents  of  tlie  State  of 
New  Jersey  to  liunt,  pursue  and  kfil  game 
and  fowl. 

Approved  April  13,  1908. 

1.  No  non-residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jer- 
sey shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursue  or  kill,  in  any 
manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first  having 
procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only  during 
such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the  laws  of 
this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or  kill.  Such  license 
shall  be  procured  from  the  clerk  of  any  county  in 
this  State,  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :  The 
applicant  shall  fill  out  a  blank  application  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Fi^h  and  Game  Commission  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  through  a  clerk  of  any 
county  in  this  State,  stating  name,  age,  occupa- 
tion and  place  of  residence  of  applicant ;  said 
application  shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by 
the  applicant  before  said  county  clerk,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  administer  such  oath.  If 
any  county  clerk  in  this  State  fails  to  administer 
the  oath  as  herein  provided,  or  antedates  any 
license,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  herein- 
after provided.  And  said  applicant  shall  pay  to 
the  clerk  of  the  county  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  as 
a  license  fee,  together  with  the  sum  of  fifty  cents 
as  the  fee  of  the  clerk  for  administering  the  oath 
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to  the  applicant  and  issaing  said  license,  and  the 
license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  said  derlsL. 

2.  The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  at  the  end  of  each  month  by  the  county 
x^lerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  of  the 
State,  by  whom  they  shall  be  paid  to  the  State 
treasurer,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for  the  use 
of  said  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners. 

3.  Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and  fowl, 
and  no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been  issued 
shall  be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue,  or  kill  game  and 
fowl  in  this  State  without  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  and  killing,  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  in  his  or  her  name  and  upon  his  or 
her  person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same  for  inspec- 
tion, and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance. 

4.  (As  amended  February  26,  1912.)  Any  per- 
son licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may, 
in  any  one  day,  remove  from  the  State  reed  birds 
and  rail  birds  to  a  number  not  exceeding  fifty  of 
each  species,  other  birds  to  a  number  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen,  and  rabbits  to  a  number  not  exceed- 
ing ten ;  provided,  hovs^ver,  that  no  removal  shall 
be  made  except  the  birds  or  rabbits  be  exposed  to 
open  view. 

5.  Any   person   wlio    shall   violate    any  of   the 
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provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  recover 
penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  viola- 
tions thereof/'  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts 
supplementary  thereto  and  amendatory  thereof.

An  Act  to  license  citizens  of  tliis  State  to  hunt 
and  pursue  wild  animals  and  fowl. 

Approved  April  21,  1909. 

1.  No  citizen  of  this  State  shall  at  any  time 
hunt,  pursue  or  kill  with  a  gun,  or  any  firearm, 
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any    o£   the   game   birds,   wild    animals    or   fowl 
which  are  protected  daring  any  part  of  the  year, 
or  shall  use  any  gun  or  firearm  for  hunting,  ex- 
cept as  herein  provided,  without  first  having  pro- 
cured a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only  during 
the  respective  periods  of  the  year  when  it  shall 
be  lawful,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the 
word  citizen  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  per- 
son, male  or  female,   who   has   resided,   or   shall 
reside  bona  fide  in  this  State  for  the  period  of 
one   year   immediately    preceding    the    application 
for  license;    provided^  however ^  that  the  occupant 
of   any   farm   in   this   State,   and   the   immediate 
members  of  the  family  of  said  occupant,  residing 
on  said  farm,  shall  have  the  right,  without  such 
license,  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  on  said  farm  any 
wild  animal  or  fowl  protected  by  law  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law  at  any  time  when  it  is  lawful 
by  law  to  kill  any  of  the  wild  animals  or  fowls 
protected   by   law;     provided,   however^    that    the 
words  "members  of  the  family  of  said  occupant,'* 
as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not  be  taken  to  include 
any  employe  or  tenant  of   said  occupant.     Said 
license  shall  be  procured  from  any  county,  city, 
borough,  town,  township  or  village  clerk  and  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, through  the  clerk  of  each  county,  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village,  which  license 
shall   state   name,   age,   occupation   and   place   of 
residence  of  applicant,   and   such   other   facts  or 
description  as  may  be  required  by   the   commis- 
sioners,  and  every  applicant  for  a   license   shall 
prove    to    the    satisfaction    of    the    clerk    issuing 
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said  license  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and 
the  applicant  for  said  license  shall  pay  to  the  clerk 
issuing   said   license    the   sum   of   one    dollar    as 
a   license   fee,   together  with   the  sum   of   fifteen 
cents   as    a   fee   for   issuing   such    license,    which 
said  license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  seal  of  the  county,  city,  borough, 
town,  township  or  village  in  which  the  same   is 
issued,   and   be  countersigned  by  the  said   clerk. 
The  license  fees  above  provided  for  shall   be  re- 
mitted by  the  city,   borough,   town,   township   or 
village  clerks  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  and  said  fees, 
together  with  those  received  by  the  county  clerk 
for   issuing  licenses  from   his  office,   shall   be   re- 
mitted   to    the    State    Treasurer,    at    the    State 
Capitol,   on   the  second  Tuesday   of  each  month, 
less  five  per  centum  of  such  fees  to  be  deducted 
by   the  county  clerk   for   his  services  under   this 
act,  with  a  schedule  setting  forth  the  name  and 
residence  of  each  licensee  and  the  amount  paid, 
and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  ''Resident  License  Fund,"  to  be  kept 
separate    and    apart    from   other   receipts   of   the 
board,  and  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  State  Treas- 
urer  OH)  vouchers   certified    to   by   the   Board   of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners.     Any  clerk  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  turn  over  any  moneys 
collected  for  licenses  as  herein  provided  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  all  records  of  said 
licenses  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 
Bvery  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the  licensee 
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in  ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to  whom 
issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  wild  animals  or 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  and  place  when 
and  where  it  shall  be  lawful,  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  such  game 
birds,  wild  animals  or  fowl,  and  no  person  to 
whom  a  license  has  been  issued  shall  be  entitled 
to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill  game  birds,  wild  animals 
or  fowl  in  this  State  unless  at  the  time  of  such 
hunting,  pursuing  or  killing  he  or  she  shall  have 
such  license  on  his  or  her  person,  and  shall  ex- 
hibit the  same  for  inspection  to  any  warden,  or 
other  officer  or  other  person  requesting  to  see  the 
same,  and  such  license  shall  be  void  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding  its 
issuance.  Any  citizen  who  shall  at  any  time  alter 
or  change  in  any  manner,  or  loan  or  transfer  to 
another  any  license  issued  as  aforesaid,  or  shall 
give  false  information  or  make  a  misrepresenta- 
tion to  the  clerk  filling  out  the  blanks  in  said 
license  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, and  if  any  holder  of  a  license  shall  be  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  game  laws 
said  license  shall  be  revoked  and  no  new  license 
shall  be  issued  during  the  year  for  which  said 
license  was  granted.  All  moneys  recovered  in  any 
proceeding  for  a  penalty  under  this  act  shall  be 
remitted  by  the  magistrate  before  whom  the  same 
is  recovered  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, one-half  of  which,  after  deducting  all 
disbursements  and  expenses  in  relation  to  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  filing  the  com- 
plaint in  such  action  by  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
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Game  Commissioners,  unless  such  person  is  a  reg- 
ular game  warden.  The  foi-m  of  the  license  shall 
be  determined  and  the  license  blank  prepared  by 
the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  and 
furnished  through  the  county  clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  the  State  to  the  city,  borough, 
town,  township  and  village  clerks.  On  or  before 
the  thirtieth  day  of  Januai*y  in  each  year  the  city, 
borough,  town,  township  and  village  clerks  shall 
detach  the  stubs  of  licenses  issued  and  forward 
the  same,  together  with  a  report  of  the  number 
issued  and  the  amount  of  license  money  received, 
to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  see  that  proper  returns  are  made  to 
him  by  all  the  city,  borough,  town,  township  and 
village  clerks  in  his  county,  and  to  return  to  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  all  such 
stubs  and  reports,  with  a  final  report  recapitulat- 
ing and  tabulating  the  total  number  of  licenses 
issued  in  his  county  in  the  calendar  year.  The 
county  clerk  shall  be  allowed  the  actual  cost  of 
postage  and  expressage  incurred  in  distributing 
licenses  to  city,  borough,  town,  township  and  vil- 
lage clerks,  to  be  paid  him  by  the  Board  of  Fish 
and  Game  Commissioners  on  verified  bills  ren- 
dered by  said  clerk. 

2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover t>enalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  >procedare 
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for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  game  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto 
and  amendatory  thereof. 


An  Act  to  license  unnaturalized,  foreign-born 
resident  hunters  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
the  violation  of  its  provisions. 

Approved  April  2,  1908. 

1.  No  unnaturalized,  foreign-born  resident  of 
this  State  shall  at  any  time  hunt,  pursue  or  kill 
in  any  manner,  any  game  or  fowl  without  first 
having  procured  a  license  so  to  do,  and  then  only 
during  such  times  as  it  shall  be  lawful  by  the 
Jaws  of  this  State,  to  so  hunt,  pursue  or  kill.  Said 
license  shall  be  procured  from  the  clerk  of  any 
county,  city,  town  or  township  or  other  munici- 
pality in  this  State,  in  the  following  manner,  to 
wit:  The  applicant  shall  fill  out  a  blank  applica- 
tion to  be  furnished  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  through  the 
clerk  of  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other 
municipality  in  this  State,  stating  name,  age, 
occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  applicant. 
Said  application  shall  be  subscribed  and  sworn  to 
by  the  applicant  before  said  county,  city,  town, 
township  or  other  municipal  clerk  in  this  State. 
If  any  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  mu- 
nicipal clerk  In  this  State  fails  to  administer  the 
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oath  as  herein  provided,  or  antedates  any  liceoee, 
he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  pio- 
vlded.     And  said  applicant  shall  pay  to  the  derk 
of  the  county,  city,  town,  township  or  other  mu- 
nicipality,  as  the  case  may  be,   the  sum   of  ten 
dollars  as  a  license  fee,  together  with  the  sum  of         i 
fifty  cents  as  the  fee  of  the  clerk  for  administering 
the  oath  to  the  applicant  and  issuing  said  license. 
Said  license  shall  bear  the  signature  of  a  member 
of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  of  the  State  of 
New   Jersey,   and   the   seal   of  the   county,    city, 
town,  township  or  other  municipality  in  which  the 
same  is  issued,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  said 
clerk. 

2.  The  license  fee  above  provided  for  shall  be 
paid  by  the  clerk  receiving  the  same  to  the  State 
Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
"State  Game  Protection  Fund,''  and  shall  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  State  Treasurer  on  vouchers  certi- 
fied to  by  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

3.  Every  license  issued  shall  be  signed  by  the 
licensee  in  Ink,  and  shall  entitle  the  person  to 
whom  issued  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl  within  the  State  at  any  time  when  it  shall 
be  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl,  and  no  person  to  whom  a  license  has  been 
issued  shall  be  entitled  to  hunt,  pursue  or  kill 
game  and  fowl  in  this  State  without  at  the  time 
of  such  hunting,  pursuing  and  killing,  he  or  she 
shall  have  such  license  in  his  or  her  name  and 
upon  his  or  her  person,  ready  to  exhibit  the  same 
for  inspection,  and  such  license  shall  be  void  after 
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the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeeding 
its  issuance;  provided,  that  the  owner  or  owners, 
lessee  or  lessees  of  farm  land,  if  residing  on 
said  farm  land  shall  have  the  right  to  hunt,  pur- 
sue and  kill  game  and  fowl  on  the  farm  land  of 
which  he  or  they  are  the  bona  fide  owner  or 
owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  during  the  season  when 
it  is  lawful  to  hunt,  pursue  and  kill  game  and 
fowl,  without  procuring  such  unaturalized,  for- 
eign-born resident  license. 

4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for 
and  recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the 
person  or  persons  authorized  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover penalties  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the 
acts  supplementary  thereto  and  amendatory 
thereof. 


An  Act  to  prohibit  the  poliution  of  waters  used 
by  a  State  fish  hatchery. 

Approved  February  26,  1912. 
1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  cor- 
poration to  put  or  place  in  any  water  used  by  a 
State  fish  hatchery  any  explosive  or  poisonous 
substances  whatever,  or  any  drug  or  any  poison 
bait  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal 
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oil,  saw  dust,  tan  bark,  cocculns  indicus  (other- 
wise known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol  or  any 
of  the  compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses, 
oil  tanks  or  tanneries,  or  any  deleterious,  destmc- 
tive  or  poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  char- 
acter, to  be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow, 
wash  or  be  emptied,  or  find  its  way,  into  any 
water  used  by  a  State  fish  hatchery,  or  to  erect 
or  maintain  any  privy,  water  closet,  pig-sty,  hog- 
pen, inclosure  for  poultry,  barn  or  barnyard,  in 
which  animals  or  poultry  are  kept,  or  drain  from 
any  building  or  the  cellars  thereof,  where  drain- 
age or  refuse  therefrom  will  find  its  way  into 
water  used  by  a  State  fish  hatchery.  In  case  of 
the  pollution  of  water  used  by  a  State  fish  hatch- 
ery, by  substances  known  to  be  injurious  to  fish 
or  fish  food,  it  shall  *  not  be  necessary  to  prove 
that  such  substances  have  actually  caused  the 
death  of  any  particular  fish. 

2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  be  enforced  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  pro-

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  liber- 
ate any  fox  within  this  State,  under  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  pro- 
cedure for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to 
fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  amendments  thereof  and 
supplements  thereto. 

2.  Provided,  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent 
clubs,  hunting  with  hounds  and  horses,  liberating 
foxes,  caught  in  this  State,  for  the  purpose  of 
pursuit  and  capture. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  for 
the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds, 
game  and  fish,  to  regulate  their  method  of 
capture  and  provide  open  and  close  seasons 
for  such  capture  and  possession  (Revision  of 
1903),"  approved  April  fourteenth,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  three.

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shoot  into  any  squir- 
rel's nest  at  any  time  of  the  year,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 


Local  and  Special  Laws. 


An    Act  for   the   preservation   of  fish    In   the 

county  of  Atlantic. 

Approved  April  5,  1878. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  either  by  day  or  night,  to  put, 
place  or  haul  any  gill-net,  drift-net,  or  other  net  or 
seine  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  the  taking  or 
catching  of  fis(h  or  eels  in  any  of  the  waters  of  this 
State  within  the  county  of  Atlantic,  and  north- 
wardly from  the  northerly  side  of  Great  Egg  Har- 
bor inlet,  and  southwardly  from  the  southerly  side 
of  Little  Egg  Harbor  inlet,  between  the  first  day 
of  June  and  the  first  day  of  September  in  any  year. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  offend 
against  either  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this 
act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  in  the  common  jail  of  the  county  for 
the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars 
and  costs  for  each  and  every  offense. 

(Section  3  superseded  by  the  procedure  act, 
approved  March  29,  1897.) 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  with  this  act,  in  so  far  as  they 
are  inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately;  provided^  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  fishing  witb  seines  in 
Great  Bay,  Rainbow  Bay,  or  Great  Egg  Harbor.

Barnegat  Bay. 

Approved  February  17,  1842. 

1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter  fish 
within  the  waters  of  Barnegat  bay,  or  any  of  the 
rivers,  coves  or  other  tributary  waters  thereof, 
north  of  Barnegat  inlet,  with  any  seine  or  seines, 
net  or  nets,  the  whole  length  of  which,  either  singly 
or  attached  together,  shall  exceed  one  hundred  and 
forty  fathoms,  and  the  ropes  whereof  attached  to 
each  wing  shall  not  exceed  in  length  three  hundired 
fathoms;  and  that  no  person  or  persons  shall  set 
any  seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  in 
the  aforesaid  waters,  the  whole  length  of  which, 
either  singly  or  attacihed  together,  shall  exceed 
twenty  fathoms ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
so  do  whether  any  fish  be  taken  or  not,  the  captain 
of  such  seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes, 
so  hauled,  fished  with  or  set,  in  any  of  the  waters 
aforesaid,  shall  for  every  such  offense  forfeit  and 
pay  fifty  dollars  each. 

2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
aforesaid  section,  or  refusing  to  have  his  or  their 
seine  ropes,  nets  and  fykes  measured  by  any  person 
or  persons  wishing  to  measure  the  same,  shall  for- 
feit his  boat,  flat,  scow  or  other  vessel  used  or 
employed  in  the  commission  of  such  offense,  with 
all  the  fish,  seines,  ropes,  nets,  fykes,  tackle  and 
furniture  belonging  to  the  same. 

(Section  3  repealed  by  procedure  act  of  1897.) 
4.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  on  board  of  or 
belonging  to  any  such  boat,  flat,  scow,  or  any  other 
vessel  as  aforesaid  or  belonging  to  any  such  seine, 
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net  or  fyke,  shall  refuse  and  not  suffer  to  enter  or 
resist  after  entering  or  before  entering  the  same, 
any  of  the  aforesaid  officers  or  any  other  person  or 
persons,  seizing  the  same,  or  otherwise  resist  them, 
or  any  of  them,  in  the  lawful  seizure  of  the  same, 
then  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 


Supplements.

From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  set,  haul  or

waters  as  aforesaid,  any  pound  or  pounds,  weir  or 
weirs,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  tiherefrom; 
and  provided  further,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
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any  person  or  persons  to  use  for  fishing  a  net  or 
nets  of  less  than  three-inch  mesh. 

2.  (As  amended  by  act  approved  April  14,  1903.) 
It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  haul  or  use  any  seine  or  moving  net,  fyke  or 
gill-net,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  from-  the 
waters  of  said  Barnegat  bay  during  the  months  of 
July,  August,  September  and  October  of  any  year; 
nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  use  any  seine  or  other  net 
for  fishing  in  the  waters  of  said  bay  composed  in 
any  of  its  parts  of  meshes  of  less  size  than  three 
inches ;  providedy  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  use,  set,  haul  or  fish  any  seine 
or  net  of  any  description,  of  more  than  twenty-five 
fathoms  in  length,  in  the  waters  of  Dennis  town- 
ship, in  the  county  of  Cape  May,  under  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 


An  Act  to  regulate  the  length  of  nets  and 
seines  to  be  used  In  Lower  township.  Caps 
May  county,  and  In  Cape  Island  sound. 

Approved  March  22,  1860. 
1.  l^hat  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  to  set  or  draw  any  net  or 
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seine  which  shall  exceed  twenty-five  fathoms  in 
length,  in  any  of  the  rivers,  bays,  creeks  or  waters 
of  the  Lower  township,  in  the  county  of  Cape  May, 
or  in  Oape  Island  sound,  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  county. 

2.  That  every  person  offending  against  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.

erly part  of  Jarvis  sound,  running  westward  of  the 
head  of  Middle  Thorougibfare  to  a  point  in  Mill 
creek  called  the  Deep  Hole.

1.  That  ifrom  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
no  person  or  i)ersons  whatsoever  shall  be  allowed 
to  affix,  fasten  or  set  any  net  or  nets,  or  other  de- 
rice  or  devices,  in  said  river,  that  may  tend  to 
obstruct  or  hinder  the  fish  from  going  up  or 
down  the  same,  which  shall  extend  to  more  than 
one-fourth  part  of  the  width  of  said  river  at 
any  one  place,  leaving  the  river  free  and  clear 
of  any  such  obstruction;  providedy  akoaySy  that 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  extend  to  pre- 
vent any  person  or  persons  from  drawing  or 
sweeping  the  seines  or  nets  as  heretofore.

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  who  aie  resident  citizens  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  to  take  carp  in  the  Haclsensack 
river  and  its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the 
counties  of  Bergen  and  Hudson  by  means  of  n€ts 
or  seines  with  meshes  not  less  than  four  inches 
in  size. 


An  Act  for  the  better  regulating  of  the  fishing 
in  Newark  bay  and  in  the  Passaic  and  Hack- 
ensack  rivers. 

Passed  December  7,  1825. 

1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  person  or  pei'sons  shall,  at  any  time  between 
the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  June, 
set,  aflix  or  fasten  any  net  or  nets,  device  or  de- 
vices, in  any  part  of  Newark  bay,  except  on  the 
easterly  shore  thereof,  extending  from  the  said 
shore  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  way  across, 
or  which  shall  extend  into  the  main  channel  run- 
ning from  the  Hackensack  river  through  the  said 
bay^  or  in  anywise  to  obstruct  the  navigation 
thereof. 

2.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall,  within  that 
time  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  set, 
gffix  or  fasten  an^  net  pr  nets,  device  or  devices 
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in  any  part  of  the  Passaic  or  Hackensack  river, 
or  on  the  bridge  across  said  river ;  excepting 
along  the  shore  of  Hackensack  river,  and  not  to 
extend  to  more  than  one-fifth  part  of  the  width 
of  said  river  from  the  shore  thereof.

An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  fish  In  the 
Haclceneacic  river  and  Its  tributaries  or 
branches,  within  the  counties  of  Bergen  and 
Hudson. 

Approved  April  26,  1894. 

1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  take  any  striped  bass,  white 
or  yellow  perch  from  the  Hackensack  river  and 
its  tributaries  or  branches  within  the  counties  of 
Bergen  and  Hudson,  by  any  means,  methods  or 
devices,  save  only  with  hook  and  line,  commonly 
called  angling,  or  with  scroll  spoon,  commonly 
called  trolling. 

2.  That   any   person    who   shall    offend   against 
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the  provisions  contained  in  thb  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
either  in  the  county  in  which  said  offense  is  com- 
mitted or  in  which  the  offender  resides  or  may 
be  found,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
common  jail  of  the  county  where  the  conviction 
is  bad  for  the  term  of  ten  days,  or  by  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars  and  costs,  for  each  and  every 
offense.

kind  or  sort  of  fish,  other  than  carp,  catfish  and

law,  shall,  if  taken  during  such  close  seasons,  be 
immediately  returned  to  the  water  whence  taken, 
under  the  pains,  penalties  and  forfeitures  pro- 
vided by  law. 


An  Act  to  prevent  fishing  with  any  gill,  drift, 
Belne,  fyke  or  other  net  or  nets,  In  certain 
of  the  waters  within  New  Jersey. 

Approved  April  12,  1867. 
1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  by  day  or  by 
night,  to  set,  put  or  place  any  gill,  drift,  fyke  or 
other  net  or  nets  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Newark 
bay  and  Passaic  river  and  tributaries  thereto,  and 
the  Kill  von  KuU,  so  far  as  the  same  are  in  and 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  after  the 
twentieth  day  of  June  and  before  the  first  day  of 
September  of  each  and  every  year,  or  to  keep  said 
gill,  drift,  fyke  or  other  net,  or  nets  so  set, 
put  or  placed,  in  any  of  said  waters,  after  the 
twentieth  day  of  June  and  before  the  first  day  of 
September  of  each  and  every  year,  or  at  any  time 
during  the  year,  to  set,  put  or  place  any  gill, 
drift,  fyke  or  other  net  or  nets,  in  or  across  the 
mouth  or  inlet  or  outlet  of  any  of  the  rivers, 
creeks  or  other  streams  aforesaid,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  fifty  doJlars  for  each  and  every  time  said 
gill,  drift,  fyke  or  other  net  or  nets  shall  be  so 
set,  put  or  placed  and  for  each  and  every  time 
the  same  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  so  set,  put  or 
placed. 
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2.  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  at  any  timet  by  day  or  night* 
to  fish  or  haul  any  seine  or  net  in  any  of  the 
waters  aforesaid,  after  the  twentieth  day  of  June 
and  before  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  and 
every  year,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  and  every  time  said  seine  or  net  shall  be 
fished  or  hauled.

1.  That  after  the  date  of  this  act  it  shall  not 
be  lawful,  except  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  of  any  year,  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  erect,  set  or  keep  setting,  any 
fish-dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  whereby 
shad  may  be  taken,  or  their  passage  impeded,  any- 
where in  Manasquan  river,  between  the  mout^jh  of 
Marsh's  brook  and  the  inlet  of  said  river. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  at  any  time  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  erect,  set  or  keep  setting, 
within  said  limits  of  said  river,  any  fish-dam, 
basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device  for  taking  shad  or 
impeding  their  passage,  either  wing  of  which  shall 
exceed  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  or  any  part  of 
which  shall  occupy  water  less  than  two  feet  deep; 
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nor  aball  it  be  lawful  for  the  whole  of  the  same 
to  occupy  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  channel  of 
said  river  at  the  place  whereat  it  is  erected  or  set. 

3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  between  sundown 
of  any  Saturday  and  sunrise  of  the  next  Monday,  to 
set  or  haul  any  seine,  or  set,  or  keep  setting  any 
such  fish-dam,  basket,  net,  fyke  or  other  device, 
within  said  limits  of  said  river. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars. and  costs  for  each  and  every  offense. 


An  Act  to  regulate  fishing  in  Manasquan  river, 
In  the  counties  of  Monmouth  and  Ocean,  and 
also  Wreck  pond.  In  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth. 

Approved  March  15,  1859. 

1.  Tihat  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
whomsoever  to  draw,  set,  or  in  any  other  manner 
use  any  seine  or  net,  or  anything  in  the  nature  of 
a  seine  or  net,  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish  or 
otherwise,  in  Manasquan  river,  in  the  counties  of 
Monmouth  and  .Ocean,  and  in  Wreck  pond,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  the  meshes  whereof  are  less 
than  one  inch,  square.

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first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  March  of 
each  and  every  year,  under  the  penalty  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  offense.

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall  cast,  lay  out  or  drift, 
either  from  a  boat  or  from  the  shores,  any  seine 
or  gill  net,  or  other  net,  with  a  smaller  mesh  than 
one-inqh  bar  in  that  portion  of  the  Raritan  river, 
or  any  of  the  branches  or  tributaries  thereof,  above 
the  ^railroad  bridge  at  New  Brunswick,  known  as 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  bridge,  between  the  first 
day  of  January  and  the  tenth  day  of  October  in 
each  and  every  year;  and  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  so  cast.,  lay  out  or  drift  any  such  seine 
or  net,  of  whatever  size  of  mesh,  in  any  portion  of 
said  river  or  any  of  its  branches  or  tributaries. 
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between  the  tenth  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of 
September  in  each  and  every  year,  then  every  suoh 
person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three 
months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  or  any  corporation  or  association,  to 
erect  or  cause  to  be  erected  any  floating  factory, 
for  the  purpose  of  pressing  or  obtaining  oil  from 
fish,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  Raritan  bay  or 
Sandy  Hook  bay,  or  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said 
bays,  or  either  of  them. 

2.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  or  any  corporation  or  association,  to

either  of  said  bays,  or  either  of  their  tributaries, 
any  soap,  pumice,  debris,  residuum  or  refuse  mat- 
ter of  any  description  arising  from  the  pressing  or 
manufacturing  oils  from  fish. 

4.  That  all  vessels  and  fioating  erections  of 
every  description  found  upon  the  waters  of  the 
Raritan  bay  or  of  the  Sandy  Hook  bay  or  of 
any  of  the  tributaries  of  either  of  said  bays, 
with    machinery   and    materials    for    the    purpose

1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for-  any  person 
or  persons  to  catch  or  take  from  the  waters  of 
the  North  and  South  Shrewsbury  rivers,  or  their 
tributaries,  any  of  the  species  of  shell  fish  com- 
monly called  **crabs,"  between  the  first  day  of 
November  and  the  first  day  of  May,  yearly  and 
every  year. 
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2.  That  every  pei'^on  or  persons  offending 
against  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  of 
this  act,  and  being  convicted  of  the  same  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  State,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  each  and 
every  offense,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice 
before  whom  conviction  is  had ;  one-half  to  the 
plaintiff  and  one-half  to  the  county  collector  for 
the  benefit  of  the  county,  and  on  non-payment 
of  said  fine  shall  be  committed  to  the  county 
jail  of  the  county  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  or  until  fine  and  costs  are  paid.

An  Act  regulating  flBhing  .In  the  waters  of  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  all 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within 
said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flovirs. 

Approved  April  27,  1911. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass; 
strawberry  or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye ;  white  bass,  crap- 
pie,  pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or 
Susquehanna  salmon ;  pike,  pickerel,  white  perch 
yeUow  perch,  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  follow- 
ing shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit :  all 
species  of  minnows,  kllli-fishes  and  stone  catfish. 
All  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  whatsoever 
shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows  with  any  device  or  by  any  means  or 
method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and  lines 
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or  hand-lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or  throw- 
lines,  each  haying  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or 
with  troUing-llnes  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait, 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or 
the  number  of  trolling  Jines,  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  violat- 
ing any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on 
coaviotion -thereof ,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  except  with 
the  following  devices,  to  wit:  rods  and  lines  and 
hand-lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks  at- 
tached; a  minnow  seine  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more  than  five 
feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches 
in  I  diameter ;  a  scoop  net  with  a  single  handle 
and  with  a  diameter  of  not  more  than  two  feet. 
Any  pereon  who  uses  any  other  device,  method  or 
means  for  catching  bait  fish,  other  than  those 
specified  in  this  section,  shall,  on  conviction  there- 
of, be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said

limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  fiows,  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  fol- 
Jowing  devices,  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit :  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  a 
parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low  water, 
and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand-lines,  otherwise  known 
as  dipsey  or  throw-lines,  each  having  not  more 
than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who  shall  use  or 
employ  any  method  or  device  for  catching  food 
fish  other  than  those  named  in  this  section,  or 
shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named  in  this  sec- 
tion contrai*y  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  be  subject  to  a  .fine 
of  twenty  dollars. 

.  5.  (As  amended  March  27,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  sturgeon  from 
the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of 
the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said 
limits,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  any 
device  excepting  a  seine  or  gill  net,  the  meshes  of 
which  shall  be  not  less  than  thirteen  inches, 
stretched  measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  any 
other  food  fish  from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  inches,  stretched  measure  while  being  Qshed, 
or  any  gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less 
than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  stretched  meas- 
ure while  being  fished;  provided^  that  gill  nets, 
with  a  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches,  may  be 
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used  from  March  first  to  June  tenth,  in  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  herring  only.  It  shaJI 
also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and 
take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  food  fish 
excepting  sturgeon,  by  means  of  a  seine  or  gill 
net,  between  the  tenth  day  of  June  in  each  year 
and  the  first  day  of  March  next  ensuing;  pro- 
vided, however^  that  hauling  seines  for  the  taking 
of  food  fish  with  mesh  not  smaller  than  two  and 
one-quarter  inches  stretched  measure  while  being 
fished  and  not  exceeding  fifty  fathoms  in  length, 
and  drifting  gill  nets  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
food  fish,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  not  be  less 
than  two  and  three-quarter  inches,  stretched  meas- 
ure, while  being  fished,  and  not  exceeding  fifty 
fathoms  in  length,  may  be  used  in  the  Delaware 
river  and  bay  below  West  Creek,  from  the  first 
day  of  March  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
in  each  year,  provided  that  not  more  than  one 
gill  net  or  hauling  seine  shall  be  used  from  any 
boat.

It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or  at- 
tempt to  catch  and  take  fish  of  any  kind  from  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the  States 
of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware,  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
taries of  said  river  and  bay,  within  said  limits 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  a  pound 
net   or   net   of  any   character  which   is  anchored 
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or  Staked  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner  per- 
manently or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net  so  fas- 
tened down  or  anchored  in  any  manner,  nor  shall 
any  net  of   any   kind  or  character,   excepting  a 
drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot  or  a  fyke  net,  each 
without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the  capture 
of  carp  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
and   taking   fish   in  said   waters   within   one-half 
mile   above    or    below   the    mouth    of    any    river, 
creek    or    stream    emptying    into    said    Delaware 
river    below    Trenton    Falls;     provided,    that   gill 
nets,  with  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches  and 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  fathoms  in  length,  may 
be  staked  within   one-half  mile  of  the  shore   in 
the  Delaware  bay,  below  Ben  Davis'  Point ;  pro- 
vided,  further,   that  pound   nets,   for   the   taking 
of  food  fish,  which  do  not  extend  into  the  Dela- 
ware  bay    more    than    three    hundred    feet    from 
mean  low  water  mark,  or  three  hundred  feet  from 
the  outside  of  the  flats  which  fall  bare  at  low 
water,  may  be  set  and  used  in  the  Delaware  bay 
below  West  Creek,  from  the  first  day  of  March 
to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
both  dates  inclusive.

urday at  two  P.  M.  until  Sunday  at  twelve  o'clock 
midnight  next  ensuing  in  each  week.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of 
all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand-lines,  and  trolling-lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay 
lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river 
and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs 
and  flows,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December  in- 
clusive, in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  fish  so  taken. 

9.  (As  amended  March  27,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each 
without  wings,  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay 
lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and 
Delaware,  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  the  said 
river  and  bay  within  said  limits,  wherein  the 
tide  ebbs  and  flows,  from  June  first  to  July  first 
in  each  year,  botih  dates  inclusive,  but  It  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  without 
wings,   from   July   first  to   May  thirty-first,   both 
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dates  inclusive  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only;  all 
other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in  said 
nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immediately  to 
the  waters  from  which  taken;  provided,  that  the 
entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and  fyke  net  ahall  be  not 
more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the  outside 
diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches ;  provided^ 
however^  that  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  with  wings 
not  exceeding  five  fathoms  in  length,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  eels  only,  the  entrance  of  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  twelve  inches  and  the  ddam- 
eter  not  more  than  seventy-two  inQbes,  may  be 
used  in  the  Delaware  bay  below  West  Creek  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  October  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of 
all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

10.  (As  amended  March  11,  1912.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net,  otherwise  a  net  set 
approximately  parallel  with  the  shore  in  the  Dela- 
ware river  and  bay  lying  between  the  States  of 
New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
taries of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limits 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  and  at  low  water 
mark,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  such  parallel  net  from  the  first  day 
of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  inclu- 
sive, next  ensuing  in  eaqh  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  carp  only ;  providedy  that  the  meshes  of 
said  net  be  not  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches,

stretched  meatsure,  when  being  fished;  proffided^ 
that  seines  not  smaller  than  two  and  one-half  inch 
mesh  and  cast  nets  may  be  used  from  September 
first  to  May  thirty-first  of  each  year  for  the  par- 
pose  of  taking  catfish,  carp  and  suckers  only ;  and 
provided  further^  that  no  such  net  shall  be  set  in 
such  manner  as  to  impede  navigation.  All  other 
fish  than  catfish,  carp  and  suckers  must  be  returned 
unharmed  to  the  water  beyond  low  water  mark. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to 
a  fiine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  foi^ 
feiture  of  all  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  from  the 
Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  fihe  States 
of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tribu- 
taries of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limits 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  in  any  manner 
whatsoever,  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
rockfish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds,  or 
measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any  black 
bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth  bass, 
otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass,  less 
than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or  pickerel, 
or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as  wall-eyed 
pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than  twelve 
inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  strawberry  bass, 
crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
red-eye,  or  goggle-eye,  or  trout  or  charr,  less  than 
six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish  of  a  less  length  than 
those  described,  or  any  striped  bass,  commonly 
called  rockfish,  weigihing  more  than  twenty  pounds. 
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which  may  be  caught,  must  be  returned  immediately 
to  the  water ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery 
authorities  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  capturing 
fish  of  any  size  from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time 
of  the  year,  or  in  any  manner,  for  propagating  pur- 
poses and  stocking  other  waters  in  the  State 
through  its  authorized  representatives.

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Delaware  river 
and  bay  lying  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey 
and  Delaware  and  any  of  the  tributaries  of  said 
river  and  bay  within  said  limits  wherein  the  tide 
ebbs  and  flows,  to  willfully  and  without  reasonable 
cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage  or  destroy  any 
drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine  or  nets  of  any 
description  being  lawfully  used,  and  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  drift  a  gill  net  over  the 
waters  of  a  shore  fishery  while  the  hauling  seine 
is  being  used.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put 
or  place  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  be* 
tween  the  States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and 
any  of  the  tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within 
said  limits  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  any 
explosive  or  poisonous  substances  whatsoever,  or 
any  drug,  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  purpose  of 
catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the  fish,  or  to 
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allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal  oil,  saw- 
dust, tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus  (otherwise  known 
as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the  com- 
pounds thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses,  oil  tanks 
or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive  or  poison- 
ous substances  of  any  kind  or  character  to  be 
turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be 
emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it 
is  shown  that  every  practicable  means  has  been 
used  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  waters  in  question 
by  the  escape  of  deleterious  substances.  In  the 
case  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances 
known  to  be  injurious  to  fishes,  or  to  fish  food,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  sub- 
stances have  actually  caused  the  death  of  any  par- 
ticular fish.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  any  fre^ih  dead 
game  fish,  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful 
period  for  catching  the  same,  and  the  space  of  six 
days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  fish. 

15.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to  deter 
or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person  autihor- 
ized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the  fish  laws 
of  this  State,  from  enforcing  or  carrying  into  effect 
any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  resist  arrest 
or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets  illegally  used^  shall, 
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on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars. 

16.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed ; 

"A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  for  the 
protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish, 
to  regulate  their  method  of  capture  and  provide 
open  and  close  seasons  for  such  capture  and  pos- 
session (revision  of  1903)*,  approved  April  four- 
teenth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three," 
approved  March  seventeenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  four. 

"An  act  for  the  better  protection  of  the  fisheries 
in  Maurice  river,  and  in  the  Oronoken,  Dividing 
and  Antuxent  creeks,  Cumberland  county,'*  ap- 
proved March  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-one. 

"An  act  for  the  better  regulation  of  fishing  in 
Cohansey  creek,'*  passed  January  twenty-eighth, 
one  thousand  eigiht  hundred  and  twenty,,  and  the 
supplement  to  said  act  passed  February  third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three. 

"An  act  for  the  protection  of  fish  and  fisheries 
in  Cumberland  county,"  approved  April  fourth, 
one  thousaiid  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

"An  act  for  the  further  protection  of  the  fish- 
eries in  Maurice  river,  Cumberland  county,** 
approved  April  seventh,  one  thousand  eigiht  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three. 

"An  act  relative  to  fishing  in  the  several  creeks 
in  the  county  of  Salem,'*  passed  February  sixth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen. 

"An  act  to  regulate  fisheries  on  islandis  and  bars 
in  the  Delaware  river,**  passed  February  fifteenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  the 
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supplements  thereto,  approved  April  seventeenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four. 

''An  act  to  regulate  fishing  for  sturgeon  in  the 
Delaware  bay,  Delaware  river  and  their  tribu- 
taries," approved  April  thirteenth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight. 

17.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects  as  pro- 
vided for  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature '  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds, 
and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  violations 
thereof,*'  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and 
this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following  fish 
shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit:  Black 
bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth  bass, 
otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass,  straw- 
berry or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  red-eye  or  goggle-eye ;  Wihite  bass,  crappie,  pike- 
perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or  Susque- 
hanna salmon ;    pike,  pickerel,  white  perch,  yellow

perch,  charr,  commonly  called  brook  or  speckled 
trout,  or  any  form  of  trout.  The  following  shall 
be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to  wit:  All  species  of 
minnows,  killi-fishes  and  stone  catfish.

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fisih  in  any  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows.,  with  any  device  or  by  any  means  or  method 
whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and  lines  or  hand 
lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or  throw-lines,  each 
having  not  more  than  three  hooks,  or  with  trolling 
lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait,  having  not  more 
than  one  burr  of  three  single  ihooks  attached.  The 
number  of  rods  and  lines,  or  the  number  of  trolling 
lines,  not  to  exceed  two  of  one  or  the  other  device 
named,  and  said  lines  must  be  under  the  direct  and 
immediate  supervision  of  the  person  fishing  there- 
with. Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in  the 
waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river,  in 
this  State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  creek, 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  except  with  the 
following  devices,  to  wit :  llods  and  lines  and  hand 
lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks  attached ;  a 
minnow  seine  not  more  than  one  hundred  feet  in 
length;  a  dip  net  not  more  than  ^ve  feet  square; 
a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of  which  shall  not  be 
more  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  in  diameter ; 
a  scoop  net  witih  a  single  handle  and  with  a  diam- 
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eter  of  not  more  than  two  feet.  Any  person  who 
uses  any  other  device,  method  or  means  of  catching 
bait  fish,  other  than  those  specified  in  this  sectiim. 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river, 
in  this  State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch 
creek,  wtherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  follow- 
ing devices,  and  under  regulations  and  restrictions 
hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  a  gill  net, 
an  eel  pot  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  a 
parallel  net  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low  water, 
and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand  lines,  otherwise  known 
as  dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each  having  not  more 
than  three  hooks.  Any  person  who  shall  use  or 
employ  any  method  or  device  for  catching  food  fish 
other  than  those  named  in  this  section  or  shall  use 
or  employ  any  device  named  in  this  section,  con- 
trary to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  herein- 
after mentioned,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  sturgeon 
from  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware 
river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and 
Birch  creek,  wherein  the'  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with 
any  device  excepting  a  seine  or  a  gill  net,  the 
meshes  of  which  ahall  not  be  less  than  thirteen 
inches,  stretched  measure,  while  being  fished,  or 
to  catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take, 
any  other  food  fish  from  said  water  with  a  seine, 
the  meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  two  and 
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one-half  inches,  stretoihed  measure,  while  being 
fished,  or  any  gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  be 
less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches,  stretched 
measure,  while  being  fished ;  provided^  that  gill 
nets  with  a  mesh  not  smaller  than  three  inches 
may  be  used  from  March  first  to  June  tenth  in  each 
year  for  the  purpose  of  taking  herring  only.  It 
shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and 
take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  any  food  fish, 
except  sturgeon,  by  means  of  a  seine  or  gill  net 
between  the  tenth  day  of  June  in  each  and  every 
year  and  the  first  day  of  March  next  ensuing.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with 
a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any 
kind  from  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  with  a  pound  net  or  net  of  any  character, 
which  is  anchored  or  staked  or  fastened  down  in 
any  manner,  permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use 
any  net  so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner. Any  person  Wiho  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with 
the  forfeiture  of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances 
used. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
or  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any 
kind  or  description  from  the  waters  of  the  tribu- 
taries of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between 
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Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the  tide 
ebbs  and  flows,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use  a  net 
of  any  character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  from  Sat- 
urday at  two  P.  M.  until  Sunday  at  twelve  o'clock 
midnigiht  next  ensuing  in  each  week.  Any  i>erson 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of 
all  nets,  boats  and  other  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with  rods 
and  lines  and  hand  lines,  and  trolling  lines,  as 
described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any  time 
of  the  year,  in  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wiherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  and  take 
game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
June  to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclusive,  in 
each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  fish  so  taken. 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  tyke 
nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  waters  of  the  trib- 
utaries of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  be- 
tween Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the 
tide  ebbs  and  flows,  from  June  first  to  July  first  in 
each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  without 
wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suekers  only.  All 
other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in  said 
nets  must  be  returned  umhanned  immediately  to 
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the  waters  from  which  taken;  provided^  that  the 
entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and  fyke  net  shall  not  be 
more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the  outside 
diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats 
and  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net, 
otherwise  a  net  set  approximately  parallel  with 
the  shore,  in  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  and  at  low  water  mark,  between  the  first 
day  of  June  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in 
each  year,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  such 
parallel  net  from  the  first  day  of  September  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  May,  inclusive,  next  ensuing  in 
each  year,  for  tihe  purpose  of  taking  carp  only; 
prwMedy  that  the  meshes  of  said  net  be  not  less 
than  three  and  one-half  inches,  stretched  measure, 
when  being  fished;  providedy  that  seines  not 
smaller  than  two  and  one-half  inch  mesh  and  cast 
nets  may  be  used  from  September  first  to  May 
thirty-first  of  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
catfish,  carp  and  suckers  only;  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  no  such  net  shall  be  set  in  such  manner 
as  to  impede  navigation.  All  other  fish  than  cat- 
fish, carp  and  suckers  must  be  returned  unharmed 
to  the  water  beyond  low  water  mark.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all 
nets  and  other  appliances  used. 
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11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take,  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  from  the 
waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river,  in 
t^his  State,  between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  creek, 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  in  any  manner 
whatsoever,  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
rockfish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds  or 
measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any  black 
bass,  or  any  small-mouth  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
Oswego  or  yellow  bass,  less  than  nine  inches  in 
length,  or  any  pike,  or  pickerel,  or  any  pike-perch, 
otherwise  known  as  wall-eyed  pike  or  Susquehanna 
salmon,  less  tihan  twelve  inches  in  length,  or  any 
calico  or  strawberry  bass,  crappie,  white  bass,  rock 
bass,  otherwise  known  as  red-eye  or  goggle-eye  or 
trout  or  charr,  less  than  six  inches  in  length.  Any 
fish  of  a  less  length  than  those  described  or  any 
striped  bass  commonly  called  rockfish,  weighing 
more  than  twenty  pounds,  which  may  be  caught, 
must  be  returned  immediately  to  the  water;  pro- 
videdf  that  nothing  in  this  section  sihall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  the  fishery  authorities  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any  sice 
from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year,  or  in 
any  manner,  for  propagating  purposes  and  stocking 
other  waters  in  the  State  through  its  authorised 
representatives.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  eaoh 
and  every  fish  so  caught  and  had  in  possession. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise,  in  the  waters  of  the 
tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river,  in  this  State, 
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between  Trenton  Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein 
the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  to  willfully  and  without 
reasonable  cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage  or 
destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine  or 
nets  of  any  description  being  lawfully  used.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put 
or  place  in  the  waters  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Delaware  river,  in  this  State,  between  Trenton 
Falls  and  Birch  creek,  wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and 
flows,  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  what- 
soever, or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  pur- 
pose of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the 
fish,  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal 
oil,  sawdust,  tanbark,  cocculus  indicus  (otherwise 
known  as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the 
compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses,  oil 
tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive  or 
poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  character  to  be 
tamed  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wa&th  or  be 
emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it 
is  shown  that  every  practicable  means  has  been 
used  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  waters  in  question 
by  the  escape  of  dieleterious  substances.  In  the 
case  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances  known 
to  be  injurious  to  fishes,  or  to  fish  food,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  substances  have 
actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular  fish. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  any  fresh  dead  game 
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fish,  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful  period 
for  catching  the  same  and  the  space  of  six  days 
after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person  violat- 
ing any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  fish. 

15.  Any  person  or  persons  wiho  shall,  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner,  attempt  to 
deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person 
authorized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the  fish 
laws  of  this  State  from  enforcing  or  carrying  into 
effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  resist 
arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets  illegally  used, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars. 

16.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed : 
"An  act  relative  to  fishing  in  the  Rancocas  creek, 

in  the  county  of  Burlington,"  approved  April  sev- 
enteenth, one  thousand  eig^t  hundred  and  forty- 
six. 

"An  act  further  relative  to  fishing  in  the  Ran- 
cocas creek,  in  the  county  of  Burlington,"  approved 
March  thirtieth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eleven. 

17.  The  procedure  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  the  same  in  all  respects,  as 
provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Le^slature  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  viola- 
tions thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

IS.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  and 
"^^is  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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An  Aet  to  encourage  the  propagation  of  fish 
and  to  reguiate  the  catching,  tailing  and  de- 
struction of  fish  In  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Fails,  within  the  Jurisdiction,  re- 
spectively, of  the  commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
providing  penalties  for  violation  of  Its  pro- 
visions, and  to  repeal  acts  inconsistent 
therewith.

Whebeas,  By  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  approved 
March  twenty-fifth,  a.  d.  one  bbousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eight,  entitled  "A  Joint  Resolution 
for  the  creation  of  a  commission  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  authorities  of  the  States  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  New  York  in  regard  to  the  propa- 
gation, protection  and  catching  of  fish  in  the 
Delaware  river,  and  to  inquire  into  any  causes 
of  pollution  of  the  waters  of  said  river,  and  to 
recommend  legislation  in  regard  to  such  propa- 
gation, protection  and  catching  of  fish  In  the 
Delaware  river,  and  to  obviate  the  pollution 
thereof,"  the  following  were  appointed  to  repre- 
sent the  State  of  New  Jersey :  From  the  Senate, 
Edmund  W.  Wakelee  and  Joseph  S.  Freling- 
huysen ;  from  the  Assembly,  Austen  Colgate, 
Oliver  C.  Holcombe,  Henry  D.  Thompson;  by 
the  Governor,  John  Franklin  Fort,  Dr.  Henry 
van  Dyke,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  resolution. 
President  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  B. 
C.  Kuser;  President  of  the  Senate,  Thomas  J. 
Hillery,  and  Frank  B.  Jess,  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  ;    and 
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Whebeas,  The  commissians  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jerseys  have  been  duly  organized  as  provided 
and  required  by  law;    and 

Whebeas,  The  commissioners  of  the  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  in  joint  meeting  held  for  that 
purpose,  have  agreed  upon  uniform  laws  to 
provide  an  act  providing  uniform  laws  to  en- 
courage the  propagation  of  fish  and  to  regu- 
late the  catching,  taking  and  destruction  of  fish 
in  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  with- 
in the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  and  providing  penalties  for  violation  of 
its  provisions;    therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
aemhly  of  the  State  of  Ifew  Jersey: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  affect  and 
apply  only  to  the  propagation,  catching,  taking  and 
protection  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the  waters  of 
the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  lying 
between  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  Stdte  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
shall  have  and  enjoy  a  common  right  of  fishery 
throughout,  in  and  over  the  waters  of  said  river 
between  low  water  mark  on  each  side  of  said  river 
between  said  States  above  Trenton  Falls,  except 
so  far  as  either  State  may  have  heretofore  granted 
valid  and  subsisting  private  right 'of  fishery. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of   this  act   the  following 
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fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
Black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass;  large  mouth 
bass,  otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass; 
strawberry  or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise 
known  as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye;  white  bass; 
crappie;  pike-perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed 
pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon;  pike;  pickerel; 
white  perch ;  yellow  perch ;  charr,  commonly 
called  brook  or  speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of 
trout.  The  following  shall  be  designated  as  bait 
fish,  to  wit :  AH  species  of  minnows,  killi-fishes 
and  stone  catfish.  All  other  species  or  varieties  of 
fish  whatsoever  shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls  with  any  device  or  by  any  means 
or  method  whatsoever  excepting  with  rods  and 
lines  or  hand  lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or 
throw  lines  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks, 
or  with  trolling  lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines 
or  the  number  of  trolling  lines  not  to  exceed  two 
of  one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines 
must  be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  'super- 
vision of  the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  i>erson 
violating  any  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls,  except 
with  the  following  devices,  to  wit :  Rods  and  lines 
and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks 
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attached;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than  one 
hundred  feet  in  length;  a  dip  net  not  more  than 
five  feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of 
whiQh  shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-quarter 
inches  in  diameter;  a  scoop  net  with  a  single 
handle  and  with  a  diameter  of  net  not  more  than 
two  feet.  Any  person  who  uses  any  other  device, 
method  or  means  for  catching  bait  fish  other  than 
those  specified  in  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in  the 
Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  with  any 
device,  method  or  means  excepting  by  the  follow- 
ing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restrictions 
hereinafter  described,  to  wit:  A  seine,  an  eel  pot 
or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  and  rods  and 
lines  or  hand  lines,  otherwise  known  as  dipsey  or 
throw  lines,  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks. 
Any  person  who  shall  use  or  employ  any  method  or 
device  for  catcihing  food  fish  other  than  those 
named  in  this  section,  or  shall  use  or  employ  any 
device  named  in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regu- 
lations or  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  sturgeon 
from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  with 
any  device  excepting  a  seine,  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch  and  take 
or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  other  food  fish 
from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the  meshes  of 
which  shall  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches 
stretched  measure  while  being  fished.    It  shall  also 
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be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  food  fish,  except 
sturgeon,  by  means  of  a  seine,  between  the  tentih 
day  of  June  in  each  and  every  year  and  the  first 
day  of  March  next  ensuing.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all 
nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  fiish  of 
any  kind  from  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton 
Falls  with  a  net  of  any  character  which  is 
anchored  or  staked  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net 
so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner,  nor 
shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  excepting  an 
eel  pot  or  a  fyke  net,  each  without  wings,  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  catching  and  taking  fish  in  said 
waters  within  one-half  mile  above  or  below  the 
mouth  of  any  river,  creek  or  stream  emptying  into 
said  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Palls.  Any 
person  who  ahall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  together  with  the  for- 
feiture of  boats,  nets  and  other  appliances  used. 

9.  (As  amended  May  1,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any  kind  or 
description  from  the  Delaware  river  above  Tren- 
ton Falls,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use  a  net  of 
any  character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  between 
Saturday  at  two  P.  m.  and  twelve  o'clock  midnight 
Sunday  night  in  each  week.    Any  person  violating 
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any  of  the  proTisions  of  this  section  ahall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats 
and  other  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines  and  trolling  lines 
as  described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any 
time  of  the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  above 
Trenton  Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for 
and  take  game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  December  inclusive, 
in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke 
nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware  river 
above  Trenton  Falls  from  June  first  to  July  first 
in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  without 
wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only.  All 
other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in  said 
nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immediately  to 
the  waters  from  which  taken;  provided,  that  the 
entrance  of  said  eel  pot  and  fyke  net  shall  not  be 
more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the  outside 
diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  sihall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats 
and  other  appliances  used. 

12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
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and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  from  the 
Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  rockfish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds  or 
measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  less  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any  black 
bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  mouth  bass, 
otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass,  less 
than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or  pick- 
erel, or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as  wall- 
eyed pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than  twelve 
inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  strawberry  bass, 
crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
red-eye  or  goggle-eye,  or  trout  or  charr,  less  than 
six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish  of  a  less  length 
than  those  described,  or  any  striped  bass,  commonly 
called  rockfisjh,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds, 
which  may  be  caught,  must  be  returned  inmie- 
diately  to  the  water ;  provided^  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  fish- 
ery authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penni^l- 
vania  or  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fifdi 
of  any  size  from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the 
year,  or  in.  any  manner,  for  propagating  purposes 
and  for  stocking  other  waters  in  their  respective 
States  through  their  authorized  representatives. 
Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish 
so  caught  and  had  in  possession. 

13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise  in  the  Delaware  river 
abQve  Trenton  Falls  to  willfully  and  without  rea- 
sonable  cause   interfere    with,    break,   damage   or 
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destroy  any  hauling  seine  or  net  of  any  description 
being  lawfully  used.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars^ 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put  or 
place  in  the  Delaware  river  above  Trenton  Falls 
any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  whatsoever, 
any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for  the  purpose  of 
catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the  fish,  or  to 
allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal  oil,  saw- 
dust, tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus  (otherwise  known 
as  fish  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the  com- 
pounds thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses,  oil  tanks 
or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive  or  poison- 
ous substances  of  any  kind  or  character  to  be 
turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be 
emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it 
is  shown  that  every  practicable  means  has  been 
used  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  waters  in  question 
by  the  escape  of  deleterious  substances.  In  the 
case  of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances 
known  to  be  injurious  to  fishes  or  to  fish  food  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  prove  that  such  sub- 
stances have  actually  caused  the  death  of  any  par- 
ticular fish.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  ^ell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  ihave  in  possession  any  fresh  dead 
game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful 
period  for  catching  the  same  and  the  space  «of  six 
days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
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on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  fish. 

16.  The  Commonwealth  of  PennsylTania  and  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent  juris- 
diction  over  all  offenses  and  violations  of  this  act, 
committed  or  attempted  to  be  committed  by  any 
person  or  persons  fisihing  in  the  Delaware  river 
above  Trenton  Falls,  within  the  jurisdiction  re- 
spectively of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  procedure  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  punishing  violations 
of  this  act,  as  well  as  for  the  confiscation  of  boats, 
nets  and  other  appliances  shall  be  the  same  in  all 
respects  as  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a 
uniform  procedure  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws 
relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recov- 
ery of  penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved 
March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  supplementary  thereto. 

17.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to 
deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person 
authorized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the 
fish  laws  in  either  State  from  enforcing  or  carry- 
ing into  effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who 
shall  resist  arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets 
illegally  used,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

18.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed:

monwealth of  Pennsylvania  has  enacted  a  similar 
act  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  siie 
of  the  meshes  of  nets  shall  not  become  operative 
until  June  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nine.

Whebeas,  By  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  ap- 
proved March  twenty-fifth,  a.  d.  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight,  entitled  "A  joint  resolu- 
tion for  the  creation  of  a  commission  to  co- 
operate with  the  authorities  of  the  States  of 
Pennsylvania  and  New  York  in  regard  to  the 
propagation,  protection  and  catching  of  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river,  and  to  inquire  into  any 
causes  of  pollution  of  the  waters  of  said  river,

President  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission, 
B.  0.  Kuser;  President  of  the  Senate,  Thomas 
J.  Hillery  and  Frank  B.  Jess,  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Assembly;    and 
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Whereas,  The  Gommissions  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  have  been  duly  organized  as  provided 
and  required  by  law;    and 

Whebeas,  The  Oommissioners  of  the  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  and  of  the  said 
State  of  New  Jersey  in  joint  meeting  held  for 
that  purpose  have  agreed  upon  uniform  laws  to 
provide  an  act  providing  uniform  laws  to  en- 
courage the  propagation  of  fish,  and  to  regu- 
late the  catching,  taking  and  destruction  of  fish 
in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls 
within  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  and  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  and  providing  penalties  for  viola- 
tion of  its  provisions ;    therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
aemhly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  affect  and 
apply  only  to  the  propagation,  catching,  taking 
and  protection  and  destruction  of  fish  in  the  waters 
of  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  lying 
beween  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  and  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
shall  have  and  enjoy  a  common  right  of  fishery 
throughout,  in  and  over  the  waters  of  said  river 
between  low  water  mark  on  each  side  of  said 
river  between  said  States  below  Trenton  Falls 
except  so  far  as  either  State  may  have  heretofore 
granted  valid  and  subsisting  private  right  of 
fishery. 
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3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following 
fish  shall  be  designated  as  game  fish,  to  wit: 
black  bass  or  small  mouth  bass ;  large  mouth  bass, 
otherwise  called  Oswego  or  yellow  bass;  straw- 
berry or  calico  bass;  rock  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  red  eye  or  goggle  eye;  white  bass;  crapple; 
pike  perch,  otherwise  called  wall-eyed  pike  or 
Susquehanna  salmon;  pike;  pickerel;  white 
perch;  yellow  perch;  charr,  commonly  called 
brook  or  speckled  trout,  or  any  form  of  trout. 
The  following  shall  be  designated  as  bait  fish,  to 
wit:  all  species  of  minnows,  kilii-fishes  and  stone 
catfish.  AH  other  species  or  varieties  of  fish  what- 
soever shall  be  designated  as  food  fish. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch  or  fish  for  any 
game  fish  in  any  part  of  the  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls,  with  any  device  or  by  any  means 
or  method  whatsoever,  excepting  with  rods  and 
lines  or  hand  lines,  commonly  called  dipsey  or 
throw  lines  each  having  not  more  than  three  hooks, 
or  with  trolling  lines  with  spoon  or  artificial  bait 
having  not  more  than  one  burr  of  three  single 
hooks  attached.  The  number  of  rods  and  lines,  or 
the  number  of  trolling  lines  not  to  exceed  two  of 
one  or  the  other  device  named,  and  said  lines  must 
be  under  the  direct  and  immediate  supervision  of 
the  person  fishing  therewith.  Any  person  violat- 
ing any  provisions  of  this  section  shall  <m  c<hi- 
viction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  bait  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  exeept 
with  the  foUowing  devices,  to  wit:    rods  and 
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and  hand  lines  with  not  more  than  three  hooks 
attached ;  a  minnow  seine  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length ;  a  dip  net  not  more  than  five 
feet  square;  a  minnow  trap,  the  opening  of  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches 
in  diameter ;  a  scoop  net  with  a  single  handle  and 
with  a  diameter  of  not  more  than  two  feet.  Any 
person  who  uses  any  other  device,  method  or  means 
for  catching  bait  fish,  other  than  those  specified 
in  this  section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  food  fish  in 
the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls  with  any 
device,  method  or  means,  excepting  by  the  fol- 
lowing devices  and  under  regulations  and  restric- 
tions hereinafter  described,  to  wit :  A  seine,  a  gill 
net,  an  eel  pot,  or  fyke  net,  each  without  wings, 
a  parallel  net,  or  stake  net  at  the  edge  of  low 
water,  and  rods  and  lines,  or  hand  lines,  other- 
wise known  as  dipsey  or  throw  lines,  each  having 
not  more  than  thiee  hooks.  Any  person  who 
shall  use  or  employ  any  method  or  device  for 
catching  food  fish  other  than  those  named  in  this 
section,  or  shall  use  or  employ  any  device  named 
in  this  section  contrary  to  the  regulations  or  re- 
strictions hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars. 

7.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  catch  and  take  or  at- 
tempt to  catch  and  take  sturgeon  from  the  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls  with  any  device 
excepting  a  seine  or  a  gill  net,  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  thirteen  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished,  or  to  catch  and  take 
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or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  other  food  fish 
from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the  meshes  of  which 
shall  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  stretched 
measure  while  being  fished,  or  any  gill  net  the 
meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  five  and  one- 
quarter  inches  stretched  measure  while  being 
fished ;  provided^  that  gill  nets  with  a  mesh  not 
smaller  than  three  inches  may  be  used  from  March 
first  to  June  tenth  in  each  year  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  herring  only.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or  attempt  to 
catch  and  take,  any  food  fish,  except  sturgeon,  by 
means  of  a  seine  or  gill  net  between  the  tenth  day 
of  June  in  each  and  every  year  and  the  first  day 
of  March  next  ensuing.  Any  person  who  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all 
nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  fish  of 
any  kind  from  the  Delaware  river,  below  Trenton 
Falls,  with  a  net  of  any  character  which  is 
anchored  or  staked,  or  fastened  down  in  any  man- 
ner, permanently  or  otherwise,  or  to  use  any  net 
so  anchored  or  fastened  down  in  any  manner;  nor 
shall  any  net  of  any  kind  or  character,  excepting 
a  drifting  gill  net,  an  eel  pot,  or  a  fyke  net,  each 
without  wings,  or  a  parallel  net  for  the  capture 
of  carp  only,  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
and  taking  fish  in  said  waters  within  one-half  mile 
above  or  below  the  mouth  of  any  river,  creek  or 
stream  emptying  into  said  Delaware  river  below 
Trenton  Falls.    Any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
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of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars, 
together  with  the  forfeiture  of  boats,  nets  and 
other  appliances  used. 

9.  (As  amended  March  21,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  and  take,  or 
attempt  to  catch  and  take,  fish  of  any  kind  or 
description  from  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton 
Falls,  by  means  of  a  net,  or  to  use  a  net  of  any 
character  in  the  waters  aforesaid  between  Satur- 
day at  2  p.  M.  and  twelve  o'clock  midnight  Sunday 
night  in  each  week.  Any  person  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and 
other  appliances  used. 

10.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  catch  food  fish  with 
rods  and  lines  and  hand  lines,  and  trolling  lines  as 
described  in  section  four  of  this  act,  at  any  time  of 
the  year  in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton 
Falls,  but  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for  and  take 
game  fish,  excepting  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  June 
to  the  first  day  of  December,  inclusive,  in  each  year. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  taken. 

11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke 
nets,  each  without  wings,  in  the  Delaware  river 
below  Trenton  Falls,  from  June  first  to  July  first, 
in  each  year,  both  dates  inclusive,  but  it  sihall  be 
lawful  to  use  eel  pots  and  fyke  nets,  each  without 
wings,  from  July  first  to  May  thirty-first,  both 
dates  inclusive,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  carp,  catfish,  eels  and  suckers  only.     All 
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other  species  of  fish  which  may  be  caught  in  siiid 
nets  must  be  returned  unharmed  immediately  to 
the  waters  from  which  taken ;  provided,  that  tbe 
entrance  of  said  eel  pot  or  fylte  net  shall  not  be 
more  than  six  inches  in  diameter  and  the  outside 
diameter  not  more  than  thirty  inches.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars,  together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats 
and  other  appliances  used. 

12.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  use  a  parallel  net.  otherwise  a  net  set 
approximately  parallel  witih  the  shore  in  the  Dela- 
ware river  below  Trenton  Falls,  and  at  low  water 
mark,  between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  use  such  parallel  net  from  the  first  day 
of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  inclu- 
sive, next  ensuing,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  carp  only ;  provided,  that  the  meshes  of 
said  net  be  not  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches 
stretched  measure  when  being  fiahed;  provided, 
that  seines  not  smaller  than  two  and  one-half  inch 
mesh  may  be  used  from  September  first  to  May 
thirty-first  of  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
carp  and  suckers  only ;  and  provided  further,  that 
no  such  net  shall  be  set  in  such  manner  as  to  im- 
pede navigation.  All  other  fish  than  carp  and 
suckers  must  be  returned  unharmed  to  the  water 
beyond  low-water  mark.  Any  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  on  conviction 
thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  one  hundn^  dollars^ 
together  with  a  forfeiture  of  all  nets  and  other 
appliances  used. 
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13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  from  the 
Delaware  river  below  Trenton  Falls,  in  any  man- 
ner whatsoever,  any  striped  bass,  otherwise  known 
as  rockfish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds  or 
measuring  less  than  ten  inches  in  length,  or  any 
sturgeon  l9ss  than  five  feet  in  length,  or  any  black 
bass,  or  any  small  mouth  bass,  large  moutih  bass, 
otherwise  known  as  Oswego  or  yellow  bass,  less 
than  nine  inches  in  length,  or  any  pike,  or  pickerel, 
or  any  pike-perch,  otherwise  known  as  wall-eyed 
pike  or  Susquehanna  salmon,  less  than  twelve 
inches  in  length,  or  any  calico  or  strawberry  bass, 
crappie,  white  bass,  rock  bass,  otherwise  known  as 
red-eye  or  goggle-eye,  or  trout  or  charr,  less  than 
six  inches  in  length.  Any  fish  of  a  less  length  than 
those  described,  or  any  striped  bass,  commonly 
called  rock  fish,  weighing  more  than  twenty  pounds, 
which  may  be  caught,  must  be  returned  immediately 
to  the  water ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  fishery 
authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
or  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  capturing  fish  of  any 
size  from  said  waters,  or  at  any  time  of  the  year, 
or  in  any  manner  for  propagating  purposes  and 
for  stocking  other  waters  in  their  respective  States 
through  their  authorized  representatives.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and  every  fish  so  caught 
and  had  in  possession. 

14.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  boat, 
anchor,  dredge  or  otherwise,  in  the  Delaware  river 
below  Trenton  Falls,  to  willfully  and  without  rea- 
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sonable  cause  interfere  with,  break,  damage  or 
destroy  any  drifting  gill  net  or  hauling  seine  or 
nets  of  any  description  being  lawfully  used,  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drift  a  gill 
net  over  the  waters  of  a  shore  fishery  while  the 
hauling  seine  is  being  used.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  sh^A  on  con- 
viction thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dol- 
lars. 

15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  put 
or  place  in  the  Delaware  river  below  Trenton 
Falls  any  explosive  or  poisonous  substances  what- 
soever, or  any  drug  or  any  poison  bait  for  the 
purpose  of  catching,  taking,  killing  or  injuring  the 
fish,  or  to  allow  any  dye  stuff,  coal  or  gas  tar,  coal 
oil,  sawdust,  tan  bark,  cocculus  indicus  (otherwise 
known  as  fis^h  berries),  lime,  vitriol,  or  any  of  the 
compounds  thereof,  refuse  from  gas  houses,  oil 
tanks  or  vessels,  or  any  deleterious,  destructive  or 
poisonous  substances  of  any  kind  or  character  to 
be  turned  into  or  allowed  to  run,  flow,  wash  or  be 
emptied  into  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  unless  it 
is  shown  that  every  practicable  means  has  been 
used  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  waters  in  question 
by  the  escape  of  deleterious  substances.  In  case 
of  the  pollution  of  waters  by  substances  known  to 
be  injurious  to  fishes  or  to  fish  food,  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  prove  that  such  substances  have 
actually  caused  the  death  of  any  particular  fish. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

16.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  purchase,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  or  have  in  possession,  any  fresh  dead 
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game  fish  or  food  fish,  except  during  the  lawful 
period  for  catching  the  same  and!  the  space  of  six 
days  after  such  period  has  expired.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  fisih. 

17.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  and  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  concurrent  juris- 
diction over  all  offenses  and  violations  of  this  act, 
committed  or  attempted  to  be  committed,  by  any 
person  or  persons  fishing  in  the  Delaware  river 
below  Trenton  Falls,  within  the  jurisdiction  re- 
spectively of  the  said  State  of  New  Jersey  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  The  procedure  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  -for  punishing  violations  of 
this  act,  as  well  as  for  the  confiscation  of  boats, 
nets  and  other  appliances,  shall  be  the  same  in  all 
respects  as  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  this  State  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a 
uniform  procedure  for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws 
relating  to  fish,  game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recov- 
ery of  penalties  for  violations  thereof,"  approved 
March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  supplementary  thereto. 

18.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  by  threat, 
menace  or  force,  or  in  any  manner  attempt  to 
deter  or  prevent  any  fish  warden  or  other  person 
authorized  to  make  arrests  for  violation  of  the 
fish  laws  in  either  State,  from  enforcing  or  carrying 
into  effect  any  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  shall 
resist  arrest  or  the  seizure  of  boats  or  nets  illegally 
used,  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
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19.  The  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed :

20.  Tihis  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but 
no  section,  proviso  or  part  of  this  act  shall  be 
considered  as  valid  and  operative  until  a  similar 
act  has  been  enacted  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania ;  provided,  that  when  the  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  has  enacted  a  similar 
act  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  size 
of  the  meshes  of  nets  shall  not  become  operative 
until  June  eleventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nine.

1.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
ahoot  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of 
water  fowl  whatsoever,  on  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay  between  the  first  day  of  September  and  the 
first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  both  dales  inclu- 
sive. Any  person  who  shall  capture,  kill,  injure  or 
destroy  on  the  Delaware  river  or  bay  any  goose, 
duck,  swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of  water  fowl 
whatsoever,  at  any  time  other  than  between  the 
dates  mentioned  in  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  goose,  duck, 
swan,  brant,  or  any  kind  of  water  fowl  whatsoever, 
so  as  aforesaid  captured,  killed,  injured  or  de- 
stroyed. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  for  the  protection  of  shad  fishermen  In 
the  Delaware  bay,  eastward  of  the  ships' 
channel. 

1.  T.bat  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
vessel  engaged  in  dredging  oysters  to  anchor  or 
leave   their  buoys  ofl   ^li^   flats  between   Arnold's 
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point  buoy  and  Stony  point  in  the  Delaware  bay, 
between  sunset  and  sunrise  of  each  day  previous 
to  the  twenty-fifth  of  May  in  any  year. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  throw  any  dredge  or  other  appliances 
from  the  deck  of  any  boat  or  vessel  into  any  gill 
net;  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  fish  warden, 
or  the  sheriff  of  any  county  in  whiqh  this  act  is 
violated,  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  guilty  of 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
any  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  upon 
conviction  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed 
six  months. 
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An   Act   concerning   trespassing   on    lands  for 
tlie  purpose  of  gunning  or  fisliing. 

Approved  March  21,  1912. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  trespass  upon  the  occupied  lands  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  within  this  State  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hunting  witih  a  gun  or  fishing,  killing  or 
catching  any  game  or  fish  enumerated  in  the  stat- 
utes, after  public  notice  on  the  part  of  the  owner, 
occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof,  forbidding 
such  trespass,  such  notice  being  posted  conspicu- 
ously adjacent  to  the  highway  binding  on  said  land 
or  adjacent  to  any  usual  entranceway  to  said  lands ; 
and  every  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  costs, 
and  every  justice  of  the  peace,  police  court  or 
recorder  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  such  offend- 
ers, and  pronounce  sentence  as  herein  provided. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  trespass  upon  the  occupied  lands  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  within  this  State  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hunting  with  a  gun  or  fishing,  killing  or 
catching  any  game  or  fish  enumerated  in  the  stat- 
utes, after  being  forbidden  so  to  trespass  by  the 
owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof ;  and 
every  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  costs,  and 
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every  justice  of  the  peace,  police  court  and  recorder 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  such  offenders  and 
pronounce  sentence  as  therein  provided. 

3.  Any  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  may  be  arrested  without 
warrant  by  the  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee, 
or  any  officer  of  the  law,  taken  before  any  of  the 
justices  or  courts  mentioned  in  this  act  as  having 
jurisdiction.  Any  person  convicted  of  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  on  failure  to  pay  a  fine 
imposed  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  said  justice  or 
court  before  whom  the  conviction  is  had  may  com- 
mit such  persons  to  the  county  jail  until  such  fine 
is  paid. 

4.  All  moneys  recovered  as  fines  for  any  viola- 
tions under  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  for  the  uses  and 
purposes  of  said  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners. 

5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately. 


An    Act    to    prevent    wilful    trespasses    upon 

lands. 

Approved  February  17,  1857. 

That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  unlawfully 
enter  upon  any  lands  not  his  own,  after  having 
been  forbidden  to  do  so  by  the  owner  or  legal  po3- 
sessor  of  such  lands,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
each  offense  to  the  owner  of  said  lands,  or  this  or 
her  tenant  in  possession,  the  sum  of  three  dollars, 
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to  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs,  in  an 

action  of  debt,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in 
this  State. 


An  Act  to  prevent  trespassing  with  guns. 

Approved  March  14,  1895. 

1.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  Any  person 
trespassing  on  any  lands,  except  fresh-meadow  land 
over  which  the  tide  has  ebbed  and  flowed  contin- 
uously for  twenty  years  or  more,  carrying  a  gun. 
after  public  notice  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  occu- 
pant, lessee  or  licensee  thereof  forbidding  such 
trespassing,  such  notice  being  posted  conspicuously 
adjacent  to  the  higihway  binding  on  said  lands,  or 
adjacent  to  any  usual  entranceway  to  said  lands, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass  at  the  suit  of 
such  owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee,  and  in  an 
action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which  action  shall  be 
conducted  in  all  respects  as  actions  of  trespass  or 
tort  are  usually  conducted)  the  damages  awarded 
for  any  such  trespass  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
dollars. 

2.  (As  amended  April  15,  1911.)  Any  person 
trespassing  on  any  lands,  except  fresh-meadow 
land  over  which  the  tide  has  ebbed  and  flowed  con- 
tinuously for  twenty  years  or  more,  carrying  a 
gun,  after  being  forbidden  so  to  trespass  by  the 
owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  trespass,  at  the  suit  of  such 
owner,  occupant,  lessee  or  licensee,  and  in  an 
action  of  trespass  or  tort  (which  action  shall  be 
conducted  in  all  respects  as  actions  of  trespass  or 
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tort  are  usually  conducted)  the  damages  awarded 
for  any  such  trespass  shall  not.be  less  than  ten 
dollars. 

3.  That  any  person  or  persons  found  trespassing, 
as  provided  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  (disorderly, 
and,  in  addition  to  the  remedies  therein  provided 
for,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  said  lands,  or  the  occupant  or  occupants,  lessee 
or  lessees  or  licensees  thereof,  or  any  constable  or 
constables,  to  apprehend  without  warrant  or 
process,  any  sucih  disorderly  person  or  persons,  and 
to  take  him  or  them  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  county  where  apprehended ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  justice,  in  a  summary  manner, 
to  hear  and  determine  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
such  person  or  persons,  and,  upon  conviction,  to 
impose  upon  the  offender  or  offenders,  and  each  of 
them  so  convicted,  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  besides  the 
cost  of  prosecution;  and  if  any  person  or  persons 
so  convicted  shall  fail  to  pay  such  fine  and  costs, 
the  said  justice  shall  commit  suqh  offender  or 
offenders  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten 
days. 

4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wil- 
fully or  maliciously  remove,  deface  or  alter  any 
notice  posted  as  contemplated  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act  with  the  intent  to  destroy  such  notice, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both. 
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An    Act    to    prevent    the    burning    of    woods, 
marshes  and  meadows. 

Passed  Novembei  24,  1794. 

Supplement  approved  March  24,  1875. 
That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  bum  or 
smoke  out.  or  attempt  to  bum  or  smoke  out,  any 
s(iuirrel  or  squirrels,  or  any  animal  or  species  of 
i;ame  whatsoever,  in  any  woods,  or  forests,  marshes 
or  meadows,  or  other  lands  in  this  State,  belonging 
to  any  other  person  or  corporation,  or  if  fire  orig- 
inates from  any  such  burning  or  smoking  as  afore- 
said, by  any  person  whatsoever,  by  means  of  which 
any  other  person  or  corporation  shall  be  damnified 
in  his  or  her  houses,  buildings,  fences,  woodis  or 
other  property  whatsoever,  whether  the  same  be 
inclosed  or  not,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending 
in  any  of  the  premises  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  not 
exceeding  twelve  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof  (one-half 
of  said  fine  to  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons 
entering  the  complaint),  and  also  shall  yield  and 
pay  double  damage  to  the  party  injured  thereby, 
to  be  recovered  by  action  on  the  case,  with  costs 
of  suit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 
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An  Act  to  provide  for  the  destruction  of  foxes 
and  the  payment  of  premiums  therefor. 

Approved  April  3,  1902. 

1.  For  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  protec- 
tion of  game  within  this  State,  there  are  hereby 
established  the  following  provisions  for  the  de- 
struction of  foxes  and  the  payment  of  premiums 
therefor  by  the  respective  counties  in  whioh  the 
same  are  slain. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  having 
killed  any  fox  within  this  State,  who  is  desirous 
of  availing  himself  of  the  premiums  therein  pro- 
vided, to  produce  such  slain  animal  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  in  which  the 
same  was  killed,  and  make  affidavit  of  the  time 
and  place  of  killing  the  same;  provided,  that  the 
pelt,  if  entire  from  the  tip  of  the  nose  of  any  such 
animal,  may  be  produced  in  lieu  of  such  animal, 
when  so  preferred ;  and  upon  the  production  of 
any  such  animal,  or  pelt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  officer,  in  the  presence  of  said  person  killing 
such  animal,  and  one  qualified  voter  of  said  county, 
to  cut  off  the  ears  of  such  animal,  and,  in  the 
presence  of  said  persons,  burn  the  same. 

3.  (As  amended  June  22,  1906.)  Upon  the 
destruction  of  said  ears,  said  officer  shall  give  to 
the  person  producing  suqh  animal  or  pelt,  a  cer- 
tfficate  of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  directed  to  the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders 
of  the  county  in  which  such  animal  was  slain, 
which  certificate  shall  contain  the  following  facts: 
The  kind  of  animal  and  when,  where  and  by  whom 
killed,  and  the  date,  by  wuhom  and  in  the  presence 
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of  what  qualified  yoter  the  ears  of  such  animal 
were  destroyed;  and  the  residences  of  the  person 
killing  said  animal  and  of  said  voter,  and,  upon 
production  and  surrender  of  such  certificate,  the 
said  board  shall  pay  out  of  the  county  funds  to 
the  person  killing  said  animal  the  sum  of  three 
dollars;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said 
officer  taking  the  affidavit  provided  for  in  the  sec- 
ond section  of  this  act  to  file  the  same  forthwith 
or  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Collector  of  the  county;  and  upon  filing 
the  same  the  said  officer  shall  receive  from  the 
funds  of  the  county  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  in  full 
for  all  his  services  under  this  act;  provided^  how- 
ever, that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  county  of 
thifl  State  where  the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders 
of  said  county,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  mem- 
bers, shall  pass  a  resolution  that  this  act  is  not 
for  the  best  interest  of  the  people  of  the  county 
they  represent. 

4.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  and  fraudulently 
collect  any  premium  or  premiums  provided  in  this 
act,  or  shall  aid,  abet  or  assist  in  any  official  capa-

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An  Act  to  provide  for  the  destruction  of  wood- 
chucks  and  the  payment  of  premiums  there- 
for. 

Approved  April  1,  1912. 

1.  For  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  protec- 
tion of  crops  and  property  within  this  State,  there 
are  hereby  established  the  following  provisions  for 
the  destruction  of  woodchucks,  familiarly  known  as 
groundhogs,  and  the  payment  of  premiums  therefor 
by  the  respective  counties  in  which  the  same  are 
slain. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  having 
killed  any  woodchuck.  familiarly  known  as  ground- 
hog, within  this  State,  who  is  desirous  of  availing 
himself  of  the  premiums  herein  provided,  to  pro- 
duce such  slain  animal  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  in  which  the  same  was  killed, 
and  make  affidavit  of  the  time  and  place  of  killing 
the  same ;  provided,  that  the  pelt,  if  entire  from 
the  tip  of  the  nose  of  any  such  animal,  may  be 
produced  in  lieu  of  such  animal,  when  so  pre- 
ferred ;  and  upon  the  production  of  any  such  ani- 
mal, or  pelt,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer,  in 
the  presence  of  said  person  killing  suQh  animal, 
and  one  qualified  voter  of  said  county,  to  cut  off 
the  ears  of  such  animal,  and,  in  the  presence  of 
said  persons,  burn  the  same. 

3.  Upon  the  destniction  of  said  ears,  said  officers 
shall  give  to  the  person  producing  such  animal,  or 
pelt,  a  certificate  of  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  directed  to  the  Board  of  Chosen  Free- 
holders of  the  county  in  which  such  animal  was 
slain,  which  certificate  shall  contain  the  following 
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facts:  The  kind  of  animal  and  when,  where  and 
by  whom  killed,  and  the  date,  by  whom  and  in  the 
presence  of  what  qualified  voter  the  ears  of  such 
animal  were  destroyed ;  and  the  residences  of  the 
person  killing  said  animal  and  of  said  voter,  and, 
upon  production  and  surrender  of  such  certificate, 
the  said  board  shall  pay  out  of  the  county  funds  to 
the  person  killing  said  animal  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders  of  said  county 
not  exceeding  fifty  cents  for  each  animal ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  officer  taking  the 
affidavit  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act  to  file  the  same  forthwith,  or  cause  the  same 
to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Collector  of 
the  county ;  and  upon  filing  the  same  the  said  offi- 
cer shall  receive  from  the  funds  of  the  county  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  cents  in  full  for  all  his  services 
under  this  act ;  provided,  however,  that  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  any  county  of  this  State  where 
the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders  of  said  county,  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  pass  a 
resolution  that  this  act  is  not  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  people  of  the  county  they  represent. 

4.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  and  fraudulently 
collect  any  premium  or  premiums  provided  in  this 
act,  or  shall  aid,  abet  or  assist  in  any  official  capa- 
city, or  otherwise  in  the  same,  he,  she  or  they  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  undergo  an 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  the  proper 
county  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  or  either, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
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5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  ac|;s  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately. 


An  Act  to  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale,  use 
and  possession  of  air  guns  and  spring  guns. 

Approyed  April   1,    1913. 

1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  corporations,  to  manufacture, 
sell,  barter,  exchange,  hire,  loan,  give,  buy  or  have 
in  possession  or  use  or  shoot  any  air  gun,  spring 
gun,  or  pistol,  or  other  weapon  of  similar  nature 
in  which  the  propelling  force  is  a  spring  or  air  and 
ejecting  a  bullet  or  missile  smaller  than  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  with  sufficient  force 
to  injure  tihe  person. 

2.  Any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corpo- 
rations violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

COMMISSIONERS,  WARDENS,    ETC. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''A  further 
supplement  to  an  act  entitled  'An  Act  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  fishing  Interests  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,'"  approved  March 
17,  1870,  which  supplement  was  approved 
May  15,  1894. 

Approved  March  22,  1895. 

Tihat  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  Section  one  superseded  by  act  of  September 
25,  1907. 

2.  That  the  duties  of  the  said  board  shall  be 
the  protection  and  propagation  of  fish,  birds  and 
game  animals  and  the  enforcement  of  the  law  re- 
lating thereto,  and  for  the  propagation  and  dis- 
tribution of  food  fish,  and  to  keep  up  the  supply 
thereof  in  the  various  waters  of  the  State;  said 
board  shall  have  the  conduct  and  control  of  such 
hatching  stations  as  are  now  owned  and  operated 
by  the  State,  and  such  as  may  hereafter  be  es- 
tablished, and  shall  have  power  to  investigate  any 
and  all  complaints  made  to  the  said  board,  and 
shall   at  all   times  have   the  right  and   power   to 
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inspect  any  dam,  weir,  fish-basket,  net  or  other 
illegal  apparatus  for  taking  fish,  and  forthwith 
to  remove  the  same,  and  shall  have  power,  on 
view  or  information,  to  enforce  the  laws  for  the 
protection  and  propagation  of  fish,  birds  and  game 
animals  within  this  State,  by  arrest  and  prosecu- 
tion of  the  offender  or  offenders,  without  warrant 
or  complaint,  ahd  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the 
Legislature  annually,  at  the  meeting  thereof  for 
the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November 
preceding,  of  all  their  official  operations,  with  such 
suggestions  and  reconunendations  as  they  shall 
deem  useful. 

3.  (As  amended  May  2,  1911.)  The  said  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  may  appoint 
twenty-six  competent  men,  who  shall  be  known  as 
fish  and  game  wardens,  whose  powers  and  duties 
are  hereinafter  defined,  and  the  said  board  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  designate  one  of  said  wardens 
as  the  fish  and  game  protector,  who  shall  hold 
such  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  said  board, 
and  who  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  board, 
have  the  direction,  supervision  and  control  of  the 
other  fish  and  game  wardens,  and  said  board  shall 
designate  one  of  the  said  wardens  to  be  assistant 
fish  and  game  protector;  the  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector shall  give  bond  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
with  sureties  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  each  of  the  said  wardens  shall  give 
bond  to  said  State,  with  sureties  in  the  penal  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  duties,  such  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioners,    and  upon  default  an

action  thereon  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
State ;  the  compensation  of  the  fish  and  game 
protector  shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  month,  payable  monthly,  and  he  shall  be 
allowed  his  expenses  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties;  the  compensation  of  the  assistant  fish 
and  game  protector  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  his  expenses 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  The  compensa- 
t'on  of  said  wardens,  other  than  the  protector 
and  assistant  protector,  shall  be  nine  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  an  al- 
lowance to  each  for  expenses  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  each  of  the  said 
wardens,  when  appointed,  shall  give  his  entire 
time  to  the  duties  presciibed  for  wardens,  and 
they  shall  not  be  engaged  in  any  other  business 
or  occupation ;  the  payment  of  traveling  and  inci- 
dental expenses  for  said  fish  and  game  wardens 
shall  be  made  upon  the  statement  of  said  fish  and 
game  protector,  duly  sworn  to  by  him  that  the 
charges  for  which  payment  is  asked  have  been 
incurred  in  the  .discharge  of  official  duties,  and 
that  the  bill  is  true  and  correct ;  such  bill  so'  cer- 
tified to  by  the  said  fish  and  game  protector  shall 
be  approved  by  the  said  board  before  payment ; 
the  compensation  and  expenses  incurred  under 
this  act  may  be  paid  by  the  said  State  Treasurer 
on  warrants  of  the  Comptroller  on  bills  properly 
approved  by  said  board  out  of  the  resident  license 
fund  and  other  receipts  of  said  board,  received 
through  said  board  or  otherwise. 
4.  That   the   fish   and   game   wardens   shall    en- 
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force  all  the  laws  of  the  State  for  the  protection 
of  fish,  birds  and  game  animals,  and  shall  have 
full  power  to  execute  all  processes  issued  for  the 
violation  of  such  laws  and  to  serve  subpoenas 
issued  for  the  examination,  investigation  or  trial 
of  all  offenses  against  said  laws;  each  fish  and 
game  warden  shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  his 
official  acts  and  shall  at  the  close  of  each  month 
make  a  summary  of  such  record  with  such  state- 
ments in  detail  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
information  of  the  said  board,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  said  board ;  the  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector shall  report  to  the  said  board  any  negli- 
gence or  dereliction  of  duty  or  incompetency  on 
the  part  of  any  of  the  said  wardens,  with  the  facts 
relating  thereto,  and  he  shall  report  monthly  to 
said  board  the  operation  of  his  department  dur- 
ing the  preceding  month,  and  make  anfih  further 
report  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  board;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fish  and  game  warden 
to  seize,  remove  and  forthwith  destroy  any  net, 
pound  or  other  device  for  taking  fish  found  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  or  upon 
the  shores  or  islands  of  such  waters  where  fishing 
with  nets  is  prohibited  or  illegal,  and  all  such 
n«ts,  pounds  or  other  devices  are  declared  to  be  a 
public  nuisance,  and  may  be  abated  and  sum- 
marily destroyed  by  any  fish  or  game  warden, 
and  no  action  for  damages  shall  lie  or  be  main- 
tained against  any  fig^h  and  game  warden  for  such 
seizure  or  destruction. 

5.  That  the  said  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners and  the  fish  and  game  wardens  and  the 
fish  and  game  protector  may,  in  the  discharge  of 
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their  duties,  call  in  the  aid  of  any  constable, 
sheriff  or  other  peace  officer  of  this  State  when 
deemed  necessary ;  and  any  such  officer  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to  aid  when  thus  required  shall  for- 
feit twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action 
of  debt ;  they  shall  also  have  the  power  of  sum- 
mary arrest  in  cases  of  flagrant  violation  of  the 
fishing  or  the  game  laws  of  this  State. 

6.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  and  in  conflict  with  this  act  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners  to  appoint  ten  ad- 
ditional fish  and  game  wardens. 

Approved  March  27,  1912. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
of  this  State  are  hereby  authorized,  when,  in  their 
judgment,  it  shall  become  necessary,  to  appoint 
any  number  of  fish  and  game  wardens,  not  to 
exceed  ten,  in  addition  to  the  number  of  wardens 
now  allowed  by  law.  Such  additional  wardens, 
when  80  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  compensation,  including  expenses,  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  duties  and  shall  qualify 
in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by  law  in  the 
case  of  fish  and  game  wardens  heretofore  ap- 
pointed. 
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An  Act  prohibiting  the  impersonating  of  fish 
and  game  wardens  or  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens.  * 

Approved  March  13,  1912. 

1.  No  person  shall  falsely  pretend  that  he  is  a 
fish  and  game  warden  of  this  State  or  a  deputy 
fish  and  game  warden  of  this  State,  nor  shall  any 
person,  not  being  a  fish  and  game  warden  of  this 
State  or  a  deputy  fish  and  game  warden  of  this 
State,  impel  sonate  a  fish  and  game  warden  or  a 
deputy  fish  and  game  warden,  nor  attempt,  by  any 
means  whatsoever,  to  induce  another  to  believe 
that  he  is  such  fish  and  game  warden  or  deputy 
fish  and  game  warden. 

2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  person  or 
persons  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  pro- 
cedure for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to 
fish,  game  and  birds  and  for  the  recovery  of  pen- 
alties for  violations  thereof,"  approved  March 
twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and 
supplementary  thereto. 
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A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  appointment  of  commleeioners 
for  the  better  protection  of  the  fishing  in- 
terests of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,"  ap- 
proved March  seventeenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy. 

Approved  March  13,  1012. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  may  in  writ- 
ing authorize  any  of  their  salaried  wardens  to 
have  in  possession  and  carry  a  revolver,  club, 
billy,  handcuffs  and  twisters,  or  any  such  other 
weapon  or  article  as  may  be  required  in  the  per- 
formance of  theT  official  duty. 


A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
for  the  better  protection  of  the  fishing  in- 
terests of  the  State  of  New  Jersey/'  ap- 
proved March   17,  1870. 

Approved  September  25,  1H07. 
1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  be  com- 
posed of  four  competent  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
one  for  three  years,  and  one  for  four  years,  and 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
duly  appointed  and  qualified  and  the  Governor 
shall   annually   thereafter   appoint   one   person   to 
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fill  the  vacancy  in  the  said  board,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  Vacancies 
occurring  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  shall 
be  filled  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  the  commissioner  whose  office  shall 
become  vacant.  No  commissioner  shall  hold  more 
than  one  office  in  the  said  board  at  one  and  the 
same  time. 

2.  The  office  and  terms  of  office  of  the  com- 
missioners heretofore  appointed  and  now  in  office 
under  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  further  sup- 
plement, and  of  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and 
supplementary  thereto,  are  hereby  terminated  and 
made  void  and  shall  cease  at  the  expiration  of 
sixty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect. 


An  Act  for  the  establishment  of  farms  for  the 
propagation  of  game  and  fish. 

Approved  May  1,  1911. 

1.  (As  amended  February  27,  1913.)  The  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Ck)mmissioners  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  purchase  suitable  lands  and  erect  buildings 
thereon  within  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  propa- 
gating game  and  fish ;  the  said  lands  and  buildings 
shall  be  in  charge  of  competent  persons  who  shall 
engage  such  additional  help  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  actually  necessary,  and  such  additional 
help  shall  be  engaged  only  by  permission .  of  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  CJommissioners.  The 
salary  of  the  head  gamekeeper  and  the  saperm- 
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tendent  of  the  hatchery  shall  not  exceed  nine  hun- 
dred dollars  per  year,  payable  monthly,  and  the 
total  amount  of  salaries  of  the  head  gamekeeper, 
the  superintendent  of  hatcheries  and  all  additional 
help  employed  at  the  game  farms  and  fish  hatch- 
eries shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  the  total 
amount  of  nine  thousand  dollars.  The  cost  of  the 
hatchery  or  hatcheries  and  game  farm  or  farms 
complete  shall  not  exceed  forty  thousand  dollars; 
all  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  this  act  shall 
be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  warrants  of  the 
Comptroller  on  bills  properly  approved  by  said 
board  out  of  the  receipts  of  said  board,  received 
through  said  board. 


A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
for  the  better  protection  of  the  fishing  in- 
terests of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,"  ap- 
proved March  seventeenth,  eiffhteen  hundred 
anc'l  seventy. 

Approved  March   18,   1913. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  arid  Game  Commissioners 
shall  have  the  power  to  sell,  exchange,  or  other- 
wise dispose  of,  any  fish  or  fish  eggs  from  the  State 
hatchery,  game  birds  or  game  animals,  or  the  eggs 
of  game  birds  from  the  State  game  farm,  as  well 
as  any  other  products  of  the  said  farms,  boats  and 
personal  property  in  general,  when  and  as  they 
shall  deem  proper,  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  to  be 
reported  by  the  Fish  and.  Game  Commission  as  re- 
ceipts of  the  board,  and  to  be  paid  into  the  State 
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treasui'jt  subject  to  the  use  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  as  other  receipts. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with aie  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commiseionere  to  acquire,  by  condem'- 
nation  or  otherwise,  land  in  this  State  to  be 
used  for  the  propagation  of  fish  and  game. 

Approved  March  22,  1912. 

1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
of  this  State  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire 
by  gift,  grant,  purchase,  condemnation,  or  in  any 
other  Jawful  manner,  in  the  name  of  the  State 
and  for  its  use  so  much  land  in  this  State  as  may 
in  their  judgment  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  aitificial  propagation  of  food  or  game  fish,  and 
game  birds  and  animals,  for  restocking  the  public 
waters  and  lands  of  this  State,  and  the  lands 
purchased  or  condemned  shall  be  adjacent  to  the 
lands  already  selected  for  a  fish  hatchery  and  game 
farm,  Jocated  in  Warren  and  Ocean  counties,  and 
in  no  case  shall  the  amount  expended  in  such  pur- 
chase or  condemnation  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars. 

2.  When  such  land  is  acquired  by  condemna- 
tion, the  proceedings  shall  in  all  respects  be  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  regulate  the  ascertainment  and  pay- 
ment of  compensation  for  property  conciemned  or 
taken  for  public  use  (Revision  of  1900)/'  approved 
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March  twentieth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred,  and 
the    acts    amendatory    thereof    and    supplemental 
thereto. 
3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


An  Act  to  prevent  trespass,  destruction  or 
mutilation  of  signs  on  lands  on  wliich  a  fisli 
hatchery  or  game  farm  is  located  by  the 
Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners. 

Approved  March  8,  1912. 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  tres- 
pass on  any  lands  on  which  a  fish  hatchery  or 
game  farm  is  located  and  operated  by  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  in  this  State, 
or  to  damage,  deface  or  remove  any  notice  or 
signboard  erected  on  said  lands,  under  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense  to  be  recovered 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  en- 
titled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for 
the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game 
and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violation  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereof  and  supplements  thereto. 


An    Act   to    provide    for   the    appointment    of 
deputy  fish  and  game  wardens. 

Approved  March  80,  1896. 
1.  The  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  deputy  fish 
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and  game  wardens  as  such  board  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  laws  regu- 
lating the  taking  of  fish,  game  and  birds. 

2.  Such  deputy  fish  and  game  wardens  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  by  the  laws 
of  this  State  on  fish  and  game  wardens  of  the 
State,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  fees  and 
emoluments  of  such  office  of  fish  and  game  wardens 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  provided  by 
law  for  such  fiah  and  game  wardens ;  provided^ 
however,  that  such  deputy  fish  and  game  wardens 
shall  receive  no  salary  or  other  compensation  from 
the  State. 


A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  ail  iaw8  relating  to  fleli,  game  and 
birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for 
violations  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven. 

Approved  April  6,  1911. 

1.  In  all  cases  where  the  complainant  shall  be 
a  deputy  fish  and  game  warden  of  this  State  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  protec- 
tion of  game  and  fowl,  the  deputy  fish  and  game 
warden,  if  the  prosecution  be  successful  and  the 
penalty  paid,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  said 
penalty  the  sum  of  five  dollars  in  each  and  every 
case;  said  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  Justice  of  the 
peace  before  remittance  is  made  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State,  or  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
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missioners,  as  the  case  may  be;  the  justice  of  thcf 
peace  shall  in  each  case  forward  to  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners  a  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint, stating  thereon  if  the  defendant  was  con- 
victed, acquitted  or  the  case  appealed;  provided, 
that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  apply  to 
the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  license 
citizens  of  this  State  to  pursue  wild  animals  and 
fowl,"  approved  April  twenty-first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  nine. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
for  the  better  protection  of  the  fishing  in- 
terests of  the  State  of  New  Jerseyi"  ap- 
proved March  seventeenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy,  approved  May  fourth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

Approred  March  28,  1912. 

1.  The  Board  of  Wish  and  Game  Commissioners 
of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
fix  the  annual  allowance  for  expenses  of  each  of  the 
fish  and  game  wardens,  exclusive  of  the  protector 
and  the  assistant  protector,  and  may  at  any  meet- 
ing for  any  good  cause  appearing  to  the  board 
alter  such  allowance;  provided,  the  aggregate  of 
such  allowances  shall  not  exceed  the  total  amount 
for  wardens'  expenses  authorized  by  law. 
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An  Act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  aaaocla- 
tiona  and  societies  for  the  more  efficient  pro- 
tection of  game  and  game  fish. 

Approved  March  13,  1879. 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  far  ten  or  more  inhab- 
itants of  this  State,  above  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  to  form  an  association  and  society  for  the 
better  protection  of  game  and  game  fish,  and  for 
that  purpose  they  shall  make  and  sign  articles  of 
association,  which  shall  set  forth  the  names  of  the 
persons  forming  said  association  and  society,  with 
their  places  of  residence,  the  names  of  not  less  than 
five  and  not  more  than  ten  directors,  who  shall 
manage  the  affairs  of  said  association  and  society 
for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  until  others  are 
elected  in  their  stead  and  place,  and  the  name 
adopted  by  said  association  and  society  as  its  cor- 
porate name,  whiqh  articles  of  association  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  who 
shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  they  are  filed,  and 
record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose ;  and  upon  filing  said  articles  of  asso- 
ciation in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  said  per- 
sons who  shall  have  signed  said  articles  of  associa- 
tion, and  all  being  citizens  of  this  State  above  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  thereupon  become 
members  of  said  association  and  shall  be  a  corpo- 
ration by  the  corporate  name  mentioned  in  said 
articles  of  association  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
and  as  such  corporation  shall  have  the  .power  to 
make  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  generally  to  have  the  privileges  and  immunities 
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• 

incident  to  bodies  politic,  and  be  subject  to  the  lia- 
bilities and  restrictions  imposed  thereon. 

2.  That  the  object  of  said  association  and  society 
shall  be  the  better  protection  of  game  and  game 
fish,  and  to  aid  in  carrying  out  the  laws  of  this 
State  for  the  protection  of  the  same. 

3.  That  in  otder  to  carry  out  the  objects  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  associations  and 
societies  to  have  the  power  to  make  and  adopt  a 
constitution  and  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the 
admission  and  fee  of  members,  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  its  property  and  funds,  and  from  time  to  time 
to  alter  and  repeal  such  constitution,  by-laws  and 
regulations,  by  a  majority  of  its  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting,  upon  notice  being  given  at 
any  regular  preceding  meeting  for  the  assessments 
of  its  members,  fine  on  officers  and  members  for 
failure  and  neglect  of  any  compliance  of  the  con- 
stitution, by-laws  and  regulations  thereof;  and 
said  fees,  assessments  and  fine  shall  be  collected  in 
the  name  of  the  association  and  society,  by  its  cor- 
porate name  against  the  delinquents,  as  debts  of 
like  amount  may  now  or  hereafter  be  collected  by 
law.* 


♦  This  act  has  been  repealed  but  the  repealer 
does  not  operate  as  to  associations  in  existence  and 
duly  "incorporated  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  repealing  act."  New  associations  cannot  be 
formed  under  the  above  act. 
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PROCEDURE  FOR  ENFORCING  THE  LAWS. 

An  Act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relatlng^  to  fish, 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  violations  thereof. 

Approved  March  29,  1897. 

1.  All  laws  general  and  special  for  the  protection 
of  fish,  game  and  birds,  or  in  any  manner  prohib- 
iting or  regulating  the  taking  or  possession  of  the 
same,  shall  hereafter  be  enforced  and  all  penalties 
for  violation  thereof  shall  hereafter  be  recovered  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

2.  (As  amended  March  31,  1905.)  Justices  of 
the  peace,  district  courts  and  police  magistrates 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  punish  any  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  accused  of 
violating  any  of  the  laws  specified  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  provisions  thereof, 
and  every  penalty  prescribed  for  such  violation  may 
be  enforced  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate,  either  in 
the  county  where  the  offense  is  committed  or 
where  the  offender  is  first  apprehended  or  where 
he  may  reside,  and  nothing  contained  in  any  law 
heretofore  passed  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
jastices  of  the  peace  residing  within  the  limits  of 
any  city  where  a  district  court  is  or  may  be  estab- 
lished from  exercising  jurisdiction  under  this  act. 

3.  Such  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or 
police  magistrate,  upon  receiving  complaint  in 
writing,  duly  verified,  of  the  violation  of  any  law 
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specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  of  any 
of  the  provisions  thereof,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  issue  a  warrant,  directed  to  any  con- 
stable, police  officer,  fish  and  game  warden,  fish  and 
game  protector,  or  deputy  fish  and  game  warden 
of  this  State,  commanding  him  to  cause  the  person 
or  persons  so  complained  of  to  be  arrested  and 
brought  before  such  justice,  district  court  or  police 
magistrate,  and  shall  thereupon,  in  a  summary 
way,  hear  and  determine  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
such  person  or  persons,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall 
impose  upon  the  person  or  persons  so  convicted  the 
penalty  or  penalties  prescribed,  together  with  the 
cost  of  prosecution,  for  such  offense,  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  fail  to  pay  the  penalty  or 
penalties  so  imposed,  together  with  the  costs  of 
prosecution,  the  said  justice,  district  court  or 
police  magistrate  shall  commit  him  or  them  to  the 
common  jail  of  the  county  where  such  conviction 
is  had,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  or 
until  said  penalty  and  costs  are  paid. 

4.  Such  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or 
police  magistrate,  upon  receiving  complaint  in 
writing,  duly  verified,  of  the  violation  of  any  law 
specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  by  any  corporation  or  corpo- 
rations, is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
issue  a  summons  directed  to  any  constable,  police 
officer,  fish  and  game  warden,  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector, or  deputy  fish  and  game  warden  of  this 
State,  requiring  such  corporation  or  corporations 
to  be  and  appear  before  such  justice  of  the 
peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  on  the 
day  therein  named,  to  answer  the  said  complaint. 
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which  said  summons  shall  be  served  on  the  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary,  superintendent  or 
manager  of  such  corporation  at  Jeast  five  days  be- 
fore the  time  of  appearance  mentioned  therein,  and 
thereafter  all  proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as  in 
cases  against  individuals;  except  where  a  different 
procedure  is  provided  by  this  act. 

5.  For  the  violation  of  any  law  specified  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  done  within  the  view  of  any  constable, 
police  oflScer,  fish  and  game  warden,  fish  and  game 
protector,  deputy  fish  and  game  warden,  or  any 
officer  or  member  of  any  incorporated  game  pro- 
tective society,  such  officer  is  hereby  authorized, 
without  warrant,  to  arrest  the  offender  or  offend- 
ers and  to  carry  him  or  them  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  of 
the  county  wherein  such  arrest  is  made,  and  the 
justice,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  before 
whom  such  offender  or  offenders  shall  be  taken 
is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  hear  and  de- 
termine in  a  summary  way  the  guilt  or  innocence 
of  such  person  or  persons,  after  receiving  from 
the  said  officer  a  complaint  in  writing,  duly  veri- 
fied, setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  offense  for 
which  the  said  person  or  persons  was  or  were 
arrested. 

6.  In  any  action  commenced  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  the  prevailing  party  shall  recover  costs 
against  the  other;  and  the  same  fees  and  costs 
shall  be  allowed  therein  as  in  trials  before  justices 
of  the  peace  holding  court  for  the  trial  of  small 
causes. 
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7.  Any  hearing  to  be  held  pursuant  to  this  act 
may,  for  good  cause  shown,  be  adjourned  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  the  return 
of  any  warrant  or  the  time  of  appearance  men- 
tioned in  any  summons,  or  from  the  date  of  any 
arrest  without  warrant,  as  the  case  may  be,  but 
in  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice, 
district  court  or  police  magistrate  to  detain  the 
defendant  or  defendants  in  safe  custody  unless  he 
or  they  shall  enter  into  bond  to  the  person  making 
the  complaint  with  at  least  one  surety  in  double 
the  amount  of  the  penalty  to  be  recovered,  condi- 
tioned for  his  or  their  appearance  on  the  day  to 
which  the  hearing  shall  be  adjourned,  and  thence 
from  day  to  day  until  the  case  is  disposed  of,  and 
then  to  abide  by  the  judgment  of  the  justice,  dis- 
trict court  or  police  magistrate,  provided  no  ap- 
peal therefrom  be  taken,  and  such  bond,  if  for- 
feited, may  be  prosecuted  by  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  given  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

9.  Any  party  to  any  proceeding  instituted  under 
this  act  may  appeal  from  the  judgment  or  sen- 
tence of  the  justice,  district  court  or  police  magis- 
trate, to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
in  which  the  said  proceedings  take  place;  pro- 
videdf  that  the  party  appealing  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  the  date  of  the  said  judgment,  serve  a 
written  notice  of  appeal  upon  the  opposite  party, 
pay  th«  costs  of  such  proceedings,  and  deliver  to 
the  justice,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  a 
bond  to  the  opposite  party  in  double  the  amount 
of  the  judgment  appealed  from  with  at  least  one 
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sufficient  surety,  conditioned  to  prosecute  the  said 
appeal  and  to  stand  to  and  abide  by  such  further 
order  or  judgment  as  may  hereafter  be  made 
against  said  party. 

10.  (As  amended  March  31,  1905.)  Whenever 
an  appeal  shall  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court 
or  police  magistrate  to  send  all  papera,  together 
with  a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case  to 
the  next  term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
said  county,  which  court  shall  hear  and  deter- 
mine such  appeal  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as 
said  case  was  heard  and  determined  by  such  justice 
of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate. 

11.  The  duly  appointed  fish  and  game  protector, 
fish  and  game  wardens,  and  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  of  this  State  shaJl  have  the  same  power 
and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  the  services 
of  process  in  cases  instituted  under  this  act  as 
constables  have  and  are  entitled  to  receive  in  the 
courts  for  the  trial  of  small  causes. 

12.  No  person  shall  be  excused  from  giving  evi- 
dence in  any  action  or  proceedings  taken  or  had 
under  this  act,  on  the  ground  that  such  evidence 
might  tend  to  convict  such  witness,  or  render  him 
liable  to  prosecution  under  this  act,  but  such  evi- 
dence shall  not  be  received  against  such  witness  in 
any  such  prosecutioft' 

13.  If  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  cor- 
];>orations,  shall  be  found  making  use  of  any  boat 
or  boats,  vessel  or  vessels,  or  any  seine*  gill,  drift, 
anchor  or  sink-nets,  fixed  nets,  trap,  pot,  pound, 
set-line,  fyke,  weir  or  other  apparatus  for  the  un* 
lawful  taking  of  fish  in  any  waters  within  the 
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jurisdiction  of  this  State  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
laws  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  he, 
she  or  they  shall,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  pre- 
scribed forfeit  the  boat  or  boats,  vessel  or  vessels, 
seine  or  seines,  net  or  nets,  gill  or  gills,  drift  or 
drifts,  draw-net  or  nets,  fyke  or  fykes,  trap  or 
traps,  pot  or  pots,  pound  or  pounds,  weir  or  weirs, 
set-line  or  lines,  or  other  apparatus  so  unlawfully 
used;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  constables, 
sheriffs,  fish  and  game  wardens,  and  the  fish  and 
game  protector,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  other 
person  or  persons,  to  seize  and  secure  any  of  the 
aforesaid  apparatus,  and  immediately  thereafter 
give  notice  to  some  justice  of  the  peace,  district 
court  or  police  magistrate  of  the  county  wherein 
said  seizure  shall  be  made ;  and  said  justice  of  the 
peace,  district  court  or  police  magistrate  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  appointed,  to  hear  and  determine  in  a 
summary  way  whether  the  same  was  unlawfully 
used,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  same  was 
unlawfully  used,  to  make  an  order  directing  the 
confiscation  and  forfeiture  of  the  same  to  the  use 
of  the  Game  and  Fish  Commissioners  of  this  State, 
who  may  dispose  thereof  at  their  discretion. 

14.  Any  judgment  obtained  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  against  a  corporation  may  be 
docketed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  in  and  for  the  county  in  which  such  judg- 
ment shall  be  obtained,  and  like  proceedings  shall 
be  had  for  the  collection  of  the  same  as  if  the  said 
judgment  had  been  rendered  in  the  said  court. 

15.  Proceedings  under  this  act  may  be  instituted 
on  any  day  of  the  week,   and   the  institution  of 
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such  proceedings  on  Sunday  shall  be  no  bar  to  the 
successful  prosecution  of  the  same  and  any  process 
served  on  Sunday  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual 
as  if  served  on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

16.  All  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  en- 
titled and  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  with  one  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens 
of  the  State,  or  a  deputy  fish  and  game  warden, 
or  a  police  officer,  or  a  constable,  or  a  member  of 
any  regularly  incorporated  fish  and  game  protec- 
tive association,  or  the  fish  and  game  protector,  as 
prosecutor,  and  no  proceedings  shall  be  instituted 
by  any  person  not  a  duly  commissioned  fish  and 
game  warden,  or  a  deputy  fish  and  game  warden, 
or  a  police  officer,  or  a  constable,  or  a  member  of 
any  incorporated  fish  and  game  protective  associa- 
tion, or  the  fish  and  game  protector  of  this  State. 

17.  In  all  cases  where  a  person  shall  be  con- 
victed a  second  time,  double  the  penalty  prescribed 
shall  be  imposed  upon  such  second  conviction,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  person  making 
the  complaint  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  who  has  reason  to  believe  that  the  accused 
has  been  previously  convicted,  to  lay  such  informa- 
tion before  the  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court 
or  police  magistrate,  and  produce  such  proof  of 
the  same  as  shall  be  admissible.*

ance, vehicle,  fish-boz,  fish-basket,  game-bag  or 
game-coat,  or  other  receptacle  for  game  and  fish, 
when  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  of  the 
laws  for  the  protection  of  game  and  fish  have 
been  violated ;  and  the  said  Fish  and  Game  Com- 
missioners, fish  and  game  protector  and  fish  and 
game  wardens  shall,  at  any  time,  seize  and  take 
possession  of  any  and  all  birds,  animals  or  fish, 
which  have  been  caught,  taken  or  killed  at  any 
time  in  a  manner  or  for  a  purpose,  or  had  in  pos- 
session or  under  control,  have  been  shipped  or  are 
about  to  be  shipped,  contrary  to  any  of  the  laws 
of  this  State;  justices  of  the  peace,  district  courts 
and  police  magistrates,  upon  receiving  proof  of 
probable  cause  for  believing  in  the  concealment 
of  any  bird,  animal  or  fish  caught,  taken,  killed, 
had  in  possession,  under  control  or  shipped,  or 
about  to  be  shipped  contrary  to  law,  shall  issue  a 
search  warrant  and  cause  a  search  to  be  made  in 
any  place,  and  to  that  end  may,  after  demand, 
and  refusal,  cause  any  building,  enclosure  or  car 
to  be  entered,  and  any  apartment,  chest,  box, 
locker,  crate,  basket  or  package  to  be  broken  open 
and  the  contents  thereof  examined  by  said  fish  and 
game  commissioner,  fish  and  game  protector  or  fish 
and  game  wardens;  all  birds,  animals  or  fish,  or 
nets,  or  fishing  appliance  or  apparatus,  seized  by 
the  fish  and  game  commissioners,  fish  and  game  pro- 
tector or  any  of  the  fish  and  game  wardens,  shall 
be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  justice  of  the  peace,  district  court  or  police 
magistrate  before  whom  the  offense  ia  tried;    and 
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such  fish  and  game  commissioners,  fish  and  game 
protector  or  fish  and  game  wardens  shall  not  be 
liable  for  damages  on  account  of  any  such  search 
or  the  destruction  of  any  nets  or  fishing  apparatus 
of  any  kind  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

2.  In  prosecutions  instituted  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  no  further  pleadings 
than  the  filing  of  the  complaint  and  the  issuing 
of  the  warrant  shall  be  necessary  on  the  part  of 
the  prosecutor,  nor  shall  any  such  proceedings  be 
invalidated  on  account  of  lack  of  endorsement  of 
the  complaint  or  the  warrant  or  for  insufficiency 
in  the  recital  of  the  offense  charged ;  provided^ 
however^  that  said  complaint  shall  specify  the 
section  and  the  title  of  the  act  charged  to  have 
been  violated,  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the 
alleged  offense  and  the  location  where  it  is  charged 
the  offense  was  committed. 


Instmctions  to  Wardens  and 

Deputies. 


In  charging  a  person  with  having  violated  any 
section  of  the  fish  and  game  law,  be  careful  to 
charge  that  the  violation  was  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  section  (giving  it)  of  the  act  entitled 
(here  reciting  the  title  of  the  general  act  and  the 
date  of  the  approval  thereof).  If,  however,  such 
section  has  been  amended,  after  reciting  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  the  original  act,  add  as  follows; 
"As   said   section   was  amend<ed  by   act   approved 

nineteen  hundred  and  " 

In  a  great  many  of  the  sections  of  the  fish  and 
game  law  there  are  exceptions.  An  exception 
must  be  negatived.  By  this  is  meant  that  where 
there  is  an  exception  in  favor  of  some  person  or 
thing,  you  simply  charge  the  violation  and  charge 
that  the  person  is  not  within  the  exception.  For 
instance,  as  an  illustration  of  negativing  an  excep- 
tion and  reciting  the  facts  of  the  amendment  of  a 
section,  the  following  is  given,  with  respect  to 
section  ten  of  the  general  fish  and  game  act : 

Albert  Jones,  at  the  township  of  ,  in 

the  county  of  ,  on  the  day 

of  ,  nineteen  hundred  and  ,  did 

kill  a  reed  bird,  said  day  NOT  being  a  day  from 
the  first  day  of  September  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of   December,    both   dates    inclusive,    of   the   year 
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aforesaid,  contrary  to  and  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  ten  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  protection  of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and 
fish,  to  regulate  their  method  of  .capture  and  to 
provide  open  and  close  seasons  for  such  capture 
and  possession  (Revision  of  1903),"  Approved 
April  14th,  1903,  as  said  section  was  amended  by 
act  approved  April  10th,  1907  (P.  L.  1907,  p.  66). 

As  the  rule  of  law  requires  an  exception  of  this 
kind  to  be  negatived,  the  complaint  must  recite  the 
exception. 

It  has  often  been  mooted  as  to  whether  the 
complaint  and  summons  must  be  endorsed  as  in 
ordinary  actions  by  common  informers.  The 
proceedings  under  the  fish  and  game  act  are  sum- 
mary and  are  not  before  a  court,  the  justice  of 
the  peace  sitting  merely  as  a  magistrate,  and  it 
has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  the 
endorsement  on  the  complaint  and  summons  is 
not  necessary;  nor  is  the  justice  required  to  keep 
a  docket,  or  a  record  of  the  evidence,  because  the 
form  of  conviction  has  been  prescribed  by  the 
Legislature.  It  is  suggested,  ihowever,  that  it 
would  be  well  for  the  justice  to  keep  a  record  of 
what  transpires  before  him  in  order  that  if  at 
any  time  the  justice  should  be  required  to  certify 
what  transpired,  he  will  be  enabled  to  examine  his 
record.

The  defendant  entered  into  bond  in  the  sum  of 
forty  dollars  with  James  Kelley,  a  surety  for  his 
appearance  before  me  on  the  day  and  the  hour 
fixed  for  trial. 

October  12,  19  ,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.  This  be- 
ing the  day  of  appearance  mentioned  in  defendant's 
bond  and  the  day  set  for  the  trial  of  this  cause,  the 
defendant  appeared;    the  prosecutor  also  appeared. 

Trial  piToceeded.  On  the  part  of  the  prosecutor 
Julian  DeTere  was  sworn  as  a  witness  and  testified 
that  on  the  ninth  day  of  October,  19  ,  he  saw  the 
defendant  at  the  railroad  station  at  Midyale,  in 
Pompton  township,  in  Passaic  county;  that  de- 
fendant had  a  shotgun  with  him.  Witness  asked 
defendant  what  he  had  been  doing.  Defendant  re- 
plied that  he  had  been  hunting  and  killed  one  quail. 
Defendant  produced  the  quail  and  showed  it  to 
witness  and  said  that  he  had  shot  it  that  day  near 
the  station. 

For  the  defendant  the  said  Albert  Jones  was 
sworn  as.  a  witness.     He  testified  that  he  had  killed 
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one  qnail,  as  was  alleged,  but  that  when  he  did  so 
he  was  Ignorant  that  it  was  against  the  law. 

The  eyidence  being  closed,  I  gave  Judgment  for 
the  prosecutor  and  against  the  defendant,  finding 
the  defendant  guilty  of  the  oflFence  charged  In  the 
complaint. 

I  thereupon  imposed  upon  the  defendant  a  pen- 
alty of  twenty  dollars,  and  three  dollars  and  forty 
cents,  the  costs  of  prosecution. 

The  defendant  haying  failed  to  pay  said  penalty 
and  the  costs,  I  did  order  that  he  be  committed  to 
the  county  Jail  for  a  period  of  ten  days. 

I  issued  a  commitment  and  gave  it  to  Richard 
Roe,  a  constable.

Abstract  of  Decisions. 


Following  will  be  found  some  decisions  rendered 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and 
some  of  the  higher  State  courts  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  enforcement  of  fish  and  game  laws.  The 
number  of  decisions  might  have  been  multiplied, 
but  the  principle  in  ail  is  practically  the  same,  that 
each  State  has  almost  unlimited  power  to  enact 
laws  for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game.  In  ren- 
dering the  opinions  in  the  cases  cited  below  the 
courts  almost  invariably  referred  to  previous  deci- 
sions or  to  authorities,  and  these  may  be  readily 
ascertained  by  reference  to  the  full  decisions. 

Ownership  of  Fish  and  Game. 

In  Gentile  v.  State,  29  Ind.  415,  the  court,  citing 
2  Black  Comm.  392,  said :  *'As  far  as  any  right  of 
property  in  fish  can  exist,  it  is  in  the  public.,  or  is 
common  to  all.  No  individual  property  in  them 
exists  until  they  are  taken  or  reduced  to  actual 
possession." 

"The  States  own  the  tidewaters  themselves  and 
the  fish  in  them,  so  far  as  they  are  capable  of 
ownership  while  running.  For  this  purpose  the 
State  represents  its  people,  and  the  ownership  is 
that  of  the  people  in  their  united  sovereignty." — 
McCready  v.  Virginia,  XJ.  S.  394. 

"The  ownership  of  fish  is  in  the  State  for  the 
benefit  of  its  people  in  common,  and  the  Legisla- 
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ture  has  the  right  to  permit  individuals  to  catch 
them  upon  suqh  terms  and  conditions  as  it  may 
impose,  and  to  restrict  the  property  acquired  in 
them  when  caught  to  such  extent  as  it  deems 
proper.  It  may  prohibit  catching  them  entirely,  or 
for  a  specified  season,  or  it  may  permit  them  to  be 
caught  for  the  use  pf  the  person  who  makes  the 
catch  and  withhold  the  right  to  sell  them  or  ship 
them  for  sale." — State  v.  Organ,  56  Ark.  267. 

"No  one  has  a  property  in  the  animals  and  fowls 
denominated  'game*  until  they  are  reduced  to  pos- 
session."—Magner  V.  People,  97  111.  320,  citing  2 
Kent's  Com.  (8th  ed.),  416  et  seq.,  and  Cooley  on 
Torts  435. 

"The  person  killing  game  under  this  statute  has 
but  a  qualified  property  in  the  birds  after  they  are 
killed.  He  may  consume  them.  If  a  trespasser 
should  take  them  from  him,  he  migtht  maintain  an 
appropriate  action  to  regain  the  possession.  But 
the  law  which  authorized  him  to  kill  the  quail 
has  withheld  the  right  to  sell  or  the  right  to  ship 
for  the  purpose  of  sale,  and  wihen  such  person 
undertakes  to  ship  for  sale  he  is  undertaking  to 
assert  a  right  not  conferred  by  law." — ^American 
Express  Co.  v.  People,  133  111.  649. 

A  Massachusetts  law  provides  that  fish  artifi- 
cially propagated  or  maintained  shall  be  the  prop- 
erty of  the  person  propagating  or  maintaining 
them,  and  a  person  legally  engaged  in  their  culture 
and  maintenance  may  take  them  in  his  own  waters 
at  pleasure,  and  may  have  them  in  possession  for 
purposes  properly  connected  with  said  culture  and 
maintenance,  and  may  at  all  times  sell  them  for 
these  purposes,  but  shall  not  sell  them  for  food 
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at  seasons  when  their  capture  is  prohibited  by  law. 
This  law  was  sustained  as  constitutional  in  Com- 
monwealth V.  Gilbert,  35  N.  E.  Rep.  454. 

Possession  of  Game. 

In  October,  1889,  Edgar  M.  Greer  was  prose- 
cuted in  New  London,  Connecticut,  for  unlawfully 
receiving  and  having  in  his  possession  certain  game 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  the  transportation 
thereof  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State,  such  game 
having  been  killed  in  the  State  of  Connecticut 
during  the  season  in  which  the  law  permitted  the 
killing  thereof.  The  defendant  was  convicted,  and 
this  conviction  was  sustained  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Errors  of  Connecticut  (67  Conn.  144). 
The  case  was  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  at  the  October  term,  1895,  and 
at  the  March  term,  1896,  the  conviction  was  sus- 
tained. The  decision  in  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  was  written  by  Justice  White,  and  is  an 
elaborate  exposition  of  the  fundamental  principle 
of  fish  and  game  legislation. 

In  the  case  of  Rhelps  v.  Racey,  60  N.  Y.  10,  the 
New  York  Court  of  Appeals  sustained  a  conviction 
for  having  game  in  possession  in  close  season, 
overruling  the  defense  that  the  game  had  been 
brought  to  New  York  from  another  State,  or  that 
it  had  been  killed  within  the  open  season,  and  also 
deciding  that  such  a  statute  is  not  in  violation  of 
the  inter-state  commerce  law. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, in  the  case  of  Javins  et  al.  v.  United  States, 
sustained    the    conviction    of    {he    defendants    for 
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unlawful  possession  of  quail  in  an  opinion  filed 
November  1st,  1897,  although  the  defendants 
showed  that  the  game  had  come  into  their  posses- 
sion in  the  regular  course  of  trade  from  Illinois  or 
Missouri. 

The  latest  decision,  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going principle,  was  rendered  by  the  Court  of 
Errors  of  Maryland  in  June,  1899. 

Other  cases  in  which  convictions  were  sustained 
for  possession  of  game  lawfully  taken  in  some 
other  States  are:  Commonwealth  v.  Hall,  128 
Mass.  410;  Commonwealth  v,  Wilkinson,  139  Pa. 
298;  People  v.  O'Neil,  71  Mich,  325;  Davis  v. 
McNair  (Out.),  21  Central  L.  J.  480;  Guyer  v. 
Queen,  23  Q.  B.  D.  100;  Whitehead  v.  Smithers, 
2  C.  P.  D.  563 ;  Roth  v.  State,  7  Ohio  C.  C.  62 ; 
State  17.  Randolph,  1  Mo.  App.  15. 

Right  to    Destroy    Nets. 

In  the  case  of  Lawton  et  al.  v,  Steele,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  held  to  be 
constitutional  the  law  of  New  York  providing  for 
the  summary  destruction  of  nets  and  providing  that 
no  damages  should  be  recovered  for  such  destruc- 
tion.   Opinion  rendered  March  5th,  1894. 

A  similar  opinion  was  rendered  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Michigan  in  1897.

Obstruction  by  Dams. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  in  1899  held  to  be 
constitutional  a  law  whiqh  required  owners  of 
''"ms  to  place  fish  ways  in  such  dams. 
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Restricting  the  Right  to  Fish  and  Hunt. 

The  right  of  a  State  to  prohibit  the  taking  of 
fish  on  the  part  of  all  persons,  including  persons 
fishing  in  their  own  waters,  was  upheld  in  the 
case  of  the  State  of  Vermont  v.  Theriault,  in  a 
decision  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ver- 
mont, opinion  filed  July  20,  1898. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey  and 
reported  in  III.  Vroom: 

1.  The  soil  under  the  waters  of  fresh  water 
lakes,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  original  grant 
of  the  province  of  New  Jersey,  is  in  the  proprietors, 
and  not  in  the  State,  and  may  be  acquired  by  an 
individual  owner  by  grant  from  the  Council  of 
Proprietors. 

2.  The  exclusive  right  of  fishery  is  prima  facie 
in  the  owner  of  the  soil,  but  may  be  acquired  sep- 
arate from  the  ownership  of  the  soil,  by  grant  or 
prescription. 

3.  A  right  of  fishery  in  private  waters  cannot 
be  claimed  by  custom,  but  must  be  prescribed  for 
in  a  que  estate,  and  a  right  claimed  by  prescription 
is  not  established  by  proof  of  customary  rigiht. 

4.  In  analogy  with  the  statute  of  limitations, 
which  does  not  apply  to  incorporeal  hereditaments, 
an  adverse  user  of  an  incorporeal  hereditament  for 
the  period  of  twenty  years  affords  a  presumption 
of  a  grant  which  has  been  lost 

5.  An  user,  to  be  adverse,  must  be  under  a  claim 
of  right  against  the  true  owner,  with  such  circum- 
stances of  notoriety  as  to  afford  an  indication  to 
the  owners  that  a  right  is  claimed  against  him. 
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6.  When  tbe  owner  of  a  fishery  does  not  himself 
work  it  for  profit,  but  suffers  the  public  to  fish  in 
it  without  objection,  an  user  by  an  individual, 
which  is  not  distinguished  from  that  of  the  public, 
will  be  considered  permissive,  and  not  adverse, 
unless  there  is  evidence  that  it  was  under  a  claim 
of  right  in  himself,  and  that  the  owner,  knowing  of 
such  claim,  acquiesced  in  it. 

7.  That  the  defendant,  or  those  under  whom  the 
claims,  erected  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public  who  might  visit  the  lake — the  owner- 
ship of  which  is  in  another — ^for  the  purpose  of 
fishing,  is  not  evidence  of  a  prescriptive  right  in 
the  defendant  to  fish  therein. 

This  was  followed  by  the  following  syllabus  of 
opinion  to  be  found  in  IV.  Vroom : 

1.  The  right  to  fish  and  take  fish  is  not  an  ease- 
ment. It  is  a  right  of  profits  in  lands,  and  cannot 
be  claimed  under  the  designation  of  easement. 

2.  The  only  mode  of  acquiring  a  right  of  taking 
a  profit  on  another's  soil  is  by  grant  or  prescrip- 
tion, and  it  must  be  so  pleaded. 

3.  The  right  claimed  in  this  plea  cannot  exist 
in  the  soil  of  a  private  proprietor  either  by  custom 
or  prescription. 

4.  A  right  of  fishing  in  private  waters  cannot  be 
acquired  by  the  public  by  dedication. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  to  be 
found  in  XIX.  Vroom: 

1.  The  act  for  the  protection  of  game  and  fish, 
approved  April  4,  1878,  in  providing  for  greater 
restrictions  and  severer  penalties  upon  non-resi- 
dents of  the  State  than  upon  residents  for  hunting 
game  is  not  contrary  to  those  clauses  of  the  14th 
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amendment  of  the  National  Constitution,  which 
declare  that  no  State  shall  deprive  any  person  of 
life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of 
law,  or  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

2.  T\he  act  does  not  violate  Article  IV.,  Sec.  7, 
Par.  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  New  Jersey. 

3.  The  term  "law*'  in  the  paragraph  cited  means 
an  enactment  of  the  Legislature. 

4.  The  statute  of  April  4,  1878,  above  mentioned, 
is  valid  in  its  application  to  the  act  of  a  non-resi- 
dent of  the  State  killing  game  on  the  property  of 
persons  who  have  formed  an  association,  under  the 
laws  of  the  State,  for  the  protection  of  game  on 
their  own  property. 

Dogs  Running  at  Large. 

The  New  York  statute  prohibiting  the  running 
at  large  of  dogs  in  a  deer  country  was  sustained 
as  constitutional  by  the  New  York  Court  of  Ap- 
peals in  1899  in  the  case  of  Ives  v.  New  York. 

Right  of  Trial   by  Jury. 

"Inhere  is  not  a  State  in  the  Union  which  has 
not  a  constitutional  provision  entitling  persons 
charged  with  crime  to  a  trial  by  jury,  and  yet 
from  time  immemorial  the  practice  has  been  to  try 
persons  charged  with  petty  oifenses  before  a  police 
magistrate,  who  not  only  passes  upon  the  question 
of  guilt,  but  metes  out  the  proper  punishment. 
This  has  never  been  treated  as  an  infraction  of  the 
Constitution,  though  technically  a  person  may  in 
this  way  be  deprived  of  his  liberty  without  the 
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intervtention  of  a  jury.'*  United  States  Supreme 
Ck)urt,  Marqh  5,  1894;  Lawton  et  al.  v,  Steele, 
citing  Oallan  v,  Wilson,  127  U.  S.  540. 

Judge  Reed,  of  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court, 
In  refusing  an  application  ta  set  aside  a  judgment 
because  the  justice  below  had  refused  a  jury  in 
summary  proceedings  Instituted  under  the  oleomar- 
garine act,  said :  ''There  is  no  constitutional  right 
to  a  trial  by  jury  in  this  kind  of  summary  proceed- 
ings to  enforce  police  regulations.  Such  proceed- 
ings before  magistrates  were  a  part  of  the  law  of 
England,  and  it  is 'only  trial  by  jury  as  it  exists  at 
common  law  that  is  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution. 
Johnson  v.  Barclay,  1  Harr.  1,  6."  10  N.  J.  L.  J. 
175. 

Procedure. 

The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  New  Jersey  Court  of  Errors  and 
Appeals,  March  6th,  1899: 

"The  Proceedings  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
under  the  Game  and  Fisih  act  of  March  22d,  1895 
(2  Gen.  Stat,  p.  1580),  are  not  'summary;'  in 
such  sense  that  the  record  of  convictions  must  set 
forth  the  evidence  on  which  the  conviction  rested. 

2.  If  the  verdict  of  the  jury  or  the  finding  of 
the  judge  does  not  determine  the  issue  of  fact  pre- 
sented for  trial,  a  final  judgment  rendered  upon 
such  a  verdict  or  finding  is  erroneous. 

3.  A  certificate  of  the  trial  judge  showing  what 
conclusion  of  fact  he  intended  to  announce  on  the 
trial  of  an  issue  without  jury  will  not  rectify  the 
record  of  a  judgment  which  appears  to  be  erxo- 

'yas  for  want  of  a  determination  of  the  issue." 
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The  following  is  the  syllabus  of  an  opinion  ren- 
dered by  the  New  Jersey  Supreme  Ck>urt  and 
reported  in  XXIX.  Vroom: 

1.  A  statute  gave  jurisdiction  to  justices  of  the 
peace  to  entertain  actions  for  penalties  "upon 
receiving  proof  of  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  one  or 
more  persons  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act."  Held,  that  "proof  in  this 
context  means  testimony  that  conforms  to  the 
fundamental  rules  of  evidence. 

2.  That  an  affidavit  made  upon  information  and 
belief  is  not  such  proof. 

Fl8h  In  Tidewaters. 

The  right  of  each  State  to  control  and  regulate 
the  taking  of  fish  in  the  ocean  within  three  nauti- 
cal miles  of  the  shore  was  affirmed  by  the  United 
States  Supreme  Ck>urt  in  Manchester  v.  Massa- 
chusetts, 139  U.  S.  R.,  p.  240,  in  which  case  the 
court  held  that  the  control  of  the  water  indicated 
as  far  as  fishing  is  concerned  is  vested  in  each 
individual  State  and  not  in  the  United  States.  In 
August,  1895,  a  suit  was  instituted  by  Fish  and 
Game  Warden  Schneider,  in  the  county  of  Atlantic, 
against  John  G.  Fifield  and  others,  charging  them 
with  having  violated  the  law  prohibiting  the  taking 
of  menhaden  within  three  miles  of  the  New  Jersey 
coast,  a  law  which  has  since  been  repealed,  its 
place  being  taken  by  a  law  providing  for  the 
licensing  of  vessels  for  taking  menhaden.  The  case 
was  carried  on  certiorari  to  the  New  Jersey 
Supreme  Court,  and,  in  addition  to  the  above, 
counsel  for  accused  raised  the  point  that  the  pro- 
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vision  in  the  law  providing  for  a  seizure  of  the 
vessel  and  appurtenance  previous  to  any  other 
proceeding  vras  unconstitutional,  as  it  deprived  a 
person  of  his  property  without  due  process  of  law. 
The  Supreme  Court  sustained  the  conviction,  but 
no  opinion  was  ever  written.  On  the  second  point 
raised,  see  Haney  v,  Oompton,  7  Yroom  507,  and 
Day  V,  CJompton,  8  Vroom  514.
